In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Brookline, qualified to 
vote in elections, to meet at the Town Hatt, in said town, on MonpDAy, THE 
TWENTY-SECOND DAY OF Marcu, CURRENT, at one of the clock in the afternoon, 
for the following purposes, to wit : 

First. 'To choose a Moderator. 

Second. To choose the usual Town Officers for the ensuing year. Also to 
choose six Trustees of the new Town Cemetery —being two for one year, two for 
two years, two for three years. 

Third. To hear and act upon the Reports of Town Officers and Committees. 

Fourth. To hear and act upon the Report of the Engineers of the Fire Depart- 
ment, 

Fifth. To hear and act upon the Report of the Water Commissioners. 

Sixth. To see if the Town will accept the List of Jurors, as revised by the 
Selectmen, and posted according to law. 

Seventh. To see what action the Town will take upon a communication from 
the Legislative Committee on Towns to the Selectmen, that a hearing will be had in 
the Blue Room of the State House, on Friday, March 26th, at 10 A. M., on a peti- 
tion of David Coolidge and others, to re-unite Brookline to Boston. 

Eighth. To act upon By-laws already adopted, or to adopt any new By-law 
which may be proposed. 

Ninth. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate money to defray the ex- 
pense of a suitable memorial of the Soldiers and Sailors from this Town, who lost 
their lives in the late war of the rebellion. 

Tenth. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of money, not to exceed 
twenty-five thousand dollars, to defray the cost of erecting a Soldiers and Sailors’ 
Monument in the open air, upon the petition of Ginery Twichell and others. 

Eleventh. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate money to pay claims 
apd awards against the Town. 


Twelfth. To see what action the Town will take upon the Report of the Com- 
mission appointed to recommend a system of Sewerage for the Town. 

Thirteenth. To see what action the Town will take in regard to the lot of land 
on the corner of Cypress street and Cypress place, being the Library lot, so called. 


Fourteenth. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to establish a 
grade agreeably to the provisions of Chap. 88 of the Acts of the year 1873, being 
** an Act to establish a grade in the Town of Brookline.”’ 

Fifteenth. To see if the Town will accept and allow School street, as altered by 
the Selectmen. 


Sixteenth. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate money, not to exceed 
the sum of three hundred and fifty dollars, to pay Bartholomew Cusick, one of the 
quota of Brookline, back State aid. 


Seventeenth. To see if the Town will authorize the Water Commissioners to lay 
water pipes, with suitable hydrants, on Harvard street, to the Brighton line; also 
on Marion street. 

Ejighteenth. To see what action the Town will take in regard toan invitation to 
participate in the forthcoming centennial observance at Lexington. 

Nineteenth. Toraise and appropriate such sums of money as may be required 
to defray the expenses of the Town during the ensuing year and for any or all of 
the foregoing articles. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your doings thereon, 
to the Selectmen, four days, at least, before the day of said meeting.

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REPORT. 





The undersigned, elected at the annual town meeting of the in- 
habitants of Brookline, on the 24th day of March, A. D. 1874, 
as Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, Surveyors of Highways, 
and Board of Health, for the year ensuing, respectfully submit to 
the inhabitants at their annual town meeting to be holden on the 
22d day of March, A. D. 1875, the following report of their do- 
ings, and of the affairs of the town from the time when they 
assumed the trust imposed upon them. 

They held their first meeting on the evening of the 25th day 
of March, A. D. 1874, and organized the Board by choosing Mr. 
Thomas Parsons as Chairman, and Mr. Charles D. Lincoln as 
Clerk of the Board. 

Regular weekly meetings of the Board have been held every 
Monday during the year, excepting one week in the month of 
August ; twenty-four special meetings have also been held. 

The Board has appeared before the County Commissioners, on 
the following petitions and orders: 

Ist. Petition of the town asking the acceptance by the County 
as a highway, of Aspinwall avenue, as widened. 

2d. Petition from the town asking that the order for making 
Washington street might be suspended. 

3d. Petition that the grade of Washington street, between 
School and Park streets, might be changed agreeably to profile 
presented. On this petition there was one hearing at Brookline, 
and two at Dedham. 

Ath. Petition for widening bridge over the railroad on Brighton 
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street. A hearing for apportionment of expenses of so doing was 
held before a committee of three, appointed agreeably to statute. 

5th. Petition to lay out Reservoir lane as a town way. ‘Two 
hearings were had, and the petition was dismissed. 

6th. Petition to alter approaches to Washington Street Bridge, 
_and also to widen said bridge. . A hearing has been notified by 
the County Commissioners for February 26th. 

Tth. Petition to re-locate and widen Aspinwall avenue. A 
hearing notified for February 26th. 


HIGHWAYS. 


As Surveyors of Highways, the Selectmen have had general 
supervision of the streets ; for particulars they refer to the reports 
of the Town Engineer and Superintendent of Streets. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


As a Board of Health, several petitions to abate nuisances 
have been presented and acted upon. 

On petition of a large number of citizens, praying for an 
abatement of a nuisance detrimental to the public health, caused 
by the piggery maintained upon Clyde street, a hearing was had, 
and said piggery was considered to be a public nuisance, injuri- 
rious to health, and was so declared by the Board, and said 

nuisance was ordered to be abated within fourteen days from the ° 
service of the order. 


At the town meeting held Wet 19th, 1874, it was 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized as a Board of Health, to 
contract for the removal, as often as in their judgment may be 
necessary, of the contents of privies, vaults and cesspools within the 
town, and that a place be designated by the Board at which citi- 
zens may give notice when their vaults, privies or cesspools need 
cleaning, aud that the expense of such cleaning be paid by the 
person making such application. 


In accordance with the above vote, a contract was made with 
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Mr. A. Spear to remove the contents of any vaults or cesspools 
within the town, at the rate of three dollars per load of fifty-six 
cubic feet, and the police station was designated as the place at 
which parties might give notice when they desired such work to 
be done. 

In order to make this arrangement of value to our citizens, it 
will be necessary for the town to adopt some by-law which will 
place the whole matter of the removal of the contents of vaults, 
etc., within the control of the Selectmen or the Board of Health. 

A contract for collecting and removing house offal, for one 
year from the date of said contract, was made with Arthur Fin- 
negan, July 1, 1874; the amount to be paid for this service 
is nine hundred dollars per year. 


STREETS. 


Washington street has been completed agreeably to the order 
of the County Commissioners, has been accepted by them, and 
the sum of ten thousand dollars awarded by the County, has been 
paid into the town treasury. 

Gorham avenue has been made agreeably to plan filed. 

Second street has been made agreeably to plan filed. 

Perry street has been made agreeably to plan filed. 

Vernon street has been accepted and allowed as laid out by 
the Selectmen. 

Monmouth street has been accepted and allowed as laid out 
by the Selectmen, and the making and grading of the same is in 
progress. | 

The bridge on Longwood avenue has been rebuilt at an ex- 
pense of seven hundred and fifty dollars. 

The bridge on Aspinwall avenue has been thoroughly repaired 
at an expense of seven hundred and thirty six dollars and thirty- 
seyen cents. 

The culvert‘on Boylston street from the estate of Mrs. John 
Bird has been rebuilt. 
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These last three items have been charged to the appropriation 
for the support of highways. 


REPORT OF TOWN ENGINEER. 


To the Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN, — The following report is compiled from the Super- 
intendent’s Book and is respectfully submitted : 

Since the first of May, the management of the repairs in the 
Highway Department has been carried on under different arrange- 
ments from those previously established, and I am unable to give 
you all the practical details of the work completed this year from 
my own knowledge, yet from personal observation of the work, and 
the records of the Superintendent’s Book, I believe the following 
te be a correct statement of the workings of this Department. 

We have gravelled and repaired forty-eight streets the past 
year, and stoned 5,500 feet of roadway (exclusive of Washington 
street below Park.) | 

Paved 15,250 feet of side gutters, and put down 12,075 feet of 
new plank sidewalks; 6,761 feet of old planking ; 20,433 yards of 
concrete walks; 10,553 feet of curbstone, and built 300 feet of 
sewers with cement pipe; 3 new cesspools, and laid 19 new flag- 
stone road crossings, and have built two large arch culverts. 

We have also graded and finished St. Paul’s street according to 
plans and specifications submitted to the town in 1873. 

Washington street was completely finished from Park street 
to town line. We have also graded Second street with sidewalks 
and gutters, and commenced filling Monmouth street, which will 
be completed early in the spring. 

We have used for the above, 3,665 squares of gravel and stones. 
Have also filled Cypress Street Play Grounds with about 275 
squares of material from Washington street, and 125 squares of 
gutter stuff and ashes. Stable-yard was completed in front and 
around the stable this year, with ashes, gutter stuff and gravel, 
taking 245 squares of material for the purpose. 

Beacon street was repaired the whole length, and sidewalks 
concreted from Marion to Harvard street, on the southeasterly 
side. Plank walk put down from Kent to Pleasant street, and a 
new one from Marion to Tappan street. 
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Boylston street improvement was completed early in the spring, 
and although this work was done in the most thorough manner by 
our own men, yet we find the gravel used for top-dressing to have 
no binding qualities sufficient to make the surface hard and 
smooth as it would be with the gravel from the Winchester street 
pit. Although in other places on our streets this Fairmount 
gravel has proved to be good and given satisfactory results in 
wear and binding properties. A new arch culvert was built under 
the high bank opposite Mrs. Bird’s land, large enough to take all 
the water that can possibly run in the brook from freshets or other 
causes, and will relieve the proprietors of the land, of the trouble 
of having their gardens overflowed in the spring and fall by freshets, 
etc., as they have been heretofore. 

Sidewalks have been curbed from R. Woodward’s to Col. Brod- 
head’s on the south, and from C. O’Hearn’s to Cypress street on 
the north side, completing the work commenced here in 1872. 
The roadway has been repaired the whole length, and is in good 
condition. 

Brookline avenue was stoned and raised to the grade of curb- 
stones set last year, sidewalks completed on both sides the whole 
length. 

Brighton street was repaired and plank sidewalk built the whole 
length of the street. 

Chestnut street sidewalk concreted from Walnut street to 
Chestnut place, and new plank walk put down from this point to 
Sewall street. 

Cypress street was repaired and plank sidewalks made on both 
sides from Walnut street to Sewall place, and on north side to 
Chestnut street. 

Davis avenue. Sidewalks were concreted on north side from 
Washington to Cypress street. 

Harvard street. Sidewalk concreted and curbed from W.'J. 
Griggs’ house to the westerly corner of Getchell’s land, also from 
Marion street to the northerly side of the Congregational Church lot. 

Heath street. Plank walk put down from Boylston street to 
School-house, and street repaired the whole length. 

Hammond street was thoroughly repaired the whole length. 

High street:: Sidewalks concreted on the westerly side to the top 
of hill at S. Hall’s house. 

Irving street. Sidewalk concreted from Walnut to High street. 
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Kent street. Sidewalk concreted from Colchester to Beacon street. 

Longwood avenue was surfaced and repaired the whole length. 
Sidewalk on north side concreted from Harvard street to railroad 
bridge. An arch culvert built under the bank at C. Stearns’ barn, 
and roadway stoned and raised for 200 feet in length. 

Marion street. Sidewalks concreted from Beacon street to Park 
street, and curbed from Perkin’s house to Park street ; also, curbed 
and concreted from Harvard street to the westerly line of the church 
lot, and new plank sidewalks built on both sides, from Harvard to 
Park street. 

Pleasant street. Sidewalk concreted from Harvard street to Free- 
man street, on the easterly side; two new flagstone crossings put 
down, and street repaired. | 

Pond avenue was finished in the summer, by contract. 

Sewall street. Plank walk was built, from Sewall place to Chest- 
nut street. 

Walnut street. Sidewalk curbed and concreted from Chestnut to 
Cypress street, and plank laid from Boylston to Warren street, 
and also from,Mrs. Winsor’s house to Hallett’s land. 

Washington street, at Harvard square, was raised and stoned, ~ 
crossings relaid and straightened. 

Winchester street repaired, and plank walk put down from Bea- 
con street to omnibus stable. 


New Town Ways. 


Gorham avenue was graded, sidewalks made and curbed on south 
side 700 feet, by contract. . 

Perry street was graded, sidewalks curbed and gutters paved, by 
contract. Both sidewalks concreted by the town, and charged to 
appropriation of street. 

Second street was graded and partly stoned, in the summer. 

St. Paul’s street was finished in July, completing the improve- 
ments commenced in the previous year. 

Monmouth street is now being graded by our own men, and will 
be finished early in the spring. 


Higuways WIDENED. 


Washington street. Grading and stoning was completed in 
October ; sidewalk on north side curbed and concreted from Park 
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street to town line. From G. B. Blake’s northerly line, to Har- 
vard square, was built by contract, and finished thoroughly about 
the first of December. 

Newton street was finished early in the season, by contract. 


Town Lots AND PLAy-GROUNDS. 


Brookline avenue grounds were filled and loamed about the first of 
June, by contract, using for the purpose 704 squares of material 
this year. 

Cypress street grounds were nearly completed, with ashes, gutter 
stuff, and the surplus excavation on Washington street, without 
expense to the town. 

Stable lot was filled in front and around the building to complete 
the yard, with ashes, gutter stuff and gravel, using 245 squares for 
this purpose. 

Francis Street School-house. Driveway and walks were con- 
ereted, and the grounds graded, by contract, early in the season. 


SEWERS. 


Irving street was finished in May to the easterly side of High 
street, making 300 feet additional to the work done last year on 
this street. The old sewers have been repaired and are in good 
working order.

A vote 
was passed by the town, instructing the Selectmen to petition the 
County Commissioners to accept Aspinwall avenue as widened. 
At a hearing before said Commissioners, the Selectmen appeared 
and stated the purport of the petition ; the petition was dismissed. 
All the original awards made by the Selectmen for land taken by 
the town for the purpose of widening said avenue, have been ac- 
cepted and paid, excepting the awards made to William K. 
Melcher and Thomas Aspinwall. A claim was made by Mr. 
Melcher for an increased award, which claim has been examined 
and paid. Award made, $200. Amount of claim paid, $500. 

The claims of Thomas Aspinwall, arising from the widening of 
Aspinwall avenue, have been referred, by vote of the town, to a 
board of arbitrators, as has also the claim made by him for dam- 
age to his estate by reason of construction of town sewer. 

Hon, John Wells, Hon. William Gaston and Hon. Waldo Col- 
burn are the board of arbitrators; their award on Aspinwall 
avenue claims has been returned to the Superior Court. The 
sewer claims have not been heard.

Lisrary Lor on Cypress Street. 


A suit, George Baty Blake vs. Town of Brookline, is now 
pending for damages caused by the action of the town in regard 
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to the land situate on the corner of Cypress street and Cypress 
place. : 

In the year 1866 the town purchased a lot of Jand on Cypress 
street for the purpose of erecting thereon a building for a public 
library. Certain citizens living in that vicinity subscribed towards 
the purchase of this land the sum of thirty-one hundred dollars 
as follows, viz.:

The lot contains thirty-two thousand six hundred thirty-eight 
and one-half square feet of land and cost at the time of purchase, 
six thousand five hundred twenty-seven dollars and seventy seven 
cents ($6.527.77). As this lot of land was not used for the purpose 
intended, the Selectmen would recommend that authority be given 
for its sale, if a fair price can be obtained for it, and that it be sold 
subject to such restrictions as the town may direct, and that the sums 
paid by private subscription towards the purchase of said lot be 
returned to the donors, with interest at the rate of six per centum 
per annum, and that the balance be paid into the treasury to be 
used for the redemption of the debt maturing the present year. 

If authority be granted for the sale of this lot, the Selectmen 
would recommend that a strip of land on Cypress street 
feet in width, and a strip of land on Cypress place feet in 
width, be retained by the town and dedicated to public travel, in 
anticipation of any future widening of that street and place. 

The Seleetmen would recommend the adoption of the following 
votes: 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized to sell and dispose of the 
lot of land corner of Cypress street and Cypress place, upon such 
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terms as they shall deem to be for the best interest of the town, and 
that they be authorized to give a deed or deeds of the same with 
the following conditions, viz. 


First.—That no building shall be placed within feet of the 
lines of Cypress street or Cypress place, for the term of twenty 
years from January 1, 1875, 


Second.—That no building other than a dwelling-house, or such 
out-buildings as are usually appurtenant to a dwelling-house shall be 
built upon the granted premises for a term of twenty years, from 
January 1, 1675. 


Third.—That no building shall be built or placed upon the granted 
premises of a less value than dollars. 


Voted, That from the proceeds of the sales of land on Cypress, 
‘street and Cypress place, there beallowed and paid to Messrs. George 
B. Blake, Stephen Salisbury, John D. Sturtevant, Robert S. Davis, 
James Edmond and Edward 8. Ritchie, the several sums contribu- 
ted and paid by them for the purchase of the ‘“‘so called” library 
lot, with interest thereon from the date of payment, and the same 
is hereby appropriated. 


WattHam vs. BRooKLInNe. 


This claim was made by the town of Waltham for the support 
of Stephen W. Adams, under the military settlement laws. The 
case was tried by a jury and a verdict rendered in favor of the 
town of Waltham. | 


MarpievdeaD vs. BROOKLINE. 


This claim is made under the military settlement act, and will 
probably be on trial by jury at the March term of Court. 


ScHoot-Hovser Lor. 


The School-house lot, on Brookline avenue, has been sold by 
the Selectmen, agreeably to a vote of the town, for the sum of 
$2,511.50, $1,000.00 cash and the balance on mortgage.

Marston, B. W. Neal, Clark L. Haynes and D. D. Brodhead, 
waivers of claims for damage, and to material removed, have been 
signed by said parties, and a contract has been made for execut- 
ing the work. 


WATERING STREETS. 


The watering of the streets was commenced early in May, and 
continued during the summer and fall months, at a cost of 
13,000. We believe that this appropriation conduces greatly to 
the comfort of all persons, and is money well laid out, even on 
the score of economy. 


SEWERS AND DRAINS. 


At a meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline, held 
upon the twenty-second day of April, 1874, it was voted, — 

‘¢ That the thirteenth article of the warrant be referred to the 
Selectmen, with instructions to investigate, by public hearings or 
otherwise, some plan by which a main drain or conmon sewer may 
be laid out and located, to provide an outlet for the sewage matter 
at the terminus of the present sewer, at Park and Harvard streets. 
Also, to see if a system of sewerage may not be established without 
contaminating the natural watercourses in the town, and that the 
Selectmen be instructed to employ three engineers, two of whom 
shall not be residents of the town. | 

‘‘And that the sum of five thousand dollars be appropriated to 
carry this vote into effect, and that the Treasurer be authorized to 
borrow that sum or so much thereof as may be necessary.” 
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In compliance with the foregoing vote the Selectmen did om 
the eighth day of May, 1874, appoint E. S. Chesbrough of 
Chicago, W. H. Bradley of Boston and Edward 8. Philbrick of 
Brookline, a commission to examine and report upon the subjects 
named in said vote. 

And the said commission having on the twenty-eighth day of 
January, 1875, submitted to us their report, it was ordered to be 
printed and circulated through the town. 

By reference to the report it will be seen that they recommend 
the construction of a main sewer from Charles River to a point 
on Washington street nearly opposite the old Lyceum Hall, with 
branches in Beacon street, Longwood avenue, Aspinwall avenue, 
etc., to connect with the sewers already laid, and such others as 
may be wanted. 

The following Table shows the number, size, etc., of the sew- 
ers already laid which may be used in connection with the plan 
recommended by the commission.

In order to meet the cost of these and other sewers which 
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are needed, we recommend that the town ask the Legislature 
for authority to issue Coupon Bonds to the amount of three 
hundred thousand dollars. 


Sewers Construcren. 


The sewer in Irving street was completed early in the 
spring, amount expended this year $810.86, which has been 
charged to the special appropriation made for this purpose. 

A sewer of 12 inch pipe has been laid in Holden street 
from a point opposite the line between the estates of R. A. 
Chace and the Baptist Church to the sewer in Washington 
street, at a cost of $339.44 and charged to the appropriation 
for sewers. 

There has also been laid one hundred and eighty feet of 
18 inch pipe in Washington street west of Cypress street; as 
this was put in to receive the surface drainage of that street, 
it has been charged to that account Its cost was $426. 

Petitions from several parties have been presented asking 
for sewers in our streets, but it was not deemed advisable to 
move in the matter until after the receipt of the report of 
the commission, and subsequent action of the town thereon.

Vote of the Town.

Also to see if a system of sewerage may not be established without 
contaminating the natural watercourses in the town, and that the 
Selectmen: .be instructed to employ three engineers, two of whom 
shall not be residents of the town,” etc. 
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REPORT. 
Boston, January, 1875. 


To the Selectmen of Brookline: 


GENTLEMEN, —Having been requested by you, in accordance with 
the vote of your town, above quoted, to examine and report upon 
the subjects therein named, we have duly considered the same. 

An examination of the ground, together with the results of pre- 
vious surveys, satisfies us that it is perfectly practicable to estab- 
lish a very efficient system of sewerage, and at a comparatively 
moderate expense, for all that portion of the town likely to need it 
for the néxt twenty years. 

In considering such a subject as that of town drainage, the first 
and most important question with reference to any particular place 
is, what disposition shall be made of the ordinary discharges from 
the sewers, or of the sewage, a term which we shall use in this 
sense hereafter. 

We are here met by a problem that has exercised many of the 
ablest minds of the scientific world for more than twenty years 
past, without being satisfactorily solved. 

Up to this day we know of no large city or town in the world 
which has Been able to dispose of its sewage in such a way as to 
avoid a nuisance, except where it is situated on a large running 
stream or body of deep water agitated by winds and waves. Even 
then, in the latter case, the nuisance often returns to plague those 
who make it. 

We do not deem it essential or desirable to encumber this report 
with a description of the various processes that have been tried for 
utilizing or disposing of sewage. Volumes have been written on 
the subject, and volumes more are likely to be, before the question 
is finally settled. We have endeavored to keep thoroughly in- 
formed upon this matter, and have watched with much interest 
every new process, and carefully read the published results of the 
“experiences of those cities, towns, and institutions that have tried 
the irrigating, the deodorizing, the dry earth and other systems. 
Whatever success may have attended any of these devices in lim- 
ited districts and favorable localities, we are satisfied that none of 
them but that which is known as the water-carriage system, unac- 
<ompanied by deodorizing or irrigation works, can be safely 
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attempted at present in Brookline. By this system we mean 
ordinary sewers that will take the discharge from water-closets, 
kitchen sinks, manufactories, etc., without stoppage, to the nearest 
natural receptacle where it will create the least possible nuisance. 

With these views, and after a careful consideration of the sub- 
ject, we recommend, as a base for the system of sewerage of 
Brookline, a main intercepting sewer along, or near, the left bank 
of ‘‘ Muddy Brook,” to the vicinity of St. Mary’s street, and along 
this street: to the channel of Charles River. The exact location of 
this sewer is given in an appendix at the end of this report, 
together with a description of the principal branches, overflows, 
etc., and an estimate of their cost. 

We are well aware of the objections that can be urged against 
the discharge of any more sewage into Charles River, and would 
by no means underrate them. The growing complaints concerning 
the marshes and flats exposed at low water around Boston, and the 
increasing anxiety on the subject in the minds of those charged 
with the sanitary condition of the city and State, are evidences of 
the vital importance of this question. We would, therefore, at the 
outset, give our reasons for what may appear to some to be a dis- 
regard of the views deemed of importance by others. 

The question to be considered is not, in our minds, what would 
be a faultless system of sewerage for Brookline, both in its construc- 
tion and effects, for this we look upon at present as unattainable ; 
but the question is, what system is, on the whole, the most advisable, 
in the existing state of knowledge on the subject. To say that 
nothing shall be done, is to say that population shall cease to grow, 
and that no further improvements shall be made, which is not de- 
sirable, or that the evils of past systems shall disappear without 
effort, which is not possible. 

The elements of growth and prosperity which already exist, and 
which are sure to increase, necessarily require increasing means for 
the removal of filth, as well as the drainage of buildings, including, 
as far as possible, their foundations. To effect this, we can point 
with safety and assurance to no system but the one herein recom- 
mended, for we know of no other that: has been successfully carried 
out, even in small towns, in this country or any other, apices a 
climate as rigorous as ours. , 

Whatever may be found best in the future with regard to the 
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treatment of foecal and kitchen refuse and other concentrated ele- 
ments of sewage, we cannot conceive of the sewers now recom- 
mended ceasing to be worth their cost. The liquid elements at 
least must be collected, and these sewers would be placed as nearly 
as practicable where the natural features of the territory to be 
drained require them. Rains will fall in their season: these must 
be removed from the streets and other improved surfaces of the 
ground ; cellars and foundations of buildings must be drained. It 
would be miraculous if it should ever cease to be necessary to dis- 
charge into the sewers large bodies of water from laundries, from 
bath-tubs, and from various manufacturing establishments, all of 
which should be kept out of the small, natural, open channels of 
brooks and valleys, but which would not necessarily contaminate a 
stream as large as Charles River at tide water. Moreover, if the 
whole sewage is to be utilized in the future, it must first be collected, 
which the system now proposed would satisfactorily do. 

The location of the main intercepting sewer having been deter- 
mined by the natural requirements of the district to be drained, 
and by the limits of the jurisdiction of the town, the height of the 
outfall with reference to low water in the harbor, the inclination 
and sizes of the sewer become matters of considerable importance. 

With regard to the height of the outfall, two important reasons 
exist for keeping it as high as possible; viz., to prevent the influx 
of tide water at the mouth, and to afford an advantageous connec- 
tion with any intercepting sewer which may hereafter be constructed 
on the south side of Charles River for Boston and vicinity. On 
the other hand, it is extremely desirable to keep the outlet as low 
as possible, both to secure an efficient inclination to the sewer, and 
to drain as well as may be the low-lying district along the left bank 
of Muddy Brook, especially in the vicinity of the Brookline Rail- 
road Station. We therefore recommend that the bottom of the 
outfall be placed at the level of half-tide, and that a self-acting 
tide-gate be placed there. 

Should a grand scheme ever be carried out for marginal inter- 
cepting sewers for Boston, it is probable that resort must be had 
to pumping to make such a scheme efficient, in which case the low 
level above named for the outfall of the Brookline sewer will not 
be found objectionable. 

With regard to the inclination and sizes of the main sewer. 
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They must be determined, not only by the considerations above 
mentioned, but by the quantity of rain-fall it may be thought best 
to provide for. Owing to the very favorable topography of Brook- 
line in this respect, it is practicable to construct sewers to carry 
off any desirable proportion of the rain-fall. It is not thought best 
to limit’ the size of this or any other sewer, to carry off just the 
ordinary dry weather sewage, but to receive a rain-fall of one- 
tenth of an inch an hour from the surfaces drained by them. The 
full carrying capacity of the sewers, would not, probably, be 
reached without a continuous rain at the rate of half an inch per 
hour, and would rarely be exceeded in violent storms. ‘The sew- 
age alone would never amount to over about four per cent of their 
whole capacity. The rain-water admitted would give the sewers 
such occasional scouring as to render them practically what are 
called ‘‘ self-cleansing.” In case of heavy rain-falls, the surplus 
which these sewers could not carry off could be easily discharged 
at various points into the natural brook channels by means of 
waste weirs, as will be mentioned more particularly below. 

The general characteristics of the parts of Brookline to be 
drained, admit of adopting the most economical sizes, and the 
most advantageous forms of sewers. ‘The grades of the streets 
afford ample inclinations, and the frequent opportunities for dis- 
charging surplus rain-water into natural channels, render it unnec- 
essary to provide branch sewers of over forty-four inches diameter 
anywhere. The oval form, when skilfully constructed, in such a 
locality as yours, and with the small amount of sewage likely to 
be carried, would be somewhat easier to keep clean than the circu- 
lar, though neither would probably give serious trouble. For all 
sewers of two feet diameter and upwards, we would recommend 
brick, laid in hydraulic cement. For all of fifteen inches diameter 
and under, we would recommend hard burned clay pipes. ‘These 
are very easy to keep clean and very efficient. A fifteen inch hard 
burnt clay pipe sewer would probably cost as much as a two feet 
brick one, and as a small man can go through the latter, it is not 
advisable to construct brick sewers smaller than this. The advan- 
tage of being able to send a man through a sewer is not confined 
to sewerage purposes, but applies to the discovery and prevention 
of the waste of water, a matter in which the town will become 
more and more interested hereafter. 
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The need of flushing the sewers beyond the scouring which rains. 
would give is not likely to occur often; but should it do so, 
the water-supply of the town, and the natural watercourses, would 
make this both practicable and economical. Actual experiences. 
alone could determine what parts of the sewers would need such. 
treatment. 

The sewers already constructed by the town should be used as far 
as practicable ; and this can be done throughout their whole extent: 
nearly, either for direct connection with the houses, or to carry off 
surface water. 

As population increases, it will be necessary to extend the sew- 
erage system. This should be considered, when laying out new 
streets. In such cases, it often becomes desirable to modify or 
control the position of a new street, that it may be made available 
for drainage purposes. . In a few cases, it may be necessary to ob- 
tain the right of way for sewers alone; and this, as far as can be 
foreseen, had better be done soon to avoid enormous costs hereafter. 
For similar reasons, it is reeommended that the grades of certain. 
streets be raised, which are now too low, for short distances, to 
allow proper covering above the sewers. 

The flow of sewage from the outfall of some of the Boston sew-- 
ers, brought by the flood-tides up Muddy Brook, has already been 
a source of complaint, which will be likely to increase. ‘The only 
efficient remedy we can think of, is to fill up the flats and wide 
channels to the level of high water, leaving open sufficient channels 
for the brook, which should be walled in on both sides, as has already 
been done to some extent by your town, in the rear of the gas- 
works. 

When once a sewerage system is carried out, all further pollution 
of the natural watercourses should be strictly forbidden, whether 
such pollution come from privies, water-closets, sink-drains, sta-: 
bles, or other similar sources. | 

The best system of drainage that could be devised would be of 
comparatively little benefit, unless the houses were carefully con- 
nected with the sewers. This should be done under proper regula= 
tions, by licensed drain-layers, placed under bonds to do their work | 
well. Much trouble is caused to many citizens sac pibibths by ae 
unskilful and unfaithful work of drain-layers. 

Owing to various causes, foul air will frequently collect’in sewers ;

and under certain circumstgnces find its way into the houses. 
To prevent this, as far as possible, it is necessary, not only to have 
faithful workmanship on the part of the drain-layers, but every ad- 
vantage should be taken of local and natural circumstances, to give 
vent to the foul air. Water-spouts from roofs, and, better yet, 
such chimneys as are always heated, afford excellent means for this 
end. Plumbers should be required to assist in the ventilation of 
sewers and private drains, by giving vent in such places as may be 
devised, where not likely to be again mixed with the air to be 
breathed. 

Should portions of the town not provided for by the plan now 
presented, be so improved within a few years as to require sewer- 
age, it would be quite practicable to meet such wants by means of 
high level intercepting sewers discharging into Charles River above 
St. Mary’s street, or by following the natural drainage, sometimes 
through or into parts of Boston. The surface of the ground would 
readily admit of carrying out such schemes; but as it is impossible 
to foretell where new streets will be laid out hereafter, it is impos- 
sible to say where it would be best to construct such sewers. Be- 
sides, it is not thought advisable to provide for such large areas 
long before they are likely to be built upon to any extent. The 
cost would be great, and the saving of interest on such additional 
expenditures, would, no doubt, more than suffice for the construc- 
tion of works, whenever they may be required.

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APPENDIX. 


Description of location of the principal sewers which are recom- 
mended. 


The whole area which it appears best to provide for at present 
by the main sewer is about a thousand acres, being a district 
bounded as follows; viz., On the southeast by Pond avenue and 
Brookline avenue, as far as the corner of Pearl and Emerald 
streets. Thence along the Brookline Branch Railroad to Chapel 
Station; thence by St. Mary’s street to Charles River. On the 
northeast by the Boston line, as far as the corner of Pleasant 
street and Brighton avenue, excepting the low lands between 
Essex street and Forth street, which seem to demand a separate 
outlet to the river. On the north by the water-shed of the brook 
which forms the Brighton line, being a line running from the top 
of the hill on Brighton avenue, near the corner of Pleasant street, 
westerly, across Babcock street, and across Harvard street and 
Winchester street, on the old Coolidge Farm, to the crest of Corey’s 
hill. Westerly by a line beginning where Washington street crosses 
the Brighton line, and passing southerly to the corner of Beacon 
and Tappan streets. Thence following Tappan. street, toa point 
near Mr. D. H. Rogers’ house. ‘Thence across to the top of Brad- 
ley’s hill and Mrs. Bowditch’s house near the first parish church. 
Thence southerly to the town line near Mrs. Cleveland’s house, and 
along the town line to the place of beginning on Pond avenue. To 
accommodate the drainage of this territory, we would recommend 
the main sewer, at its outlet, to be of a size equivalent to a circle 
of six feet diameter, and that it be constructed of this size, and 
with an inclination of one foot in a thousand, up St. Mary’s 
street to Beacon, and up Beacon to Carlton street, where the first 
large branch would come in from the western part of Beacon 
street. The main sewer would then follow through Carlton street 
and Colchester street, to a point near the south end of Hawes 
street. Above Beacon street the size of the main may be re- 
. duced to five and a half feet in diameter. With the same inclina- 
tion as before, it should follow along the northerly side of the 
railroad, passing under Longwood avenue, and just north of the 
atation, still along the railroad to Aspinwall avenue, where 
another large branch would connect. The size of the main can 
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here be reduced to three feet diameter, and the inclination in- 
creased to one foot and a third in a thousand, to a point opposite 
the southwest side of Linden place produced, where the main 
would cross under the railroad, and over the walled brook channel 
to the north-east corner of Pearl street and Emerald street. The 
main would then proceed through Pearl street, crossing over the 
other brook channel and into Washington street. It would cross 
this street nearly opposite the old Lyceum Hall, where it would 
pass under the Cochituate water mains, and receive the sewage of 
Boylston and Walnut streets, through the old sewers already con- 
structed. ‘This would probably be as far as the construction would 
be called for at present. Whenever so needed, this main can be 
extended, with diminished capacity, through such new streets as 
may be hereafter laid out, to intersect Pond avenue near the 
Ward school-house, and thence through the whole length of the 
western part of Pond avenue to Chestnut street, which, with 
Sewall place, would here find efficient drainage. <A portion of 
Pond avenue would probably need to beraised some three or four 
feet, unless a smaller rate of inclination than two per thousand 
were given to this sewer, with a corresponding size. As it is not 
intended that this main should take all the storm water from the 
streets through tothe river, waste weirs for the overflow of such 
water in violent rains should be provided at the various points 
where found most convenient or desirable to discharge this surplus 
into the natural watercourses. Such points are found along 
Chestnut street and Pond avenue, also where crossing the walled 
channels in Pearl street and at various points where crossing or 
approaching the natural channels which would pass beneath the 
main sewer along the north side of the Brookline Branch Railroad. 

The first large tributary above referred to joins the main at the 
corner of Beacon and Carlton streets. This branch would con- 
tinue up Beacon street, across Harvard street, to the top of the 
hill near the estate of Otis Withington, and would receive several 
minor branches from the north, at intersections of other streets, 
draining all that section of the town lying north of Beacon street, 
up to the water-shed of ‘‘ Smelt brook,” except the small area 
above referred to, lying between Essex and Forth streets. On the 
south side'‘of Beacon street, this sewer would drain Kent street 
up to the corner of Dudley street, also St: Paul’s street, as far ag 
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Longwood avenue. An overflow for storm water should be pro- 
vided near St. Paul’s street or Borland street; east of St. Paul’s 
street, its diameter should be three feet. West of St. Paul’s street 
the drainage area is so far reduced as to largely cut down the 
probable flow, while the inclination is increased, so that a diameter 
of two feet will suffice up to Harvard street. ‘There is said to be 
a brick sewer already laid for a part, if not for the whole, of this 
distance, but no record of its size, location, or level can be found 
at the office of the town engineer. 

Beyond Harvard street the drainage of this district can be car- 
ried by pipes. 

Small branches would enter the main sewer as follows: Mount- 
fort street would drain directly to St. Mary’s street, Essex and 
Prescott streets would drain through Ivy street to St. Mary’s. 
Small branches would also enter the main from Monmouth, Hawes 
and Colchester streets. 

The Longwood avenue branch would be a small one, unless it 
be thought best to make a deep cut near the west end of Kent 
street, to drain the whole length of Longwood avenue through to 
the main, directly. It may be preferable to provide for the drain- 
age of this street through Toxteth street, by laying out a new 
street in that direction, if the right of way for such a street can 
be had without too great a cost. The branch entering the main 
sewer at Aspinwall avenue would probably drain a district of five 
hundred and seventy acres, comprising the following streets and 
spaces ; viz., bounded on the east and north by the Beacon street 
drainage, unless Longwood avenue be drained directly to the 
main, it would drain Harvard street from the corner of Pleasant 
street south to Linden place, with the short streets sloping 
towards it; nearly the whole of Park street, Harvard avenue, 
etc.; the whole of Washington street from the Brighton line to 
the Public Library ; Cypress street from Walnut street east; the 
whole of Tappan street up to Mr. Bowditch’s house; Boylston 
street from Dr. Shurtleff’s estate to the top of Bradley’s hill, and 
eventually up to Brighton street; also Walnut street west of Mr. 
A. A. Cobb’s estate. The storm water collected by this sewer 
should be provided with overflows as follows: At the railroad 
crossing in Cypress street; at the corner of Washington and 
Beacon streets near the tanneries; at. the south end of Park 
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street; at the corner of School and Harvard streets, and at the 
junction with the main. 

The present brook channel, for four hundred feet east of Har- 
vard street, lies in a brick conduit, four feet and a half in diam- 
eter, which it is not proposed to disturb. Its office will be to carry 
the brook water as before, with such surplus storm water as may 
be thrown into it from the new sewers at the points of overflow. 
The new sewer would probably cross over the lower. end of this 
conduit near Mr. Melcher’s house, and it will probably be found 
expedient to raise the street two or three feet here, to afford the 
proper inclination to the sewer eastward from this point. 

A portion of Harvard street north of School street, is already 
provided with a brick sewer about two feet in diameter, now dis- 
charging surface water into the brook at the corner of School 
street. This sewer is probably sufficient for Harvard street as far 
as it goes, and as it has a very rapid fall it may perhaps drain 
Harvard avenue and Park street, as well as the other short streets 
in that vicinity, also Harvard street to Longwood avenue when 
extended. Instead, however, of discharging into the brook as at 
present, it must be connected with the new sewer at the corner of 
Harvard and School streets, by crossing under the brook at this 
point. Passing up School street we find a brick sewer of two 
feet diameter already constructed, which, with its rapid fall, will 
probably be sufficient for the area to be drained above this point. 
The diameter of this sewer, from the main up to Harvard street, 
should be forty-four inches, and from Washington street through 
Cypress street to the Railroad, twenty-seven inches. 

The old cement sewer now used for street water between the 

Railroad and Cypress place, inclines westward, and therefore 
would not be connected with the new system; but as it already 
receives a considerable amount of street surface water, it would 
continue to answer a useful purpose by relieving the new system 
to this extent. 
- South of the Railroad crossing a brick sewer is already in use 
for street drainage as far as Walnut street. This now discharges 
into the brook at the Railroad crossing, but should be taken up 
for a few rods south of its present outfall and carried over the 
brook at about the same level with the water pipe, having provi- 
sion here for overflow. 
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The ramifications of this sewer can be applied as called for by 
the needs of the population. They will generally have a ‘rapid 
fall, and west of Washington street can generally be provided for 
by twelve-inch and fifteen-inch pipes. 

Passing up the main sewer from Aspinwall avenue along the 
Railroad track, the next branch will join it near the line of Linden 
place produced. It will bring the sewage of Washington street, 
from the town library to the Railroad Station, where a good sewer 
already exists, and that of Harvard street south of Linden place, 
also the contents of such other sewers as may be laid in the courts 
in that vicinity, and a part or the whole of Davis avenue. It may 
be expedient to raise the grade of a portion of the latter street, 
to avoid crossing private property to drain the low portion in the 
middle of its length. The alternative would be to cross private 
property, to and through Whyte place, to the Railroad Station. 

This branch can pass along north of the Railroad Station and 
tracks, where it could probably be constructed without permanent 
damage to the Railroad company, through whose lands it would 
pass. Of course an overflow should be provided for storm water 
into the brook channel near the station. In fact, the present 
outfall of the sewer in Washington street can be adapted to this 
end. A diameter of two feet will be enough for this branch. 

Following the main sewer across the Railroad and brook chan- 
nels to Pearl street, another small branch would join it in Pearl 
street. This would drain Emerald street, Brookline avenue, and 
the lower end of Washington street below the Horse Railroad 
stable. Its level in Pearl street would be about fourteen feet 
above mean low water, so that it may become necessary to raise 
the grade of Brookline avenue near the play ground, to afford 
sufficient covering for protection. In order to afford drainage to 
houses on the southeast side of Brookline avenue and Washing- 
ton street at this point, some peculiar means will probably be 
required to pass under the Cochituate water mains. Similar ° 
problems are solved in Boston by an inverted syphon. 

In connection with the branch just described it may be worth 
while to consider an alternative location for the main sewer in 
crossing the Railroad track some seven hundred feet farther west 
than above described, into the western corner of Pearl street. 

The choice between the two will be governed by local considera 
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tions. If this western point for crossing the Railroad be chosen, 
a small branch must still cross from Pearl street into the main at 
the eastern point, to drain the lower end of Emerald street and 
Brookline avenue. 

The first work to be done towards the construction of any part 
of this system should be the taking or purchasing of land for the 
main sewer along the Railroad, and filling the same over the 
marshes with good material. Time must be allowed for the con- 
solidation of this filling, before proceeding with the construction. | 
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BRIGHTON STREET BRIDGE. 


The County Commissioners on the petition of the town, having 
on the 22d of September, 1874, decided that the Railroad Bridge, 
and the approaches thereto on Brighton street, should be widened 
to correspond to the new width of the street, and after an order by 
the County Commissioners directing such widening, and specify- 
ing the form and dimensions of it, a special commission was ap- 
pointed pursuant to the statute of 1872, chapter 262, to determine: 

By what party the decisions of the County Commissioners should 
be carried into effect ? 

By what party the expense of the work, and the cost of the pro- 
ceedings should be borne? 

By whom the bridge should be subsequently maintained? 

The case was heard in November last, Clement K. Fay, ap- 
pearing forthe town, and Robert R. Bishop, for the Trustees in 
possession of the railroad. | 

The following decision has been made: 

That said decision shall be carried into effect by the Trustees, 
under the Burdell mortgage (so called), who are now in possession 
of said railroad, | 

That the charges and expenses, occasioned by making the al- 
terations required by said decision, shall be borne by the inhabi- 
tants of the town of Brookline. | 

That all future charges for keeping in repair said crossing, and 
the approaches thereto, shall be borne by said Trustees, or the 
party In possession of said railroad, at the time such repairs 
may be required, and that the costs of the application to said 
County Commissioners, and the hearings before this commission, 
shall be borne by said inhabitants, of said town of Brookline. 


LIGHTING OF STREETS. 


I. The department of lighting streets has been increased 
during the present year, by the addition of forty-five gas and 
six oil lamps. Many of the old lamps have been reset and 
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repaired during the year. The town now has four hundred 
and seventeen street lamps, three hundred and _ seventy-five 
of which are lighted by gas and forty-two by oil. ‘These lamps 
are distributed over about twenty-two miles of streets and 
require about seventy-two miles of travel each day to light 
and extinguish the lights. 

2. The work of lighting, cleaning, trimming and extinguish- 
ing the lights is now done by contract, by John S. Woods at 
the same price per light as was paid Jast year and requires 
the services of seven men to perform this work which is now 
being done more satisfactorily than at any previous time for 
the past four years. 

3. The lamps are burned every night throughout the year, 
or a total of thirty-nine hundred and forty-three and three- 
fourths hours for each light. The burner now in use for gas 
lamps is the Tufts’ Regulation Burner, by which the con- 
sumption is fixed at four feet per hour. 

4, The cost of lighting the streets the past year has been 
twenty-one thousand two hundred and twenty-eight dollars 
and forty-eight cents. 

5. The streets of the town are now well lighted and 
will need but few additions the coming year. Some, however, 
of the old fixtures and lanterns will require repairs and 
renewals. 

6. The citizens of the town are continually calling for 
additional street lamps, and that they may be apprised of the 
increased expenses of lighting streets and town buildings for 
the last five years, we append a schedule of the cost of light- 
ing the same.

Owing to the lack of employment, and the inclemency of the 
season, the calls upon this department have been larger than usual, 
and many persons, who in ordinary times take care of themselves, 
have been compelled to ask assistance. 

By the act of the Legislature passed May 28, 1874, (being 
chapter two hundred and seventy-four, of the acts and resolves of 
the session of 1874,) the residence and taxation necessary to gain 
a settlement was reduced one-half; this very largely increases the 
number of those whom the town is liable to support, and asa 
matter of course will increase the expenses of this department in 
future. 

In addition to those whom the town regularly support, we have 
furnished aid to forty-one families, composed of one hundred and 
eighty-two persons. 

The amount expended the past year has been two thousand 
two hundred and eighty-eight dollars and eighty-eight cents ; being 
an excess of two hundred and eighty-eight dollars and eighty- 
eight cents over the appropriation. 

A part of this expense was incurred in the settlement of claims 
which had been two or three years in dispute, and a portion for 
aid rendered to persons who have settlements in other cities and 
towns. 

The bills for aid thus furnished, have been rendered and some 
of them paid, and as our claims are admitted, we presume the others 
will be. There is also a claim against the State, for aid furnished 
the State’s Sick, Poor, etc., which is in process of adjustment. 

‘Tavo suits, one by the town of Marblehead, and the other by the 
town of Waltham, have been brought against the inhabitants of the 
town of Brookline. ’ 

The claim in these cases is for aid furnished to parties claiming 
a military settlement in this town. 

As we can find no evidence that the claimants have such set- 
tlement, we have felt it our duty to resist the claim. 
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FINANCES OF THE TOWN.

The interest on the town debt will require an appropriation of 
eighty-nine thousand and ninety-three dollars ($89,093). This 
amount will be needed for the interest on the present debt. As 
the treasurer will be obliged to borrow money in anticipation of 
receipts from taxes, an additional appropriation of six thousand 
dollars ($6,000) is recommended for the interest on such moneys as 
may be thus borrowed. If the town adopt the recommendation 
of the sewerage commission, or if it in some other way expends 
money for sewerage purposes, and it seems to the Selectmen 
inevitable that a large outlay for this object must be made, a still 
further sum for interest will be required which we estimate at six 
thousand dollars ($6,000,) and if it is decided to build a “ Mon- 
ument to the memory of the Soldiers and Sailors,” the interest on 
the estimated cost of such a structure will probably be one 
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thousand dollars ($1,000). The Water Commissioners estimate 
that an additional appropriation of fifty-five thousand dollars will 
be needed for the extension of water pipes in streets not provided 
for in the original contract. If this appropriation is made, a 
further appropriation of three thousand dollars ($3,000) will be 
required.

The appropriation of one hundred and five thousand dollars 
($105,000) is under these circumstances needed. It is probable 
that hereafter a less sum will be required, as after this year, it is 
presumed the income from water-rates will pay a portion of the 
interest on the water loan. ‘Twenty-eight thousand five hundred 
and thirty-three dollars ($28,533) of the town debt matures this 
year, and twenty-five thousand and seventy-five dollars ($25,075) 
matures in January, 1876. It is therefore necessary to appro- 
priate for the extinction of the town debt, fifty-three thousand six 
hundred and eight dollars ($53,608.) The rapid increase of the 
indebtedness of the town is a more suggestive argument for 
economy than any we can make, and the absolute necessity for 
large outlays for sewerage renders advisable thorough reflection 
before making any additional expenditures not imperatively 
called for by the welfare of the town. 

In anticipation of the future wants of the town for the con- 
struction of sewers and other purposes, the Selectmen have 
decided to make application to the Legislature for authority to. 
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issue Coupon Bonds to the amount of three hundred thousand 
dollars, as it has been found that this mode of raising money 


enables the town to get its needed supply at the lowest market 


rates.

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FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ENGINEERS 
OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Brookline: 


As Engineers of the Fire Department, we beg leave to make 
the following report and recommendations. 


CoMPANIES AND APPARATUS. 


The Department comprises the following pieces of apparatus. 
Thomas Parsons, second class steam fire-engine, with hose tender 
attached, with a company of ten men exclusive of three permanent 
men, engineer, fireman and driver ; Good Intent Hand Hose, twenty 
men ; Brookline Hand Engine Co. forty-five men ; George H. Stone 
Hand, Hook and Ladder, twenty men, one supply wagon with 
call driver. 

The different pieces of apparatus are at present in the best con- 
dition and repair. Fortunately, there has been no accident of a 
serious nature to any part of the apparatus and thexefore the 
amount expended for repairs has been small. 


PERMANENT MEN. 


‘The engineer, fireman and driver in charge of the steam 
fire-engine and equipments are competent men for their several 
positions. 

HorsEs. 

We have for the use of the Department three horses of an . 
average weight of thirteen hundred and twenty-five pounds (1325 
Ibs.), all in the very best condition; two are for use in drawing 
the steamer, the third as a substitute in case either of the steamer 
horses should be sick or otherwise disabled, or to draw the fuel 
and supply wagon to the fire. 


Tue FIREMEN. 


We have at this time on our records the names of one hundred 
and two members, doing duty as firemen, and with a few excep- 
tions, have each performed their several duties promptly and faith- 
fully, to the satisfaction of the Board of Engineers, and to the 
credit of this Department of the town service. 
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e Hose. 


The total amount of hose in the Department is five thousand 
one hundred and twenty-five feet, as follows: Boyd’s Patent 
Cotton, three thousand five hundred and fifty feet, two thousand 
two hundred and fifty feet of which is nearly new and has been 
little used, thirteen hundred feet in a fair condition. Leather, one 
thousand and twenty-five feet, one thousand feet good, one short 
length of twenty-five feet in a fair condition. Rubber, two hun- 
dred feet good. Three hundred and fifty feet N. E. Rubber lined 
linen, bought last May. ‘This supply of hose we consider ample 
for the use of the apparatus now in the Department. 


FIrEs. 


During the past year the Fire Department has been called to 
respond to twenty-nine alarms as follows:

Plain. 

April 21, fifty-five minutes past seven P. M., fire in Saugus. 

May 2, forty-five minutes past nine P. M., fire in ice-house 
Chestnut Hill, Newton. 

May 7, forty-five minutes past twelve A. M., fire in Cambridge. 

May 18, fifty-seven minutes past eleven P. M., fire in Needham. 

May 19, forty-five minutes past three A. M., burning of brush, 
Heath street. 

May 24, thirty minutes past one A. M., fire in the house of J. 
P. Stearns, Pleasant street, extinguished before the arrival of the 
Fire Department. 
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July 20, twenty minutes past two A. M., fire at John Zecher’s, 
Heath street. House and barn entirely destroyed. 

July 23, thirty minutes past ten P. M., fire in Winchester. 

July 25, five minutes past twelve A. M., fire at corner Brook- 
line avenue and Francis street. 

Sept. 11, twenty-five minutes past seven P. M., fire in Roslin- 
dale. 

Oct. 23, thirty minutes past two A. M., fire in Newton Centre. 

Nov. 1, thirty minutes past six P. M., fire in Hyde Park. 

Nov. 1, five minutes past nine P. M., fire in Cambridge. 

Nov. 7, fifteen minutes past nine P. M., fire in house of Liddy 
and O’Day, Pearl street. Roof partially destroyed. 

Noy. 13, five minutes past twelve P. M., burning of hay on 
Brookline avenue. 

Noy. 14, forty minutes past one P. M., fire at Mr. Richards’ 
house, Harvard square, extinguished before the arrival of the Fire 
Department. 

Noy. 16, thirty minutes past five A. M., fire in Mr. Burns’ 
house, Brighton street. House entirely destroyed. 

Dec. 4, five minutes past six P. M., fire in Jamaica Plain. 

Dec. 14, twenty minutes past eleven A. M., unnecessary 
alarm. 

Dec. 19, twenty minutes past nine A. M., burning of waste in 
cab of an engine B. & A. R.R. engine house. 

Dec. 22, thirty minutes past one P. M., unnecessary alarm. 

Dec. 26, forty-five minutes past six P. M., fire in Norton. 

Feb. 13, forty minutes past nine P. M., unnecessary alarm. 

Fourteen alarms were caused by fires within the limits of the 
town, the remainder with two exceptions were unnecessary, the 
fires being a long distance from our limits. The total loss by fire 
the past year has been about six thousand dollars ($6,000), nearly 
one-half of which was covered by insurance. 


RESERVOIRS. 


There having been no additional 1eservoirs built for fire pur- 
poses during the past year, we have to report the same as given 
in the last annual report of the Board of Fire Engineers. Whole 
number, nine, of a capacity (with one exception, the one at the 
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corner of Harvard and Auburn streets) of thirty thousand gallons 
each, located as follows: Harvard Square; Prospect street near 
Police Station ; corner of Cypress and Washington streets; Har- 
vard school-yard, on Beacon street, corner of Harvard; near 
Christ’s Church, Carlton street, Longwood; corner of Kent street 
and Sewall avenue; St. Paul’s street, near Alton street; corner 
of Harvard and Auburn streets; junction of Marion and Vernon 
- streets ; in addition we have a well near the rear entrance to the 
Public Library, not capable of giving more than a few minutes’ 
supply to one engine. Although in a few months we are to have 
a plentiful supply of water for fire purposes in some portions of 
our town from our hydrants in connection with our own water- 
works, the experience of other towns and cities the present winter 
in the freezing up of hydrants has shown us that our reservoirs 
should be carefully looked to and should be supplied with water 
from our street mains. 


HyYpDRANTs. 


There are nine hydrants connected to the city of Boston’s 
water mains which can be used by this town for fire purposes, 
located as follows: on Brookline avenue, near Pearl street, Lowry ; 
corner Brookline avenue and Washington street (gas-works), old 
pattern, 2-inch; Washington street near horse-car stable, Lowry ; 
junction Washington and Walnut streets, old pattern, 24-inch ; 
Boylston street in rear of estate of R. Woodward, Lowry; Boyl- 
ston street near estate of H. C. Dimond, Lowry; Boylston street 
near estate of D. D. Brodhead, Lowry ; Boylston street in front of 
estate of C. L. Haynes, old pattern 2-inch; corner of Boylston and 
Cypress streets, Lowry; in addition to the hydrants connected 
with the Boston water pipes, we have one Lowry hydrant con- 
nected with the main of the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct Co., at the 
corner of School and Harvard streets ; it is, however, of very little 
use. 


DEPARTMENT BUILDINGS. 


The buildings of the town for storage of apparatus, and use of 
the firemen are both in good repair and will not, the coming year, 
require the expenditure of but a small sum of money to keep them 
in the best condition. 
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CIRCULATING HEATER. 


The gas circulating heater, purchased of Shaw & Sharp, by the 
committee on fire department, through our recommendation, we 
consider a valuable acquisition, and of great importance. In 
addition to the advantage of always having the water in the 
boiler, at or near the boiling pvint, so that steam can be generated 
in a shorter time than from cold water, we have the additional 
advantage of a saving to the boiler (and thereby a safeguard 
against accident); in the first place, we have little or no strain 
upon the metal from sudden and unequal expansion and contrac- 
tion, and second, the water being in constant circulation, the rust 
and sediment does not deposit in any part of the boiler. 


Firk ALARM. 


We again renew the recommendation of the former Board of 
Engineers, for a Fire Alarm Telegraph, for two reasons. First, 
that the citizens whose residences are distant from the apparatus 
receive little or no benefit from it, from the fact that the building 
on fire is partially or wholly consumed before the light or smoke 
of the burning building attracts the attention of the firemen or 
police. With a fire alarm, the person needing the assistance of 
the firemen, by going to the nearest alarm box could inform in- 
stantly all those whose business it was to render aid. Second, it 
is a serious annoyance to the larger and better class of those whose 
business it is to answer to alarms of fire, and perhaps more so to 
those citizens whose residences are in the immediate vicinity of 
the engine houses, to be aroused from their slumbers at night by 
an alarm given for a fire at a great distance from the farthest limits 
of our town. 

Under the present system, this nuisance cannot be wholly 
abated from the fact that a fire in a southwesterly direction from 
our village cannot be located with any degree of certainty, and 
our citizens should have the benefit of the doubt. 

We have inquired into this matter to some extent, and for the 
number of bell strikers, boxes and gongs, we should recommend, 
the probable cost to the town would be the sum of twelve thousand 
dollars ($12,000). 
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CHEMICAL ENGINES. 


Previous to the issue of the warrant for the last town meeting, 
the Board of Engineers had decided upon the recommendation 
through your honorable Board to the town, the purchase*of two 
Chemical Fire-Engines,—not hand machines to be cared for and 
operated by citizens, to be stored in some citizen’s shed or stable, 
but a proper and suitable chemical engine drawn by horses with 
one permanent man and two or three call men to assist, for the 
benefit of the whole town, and not dependent on the mercies of 
him whose house is on fire to be taken out and used. No piece of 
fire apparatus can be named requiring more careful attention than 
Chemical Fire Extinguishers, their province is to extinguish fires 
in their incipient stages and consequently must, to be efficient, be 
brought promptly to the fire and controlled by men skilled to some 
extent in their use. Should the town decide to buy chemical or 
other apparatus in addition to that which would be stored in the 
houses used at present by the Department, we would recommend 
the location of one piece of apparatus near the corner of Beacon 
and Carlton. streets (Longwood) the other in the vicinity of the 
Heath street school-house. One of our principal reasons for the 
recommendation of Extinguishers in preference to other kinds of 
apparatus, is, that in either of the locations recommended a suffi- 
cient number of men could not be obtained to properly manage 
any other apparatus. 

With an Extinguisher of the kind which we would recommend 
(the Champion) the (one) permanent man could be able unaided, 
to work with one stream from fifteen to twenty minutes and it is 
often the case that, as good or better results are obtained by the 
use of a Chemical Extinguisher, without, what is often the twin 
disaster to fire, the flooding of the building with water. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


Should the citizens of the town deem it inexpedient to make 
any change in Fire Apparatus, we would recommend that the sum 
of twelve thousand dollars ($12,000) be appropriated to pay the 
expenses of the Fire Department for the ensuing year.

To the Committee on Fire Department of your honorable Board, 
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our thanks are due for the readiness with which they have sec- 
onded all our efforts for the greater efficiency of the Department. 

To the Chief of Police and the officers under his charge, our 
thanks are also due for assistance in giving alarms and preserving 
order at fires; and more particularly for their recent efforts to pre- 
vent the giving of false and unnecessary alarms. 

To the Superintendent of the Town Stable our acknowledg- 
ments are due, for courtesies shown in allowing us the use of 
horses, under his charge, in assisting to draw the apparatus in 
winter. 

CONCLUSION. 


Although the town has made rapid improvements in other 
departments of town service, we feel that to the Fire Department 
has not been given sufficient thought and attention. We are sur- 
rounded on all sides by cities having Fire Alarm Telegraphs, and 
what is termed horse departments. The partial reason has been, 
no doubt, from the fact of our good fortune in not Ta aes had, for 
a number of years, any serious loss by fire. 

But still we feel that it is not sound and good policy to delay 
too long some needed improvements. The introduction of water 
into the town necessarily requires a change in the apparatus to 
some extent; and whatever changes are made should conform to 
some general plan for the protection of all parts of the town. 

In the opinion of this Board the time has come when our 
apparatus, drawn by hand, should be replaced with other appara- 
tus drawn by horses. 

Should this change be made, only about one-third of the present 
number of firemen would be required, and very much more satis- 
factory results obtained, with but a slight increase of expenditure. 
We would recommend that a competent committee be appointed 
at the annual town meeting, to take into consideration the whole 
subject of the reorganization of the Fire Department, and also 
a Fire Alarm Telegraph; cost of change to be made, and yearly 
running expenses, and to report the same in print, at an adjourned 
meeting.

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REPORT OF CHIEF OF POLICE. 


To the Board of Selectmen of Brookline: 


GENTLEMEN, — In conformity with the custom of past years, I 
have the honor to submit my annual report for the year ending 
January 31, 1875. 

The number of the force at the commencement of the year was 
thirteen men. During the year one man has resigned, and three 
men have been added to the force. The whole number of arrests 
during the past year have been 238.

In addition to the arrests for drunkenness, a large number who 
were more or less intoxicated were assisted to their homes, or 
locked up until sober, then discharged. The whole number of per- 
sons furnished with lodgings during the year has been 486, most of 
them in a very filthy condition; and the officer in charge has 
been obliged to force them to use the means necessary to a reason- 
able cleanly condition. 

During the year the town has been visited by a large force of 
laborers, the preparation for introducing water into the town 
bringing many of all nations here. The duties of the police have 
been more arduous than in former years; and by the assistance of 
officers who have at all times been willing to perform extra duty, 
and aid me in every way, I can truly say that the town has been 
protected by a faithful and efficient police force, and with but one 
or two exceptions, no violator of the law has escaped punishment. 
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In closing this report I have the pleasure of presenting the 
Department at the commencment of the new year in a state of 
discipline and efficiency, which is I believe alike creditable to the 
members themselves and to the town.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TOWN RECORDS. 


The nineteenth article of the warrant for the annual meet- 
ing for 1874, was as follows:— ‘To consider the subject of 
copying and printing the Town Records,” etc. This 
article was referred to a committee consisting of N. C. Towle, 
J. Emory Hoar and J. W. Edgerly. This committee re- 


ported in print at an adjourned meeting, and in accordance 


indexing, 


with the recommendation of the report, the town authorized 
the appointment of a committee with authority to cause to be 
made, a complete index to the records of the town, to have 
made a fair copy of the records of births, deaths and mar- 
riages, and to supply defects in such records when practicable, 
and to have the records of the hamlet of Muddy river and 
of the town of Brookline, down to the year 1837, printed for 
the use of the town. The committee last ordered was made 
to consist of the former committee, with the addition of the 
town clerk. This committee met at the Town Hall, on the 
13th of May, all the members being present, and organized 
by the choice of N. C. Towle as chairman, and J. Emory 
Hoar as secretary. At a subsequent meeting, it was voted, 
“That the committee will not incur any expense beyond the 
appropriation made by the town.” It was also voted, “That 
N. C. Towle be requested to collect and arrange the records 
of Muddy River, so far as they are not contained in the 
present written records of Brookline.” 
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At a meeting of the committee, May 26th, all the mem- 
bers being present, the further duty was assigned to the 
chairman, “to superintend the work through the press,’ and 
to Mr. Hoar was assigned the duty of preparing an index to 
the printed volume. The copying of the Brookline town 
records for the press, was assigned to the town clerk and 
the arrangement of the social records to Mr. Edgerly. 

‘The Boston Records” and other sources of information 
have been carefully searched and full extracts have been 
made of all matter relating to Muddy River, from the date 
of the official christening of our venerated hamlet, “the tenth 
day of the ninth month, November, 1634,” to November 3, 
1705, when “the powers and privileges of a township [were] 
given to the inhabitants of the land commonly known by the 
name of Muddy River.” This part of the work has passed 
through the press and is in the hands of the binder. 

The Brookline town records down to 1837 have been copied 
for the printer and are now passing through the press. It is 
expected that the entire work will be completed so that the 
volume of its early records may be submitted to the town prior 
to its approaching annual meeting. It is believed that the elab- 
orate and carefully prepared index will greatly facilitate the use 
of the book. 

' The printing is being done by J. E. Farwell & Co., at 
$1.75 per page, which includes composition, paper and 
press work for 500 copies. When other type than long 
primer is used and all tabular pages to be extra. Alterations are 
also to be paid for at fifty cents per hour for the time required. 
The printing is expected to cost about $1,300. An arrangement 
for the binding has been made with Ira Bradley & Co., at 
twenty-five cents per volume, five cents per volume to be added 
if a better quality of binding shall be required.

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REPORT. 





To the Selectmen of Brookline : 


GentLemen,—The reports heretofore made to your board with 
the report of the chief engineer of the water-works to this board, 
and the account of expenditures upon the work, both annexed to 
this report, embrace substantially everything of interest which 
can be stated concerning the water-works. Since the report 
made to your board in November last, and then printed and dis- 
tributed, but little additional work has been done, the frost 
having prevented it. The conduit has been completed, and also 
the pumping-station, except the chimney. The boiler and engine 
are set up. A few service pipes have been laid, and pipes have 
been laid in Cypress place, and in the streets ordered by special 
votes of the town. 


It will be seen that the works cannot be completed without an 
additional appropriation. A reference to the engineer’s report 
will show that the works originally contemplated have cost 
$11,766.98 more than the appropriation made in October, L8ite. 
The town, however, has a reservoir of much greater capacity, 
and far better situated, for the present and prospective wants of 
the town, than the one originally planned, which was to be 
located on Walnut hill. The present capacity of the reservoir 
(6,500,000 gals.) is ample for all the wants of the town for some 
years to come, and its capacity may be doubled without the pur- 
chase of additional land. It was deemed wise, also, to increase 
the size of the leading-main and of many of the distribution pipes, 
to provide for all probable wants of the town in the immediate 
future. These changes from the original design of the work 
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seemed to the Commissioners to be called for beyond any ques- 
tion, and of value much beyond their additional cost, which was 
$63,037.58. A full statement of the reasons for these changes 
and for all other plans adopted by this board will be given in 
their final report. 

The board is of opinion that the application to lay distribution 
pipes in Summit avenue, referred by the town to this board, 
should be granted, to the limit of the present head of supply. 

In the matter of laying pipes in Brighton street and Boylston 
street above Brighton street, referred to them by the last town 
meeting, the board are of opinion that action upon Brighton street 
should be deferred until after the application of the Water Board 
of the City of Boston has been considered and passed upon. If 
that application should be granted, the most favorable point for 
taking the supply for Ward 19 of that city might be at the junc- 
tion of Boylston and Brighton streets. In that case a larger pipe 
in the latter street would, probably, be necessary, than would 
suffice for the abutters on that street in Brookline alone, and could 
be made available both for the latter purpose and to supply Ward 
19. If, however, that application is not granted, the board recom- 
mend that a suitable pipe be laid in Boylston street, to the 
railroad bridge. There are six houses, which would probably 
draw a supply from Boylston street above Brighton street. ‘The 
cost of these three extensions, as estimated by the chief-engineer 
in his report hereto annexed, would be $15,068.20. 

The board have purchased the fee of the land-upon which the 
filtering gallery is constructed, comprising a strip one hundred 
feet in width on each side, and containing about seven and one 
half acres, for three hundred dollars per acre ($2,276.50 for the 
entire tract); and have procured from the owner an agreement to 
sell at the same rate, at any time within three months from the 
30th December, 1874, the remainder of the lot contiguous there- 
to, being the western part of ‘“ Cow Island,” and containing 
about twenty acres. In the opinion of the board, it is very 
important for the town to own this tract of land, in order to 
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prevent the erection of buildings in the vicinity of the filtering 
gallery, which might probably contaminate the water in the 
gallery, and which could only otherwise be prevented by a much 
larger expenditure. By making this purchase, at the present 
comparatively small cost, buildings could be forever kept away from 
the vicinity of the filtering gallery, and all danger of pollution from 
that source averted. The board, therefore, strongly recommend 
that they be authorized to purchase this tract, at a cost not ex- 
ceeding six thousand dollars. 

The engineer in his report has called attention to the impor- 
tance of constructing a coal-shed, and a house for the use of the 
person to be in charge of the pumping-station, the latter item not 
included in the original estimate. The board have included the 
cost in their estimate of cost for completing the works. 

The board have carefully enquired into all claims for damage 
occasioned by the construction of the works, brought to their no- 
tice, and procured such testimony as seemed proper and could be 
obtained to be used in case of their prosecution. They, however, 
hope that all these claims will be finally adjusted by negotiation, 
and that no suit at law against the town will grow out of the 
construction of the water-works. The claims referred to (so far 
as they are substantial) are of two classes, those for which con- 
tractors are ultimately responsible, and those for land damages 
which are to be paid by the town. 

Those inthe, former class are claims by the Brookline Gas 
Company for injury to its gas pipes and escape of gas; by Wil- 
liam J. Hyde for injury to his son by the alleged carelessness of a 
workman in the employ of John F. Ward, contractor for laying 
water-pipes ; of George W. Goldsmith for injury to trees and 
building in laying pipes; of Patrick O’Neil and William Walker 
for injury to pasturage; and of Cousens Brothers for injury to 
wharf. In all these cases if the claims can be sustained, the town 
is amply protected by the bonds given by contractors who are 
bound to pay them, and by unpaid balances. ‘They have been 
referred to these contractors and will prabably be settled by them 
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without suit. In the latter class of cases, those for land damages, 
the board have spent much time in negotiation, and have in six 
cases (which are the principal ones,) succeeded in making satis- 
factory adjustments. Six others are outstanding of comparatively 
small amounts: these are claims of J. H. Rowe, A. F. Whitte- 
more, F. T. Dwinell, Lucy Kingsbury, E. Joy and A. D. Weld. 
The board have made an estimate for land damages, appearing in 
the appendix to the engineer’s report, which, in their opinion, 
will be sufficient to cover these claims. 

Application has been made to this board by the Water Board of 
the city of Boston to supply temporarily Wards 17 and 19 of that 
city, accompanied by the request to be informed if this town can 
supply the whole high-service of Boston. This application was 
referred to the engineer of this board, whose report thereon and 
the said application are appended hereto. 

The board recommend that the town supply Wards 17 and 19 
of the city of Boston with water for not less than five years, within 
the limits of our surplus-water, if terms satisfactory to the Water 
Board of this town can be agreed on. ‘The board do not now 
recommend, for the reasons given in the engineer’s report, that 
the town undertake to supply the high-service of the city of 
Boston. In view of the possible vote of the town to supply 
Wards 17 and 19 they recommend that proper legislative authority 
be obtained therefor. 

The board have considered the matter of water-rates and regu- 
Jations and report a tariff of rates and code of regulations, 
appended hereto. 

‘Lhe engineer fas ~s:Imated the sum which will be required to 
finish the works at $44,720 98, If the town should vote to 
purchase the tract of land above mentioned, and to lay pipes in 
Summit avenue and Boylston street, $12,500 more would be 
required. 

The board therefore recommend that there be a further appro- 
priation of $58,000, which sum it is expected will be sufficient 
to fully complete the works, with the additions referred to. If 
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the town votes to lay pipes in Brighton street, $8,500 more would 
be required. There is a sum amounting to $6,410, due from the 
town to the water fund on account of interest, which, if appro- 
priated for the completion of the works, will reduce the sum to be 
raised by a new issue of bonds to $51,600; and the board 
recommend that that sum be so raised under the authority given 
to the town by Chapter 343, of the Acts of the year 1872. 

The board further recommend that the sum of $8,000 be 
appropriated, to be raised by taxation, for the operation and 
maintenance of the works for the year ensuing. 


The board hope that water will be introduced into town early 
in June. 


The following votes are recommended for the consideration of 
the town. 


Voted, That the Water Commissioners be authorized to lay pipes 
in Summit avenue, to the limit of the head of supply. 

Voted, That the Water Commissioners be authorized to lay 
pipes in Boylston street to Reservoir lane. 


Voted, That the Water Commissioners be authorized to purchase 
the remainder of the tract of land in Ward 19, Boston, of which 


the filtering-gallery 13a part, at a price not exceeding six thousand 
dollars. 


Voted, That the sum of fifty-eight thousand dollars be appropri- 
ated, to complete the water-works of the town.

REGULATIONS. 


The following regulations shall be considered a part of the con- — 
tract with every person who uses water from the Brookline Water- 
Works :— 

I. Applications for the use of water must be made at the 
oftice of the Water-Board, and must state fully and truly the uses 
to which it is to be applied. Should any user desire to use the 
water for any purpose not stated in his application, he must make 
“request to the Water-Board for permission to use it for such other 
purpose. No water shall be supplied by takers to persons not 
entitled to its use. 

II. When water shall be supplied to more than one user 
through a single tap, the bill for the whole supply furnished through 
such tap will be made either to the owner of the estate, or to some 
one tenant who shall agree to be responsible therefor. In case of 
non-payment, the water may be shut off, notwithstanding one or 
more users may have paid their proportion to such owner or 
tenant. 

IlI. Owners shall be so far responsible for tenants, that new 
tenants shal) not be entitled to a supply until all arrearages on the 
premises are paid. 
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IV. Persons taking the water must keep their water-pipes and 
fixtures in good repair and protected from frost at their own ex- 
pense, and will be held liable for any damage resulting from 
their failure to do so or from the improper location of such pipes 
or fixtures.. They shall prevent waste, and the water must not 
be left running to prevent freezing. 

V. No alterations in pipes or fixtures affecting an amount of 
water consumed, shall be made, and no additional fixures put in, 
without notice to the Commissioners. 

VI. The Water Commissioners, their agents and assistants, 
may enter the premises of any water-taker to examine the pipes 
and fixtures, the quantity used and the manner of its use. 

VII. No person shall be entitled to damages, nor to have any 
portion of a payment refunded, for any stoppage of supply occa- 
sioned by accident to any portion of the works; nor for stoppage 
for purposes of additions or repairs; nor for non-use occasioned 
by accident.

REPORT OF CHIEF ENGINEER.

To Charles H. Drew, Esq., Chairman of the Brookline 


Water Commissioners: 


The undersigned begs to submit the following report con- 
cerning the condition of the work under his charge. 

The contract with Messrs. Jesse W. Starr & Sons for iron 
pipe has been settled according to its terms. The contract 
with James Driscoll for laying conduit and building filtering 
gallery is also settled by the payment of the sum agreed. 
The work under the contract with John F. Ward, for laying 
cast-iron pipes, etc., has been essentially completed, and he 
has. been paid accordingly, reserving ten per cent. uutil the 
work shall have been tested and accepted after being put 
in use. The work upon the Reservoir, on Fisher’s hill having 
been suspended by the frost, we must wait for the spring 
to resume it, when some two months will be required for its 
completion, The contract with M. Meehan, for building the 
engine house at the pumping station, is completed, excepting 
the shaft of the chimney and laying the upper floor of the 
engine room. The chimney can be built in a few weeks 
as soon as the weather allows. ‘The floor awaits the setting 
up of the engine, which will soon be finished. The engine 
has been delivered, and workmen are now engaged putting it 
in position, and setting the boiler, both of which will be 
complete in a few weeks. The contract made with George 
Goodhue for laying service pipes, etc., is still in force, work 
having been suspended for the winter, after applying only 
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62 service stops and laying 3,517 feet of vulcanized rubber 
‘coated iron pipe of small sizes in sundry courts. 

I annex an estimate of the probable cost of finishing the 
works ready for use, with amount of materials on hand for 
future extension of pipes in the streets. In addition to the 
work already under contract, this estimate includes the fol- 
lowing items for which no provision has yet been made, 
viz., a coal-shed at the pumping station, and a dwelling- 
house for the man who is to have charge of the engine and 
premises. [I would recommend that contracts be made at an 
early day for both of these buildings. It is impossible to 
find a boarding-place for a man within a reasonable distance. 
The outlay will be small, and the rent will be considered 
in fixing. his salary. This estimate will include, as far as 
can now be foreseen, every item 6f importance which any 
probable event would render necessary for the successful opera- 
tion of the works during several years, except the provision 
of a second engine, and the extension of the filtering gallery. 

The quantity of water which can be pumped from its 
present length, in time of drouth, is of course. problematical. 
If it had been possible to foresee the long continuance of 
the present drouth, already extending over a period of about 
five months, it would have been worth while to hasten the 
completion of the engine, so as to test the capacity of the 
gallery in time of drouth, by pumping from it into the river 
for a series of weeks. Judging from the quantity of water 
which it has: been found necessary to pump from the trench 
while the work was in progress, there will be an ample 
supply for the citizens of Brookline for some years, and if it 
should fail to meet these views in dry weather, the work 
can readily be extended in length during a few weeks, though 
absolutely nothing could be done, nor would anything be needed, 
while the river covers the meadows, as it generally does for 
several months in every year. The water now stands in the 
man holes nearly three feet above the top of the gallery, 
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while no pumping is being done, being always slightly above 
’ the level of the water in the river. Up to the time when 
the river froze, the temperature of the water in the gallery 
remained within a degree of the same point as during the 
month of August, viz., 48° Fahrenheit, never having varied 
more than one degree during the intervening time. 

With the estimates above referred to, I give below a list 
of the pipes laid in the streets and _ places, showing their 
sizes, also a list of hydrants as set.

Dear S1r:—By order of the City Council, we were directed 
to communicate with your Board with the view of making some 
arrangement for a supply of water for Wards 17 and 19. 

We should be pleased to get your views as to your ability to 
supply the above-named wards, and about what time you could 
commence, also, the terms at which you would agree to supply 
us for, say three years. 

We have also thought it may become desirable for us to obtain 
our whole high-service supply from your works, in which event 
we should need from one and a half to two millions of gallons per 
day.

To Chas. H. Drew, Esgq., Chairman of the Water Commissioners 
Sor the Town of Brookline: 


A communication has been referred to me by your Board 
signed by the President of the Cochituate Water Board, enquir- 
ing as to the feasibility and cost of obtaining a supply of water for 
Wards 17 and 19 for a term of a few years: also of supplying 
the Boston high service, requiring some one and a. half to two 
millions of gallons per day. In reporting upon this matter, I 
shall not touch upon the legal rights of the town to supply others 
than its own citizens, or to take a larger quantity of water from 
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the river than now authorized, supposing that if any obstacles of 
the kind exist, they may be removed. 

I will consider first the question of supplying the whole high 
service of Boston, say one anda half to two million gallons per day. 
The Brookline works are planned and constructed on the basis 
of a maximum supply of two million gallons per day, being con- 
siderably in excess of the quantity authorized to be taken from 
Charles River, it having been thought best to provide ample 
means to meet future growth to the extent of our chartered rights, 
without fully taxing the apparatus. If we should supply Boston 
with two million gallons, our own town would doubtless demand 
another half million at least within the term contemplated, so that 
we should, almost at first, exceed the utmost capacity of our 
works, and be obliged to enlarge them to a degree never con- 
templated. ‘The changes required would be as follows: The 
duplicating of our filtering gallery, unless our citizens and neigh- 
bors would be content to take the water from the river channel, 
in which case a connection must be made. A new engine of a 
larger size than the one now provided, and such enlargement of 
the house as might be found necessary, and a new force main 
from the pumps to the stand pipe, some 10,000 feet. This would 
require an outlay of about one hundred thousand dollars, even if 
no land damage were incurred. Whether it would be advisable 
to lay out so large a sum, being at least three times what will 
probably be needed to furnish the quantity required by our own 
citizens within twenty years, and for a temporary purpose like 
that now under consideration, is at least questionable. 

Passing to the consideration of the question of a temporary 
supply for Wards 17 and 19 of Boston, the problem appears 
more feasible. The engine already provided has a capacity of. 
two million gallons in twenty-four hours, but it could not be con- 
stantly worked up to one-half this amount, i. e., twelve hours each 
day, without too great risk of interruption for repairs, so that another 
similar engine would be needed, almost from the first, as a reserve. 
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The house already built is ample for the accommodation of such 
an one, it being supposed that Brookline would need it within a 
few years for similar reasons. ‘The force main already laid is 
ample for two million gallons in twenty-four hours. The filtering 
gallery, however, though not yet tested as to capacity of yield, 
would doubtless require extension, if we are to look for the whole 
supply through that.. For these items an outlay of some thirty 
thousand dollars would be required*at ouce, instead of waiting 
for such time as the increasing wants of our own town might 
demand its Except for the necessity of this immediate outlay 
which might otherwise be deferred perhaps ten years, it would, no 
doubt, be very economical to use our works on a larger scale 
than that required for supplying our own citizens alone for the 
first five or ten years, for a large supply can be furnished cheaper 
per gallon than a small one. | 

‘The earliest time when such a supply could be promised 
would be July 1, 1875, though possibly an earlier day might be 
found practicable. 


As to Terms or REMUNERATION. 


It has been the practice of several towns and cities in the 
State to sell water to neighboring towns and cities for a percent- 
age of the rates collected. Where the arrangement is a per- 
manent one this may prove satisfactory. But it is open to one 
great objection, viz., the difficulty of checking waste among a 
population where neither the police nor the citizens themselves 
feel any self-interest at stake in so doing. It may be urged that 
rates should be so fixed as to cover this contingency, but this is 
only taxing a whole population for the recklessness of a few. It 
appears to me that a more satisfactory way in this case would be 
to put in meters near the town line, by means of which a tolera- 
bly accurate notion could be formed of the actual quantity used, 
and to charge a fixed rate per gallon. ‘The cost of such meters, 
say two of the largest size, either one of which would measure 
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accurately without material loss of head some quarter of a million 
gallons per day, would be about a thousand dollars at each point. 
The use of two at each point is advisable for several reasons. 
The friction is diminished and either one may be temporarily 
removed for repairs, without interrupting the record, by closing 
a gate. 

Some choice of route exists in regard to furnishing either 
ward; the more expensive route would afford the better head in 
either case, but the source is so high that a head of nearly two 
hundred feet above tide would be generally maintained, except 
in case of fires or other excessive draft. | 

When considering the rates to be charged for water so fur- 
nished, consideration should be had of the possible claims for 
damages that may be made or proved, by the parties now using 
the water power on the river, either by providing that a definite 
portion of such claims as may be established should be paid by 
the City of Boston, or by considering such possible outlay as an 
element in fixing the rates. 

It is customary to charge large consumers at the rate of two 
cents per one hundred gallons per day in some of our neighbor- 
ing towns, while Boston charges at the rate of three cents. <A 
lower rate than this would doubtless be enough for Brookline to 
charge. 

In closing I would urge that no agreement be made to supply 
any definite quantity or for any definite time, but that the supply 
be limited to such water as can be readily furnished after supply- 
ing the wants of our own citizens.

REPORT. 


The Trustees present herewith their eighteenth annual report, 
accompanied by the report of the Librarian, giving a detailed 
statement of the condition of the Library. /Accompanying her 
report is an appendix, with tables showing the\books presented to 
the Library during the past year, their number and character, and 
giving a list of works purchased from the Gardner Fund, the peri- 
odicals in the Reading Room, and the number and character of the 
accessions to the Library during the year. 

They also present the annual report of the Treasurer, as re- 
quired by a vote of the town. 

They report a generally prosperous and progressive condition 
of the Library. In the selection of books, they have been actu- 
ated by two purposes: The first is, to supply the citizens with all 
current literature, excepting such as is worthless in quality or in- 
jurious in its tendencies. The second is to add gradually to the 
Library, volumes of standard literature, and valuable works of 
reference, with a view to its completeness as a general Library. 
During the past year many of the English classics, hitherto want- 
ing, have been added to its shelves, among them the ‘ British 
Kssayists,” the works of Fielding, Hume, Sterne, Gower, Sheri- 
dan, Robertson, Spenser, De Foe, Richardson, G. Herbert and 
Newman. It has been resolved to subscribe for the new editions 
of the Encyclopedia Britannica and Appleton’s Cyclopedia; nine 
-volumes of the latter have been received. Littré’s French Dic- 
tionary has been added to the Labrary. Eight copies of the 
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valuable History of Brookline, by Miss Woods, have also been 
purchased. The Trustees have subscribed for Hopkins’ series of 
maps of Suffolk County.and vicinity. Many handsome volumes, 
finely illustrated, have been purchased from the Gardner Fund. 
Among them may be noted, “ Baird’s North American Birds,” 
‘‘ Marcoy’s Travels in South America,” “ Keller’s Amazon and 
Madeira Rivers,” ‘* Maclise’s Portrait Gallery,” ‘ Lacroix’s Mili- 
tary and Religious Life in the Middle Ages,” etc. Substantial 
additions of interesting and rare books of travel have been 
made. . 

The experiment of subscribing for a duplicate set of the Eng- 
lish and American periodicals, to be taken out and retained two 
days, bas proved a successful one, the citizens having freely made 
use of this privilege. Such periodicals as have found few or no 
readers, have been discontinued. 


STATISTICS. 


A reference to the Librarian’s report shows that the number of 
volumes now in the Library is 17,893, and that the num- 
ber of accessions during the year has been 1,239 volumes, 
390 pamphlets, and 574 unbound periodicals. It may be added 
that 2,412 names are entered upon our register of regular book 
borrowers, to whom cards have been issued; a large num- 
ber, when its proportion to the total population of the town is 
considered. 


Tue CataLocur. 


The Catalogue, of which some account was given in the last 
annual report, has won notice and praise from every quarter, and 
we have been in receipt of almost daily letters, from libraries 
throughout the country, asking information with regard to the de- 
tails of its cost and execution. It is believed to have been of 
great aid to the citizens of the town, in supplying a knowledge of 
the stores upon our shelves; and the number of copies worn out 
at the desk, indicates its appreciation by the younger portion of 
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the community. With a view of affording every facility to the 
young, copies of the Catalogue have been placed in each of the 
public schools, thus enabling the scholars to make selections of 
books at their leisure. 


GENERAL Liprary Work. 


The Trustees take special pleasure in referring to the thorough 
and satisfactory work rendered by the accomplished Librarian, 
Miss Mary A. Bean, and her two assistants, Misses Amelia A. 
and Clara A. Woods. The multiplicity of details, and the pecu- 
liar nature of the work attending a Library o! this size, require, for 
the proper management of its daily routine, a/ degree of ability 
and skill not usually appreciated. In every ieee the ‘Trus- 
tees are of opinion that this work has been carefully and conscien- 
tiously performed, and they are well aware that whatever success 
the Library attains is largely due to pe competency of those in 
care of its daily duties. 


IncomPLETE Sets oF SERIALS. 


Among the most important contents of the Library, are the sets 
of volumes of English and American periodicals. But many of 
these are incomplete, and it is difficult to supply the deficiencies 
by purchases from the bookstores. Contributions from citizens, 
therefore, of odd numbers of such periodicals, would be most wel- 
come and desirable. In order that those who may desire to con- 
tribute such numbers, may know what volumes of the leading 
reviews and magazines are wanting to complete the sets, a list of 
these is given as follows:

THe Oup Em. 


The widening of Washington street, carried through during 
_ the past year, whilst subjecting the Library lawn to the loss of a 
portion of its extent, has very much improved the appearance of 
the street itself, and consequently of its surroundings. The Trus- 
tees viewed the project with much solicitude, as the existence of 
our one old Elm seemed threatened by the change of line and 
grade. Prompted by their own anxiety, as well as by the ex- 
pressed desire of many old inhabitants, they used every effort to 
preserve this landmark; and there is reason to hope that it has 
escaped all harm, and will continue to be, as it has long been, an 
ornament to the neighborhood. 
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JANITOR. 


Early in the year, it was found absolutely necessary to meet 
the growing demand for a janitor for the Library building, who 
should devote his entire time and attention to its care, to preserv- 
ing order in and around the building, and to the performance 
of whatever duty the requirements of the Library may demand. 
Mr. James Healy was accordingly chosen: to that office, with a 
salary of $50 a month. Mr. Healy has also been appointed a 
special policeman without pay. The results of this movement 
have been of decided advantage to the Library. The Reading” 
Room is kept quiet and in “perfect order; the entire building is 
clean and neat, and the Trustees feel that the valuable property 
under their charge is now more safe and secure from accident or 
loss. Mr. Healy’s services have been highly satisfactory and ac- 
ceptable to the Librarian and her assistants. 


New Reapine Room. 


The Trustees are more than ever impressed with the need, 
which has before been referred to, of an additional Reading Room 
on the lower floor of the Library building, which shall be devoted 
to the use of those persons who desire to consult our full collec- 
tion of books of reference, and the more costly works on Art, 
Science, Natural History, ete., which cannot be intrusted to gen- 
eral circulation. Gardner Hall has become attractive by means 
of the number of reviews and illustrated and other serials displayed 
upon the table. But the Trustees are convinced that it no longer 
serves the purpose of those who seek an opportunity for quiet 
reading and study, which every well-regulated Public Library 
should afford. | 

The Trustees are aware that at a time when economy is espe- 
cially demanded, no unnecessary expenditures should be urged 
upon the town; but they feel it no more than their duty to call 
attention to a need which has increased with the growing de- 
mands of the'reading public. 
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They are content to leave the whole matter to the intelligent 
consideration of the citizens, in tne confidence that the same 
spirit of liberality which has created and sustained an institution, 
now grown to be a model of its kind, will at a fitting time grant 
the necessary means for an addition which will so greatly add to 
the measure of its usefulness.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 





Brooking, Feb. 1, 1875. 


To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library : 


GentTLemen,—lI herewith respectfully sat third annual 
report as Librarian. 

The new by-law of the town, requiring all reports to be re- 
turned on or before the 15th of February, cuts short our official 
year, thereby rendering our statistics in accessions and circulation 
materially less than they would otherwise have been, and in mak- 
ing comparisons with last year’s report, this fact ought to be 
borne in mind. 

The discrepancy will be most noticeable in the record of circu- 
lation, since the month of February, which invariably figures as 
one of the busiest of the year, is necessarily transferred to next 
year’s account. 

Notwithstanding this disadvantage in the figures of our report, 
it is pleasant to state, at the outset, that the year 1874-5 ranks 
favorably with its immediate predecessors in all that contributes 
to the growth, usefulness and prosperity of the Library, while in 
some respects it takes precedence. 

Our statistics will show an increase in accessions; a steady cir- 
culation, accompanied with but very slight Joss; the books in 
good order; the catalogue in constant service; the rooms care- 
fully kept; each department of the Library in a satisfactory con- 
dition, and the general work of the year complete to date. 


ConDITION oF THE LIBRARY. 


The general condition of the Library is all that can be desired, 
our figures comparing favorably with former reports. ‘The acces- 
sions of the year increase the sum total of volumes belonging to 
the Library to 17,898; of this number, 16,868 are on the shelves 
of the Library proper, and in general use, while 1,025 volumes 
are duplicates withdrawn from circulation and stored in the 
pamphlet room. 

Considering our large circulation, the books are, in the main, 
well preserved, yet there is greater wear and tear than need be, 
if borrowers would but exercise the same care with Library books 
as with their own. We have been compelled to withdraw 67 
worn and mutilated volumes, replacing 52 of the number. The 
remaining 15 volumes, represented on our shelves by other edi- 
tions or duplicate copies, were not in sufficient demand to warrant 
their purchase. 

Four volumes only have been lost by borrowers, and, in each 
case, have been immediately replaced at the expense of the loser. 
Two volumes are missing at the present writing, both of which 
are charged to persons who have removed from town. One of 
these volumes will undoubtedly be returned to the Library in re- 
sponse to a notice sent a few days since; the other must be 
counted as absolutely lost, since no trace of the borrower can be 
found. | 

The loss this year, like that of last, occurred among the float- 
ing population, where frequent change of residence places book 
and borrower quite beyond our knowledge and jurisdiction. 

With a circulation of nearly 38,000, this record is certainly 
creditable, and shows the special advantage of our system of de- 
livery, which keeps accurate account of every loan, notifies all 
delinquents, and, if need be, sends for the book at the cost of the 
borrower. 


ACCESSIONS. 


Since the last report there have been added to the Library 
1,239 volumes; 919 of these have been purchased, 185 pre- 
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sented, 75 bound from the periodicals of the year, 59 bound from 
periodicals given by Mr. Storrow and others, and 1 obtained by 
exchange of duplicates. ‘There have also been given to the 
Library, 390 pamphlets, and 574 unbound and miscellaneous 
periodicals. | 

The liberality of the “ town appropriation”? has materially ad- 
vanced the number and value of our purchases, while the contin- 
ued generosity of individuals has supplemented our accessions 
with numerous gifts. These sources, combined with the income 
from the ‘“* Gardner und,” render our list of additions (Appendix 
D,) especially rich in standard works, as well as attractive in the 
popular literature of the day. / 

I might report at length upon the purchases of the year, but 
will only commend their usefulness and standard value, since the 
list just mentioned, consulted in connection with Appendix B, 
tells the whole story and best speaks for itself. 


GIFTS. 


The larger portion of our accessions is always obtained by pur- 
chase, yet no inconsiderable growth is due to the kindness of the 
many friends, who, from year to year, aid us with donations both 
numerous and valuable. 

We have received gifts from eighty different sources during the 
past year, and it would be an agreeable feature of this report, 
were it practicable, to make special mention of each gift. 

The simple statistics in regard to accessions by gift, will be 
found in Appendix A, and I think I may, without prejudice, call 
attention to some of the larger contributions, such as those of Mrs. 
Abby Barnett; Mrs. Henry Upham; Mrs. EK. P. Salisbury ; 
Messrs. J. J. Storrow; C. A. Henderson, H. B. M. Consul in- 
Boston, and resident in Brookline; Wm. lL. Chase; R. M. Law- 
rence; W. I. Bowditch; Hon. Ginery Twichell; Hon. J. M.S. 
Williams ; Dr. Wm. R. Lawrence and Dr. E. W. Sanford; re- 
ferring particularly to Mr. Storrow’s gift of unbound periodicals 
because a portion of it has enabled us to nearly complete our set 
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of the Edinburgh Review, supplying twenty-eight volumes (sine 
bound in fourteen) which we have long desired and have endeav- 
ored to obtain. Other portions of his gift have added thirty-two 
volumes of the Christian Examiner, and supplied numerous other 
deficiencies of odd volumes in the department of serial literature. 
I need not say that such gifts have special value to the Library, 
since it is a self-evident fact; nor, need I add that all gifts find 
favor and welcome; and we trust that our benefactors will feel 
that we appreciate their generosity and the extent of our 


obligations. 
CIRCULATION. 


The Library has been open for the delivery of books 288 days, 
and the total number of volumes delivered for home use has been 
37,949, an average of 132 volumes per day. The largest weekly 
issue having been 1,116 volumes, the largest daily issue 302 vol- 
umes, the former for the week ending January 30, 1875; the 
latter, corresponding exactly with last year’s report, and occur- 
ring twice in this year’s record, viz., April 4, 1874 and January 
30, 1875. . | 

Beside the delivery of books for home use there have been 
loaned upon the “hall slips” 1,470 volumes for reading and con- 
sultation in Gardner Hall; not to mention the bound volumes of 
pictorial papers which were called for, over and over again, by 
the young people, and delivered to them without any record. 
2,029 notices have been sent for books kept beyond the speci- 
fied time, being an average of ten per day. ‘The amount col- 
lected from fines is $132.04, a sum which varies but 60 cents 
from that of the previous year. 

We have made no attempt at an accurate classification of the 
circulation, since its-record is not unlike that of all Public Libra- 
ries. English fiction, including juvenile books leading the per- 
centage, while travels, biography, history, poetry and the rest 
follow in the same ratio here as elsewhere, and bidoss but little 
variation from year to year. 

So far as my personal observation goes, I am led to believe | 
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that the taste in selection of books is quite up to the average, and 
‘is neither a matter of lamentation nor apology. Indeed, J am 
not sure that I may not justly assert a slight rise above the aver- 
age, since there is never any demand for the lower grades of 
fiction. 


Lasprary Work. 


An examination of the foregoing statistics in regard to condi- 
tion, accessions and circulation will show at a glance the amount 
of patient, and oftentimes monotonous, labor which must be 
accomplished, in order to keep the Library up to its standard of 
efficiency and excellence. | 

I have so often been met by the question, What can you find 
to do in the Library? that it may be well to rehearse some of 
the more important duties devolving upon the librarian and 
assistants. 

In my last report, I took occasion to speak of some of the 
phases of work in the routine of the circulating department so 
faithfully accomplished by the assistants. I have but to reiterate 
my appreciation of their services, and to state among the items 
of interest in their work for the past year: —the delivery and 
consequent return of 39,419 volumes for home and library use, 
which, with the pictorials, involves the handling of nearly 80,000 
volumes; the careful registration of each day’s doings; the cov- 
ering and labelling of 6,537 volumes of which but 897 were new 
books ; the care of all books out of repair and subjects for the 
binder ; together with the cutting and special preparation of the 
periodicals both for the Reading Room and for circulation. 

It may not be uninteresting to know the progressive steps in 
the preparation of a single new book for circulation, and I beg to 
submit them through this report. 

Each book, after its approval by your Board, is first carefully 
collated, or examined page by page, in order to avoid the possi- 
bility of purchasing an imperfect and therefore worthless volume ; 
it is then entered in the “ catalogue of accessions,” which gives a 
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description of the book and a history of its purchase. ‘The book 
next goes to the assistants who stamp, cover, label and letter it, and 
insert the book-plate. Returned to the librarian, it receives its 
accession number and date of purchase upon the book-plate; its 
place upon the shelves is assigned; its title properly entered 
upon the shelf-lists, and the number placed upon the book itself, 

The book is then ready to be catalogued. ‘This process con- 
sists first, in writing the full title with its various cross-references, 
for the “card catalogue,” which is to be the official catalogue of 
the Library ; second, in abbreviating these titles and references for 
the “interleaved catalogues ” three in number, two for the con- 
venience of the public at the desk, and one for special use in the 
librarian’s room; third, in again writing the principal short titles 
for the “list of additions” which is to be printed with ‘each 
annual report ; and finally, in posting the title upon the “ bulletin 
boards ”’ in the waiting room. 

It will be seen from this enumeration, that each book has two 
or more entries in eight different lists and catalogues. ‘The cata- 
logue of accessions, shelf-lists, and card catalogue forming the 
permanent record of the Library, while the rest are solely for the 
assistance and use of the public at large. 

Multiply these processes by the average accessions of one hun- 
dred per month, and the product will give a possible insigat into 
what we find to do in regard to the one item of new books. Add 
to this the librarian’s oversight and verification of all bills against 
the institution, attention to correspondence, reception of visitors 
in quest of information in behalf of other libraries, and the general 
supervision of all details, and I am confident that every candid 
mind will acknowledge that there can be but few idle moments 
during library hours. 


Tse Reapine Room. 


The Reading Room with its liberal supply of popular and well 
chosen periodicals, its walls hung with pictures, its pleasant light, 
and sunny atmosphere ought to become a favorite place of resort 
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for the reading community, and it has been a matter of surprise 
and regret that its opportunities have been so little known and 
used, 

The lack of interest in this department has been so apparent 
that we have been led to seek the cause, and to apply the remedy 
so far as it Is In our power. 

Perfect quiet is a necessity to the student or general reader, 
and therefore the chief charm of any room devoted to reading 
purposes. Unhappily this charm seems to have been well nigh 
wanting in our otherwise well-appointed Reading Room, partially 
through a fault in the furniture of the room itself, but’ chiefly 
through its close proximity to the waiting room. / 

I am happy, however, to report that the fault sited has 
been entirely corrected by a judicious application of.rubber pro- 
tectors to the chairs, and the relief thus afforded can best be 
appreciated by those, who, in former days have struggled to read 
or even think in the midst of the exasperating clatter caused by 
the movement of chairs at the mercy of restless and mischief- 
loving boys. . 

The noise from the desk and waiting room has been shut off, 
in a measure, by the closing of the window between the rooms. 
The Reading Room itself has been placed under the general 
supervision of the janitor. Every measure seems to have been 
taken to secure the quiet and comfort of our readers, and I wish 
I might add that here the matter rested. But there yet remains 
another disturbing element, for which we are not responsible, and 
one which may be happily removed whenever the frequenters of 
the Library rooms will have the kindness to observe the regula- 
tions in regard to conversation and quiet deportment. 

It is certainly the wish and aim of those in charge of the 
Library rooms to render them in every way pleasant and attrac- 
tive, and it is to be hoped that the efforts of the past year in 
regard to the Reading Room, have but to become known to be 
duly appreciated. 

It would be,a source of gratification to see our tables daily and 
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hourly surrounded by readers, and we hope the day is not far 
distant when such may be the case. I venture to suggest, through 
this report, to those who most appreciate quiet reading hours, 
that those of the morning are comparatively free from the juvenile 
frequenters and consequently best adapted to study or recreative 


reading. 
PERIODICALS. 


The total number of periodicals upon the Reading Room tables 
is 65. A reference to the full list in Appendix C, will show 31 
of the number to be monthly publications, 20 weekly, 11 quar- 
terly, 2 daily and 1 semi-monthly. An exhibit which may fairly 
rival that of any library other than of large cities, and the citi- 
zens of Brookline may well be congratulated upon the liberality 
which gives their Library such superior advantages. 

For the most part these serials are supplied from the ‘town 
fund,” several are gifts, however, among which may be named :— 
The Atheneum, Illustrated London News, and Public Opinion 
from Mr. C. A. Henderson; The Independent, from Capt. 
Candage, Courrier des Etats-Unis, from Mr. F. S. Fiske ; The 
Magenta, from Mr. Wm. L. Chase; The Unitarian Review, 
from the American Unitarian Association; The Patent Office 
Gazette, from the United States Patent Office; and Our Dumb 
Animals, from the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals. 

These generous contributions are highly valued, and our in- 
debtedness is hereby acknowledged with thanks. 

During the year a certain number of the more popular maga- 
zines have been furnished for home reading ; an experiment at 
first, but rapidly growing in favor as the fact becomes generally 
known, and therefore to be continued so long as the public 
demand warrants the expenditure. 

The question has been frequently asked, why two days only 
were allowed to each borrower, but the question solves itself 
when we reflect that, even at this rate, but fifteen persons per 
month can make use of any given magazine. Remeinbering also

that, to most readers, the cream of serial literature deteriorates 
with age, the present adjustment seems the most impartial that 
can be made. 

Eighteen duplicate magazines are thus placed in circulation, 
the list comprising, at present, the Atlantic Monthly; Belgravia ; 
Chambers’s Journal ; Cornhill Magazine ; Contemporary Review ; 
Fortnightly Review ; Galaxy; Harper’s Monthly ; Lippincott’s 
Magazine; London Society ; Macmillan’s Magazine; North 
American Review ; Old and New; Our Boys and Girls ; Over- 
land; St. Nicholas; Scribner’s Magazine and Teniple Bar. 

This list appears to meet the popular demand, but is subject to 
revision, and may be augmented or decreased according to the 
future requirements of the public. 


GENERAL FAcILITIEs. 


The catalogue has been freely placed at the disposal of all who 
make use of the Library, and is, of course, the chief source of in- 
formation in regard to the contents of the shelves. Its usefulness 
is unqualified and I believe thoroughly appreciated. 

All accessions subsequent to the publication of the catalogue 
have been kept constantly posted in the interleaved copies, 
thereby preserving the one alphabetical arrangement intact, and 
these catalogues are always at the service of the public. 

Yet other facilities are offered by the manuscript bulletins in 
the waiting room, which contain lists of the more recent addi- 
tions; while the experiment of small hand bulletins containing 
each month’s accessions, has been successfully inaugurated and 
promises to meet the demand for the newest books. 

A printed list of accessions will be appended to this report, 
which in connection with that of last year will make a complete 
supplement of all books not in the general catalogue. And I 
would recommend the preservation and use of these reports in 
the various households, for the simple convenience that these lists 
may be to them. 
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In view of these facilities, as well as of the general advantages 
of our Library system, it would seem as if nothing had been left 
undone which could further the interests, usefulness, or success of 
the Library.

As the term of office of Messrs Salisbury, Cabot and Amory ex- 
pire with the present year, the town are called upon to elect their 
successors at the annual meeting in March. 

It must be'understood that the Board of School Committee 
bears the same relation to the public school education as that of

a board of directors to the management of a corporation. The du- 
ties of the Superintendent are prescribed by this Board; and, as 
will be seen in his annexed report, a mutual support has been 
given by those who approve as well as by those who execute the 
educational policy. The details of his duties may be ascertained 
by an examination of the printed Rules and Regulations of our 
public schools. 

The School Committee, a few years ago, established an Ad- 
visory Board of ladies, whose duties are voluntary. Many im- 
provements have been suggested by them to your Committee, and 
their advice has been gratefully received and followed, when prac- 
ticable. The present instruction in sewing as a regular school 
exercise was instituted by their advice, and is left almost entirely 
to their supervision. The advisability of morning and afternoon 
sessions of the schools, instead of one long session, was suggested 
by this Advisory Board; but it was considered inexpedient at 
present to institute such a change in our system. The attention 
of the citizens is called to an extract from the annual report of 
this Advisory Board, which appears near the close of the Superin- 
tendent’s report. 


CoMPARISON OF NuMBER OF ReEsIDENT ScHooL CHILDREN WITH 


THAT ACTUALLY ATTENDING THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Last May the assessors reported that there were (1192) eleven 
hundred and ninety-two children between the ages of five and fif- 
teen years resident in Brookline. At the same time there were 
(1007) one thousand and seven (or 83 per cent of the whole num- 
ber) children between these same ages actually in attendance at 
the public schools. It must be remembered that actual attendance 
means, for instance, those children who had not been absent during 
the whole week preceding the first week in May. When a pupil 
is absent for one week the name is dropped from the Rolls; 
hence it may be inferred that some children who were connected 
with the schools are not included in the above estimate. There 
have been (1243) twelve hundred and forty-three children in the 
schools during the past year. In 1872 there were (1100) eleven 
hundred children between the ages of five and fifteen in the public 
schools of Brookline. In May of that year (1200) twelve hun- 
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dred children of those ages were reported by the assessors as resi- 
dent in Brookline. In the same year your Committee ascertained 
there were (1015) ten hundred and fifteen between these ages 
in actual attendance on the seventh of June at the public schools 
(or 80 per cent of the whole number). 

The question of truancy is discussed in the report of the Super- 
intendent ; your Committee find that there have been twenty-three 
cases of truancy reported by the truant officer. Of these cases 
one was prosecuted and sentenced in conformity with the law. 


APPOINTMENT OF TEACHERS. 


Hereafter, no teacher will be appointed until the applicant has 
been tested by an examination’in class teaching in the school-room. 
Written certificates are frequently unsatisfactory and often lead 
astray, as the appointment will testify, when the harm has already 
been accomplished ; as very often the most deserving and faithful 
persons are not qualified to instruct, and have, unfortunately, 
chosen their wrong vocation. Your School Committee are fully 
satisfied that the system and discipline established during the past 
two years, has increased the efficiency of our schools. 


CoNDITION OF ScHOoL BUILDINGS. 


The condition of our school buildings requires but little com- 
ment. As arule, the rooms are comfortable and pretty well ven- 
tilated, if the teachers use the means provided for this purpose. 
With one exception, all the rooms are heated by furnaces. We 
have gradually introduced the Eureka ventilators into many of 
the rooms, and hope before another year that no room will be 
unprovided with proper means for ventilation. Undoubtedly, 
every system of ventilation occasions an increased consumption 
of fuel, but the increase is trifling compared with the benefit de- 
rived both in the health of body and a purer air. 

A most important point for the consideration of the town is the 
overcrowding in certain school-houses, and that some action be 
taken at the coming town meeting to provide more room cannot 
be urged too,strongly. The Pierce and Harvard street districts 
are provided for at present, but the time is not distant, when the 


town will be called upon to move the Harvard School from its 
present site to some other near Washington street. The present 
site might then be abandoned, and that district be divided into 
two, one of which might have as its centre the Lawrence School 
and the other be centred at the place above mentioned. 

The new school-house on Francis street, now called the Law- 
rence School, is very well adapted for our public school system. 
The system of ventilation through the chimney stack, in the 
centre of which the smoke flue from the furnace is conducted, 
has avery beneficial effect upon the atmosphere of the school- 
room; and in summer, the Eureka ventilators provide pure air 
without any perceptible draught where the children are sitting. 
Only the lower room in this school-house is now used, but the time 
is not far distant when the upper room also will be required. A 
new kind of desk and seat for the children in this school has met 
with a good deal of favor. . 

The primary school attached to the Ward Grammar School has 
not sufficient accommodation. On one day in February there 
were 150 children present in three rooms of the Ward Primary. , 
It may not be generally known that a large number of new houses 
are in process of erection in the vicinity of this school-house, and 
in early spring it may be necessary to hire a room to accommo- 
date those children who cannot be seated in the rooms of the pri- 
mary department. No teacher should have more than forty or, at 
the most, fifty pupils in aroom. Any one who will remain for 
two hours in a room with fifty pupils will see the propriety of 
limiting the number as above stated. 

Your Committee therefore recommend that anew school-house 
be erected either on Cypress street, or its vicinity, or near the 2as 
works on Brookline avenue. Before the completion of the build- 
ing there will be children enough to warrant the establishment of 
a new school in the Ward district. 

As it. is probable a new school will be needed in the Heath 
street district to care for the younger children, and as the 
primary classes in that school are now overcrowded, your Com- 
mittee recommend that authority be given to fit up as a school- 
house the building which is on the lot recently purchased of Mr. 
McCormick. 

Quite as important as the establishment of these new schools is 


the reconstruction or rebuilding of the High School. That build- 
ing was never adapted to its present number of scholars, and with 
the increase in attendance on all the grammar schools, the time 
will come when some children will be excluded from the High 
School by lack of room. We recommend therefore that a new 
building be erected for the High School. At the same time it. 
might be advisable to move the present building either to Cypress 
street or to Brookline avenue and to re-arrange the rooms for the 
use of primary classes. A vote covering these points is appended 
to the report. 


INCREASE OF SCHOOL APPROPRIATION. 


Owing to the fact that more teachers will be required the com- 
ing year, and to the additional expense of certainly one, and per- 
haps more, schools; also, on account of the fact that Boston has 
increased the pay of teachers in its suburban districts which 
almost surround us, thus obliging your Committee to make the 
same increase in the salaries of teachers that has been made by 
Boston ; it will be noticed that a larger appropriation for the 
maintenance of schools is requested. 

Your Committee would therefore request an appropriation for 
the maintenance of schools to the amount of 45,000 dollars. 

During the month of February, 1875, your Committee ascer- 
tained that scarlet fever was very prevalent in the Heath street 
district, and, consequently, ordered that the school be temporarily 
closed. 

By the result of the new system of ‘‘grading”’ the pupils in each 
class by semi-annual examinations, a higher standard of education 
is being gradually attained ; and your Committee hope that, before 
the close of another year, it will be found that the first grammar 
class will be able to pursue many of the studies formerly taught 
in the High School; so that those who cannot avail themselves 
of the High School course will retire with a better education than 
formerly. 

Whenever a petition for excuse from certain studies has been 
made to the Board, and, after investigation, seemed reasonable, 
the excuse has been granted. The members of the Board are un- 
willing to lay themselves open to the charge of overtaxing pupils 


at an age when the demands of nature forbid a too close applica- 
tion of the brain; only, let it. be clearly understood that dancing 
at parties with late hours, and confinement in-doors during the time 
and day not occupied in the school-room, may have, in the cases 
alluded to, more baneful effect upon health than the following out 
of the regular school exercises. 

The annual exhibitions in music, writing, drawing and sewing, 
have proved an eminent success in two ways: first, by stimulating 
pupils to do their best; second, by showing to parents and others 
interested whether any progress is actually made. The regular 
exhibition (in other than the above departments) of the grammar 
and primary classes was presented, for obvious reasons, in the 
school-rooms, that of the High School was given in the Town 
Hall. 


PuysicaAL EDUCATION AND GYMNASIUM. 


Referring to their report for last year, your Committee would 
again urge upon the town to take some action looking to the estab- | 
lishment of one or more gymnasium buildings in the vicinity of the 
school-houses. 

‘‘ Compulsory physical exercises should form a part of the pro- 
sramme of every school system for boys; and should be insisted 
upon just as regularly as Latin and mathematics, from the time a 
boy is ten years old until he is sixteen or seventeen.” —Lxtract | 
Srom the Report of Presipent Exior for 1873-74. 

There is no doubt that the proper training of children in muscu- 
lar exercise, is an important feature in education, and should be a 
part of the duty of school boards. The Superintendent of schools, in 
Boston, has called attention to this important branch of education ; 
and in reply, the municipal authorities are erecting a suitable gym- 
nasium in connection with their last new school-house. An appro- 
priate building could be erected near the Pierce Schools and the 
High School at trifling expense, and your Committee ask for au 
thority to follow out this plan. It is possible that the old Town 
Hall building might be adapted for use as a gymnasium; but as no 
authority has been given to the School Committee, the matter has 
not been thoroughly investigated. 


New TExtT-BooKs. 


The improvements in education require many changes in text- 
books ; but your Committee endeavor to keep constantly in view, 
that frequent changes are undesirable, and strive to gradually in- 
troduce all new books, so that parents may not be unnecessarily 
taxed. 


RETIREMENT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


The Superintendent of Public Schools, having been called to 
another field of labor, your Committee cannot allow him to leave 
us without bearing testimony to his assiduity during his short con- 
nection with education in Brookline. The following extract from 
the records of the Committee express their appreciation of his 
work : 


‘¢'The School Committee of the town of Brookline, having 
received and accepted the resignation of Mr. W. T. Reid, their Su- 
perintendent of Schools, would enter upon their records the follow- 
ing minute : 

‘¢ That in the Superintendency of Mr. Reid, they recognize his 
capacity as a teacher and educator, his zeal and perseverance in 
the discharge of his duties, and his desire to carry out, as far as 
possible, the aims and wishes of the Board. 

‘¢ In parting from Mr. Reid, they would thus express their satis- 
faction, as a Committee, with his administration in their schools, . 
and their wish that he may find encouragement and success in the 
new field which awaits him.” 


APPROPRIATIONS RECOMMENDED. 


The Board would recommend that the town pass the following 
votes : 


Voted, That the School Committee be authorized to erect, at 
moderate cost, a gymnasium near the Pierce and High Schools, 
and to fit it up with proper apparatus. 

That the sum of ($1200) twelve hundred dollars be appropriated 


for the above purpose. 
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Voted, That a Committee be appointed to recommend sites for 
three new school-houses, and to report to the town, plans and 
estimates for the erection of suitable buildings thereon. 
That the sum of ($500) five hundred dollars be appropriated to 
pay for these plans and to obtain estimates of cost of the new 
buildings. 


Voted, That ($45,000) forty-five thousand dollars be appropri- 
ated for current expenses of the schools for the coming year.

The report of the Sub-Committee on examinations for last July 
and February of this year is herewith presented as the views of 
the School Committee. 


REPORT OF ANNUAL EXAMINATION, JULY, 1874. 


The Committee on Examinations submit for the consideration of 
the Board their annual report upon the written examinations just 
concluded. The results are exceedingly gratifying, showing great 
and important progress the past year, and a marked proficiency in 
the more valuable and useful branches of education. While a large 
amount of time is required for the preparation of the questions 
embracing each class and upon every study, and the energies of 
the teachers are severely tasked, yet we believe the Superintendent 
and teachers all unite with the Committee in the opinion that these 
examinations have been productive of great good; enabling them 
to properly grade the classes, stimulating the pupils to a more 
zealous performance of duty, leading them to acquire a more certain 
and definite knowledge, and causing a more watchful and vigilant 
care on the part of the teachers, especially towards such pupils as 
seem to require particular assistance and instruction. Your Com- 
mittee have, with considerable labor, compared results and care- 
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fully analyzed the various reports of the different classes, and we 
present them in detail to the Board, as we believe in no other way 
can the Board obtain so accurate and satisfactory a knowledge of 
the true condition and progress of our schools. Occasional visits 
by individual members are not to be discouraged. A general idea 
of the progress and proficiency of the pupils may be obtained, but 
the opinions thus formed are not as accurate and reliable.. Taken, 
however, in connection with the facts elicited by means of these 
examinations, we can by this combination secure more correct 
opinions upon the subjects which are presented to us for decision. 

We, therefore, commend this report, in consequence of the facts 
therein contained, to the careful attention and scrutiny of each 
member, and especially in comparison with our report presented 
just a year ago. It will be remembered we were surprised, as well 
as discouraged, by the deficiency of the pupils in a majority of the 
classes in grammar and arithmetic — certainly two very important 
studies. ‘The report we then presented was not a very flattering 
one; but we felt it to be our duty to state the facts exactly as we 
found them; now that we can state such gratifying results, the 
contrast will appear the more marked. To quote from that re- 
port: ‘‘ It will be noticed the Committee were obliged to fix upon 
a lower percentage than that adopted previously by the Board, 
and even at the rate adopted, over 33 per cent. of the entire pupils 
of the schools were rejected. This is much more than it should be ; 
but some allowance should be made for the fact that the classes 
had not been properly graded. ‘The average of rejections should 
not exceed 10 per cent., and we hope the next annual examination 
will show a result within that limit.” We are pleased now to state 
that upon a standard of 65 per cent., which is 15 per cent. higher 
than last year, the rejections are but 13 per cent., and if we omit 
in the calculation the second grammar class, the percentage will be 
reduced to 10 per cent. The pupils this year have been marked upon 
writing and drawing. Great progress has been made in drawing, 
many pupils exhibiting considerable ability ; and in wring an im- 
provement is noticeable. 

The most important advance has been made in grammar, and 
may, in part, be attributed to the new text-books introduced by 
the Board, and placed in the hands of the pupils. In arithmetic, 
the pupils have also shown great improvement. To the Superin 
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tendent and the teachers, the thanks of the Board are due, and we 
cheerfully bear testimony to the interest they have taken in this 
work, which has so largely increased their labors. ‘The duties of 
some of our teachers, who have several classes of young pupils 
under their charge, are more onerous than they should be. And 
it is a disadvantage that cannot wholly be avoided where the popu- 
lation is so widely scattered, that many of our teachers are obliged 
to instruct several classes, and allin one room, and generally pupils 
of an age when the power of concentration of thought does not 
exist. The attention of one class is thus constantly diverted by 
the exercises of another. 

The new school to be established on Francis street, will enable 
us to afford the desired relief to the Harvard and Longwood 
Schools. 

It is a fact that is worthy of mention, that pupils from other 
schools, applying for admission to our own, and who are examined 
upon the papers submitted to our own pupils, and the grade corre- 
sponding to the class from which they have come, almost invariably 
fall below the average attained by our own pupils, thus showing 
that our schools will compare favorably with those in our immedi- 
ate vicinity. The following tables will show the actual results of 
the examination. By uniting the average attained by the pupils 
under the teacher’s written examinations given during the past 
six months, with a percentage under the Superintendent’s exami- 
tion, the result is obtained under which pupils are promoted or re- 
jected, thus, giving the frequent examinations conducted by the 
teacher during the term, an equal value with the Superintendent’s 
examination. We arrange the tables according to the classes, and 
place in column the number of pupils in the class, the number re- 
jected,-and also the number who are rejected in consequence of 
failure upon the Superintendent’s examination, but who attained 
the required percentage upon the teacher’s examination, not, how- 
ever, sufficient to overcome the low percentage under the former. 
In another column, the number who have failed as afore-mentioned, 
but who are promoted by the high percentage of the teacher. In 
another column, the number of pupils who are rejected in conse- 
quence of low percentage attained under the teacher, and who 
passed the other examination. In the last column, the number who 
are promoted by acquiring a larger percentage under the Super- 
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intendent’s examination than under the teacher’s. Thus can be 
seen, at a glance, the relative marking of the teacher, and the per- 
centage under the examination of the Superintendent. In a great 
majority of cases, the variation is but slight; in a few instances 
there is a wide difference. 

The Committee are inclined to attach the greater importance 
to the results of the written examination upon the questions pre- 
pared by the Superintendent, and approved by the Committee. All 
the classes of the same grade have the same questions, they are 
prepared with great care, and with reference to the advance that 
should have been made by the pupils; and the papers are all 
marked as nearly as possible upon the same scale by a number of 
teachers in consultation. 

The Committee would observe that where classes have 
reached a high rank under the teacher and have been greatly defi- 
cient in the last examination, they are of the opinion that the 
teacher has erred either in preparing questions of too simple a na- 
ture, or the scale of marking has been too high. Such a wide 
difference is not desirable and defeats in part the object in view,— 
to properly grade the respective classes of the different schools. 
[See table on next page. | 

The jirst classes have all shown very satisfactory results, and 
it is due to the teachers to state that the only pupils who failed to 
attain the required standard were previously advanced, though not 
fully qualified. It will be noticed that there is but one second 
class. The second class at the Heath Street School had _ previ- 
ously been united with the first class, having passed the requisite 
examination, and the second class of the Ward School, consisting 
of but four pupils, had been transferred to the Pierce School. We 
regret the great deficiency in respect to the second class, but the 
result does not surprise us. The principal failure is in arithmetic, 
only 3 out of 46 attain 65 per cent. and the average of the class is 
33 percent. The average in grammar is but 57 per cent. We 
trust there will be a manifest improvement in these studies the 
coming year. Much work will be necessary on the part of both 
teacher and pupils. As many of the pupils will not be promoted, 
the difficulty will be more easily overcome. The third classes 
appear very well; the only serious deficiency is in the arithmetic 
of the class in the Ward School, the average being but 60 percent. 
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but this is a great improvement upon their results at the last ex- 
amination and is therefore encouraging. 
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The fourth classes all exhibit satisfactory results. Three in the 
Pierce School and three in the Ward School obtain 100 per cent. 
in arithmetic, The jfifth classes are below the standard in arithme- 
tic, but otherwise have done well. The average in this study in 
all classes is 55 per cent. The Heath Street School stands highest, 
reaching 60 per cent. 
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The sixth classes, both first and second divisions, have done well 
and realized our expectations. 

The first division of the class in the Harvard School do not ap- 
pear in dictation as well as the others, the average being but 54 
per cent. We hope that we shall see better results in this school 
the coming year. The second divisions are excellent in geography, 
and in arithmetic average 70 per cent. and in dictation 66 per cent. 

We have thus directed your attention to the merits and deficien- 
cies of the different classes. Perfection is not to be expected, but 
improvement and progress are possible. 

Your Committee desire to make favorable mention of the follow- 
ing pupils who have obtained the highest percentage in the differ- 
ent grades and who have showna degree of proficiency that is 
commendable. 
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We have named only the studies in which each pupil has ex- 
celled, 


HicgH ScHOOL. 


The results of the examinations in this school are very satisfac- 
tory. The recent regulations established in connection with the 
course of study authorized for the school, arrange that graduating 
pupils who obtain an average of 85 per cent. in all the studies of 
either course, provided they receive on no study less than an aver- 
age of 65 per cent. shall become entitled to a special diploma of 
honor. Pupils who obtain an average below 85 per cent. and 
above 69 per cent. shall receive a regular diploma. ‘Those who fall 
below an average of 70 per cent. or who for any reason have been 
excused from any study, shall receive a certificate on which shall 
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be enumerated each of the studies on which they have attained an 
average of not less than 65 per cent. In accordance with the 
above rules, the following diplomas were awarded.

In the remaining classes the results were as follows :

A great improvement is noticeable upon the last examination. 
The number of pupils in the junior class is largely in excess of last 
year ; there being at that time 25 pupils against 35 pupils this year. 

Your Committee in conclusion would observe that the directions 
contained in their last annual report in regard to the manner and 
method of conducting the examinations should continue to be 
observed by the teachers. The Committee advise that in future, 
examinations, the teachers have the supervision of classes other 
than their own. 

The subject relating to the ages of the pupils in our Grammar 
Schools should not be overlooked. 

Your Committee believe it is not expedient to attempt to hurry 
the pupils through the Grammar course, and that a regular and sys- 
tematic promotion every six months in all the Primary classes, and 
when practicable in the lower Grammar classes, will do much 
towards removing the difficulty, and enable the pupils to terminate 
the Grammar course at an earlier age. As so many of the pupils 
leave school even before the completion of this course, it is doubt- 
less best to continue the present standard. 

There is much sentimentalism in regard to overwork of pupils. 
It is a law of our being, that labor or employment is essential to 
health and true happiness. Doubtless there are cases where ill- 
health has been caused by too close application to study, but such’ 
cases are very rare, and are produced rather by an ambitious and 
aspiring disposition than by the system, or course of study. With 
the more general diffusion of knowledge, and advancement in art 
and science, the standard of education is raised; and what could 
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formerly only be reached by arduous and patient labor, is now 
attained by a comparatively easy effort. Different methods of 
instruction are now employed, different plans pursued, obstacles 
have been removed, and difficulties made plain. Let it be our duty 
as it is our high privilege to retain for our schools the high char- 
acter which they have justly acquired, to maintain in them a 
proper standard, and without multiplying unnecessarily the number 
and variety of studies, yet by a wise and judicious administration, 
afford to all the pupils the means of acquiring such an education as 
will enable them to meet the requirements and the responsibilities 
which a refined age and an advanced Christian civilization impose. 


REPORT OF SEMI-ANNUAL EXAMINATION , FEB., 1875. 


In accordance with arrangements made by your Committee the 
semi-annual examination of all the schools was commenced two 
weeks before the close of the term. It was arranged to have an 
examination in one study upon each day assigned, and the day 
following each examination day was devoted to the usual studies, 
but with special reference to the study upon which the pupils 
were to be examined on the succeeding day. The intervening day 
was also improved by the teachers for the correction of the 
papers of the previous day. ‘This method has certain advan- 
tages ower the plan formerly pursued of having the examination 
continuous without any interruption. It gives the pupils an op- 
portunity to review the subject upon which they are to be exam- 
ined on the succeeding day, and with their memories thus refreshed, 
we may naturally expect more favorable results than under the 
former plan. The teachers, also, are not obliged to hurry through 
with the papers of the pupils in order to present the results direct- 
ly after the close of the examination. The only objection that we 
can notice, is that it. causes a longer interruption in the pursuit of 
‘the regular course, and keeps the pupils for a considerable time in 
a state of excitement and uncertainty. We think, therefore, two 
weeks is a longer time than should be set apart for this work, and 
would recommend eight days as affording ample vime, allowing an 
intervening day for the review of the most important studies. The 
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Committee also decided, with the advice of the Superintendent, to 
change the teachers during the progress of the examination. It 
must not be inferred from this, that your Committee desired or 
intended to cast any imputation upon the action of the teachers. 
This plan is adopted in other places, and is simply employed as a 
precautionary measure. As your Committee have discussed at 
length in their previous report, the subject of examinations, as well 
as the results, we do not feel it is necessary at this time to make 
any extended report, but briefly to state the results, and without 
entering upon any minute detail. We would state that the results 
as a whole have been very satisfactory. 

The Pierce School contains the only first class. This has 34 
pupils and none below 65 per cent. 

The results of the second classes, are as follows:

It will be noticed there is a deficiency in the second class in 
Pierce School. Your Committee had hoped there would have 
been an improvement in this class. It is true that there are quite 
a number of pupils who have been in the class two years, and other 
pupils who entered the class because they had already been in the 
lower class two years ; but in spite of these facts, your Committee 
feel that, as compared with classes of same grade in the Ward and 
Heath Street Schools, they should have shown a better result. In 
grammar and arithmetic, they were sadly deficient. Thé entire 
average of the class was but 63 per cent. in arithmetic, and 61 per 
cent. in grammar. It is very evident that this class deserves 
especial attention, and we will not admit that the pupils are not 
capable of mastering the studies assigned. ‘There were two pupils 
of this class admitted to the first, having been examined upon the 
first class papers. Five pupils of the second class in the Heath 
Street School passed a satisfactory examination, and were formed 
into a first class, there being no first class already formed. 
The following are the results of the third classes :

Two pupils in the Ward School were put down to the class 
below as they were not qualified to go on with the studies. Eight 
pupils were also advanced to the third class, in order to make room 
for pupils who were to be promoted from the fifth class. The 
pupils who stood highest in the class were selected. This action 
was rendered necessary in consequence of the promotion of pupils 
from the lower classes in order to relieve rooms that were over 
crowded, and also in consequence of the promotion of fifteen pupils 
from the sixth class who passed upon fifth class papers, and who 
were deemed qualified to advance. 

Two pupils of this class in the Heath street took the third class 
papers and passed. 

Fifth class results as follows:

With the exception of the Lawrence School, the averages were 
very commendable. 


In the Ward School, five pupils were promoted in order to make 
room for those coming up from a lower class, and were taken from 
the best scholars. The average of the Lawrence School was far 
below the others, and we think the attention of the Board should 
be called to this fact. ‘The pupils have not made the progress that 
we had a right to expect.

Very satisfactory results. 


In the Pierce School three pupils were put into class below, not 
being fully qualified. In the Ward, 15 pupils were promoted, 
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having passed upon the papers of a higher class; a very credit- 
able result.

This division in the Pierce School was examined upon the papers 
of the first division. . It was stated that the 15 who failed in the 
Ward School were all conditioned when they entered the class. 

Seven pupils were taken from the class inthis school and placed in 
class above. 

It will be noticed that there have been many promotions in the 
Ward School, and it is gratifying to be able to state that there has 
been a great improvement as regards the scholarship in this school. 
It is a desirable feature in connection with these examinations that 
pupils in so many instances are prepared to take the papers of a 
higher class. It is true that a pupil might be able to pass with- | 
out being sufficiently well prepared for the advance work of the ~ 
class, but when it is taken with the recommendation of the teacher 
we feel it is a safe step; and we would encourage these efforts in 
behalf of those pupils who desire to make more rapid progress and 
who can do so without risk to health. 

There 1s an education of the heart as well as of the mind. There 
7s a government without display and without show of authority. 
As a rule those classes make the most thorough work and the 
most satisfactory progress where these objects are striven for and 
these methods employed.

SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT. 





Gentlemen of the School Committee : 


In my report of last year I explained somewhat in detail our 
plan of school organization, and our methods of examination and 
promotion, and expressed the belief that in their essential features 
our methods were as good as any that we were likely to devise. I 
am still of that opinion, and as those plans and methods are in full 
operation at the present time it will not be necessary for me to go 
over the same ground in this report. The best plans, however, 
depend for their success on the manner in which they are carried 
out, and nothing is more necessary to the success of a plan than 
that it should be known to be a settled thing to be consistently fol- 
lowed until it has been tried sufliciently long to test: it. 


CourRsE oF STUDY. 


The course of study which was issued shortly after I began work 
as Superintendent has served its purpose, and does not now answer 
" even as a general guide in the assignment of work. It has given 
place to the plan of preparing at the close of each term, the work 
for the next, which, while greatly increasing the work of the Super- 
intendent, at the same time adds much to his efficiency. In this 
way the defects in the course of study for one term may be reme- 
died in preparing the work for the following term. After some 
years of careful work in this way it might perhaps be possible, 
without detriment to the schools, to adopt a course of study to be 
followed from year to year without variation. But the work con- 
templated for our schools cannot be done by the immediate adop- 
tion of an invariable course of study, nor do I believe it possible, 
even after long experience, to frame a course which will long meet 
the requirements of the progress which is being so rapidly made in 
education. I do not feel that I can too earnestly call your atten- 
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tion to the importance of having the work of our schools wisely 
planned. The highest welfare of the individual pupil, from the time 
that he enters the lowest Primary School until he leaves the High 
School, should be always our object. To work intelligently 
towards this end, we must keep constantly in view the normal 
development of the child’s mind by a gradation of subjects suited 
to that development, with such a gradual advance in each branch 
of study as is consistent with his previous training, and a healthy 
development of mind and body. 


READING. 


Until the beginning of the present year I was not prepared to 
recommend a course inreading. It didnot need an experienced 
eye to discover that the course we had been following was a very ~ 
unsatisfactory one, a course from which nothing could be hoped 
beyond the attainment of a certain degree of fluency in reading the 
selections in the text-books. Buta change, if made, must be a 
radical one, for the text-books in reading were the only books to 
which the teachers had access with their classes, and in them the 
work was, for the most part, fairly well done. But pupils, thanks 
to their intelligence, will not read with spirit and agreeably mere 
selections in which they have no interest. A change was plainly 
necessary. It was plain too, what should be the general character 
of the books to be selected to take the place of the old ones. It 
was not, however, so easy to determine the books which could 
with confidence be recommended; for entirely to meet the idea 
which should, I think, be kept in mind in framing a course of 
reading, books should be selected which will interest, instruct, 
afford variety in expression and above all cultivate a taste not 
merely for reading, but for good reading, and be in themselves ex- 
amples of good English. On the other hand it is believed that a 
certain amount of training is necessary to enable pupils to recog- 
nize and give proper expression to the general spirit of any selec- 
tion for reading, and that for this purpose a text-book on elocu- 
tion containing typical selections illustrating the expression of 
the different emotions, together with exercises in vocal gymnas- 
tics should be in use in the upper grammar classes. I do not now 
know of a suitable book for this purpose. The necessity for 
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more and better work in history, and for doing something on sub- 
jects partaking of the character of science, or natural history 
helped to solve the difficulty of preparing a suitable course in 
reading. The course in history is planned with the twofold pur- 
pose of getting better work done in that study and to secure for 
the pupils reading books which will answer the requirements men- 
tioned above. The two courses will be better understood if it is 
remembered that they are intended to supplement each other, and 
I would refer you to what is said under the subject of history for 
the complete understanding of the course in reading. 

In the way of science, natural history and as much mythology 
as is to be found in Hawthorne’s Wonder Book, (in the study of 
which subjects the books selected are intended, as in history, to 
form at the same time a part of the course in reading,) little has 
been done. ‘The work laid out in Hooker’s Child’s Book of Nat- 
ure, and in Hawthorne’s Wonder Book, has in some rooms been 
well done, but as a rule it has been a failure, for the reason that 
the books were merely authorized and not required, and hence, 
except in a few rooms, they were not provided. I think the work 
assigned in these books very important and of much more value 
in any point of view than the work done by the use of their ordi- 
nary reading books. If the use of these books cannot be secured 
in any other way, I should hope that they would entirely supplant 
the readers. I hope at any rate that the following term they will 
be required as text-books. 

The place which these two books are intended to supply in the 
grammar schools has been supplied in the upper primary classes 
in a most satisfactory way by the Nurseries. It has been demon- 
strated beyond a doubt, I think, that the pupils in these classes 
will read with facility and intelligently the monthly Nurseries of 
twenty odd pages each, and will thereby acquire a readiness in 
reading which will enable them to do this work in addition to 
doing the regular work heretofore required of them very much 
better than ever before. The Nurseries interest; with interest 
comes facility in reading, and this interest and facility are easily 
transferred from the Nursery to the regular reading book. It is 
not unreasonable to expect that results equally satisfactory would 
be obtained jn the grammar classes by the use of books as well 
suited to them as the Nurseries are to the primary classes. 
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Our course in history seems to me very unsatisfactory. In fact 
I think that history is, for the most part, assigned a place in 
schools because there isa vague impression that it is a very 
proper study for school children. And so it is, but the manner 
in which it is to be studied is of vastly more importance than that 
it should be one of the studies, for Iam of the opinion that the 
ordinary methods of studying history are productive of more harm 
than good. It does not need argument, I think, to convince any 
one that it is not possible, under the most favorable circumstances 
to make students of school children, or to make them familiar with 
history or literature, or science or mathematics, and yet I think 
that in the minds of most persons this is precisely what should 
be aimed at. The highest aim of the teacher and the great object 
of all elementary educatiog is, on the contrary, to awaken the 
powers of the pupil, to develop and cultivate his taste, and to 
give him an elementary training which will make it possible for 
him to gratify his tastes, to create within him the desire to be- 
come a student, and to put into his possession the means of be- 
coming one. And to accomplish this object a manual is put into 
his hands containing a statement of facts chronologically arranged 
and scrupulously divided as the case may be, according to event- 
ful or uneventful presidential terms of office or kingly reigns. A 
taste for history or literature may, without doubt, be developed, 
if there is anything to develop, by ‘a proper and well followed 
course of study in those subjects, and with the development of 
that taste, pupils of fair ability could not well complete a care- 
fully arranged Grammar School course without becoming reasona- 
‘bly familiar with the main features of United States and English 
history. The acquaintance would be made more by a+ process 
of absorption than by tricks of memory, but the information 
would be received through interest excited, and would be re- 
tained, while by the ordinary process it is for the most part ac- 
quired with distaste, and forgotten without regret. 

I have thus far spoken of the study simply with reference to its 
value in cultivating a taste for historical study and in forming 
good habits of study. One of the primary objects if not the main 
purpose of the study in the lower Grammar grades would be de- 
feated by making use of the books as histories to be studied and 
learned as such. I should hope through their use as reading 
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books to make of the pupils intelligent and pleasant readers and 
at the same time to add to their acquaintance with good English. 
I think that the importance ofa good knowledge of English is so 
great that I would make every study in school contribute to it, 
history pre-eminently so. 

I should perhaps add, that while a wearisome and useless minute- 
ness should be scrupulously avoided, yet, on the other hand, any- 
thing like an indefinite impression regarding the leading events in 
the history of the nation studied, or a general haziness on it as 
a whole, is equally detrimental. The plan proposed cannot be 
carried out by a teacher who does not interest himself in the sub- 
ject, and labor faithfully to make the study attractive and profita- 
ble. I would suggest that pupils be required to prepare and keep 
a brief and connected abstract of every book on history that is 
studied, and that these abstracts be abridged or extended under 
the direction of the teacher according to the importance of the 
subjects under study. The better to help the pupil in forming a 
correct idea of what an abstract should be, it would, I think, be 
highly desirable that the teacher should prepare, as a model, a 
brief abstract of the first ten or twenty pages of each book, and 
repeat at intervals of two months, or such a matter, other abstracts 
to serve as further guides. At each reading exercise or recitation, 
the pupils should be freely questioned on as many of the important 
points passed over as possible, and these important points should 
so frequently be brought before them that familiarity could not be 
avoided. Pupils should also be held for examination on the points 
embraced in their abstracts. This plan is suggested as a general 
guide, and is believed to be worthy of serious consideration. 

The plan-which has been formed with the hope that it may con- 
tribute to the different results above mentioned, is to make use of 
Stories of a Grandfather about American History, in the fifth 
Grammar class, to be followed in the fourth by Hawthorne’s True 
Stories from History and Biography; this to be followed in the 
third and second classes by T. W. Higginson’s Young Folks’ 
History of the United States. Dickens’ History of England for 
the first class completes the Grammar School course. The plan 
began in the Grammar Schools should be continued unbroken 
through the High School with modifications or additions suited to 


the more advanced pupils. This plan has been so far carried out, 
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as to enable us to introduce Dickens’ History of England into the 
first Grammar class next term, The present second class will com- 
plete United States History next term, so that English History may 
be used by the first class during the whole of next year. Stories of 
a Grandfather about American History will for the first time be 
used next term in the fifth Grammar class. If the plan in detail 
meets the approval of your Board it may be fully carried out next 
year. 
GEOGRAPHY. 


It has been my purpose so to shape the work in geography in 
the lower Grammar grades as substantially to complete the ordi- 
nary Grammar School course in geography in the second class, 
and make physical geography, now a High School study, a study 
of the first class in the Grammar School. This plan will be real- 
ized for the first time with the first class of next year. The work 
will not, however, be completed by this class as satisfactorily as it 
will probably be done by subsequent classes, for the pupils have 
not had the benefit of the plan long enough to obtain the acquaint- 
ance with the subject which will be had by the classes that began 
the study under the present system when they reach the first class. 
The plan does not contemplate entirely discontinuing the study 
of political and descriptive geography in the first class. I had 
hoped to supplement, in this class, the ordinary text-books, by 
requiring the pupils to prepare themselves on geographical ques- 
tions and subjects, provided by the teacher or Superintendent, of 
a broader character than would be answered in the ordinary text- 
books, the answers to which would have to be sought for in books 
of reference or travel provided for that purpose. You will see, 
by referring to the programme of work for next term, that map- 
drawing has been introduced as a systematic exercise in all the 
classes, an exercise absolutely necessary for the most successful 
study of geography, but heretofore crowded out by other work, 
which, for the time, seemed more necessary. I think that if the 
. plan is carried out in accordance with its spirit it will be found 
satisfactorily to meet our requirements. 


LANGUAGE. 


It is believed to be very important that children, at a very early 
age, should be accustomed, in proper and agreeable language, to 
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convey to others whatever impressions they may have of their own 
and also the ideas that come to them second-hand. The child is 
an observer and not a thinker, and needs, more than all else, the 
power of accurately recording his experience and observation so 
that as his thinking faculties begin to develop, he may have at 
command language that will enable him to make his thoughts 
clearly known. I should be sorry to have it understood as any 
part of our plan to force children to think about abstract subjects 
which have no interest for them, and about which it would be a 
pity if they had much if any thought. Ifchildren have not ideas 
of their own, it forms a part of our plan to give them the ideas, 
our object being simply and only to enable them properly to ex- 
press what they already know, or think, or are told. The fact that 
there were no text-books arranged with this idea as their basis, has 
very much hindered the carrying out of our plan with anything 
like satisfactory results. Since the writing of your last report, a 
series of books has been prepared by Prof. Swinton with this 
special object in view. I cannot better express my views of the 
proper course to be pursued in teaching language to young chil- 
dren than by quoting from the preface to Mr. Swinton’s Language 
Lessons ; he says: ‘* This book is an attempt to bring the subject 
of language home to children at the age when knowledge is ac- 
quired in an objective way, by practice and habit rather than by 
the study of rules and definitions. ‘The analytic form,’ says 
Whately, ‘is, generally speaking, better suited for introducing 
any science in the plainest and most interesting manner. While 
the synthetic is the more regular and cumpendious form for techni- 
cal study.’ In the Language Lessons, the analytic method is em- 
ployed; while the synthetic is the form adopted in the Progressive 
Grammar. In pursuance of this plan, the traditional presentation 
of grammar in a bristling array of classifications, nomenclatures, 
and paradigms, has been wholly discarded. ‘The pupil is brought 
in contact with the living language itself; he is made to deal 
with speech, to turn it over in a variety of ways, to handle sen- 
tences ; so that he is not kept back from the exercises so profitable 
and interesting — of using language till he has mastered the anat- 
omy of the grammarian. Whatever of technical grammar is here 
given, is evolyed from work previously done by the scholar.” — The 
adoption of this series by the Board, puts in the hands of the 
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teacher the means, if well used, of doing the work in language and 
grammar well. 


ARITHMETIC. 


It has been the aim to arrange the work in arithmetic so that as 
great a variety of work may be done, and as extended a course 
taken as is ordinarily found in arithmetics prepared for Grammar 
Schools, before pupils enter the first Grammar class. The pres- 
ent third class will be able, though it may necessitate some special 
attention, to do the work in accordance with our design, and all 
classes following the present third, should accomplish the work 
with ease. 

The time of the master of a school should be given, in all the 
studies to more extended work than that of teaching a subdivi- 
sion of a subject. The work under him should be a rounding out, 
a completing as a whole, of the work which has already been done 
in detail. Assistant teachers have to do with teaching the sub- 
divisions of a subject, while the master presents it as a whole as 
well asin parts. But to make the master’s time of the greatest 
value to his pupils, the work done before pupils pass into his 
hands should be well done. It seems to me, therefore, very im- 
portant that the work should be arranged with great care so that 
the.elementary portions may not be passed over until they are 
well mastered. <A certain amount of drudgery must, for example, 
be gone through with in order to acquire facility in manipulat- 
ing numbers. All this kind of work should be thoroughly well 
done in the lower schools, before the reasoning powers are much 
developed. 


WRITING. 


Until last September writing in books had not been begun until 
the completion of the Primary School work. In my first report to 
your Board I recommended that printing letters and sentences by , 
the Primary children should be dispensed with entirely, and that 
instead the pupils be early put to the use of the pencil in script 
writing. The innovation was allowed with some misgivings, but 
it was so successful that I did not hesitate last September to pro- 
pose at once what at first I did not expect to accomplish until 
much later, the use of our writing books in the Primary Schools. 
Their use by our youngest pupils, seemed even more questionable 
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than the abolishment of printing and the introduction of script 
writing, but like that innovation, writing or rather tracing in the 
two lower classes, and independent writing in the upper class, has 
proved successful beyond all expectation. I think that better 
work is done by the children of the Primary Schools than we have 
thought ourselves justified in expecting of the lowest Grammar 
class. For two years the children practise tracing only. If, 
during that time when the attention of the child is not divided 
between the formation of letters and difficulties of position, teach- 
ers are constant in their efforts to secure a proper position at 
the desk and a proper holding of the pen, it does not seem too 
much to expect that by the time the children enter the Grammar 
School they will have acquired considerable ease with their pen 
and some facility in its use. With this introduction the teachers 
of the Grammar Schools will not find it difficult to make the aver- 
age of penmanship in their classes quite satisfactory. 


DICTATION. 


I still regard this exercise as one of the most useful in our 
schools. Its continued use in connection with our newly ar- 
ranged course in language will do more toward giving our pupils 
facility in properly expressing themselves than any other plan 
that could, I think, be adopted. The great difference that has 
frequently been observed in the expression of different pupils of 
the same grade and age led me to make some inquiry with regard 
to pupils showing marked excellence, and I found that, with hardly 
an exception they were pupils who were fond of reading and in- 
dulged their fondness. Iam daily strengthened in the feeling 
that the course in reading in our schools does not receive suffi- 
cient attention, and is not sufficiently varied. Irefer to the sub- 
ject here again because I associate dictation and reading together 
as important helps to each other, and beeause both seem so essen- 
tial to the proper training and culture of the pupils. 


SPELLING. 


I think that our present plan of requiring pupils to be prepared 
to spell all words that are found in the text-books used, a good 
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one. If carefully and properly followed, it must result in forming 
in pupils the habit of giving their attention to the spelling of any 
unusual word that occurs. JI would, however, suggest for the 
consideration of your Board, whether it would not be well to select 
in addition perhaps two hundred words each for the different 
grades, of common occurrence, and suited to the ages and attain- 
ments of the pupils, and require the spelling of these words to be 
absolutely mastered by the pupils I think that our present plan 
does not perhaps entirely accomplish all that we could wish. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


Experience only confirms me in the impression which I ex- 
pressed in my first report that written examinations are abso- 
lutely indispensable to the efficiency of our schools. ‘The moment 
a study is dropped from the list of studies on which pupils are to 
be held for examination that moment the children lose interest in 
that study. And the teachers too are naturally enough inclined 
to slight it in favor of those studies on which their classes are to 
be held, and properly enough, too, for a study that is not thought 
worth an examination upon, is not thought worth especial atten- 
tion. I believe, therefore, that, in a great measuré, the ease with 
which any subject is taught and learned will depend on the estima- 
tion in which it is held on examination. I believe, too, that writ- 
ten examinations properly conducted, with questions properly 
framed, are a fair and in general a just test of a pupil’s knowledge 
and a teacher’s capability of instruction. Catch questions as 
tests are an injury to aschool and an injustice to teachers, 
but it is presumed that such questions will not to any serious 
extent prevail under any intelligent supervision. There are, how- 
ever, in individual cases, and sometimes in whole classes, causes 
for failure which, in justice to both teacher and pupil, should be 
taken into consideration, so that a single instance of failure should 
not be regarded as sulficient proof of incapacity. Circumstances 
being substantially the same, failure is strong, if not conclusive, 
evidence of incapacity. 

It is natural, too, that any great discrepancy between the marks 
given by a teacher and those received on the semi-annual exami- 
nations, especially if the teacher’s marks should run noticeably 
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higher than those received on these semi-annual examinations, 
should be regarded as unfavorable to the teacher. I should, how- 
ever, think it a great wrong to the teacher to be judged sharply 
on the result of a single term’s work in this respect The work 
assigned should plainly be such in quantity that the average pupil 
will be able to do it well, and on that work pupils and teacher 
should be closely held, but a course of study so arranged must 
leave to the teachers room for individuality, and it is reasonable 
to expect that they will do for their classes collateral work out- 
side of that simply laid down in the course of study. ‘That should 
be the minimum, and the accomplishment of that and nothing 
more should not be regarded as sufficient. Up to the pres- 
ent time, however, the work required has necessarily been as 
much as the teachers could well do, but we are fast becoming so 
settled into well-graded work that there should be no pressure 
felt in doing well the work assigned. 


Hiagu ScHoo.u. 


Your attention has already been called to the necessity for 
additional accommodation for the High School. You are sufli- 
ciently acquainted with this need to know the desirability of 
meeting it as speedily as may be. ‘The necessity for at least 
another teacher in the school is hardly less pressing than the need 
for more room. The time of the principal is almost entirely taken 
with instruction so that it is quite impossible for him to give to 
the school that personal supervision so essential to efliciency. 
The importance of this recommendation seems to me so great as 
to deserve your immediate consideration. Your attention is called 
to the frequent application by members of the school to be excused 
from one or more of the prescribed studies. When once a mini- 
mum course of study has been decided upon, I think it very im- 
portant that the influence of the Committee and the community 
should be strongly in favor of at least the completion of this mini- 
mum course. Elective studies in addition to this course should be 
allowed, and students pursuing them should have special mention 
of the fact made on their diplomas. To make our diplomas still 
more valuable, I would suggest that those pupils only who are 
entitled to a regular diploma, be entitled to participate in the 
graduating exercises. 
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VENTILATION. 


The Eureka ventilators mentioned very favorably in my report of 
two years ago, have proved to be by far the best ventilator that we 
have ever tried, and the best with which I am acquainted. They 
are easily managed, and introduce, under ordinary circumstances, 
sufficient fresh air to keep the air of a school-room quite pure, 
without any draft whatever upon the children. There are, how- 
ever, rooms in town in which I have found the air very bad, though 
these ventilators were open, and every window in the room down. 
The advisability of having them put into every room in town, is 
worthy of your consideration. 


DRAWING. 


Drawing has been partially a success, and partially an experi- 
ment during the year. The work for the last term of last year, 
was in some rooms highly creditable. In other rooms it was not 
so good. The great difference between the work done in different 
rooms of the same grade led to the assignment of definite work to 
be done alike by all the pupils of the same grade. The course as 
at first laid out, and as it appears in the work assigned for the 
term just ended, was found too difficult for the pupils, considering 
their previous training. As soon as the Superintendent discovered 
this to be the case, he immediately reported the fact to the Chair- 
man of the Sub-Committee on drawing who, in consultation with 
the Superintendent, re-arranged the work for the term. The work 
as re-arranged, was done in all the schools, and in many of them 
well done. Until a course has by actual experience proved a good 
one, it will, I think, be necessary to continue to give to the work 
careful supervision. 


TRUANCY. 


The truant officer, Mr. Dearborn, has followed his work up, and 
so systematized it that truancy is hardly known. He knows at 
sight, and is acquainted with much of the history of every trouble- 
some pupil in town, so that he knows at once the action necessary 
to reach each individual case. There are cases in our schools 
where more rigorous measures than have been resorted to would be 
helpful, but these cases are not within the reach of the law as it 
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now stands. Much of the temporary absenteeism cannot be helped. 
Frequent absence has in most cases been traced either to sickness, 
or want of proper clothing. The truant officer, by his own exer- 
tions, has frequently seen to it, that shoes and other articles of 
clothing were supplied. 


SEWING. 


The sewing has again this year been entirely under the super- 


vision of the ladies of the Advisory Board whose report is herewith 
submitted : 


The ladies of the Advisory Board would report that, on the whole, the 
progress in sewing has been satisfactory. One great drawback to success 
has been the extreme unwillingness of the parents to provide work for the 
children, so that many continue to sew upon strips of cotton furnished by 
the teacher much longer than is necessary and therefore appear to gain 
but little. This also renders it impossible to grade the work properly. 

Miss Nevers has been retained as teacher of sewing, but, owing to the 
large increase in the number of her pupils at the Ward School, it was 
found impossible for her to attend to all the classes in the town. It was 
thought desirable to appoint a separate teacher for the Heath Street 
School, and Miss Pope was accordingly engaged to give two lessons a 
week there of an hour each. She has proved herself a good teacher, and the 
girls under her charge, about thirty in number, have progressed favorably. 
Miss Nevers has now 150 scholars divided into eight classes. 

In most cases the regular teachers give all the assistance in their power 
to the sewing teachers, and seem to regard the sewing as less of an incon- 
venience and interruption than last year. 

Much interest has been expressed in the work by both parents and 
pupils, and many, not in the regular classes, are anxious for instruction. 
It is hoped that it may soon be possible to increase the number of classes 
taught, so that sewing may be a part of the regular school course for four 
instead of /wo years as at present. To accomplish this it would be neces- 
sary to employ the whole time of a second teacher.

TEACHERS. 


The work to be done by our teachers has been unequal this year, 
even in corresponding grades. Some of the classes were well pre- 
pared for their work, others were poorly prepared. It was but to 


be expected that the results should vary. In judging of the 
5 
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teacher’s work, all the disadvantages should be taken into consid- 
eration. J never have before worked with so much pleasure, and 
never have felt such hearty co-operation on the part of the teachers, 
as during the past year. I do not know that there is a single 
teacher in town of whom I cannot say that he has worked faithfully 
and earnestly for the good of his school. My own time since Sep- 
tember has been almost exclusively given to the Primary and lower 
Grammar Schools. It was my wish to follow up the work there 
done, so as to become entirely satisfied that the work done was at 
least not too great in quantity. That it is not too great, I am 
entirely satisfied. Indeed, it was my purpose, if I had continued 
with the schools, to add to the work already done, a series of exer- 
cises in color. This additional work, I have no doubt, could be 
done without materially affecting the work at present required, and 
at the same time add greatly to the entertainment and profit of the 
pupil. 

I have confined myself in this report mostly to an explanation of 
the object I have had in mind in framing the work in each subject, 
and the extent to which that object has been carried out, believing 
that such a report would be of more service to you, than one more © 
extended, and one which dealt more in theories on education.

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ASSESSOR'S REPORT, FEB. 1, 1875. 


The Assessors respectfully report, that, on the first day of May 
last, they began the usual circuit of the town, visiting every house 
and examining all the visible property, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the number and names of resident tax-payers, and gather- 


ing, in their way-book, elements for the valuation and statistical 


D? 
items required by the statutes. This occupied the best part of 
nearly every working day of the month. Immediately after, the 
Board began their daily sessions at the Town Hall, to make up 
the full tax list in the large tax-book. This required assiduous 
labor through the best part of every working day in June, and up 
to the 24th day of July, making in all, nearly three months of 
steady work of the whole Board. 

From September Jst to November Ist weekly meetings of the 
Board have been held, pursuant to the new by-law of the town, 
and in accordance with a notification inserted in the printed tax 
bills by the collector. During September and October other 
meetings were held for special consideration of applications for 
abatement or correction of errors, which have required, in all, 
much time and attention, making two months of broken work, 
besides the first three months of daily labor. Since November Ist 
not alittle additional work has been done in various details, neces- 
sarily incident to the office, and preparatory to the annual closing | 
of the Assessors’ books. 

In accordance with the vote passed at the last annual town 
meeting, one thousand dollars has been received by each of the 
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Board, a moderate compensation for the regular duties prescribed 
by the statutes, and for the inconvenient interruption of other busi- 
ness calls, which the Assessors of Brookline, if competent to fill 
their office, are likely to have, and have had during the year past. 

Heretofore compensation has been allowed for the clerical labor 
of the Board; but no provision has been made therefor during 
the past year. Uniformity, economy of time and accuracy require 
that such labor should be performed chiefly by one hand. In 
this Board, it has been so done by the one whose familiarity with 
the work enabled him to execute it with most facility and rapidity. 
The same member of the Board, finding that it was desired by 
many citizens, and that no one else would undertake it, has pre- 
pared the tax list for publication in the foregoing form. ‘This 
considerable labor does not belong to the statute duties of an asses- 
sor, and is not necessarily performed by one of the Board, except 
to secure greater accuracy.than is likely to be attained bya stran- 
ger to the details. It has always been undertaken as extra work 
and so recognized by the town, as has appeared from year to year, 
in the printed statement of the town expenses. No compensation 
for it has been received this year. 

Two other labors, separate from the regular requirements of the 
office, have been performed by another member of the Board. Of 
these, one was the copying in full of the whole tax list, upon requi- 
sition of the State department for the semi-decennial return ; a duty 
not contemplated by any one, when the salary of $1,000 was fixed, 
yet requiring much labor. The other was the examination and 
correction of the corporation and bank returns at the State 
House. ‘This work has always been considered entirely dis- 
tinct from the regular duties of the Assessors, and paid for accord- 
ingly, as will be found in the yearly printed statements of the 
town expenses. It resulted this year, in the recovery to the town 
of $2,202.39, which had already been credited to the city of Bos- 
ton; yet no compensation lias been paid or voted for so consid- 
erabie a service. 

In the opinioh of the Board, authority should be given to the 
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Selectmen to pay from the contingent fund, such sums for these 
extra services, as, upon proper inquiry, they find to be reasonable, 
within some general limit to be fixed by the town from year to 
year. 

The condensed statement of the taxation of the town for the 
year ending February 1, 1875, together with the tabular state- 
ment of the expenditures, debt, valuation and rate of taxation of 
the town since 1817, required by one of the new by-laws of the 
town, are annexed; the fisst two columns of the latter being 
taken from the Treasurer’s reports.

Under Fifth Article. 


** Fifth, To see if the Town will accept Chapter 38 of the Acts 
of the year 1873, entitled, ‘An Act to establish a grade in the 
Town of Brookline.’ ” 


[Cuaprer 88 of the Acts of the year 1873.] 
‘‘An Act to establish a grade in the Town of Brookline. 


** Be it enacted, &c., as follows : 


**¢Sror. 1. The Selectmen of the town of Brookline, when au- 
thorized by a vote of said town at a meeting called for the 
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purpose, shall establish in said town a grade of not less than twelve 
feet above mean low water; and no person, after such grade is es- 
tablished, shall construct in said town any cellar or basement 
cellar of any building below such grade, or use or occupy any cel- 
lar or basement cellar so constructed: provided, that the Select- 
men may by license, subject to revocation at any time by them, 
authorize cellars to be constructed in buildings used exclusively 
for storage or business purposes, so much below said grade as 
they shall designate in each license. | 


‘Sect. 2. If any person constructs or uses any cellar or base- 
ment cellar in violation of this act, said Selectmen shall order the 
owner or occupant of such cellar or basement cellar to so alter and 
construct it as to conform to the requirements of this act; and if 
such owner or occupant fails to comply with such order within ten 
days after service thereof, as provided by the following section, 
' gaid Selectmen shall so alter such cellar or basement cellar; and 
all necessary expenses incurred thereby shall constitute alien upon 
the land wherein such cellar or basement cellar is constructed, and 
upon the buildings upon such land, and may be collected in the 
manner provided by law for the collection of taxes upon real es- 
tate ; and the town treasurer in behalf of said town may purchase 
such land or land and buildings at any sale thereof for the en- 
forcement of such lien. 


‘‘Srcr. 3. Allorders under the preceding section shall be made 
in writing, and served upon said owners or occupants, or their au- 
thorized agents, as prescribed by section nine of chapter twenty- 
six of the General Statutes, for the service of orders of boards of 
health, and the supreme judicial court, or any justice thereof, in 
term time or vacation, may by injunction or other suitable pro- 
cess in equity, restrain any person or corporation from construct- 
ing or using any cellar or basement cellar in violation of the pro- 
visions of this act, and may enforce such provisions, and may or- 
der and enforce the abatement or alteration of any cellar or base- 
ment cellar constructed or used in violation thereof, so as to com- 
ply with said provisions. |

‘“‘Sreot. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE TO EXAMINE AND 
REPORT A LOT SUITABLE FOR A PUBLIC 
CEMETERY. 


The following report of the Committee to examine and report 
on a lot for a public cemetery was made to the adjourned annual 
town meeting under the Third Article in the warrant, to wit: 

‘‘Third, To hear and act upon the reports of Town Officers 
and Committees.” . 

The report was accepted by the meeting and ordered to be 
printed and distributed with the other reports. 


REPORT. 


The Committee appointed by the town to examine and report 
a suitable lot for a public cemetery, respectfully present the fol- 
lowing as the result of their investigations. | 

The Committee have examined several lots of land to which 
their attention has been called. 

First, A parcel of land situated on Heath street, belonging 
to the estate of the late J. Sullivan Warren, and containing, ac- » 
cording to the survey of the town engineer, about sixty-two 
acres. This lot can be bought on favorable terms, and for a 
price deemed reasonable by your Committee. A sum between 
sixty-five and seventy thousand dollars will be required to purchase 
and fit this lot for cemetery purposes, for which it is admirably 
adapted. This isa splendid lot of land, and beyond doubt, free 
from al]l objections. 

Second, The *‘ Cowan Lot,’ on the corner of Clyde and War- 
ren streets, containing nearly twenty acres, has already received 
the favorable notice of your Committee. It is a beautiful and pic- 
turesque spot. The price of the lot is fifty thousand dollars. It 
would require a considerable outlay to fence and prepare it for a 
cemetery. 

Third, <A lot of land on Grove street, containing about ninety 
acres of land, formerly belonging to Mr. Willard A. Humphrey, 
was offered to your Committee for sixteen hundred dollars ($1600) 
per acre; but, as the price was deemed altogether too high, and 
the lot had been previously examined and rejected by the town, 
your Committee did not examine it at the present time. 

Your Committee do not recommend to the town to purchase any 
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land for a cemetery at the present time. They present to the 
town their judgment of the lots offered and available for this pur- 
pose. It is for the citizens to determine whether they will pur- 
chase either of the lots designated. Your Committee have the 
honor to add that no part of the appropriation for this object has 
been expended. 

And your Committee respectfully request that they may be dis- 
charged.

THE TOWN RECORDS. 


The Committee to whom was referred the Nineteenth Article of 
the warrant, calling the town meeting, viz., ‘‘'To consider the 
subject of indexing, copying and printing the Town Records and 
publishing the proceedings of the Boards of Town Officers,” have 
considered the subjects referred and 


REPORT. 


The Town Records are in a fair state of preservation. They 
are contained in ten volumes, varying in size from two hundred to 
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seven hundred pages each. The total number of pages is about 
three thousand. 

Some of the volumes have indexes of a general character, while 
several of them have no index attached. 

The importance and value of carefully prepared indexes to books 
of this description, containing a large amount of routine matter 
and usually referred to for the ascertainment of some definite fact, 
will be generally admitted. The Committee are therefore of opinion 
that full and carefully prepared indexes should be made to all the 
volumes. To properly accomplish this work will require the at- 
tention of a person of competent knowledge and skill, as its value 
must depend not alone upon its accuracy but upon its completeness 
and the clearness and perspicuity of arranggment and execution, 
as well. 

The Social Records (those of births, deaths and marriages, ) 
are found in several volumes, and are imperfect and defective. 
The Committee recommend that provision be made for transcribing 
them in proper form and arrangement, and that such means as 
may be found available be adopted for supplying the defects. 

The first three books, containing the records of the hamlet of 
Muddy River from 1686 to 1705, and of the town of Brookline 
from the latter date to 1837, contain matter of historical interest 
and value, which seems to require that they be placed beyond the 
contingency of destruction by the loss or defacement of a single 
copy ; and that they be made more accessible to persons whose in- 
terest or inclination prompts to their examination. These three 
volumes of the Records would make a book of about six hundred 
octavo pages, and to this extent the Committee recommend that 
these Records be copied and printed. It is believed that a consid- 
erable number of citizens would gladly avail themselves of an op- 
portunity to possess these Records; from which source, and from 
sales to public and private libraries, it is believed a large portion, 
if not the entire expense, would be refunded to the town. 

The Committee recommend the adoption of the following votes, 
Viz: 

‘* Voted, That a Committee of three be appointed by the modera- 


tor, who shall be authorized to cause to be made a complete index 
to the records of the town.” 


And that said Committee be further authorized to have made a 
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fair and properly arranged copy of the records of births, deaths 
and marriages, and to take such measures as may be found availa- 
ble to supply any defects or omissions of said records. 

And that said Committee be further authorized to have the rec- 
ords of the hamlet of Muddy River and of the town of Brookline 
down to the year 1837, printed for the use of the town, and placed 
in the hands of the Town Clerk, to be sold at a price fixed by the 
Committee, the proceeds to be accounted for to the town. 


‘“Voted, That the sum of three thousand dollars be appropriated 
for the purposes specified in the preceding vote, to be expended 
under the direction of the Committee therein authorized.” 


Your Committee also consider that the proceedings of the Boards 
of Town Officers should be published as often as once a week in 
some Boston daily newspaper ; and as it is probable that such re- 
ports would be desired as items of news and would be published 
without cost to the town, they recommend the adoption of the fol- 
lowing by-law: 

‘All Boards of Town Officers shall furnish within two days for 


publication in some newspaper, published in Brookline or Boston, a 
full account of their proceedings.”

‘¢ Article’ Twenty-third, To consider the subject of auditing 
bills or claims against the Town.” 


* Article Twenty-fourth, To see if the Town will take any measures 
for perfecting the method of preparing business for the action of 
the Town, or establish any new rules for the guidance of the 
Auditors or other Town Officers in reference to such preparation of 
business.” 


Your Committee have endeavored to ascertain the present 
method of conducting the business of the town, so far as the auditing 
and payment of bills are concerned, in order that they might the 
more clearly point out any defects which in their judgment appear 
to need correction. 
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They find that the Selectmen hold monthly meetings for the 
purpose of auditing bills, and drawing warrants upon the Treas- 
urer; that it has been usual to designate some member of the 
Board to audit such bills, and if found correct the warrant is then 
drawn. It is but fair to presume that each member of the Board 
of Selectmen endeavors to discharge faithfully what he undertakes 
to do in such matters, and that he carefully scans the items of all 
expenditures upon which the Board has to pass; but if by reason 
of a press of business as is likely to happen, this scrutiny is relaxed 
or omitted, then there is no examination of the account, and it is 
paid without it. 

Your Committee think that all such bills and accounts should be 
examined by different responsible officers, so that any mistakes of 
the one may be corrected by the other; and they therefore recom- 
mend that all bills after they have been examined by the Se- 
lectmen shall be passed to an Audit Clerk, who shall critically ex- 
amine, and if correct, approve and return the same to the Select- 
men; and that said Clerk shall keep a book of accounts, showing 
the appropriation for each object and the sums charged thereto. 

They further recommend that a proper account book be kept by 
the Selectmen, in which shall be entered each separate appropria- 
tion, and against said appropriations shall be charged all sums 
paid therefor, and all contracts made, thus showing at a glance 
the amount of funds subject to draft on each appropriation; the 
idea being to confine all expenditures to their appropriate objects. 

And that a similar account book be kept by the Treasurer, that 
he may have the evidence always before him of the amount of 
money in the treasury subject to specific drafts. 

Your Committee find that the Treasurer has heretofore consid- 
ered himself bound to pay any and all warrants of the Selectmen, 
whether drawn in accordance with a vote of the town or not. This 
they think should be corrected, and the Treasurer held responsible 
to the town for all overdrafts, paying only such warrants of the 
Selectmen as are drawn against appropriations duly voted by the 
town. 

Your Committee recommend that the practice of transferring 
balances of unexpended appropriations to other accounts, and thus 
providing funds to be drawn against, be prohibited; they believ- 
ing that the intention of the town in making the appropriations at 
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the annual and other town meetings is to limit the expenditure to 
the appropriation. 

That all bills against the town for work done or supplies fur- 
nished shall be presented to the Selectmen at least one week before 
payment is made upon them, and each bill shall specify the ap- 
propriation against which said bill is contracted. 

That at the close of each financial year any and all unexpended 
balances of appropriations, excepting such as may belong to un- 
finished objects, shall be carried to the credit of the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund for the redemption of the town debt, and that 
the Treasurer be required to pay the same to said Commissioners on 
or before the first day of May next ensuing. 

That the Board of Auditors be: continued, consisting of three 
persons, who shall thoroughly examine the books of the Town 
Treasurer at least once each year, and who at all proper times 
shall have access to the books of the Treasurer and Audit Clerk. 

Much has been done within a few years to perfect the system of 
conducting the business of the town, but it is capable of still 
further improvement. Your Committee have had but a short time 
at their command in which to prepare their report, and while com- 
plimenting the town upon the character and faithfulness of its offi- 
cers, urge a closer attention to the expenditures, a more careful 
and prompt record of its doings; an exact and full exhibit of its 
transactions to be shown upon its books each day, and a closer at- 
tention to the various interests of the town, not only by its officers, 


but by all its citizens.

The Committee are impressed with the idea that in Brookline 
the need of some regulations by which its local and financial affairs 
should be better understood by all its citizens and administered by 
the town has been for some time felt, and frequently expressed in 
town meeting and elsewhere. | 

One reason for this feeling undoubtedly is that the valuation and 
‘expenditures of the town have increased so rapidly and to such an 
extent as to compel attention to the manner and amount of appro- 
priating and expending the funds of the town. 
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This increase appears in the following statement of the valua- 
tion, the amount expended, the rate of taxation and amount of 
debt in each year since 1847, when the auditor’s report was first

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By-Law ConceRNING REPORTS. 


The Selectmen shall, in their annual report to the town, give in 
detail their action upon all matters in their department, whether 
as selectmen, overseers of the poor, surveyors of highways or board 
of health. They shall state specifically what town-ways or sewers 
have been laid out or altered, what have been built, what are 
to be built, what damages therefor have been assessed or paid, 
what claims are outstanding, and what claims are in suit against 
the town. The Selectmen in their capacity as a Board of Health 
shall make annual reports of the total statistics of the town. 

The Selectmen shall, on the first day of each month, cause to be 
prepared an exhibit of the object of each appropriation made by the 
town, the sum therefor, the amount of the warrants drawn against 
the same, and the balance on hand, to.be kept in a book open to 
inspection of the citizens, and within ten days after the first day 
of May in each year and quarterly thereafter, shall cause the same 
to be printed in the manner of the monthly exhibit of the Auditor 
of the City of Boston. 

The Selectmen shall report in print to the town meeting at 
which they are to be accepted or acted upon, all layings out of ways, 
sewers or drains, and shall accompany them with a specification 
of the manner and time of constructing the same and an estimate 
of the cost. / 

The Treasurer shall state specifically in his annual report the 
objects for which the town debt was incurred, the votes by which 
the money borrowed was appropriated and the loan authorized, 
and shall specify briefly the objects for which moneys were paid, 
and shall at its close give a classified statement of the different 
expenditures of the town for the past year. 

The Assessors shall, in addition to the annual report made by 
them, give a table of the appropriations, expenditures, valuation, 
rate of taxation, and money raised for each year since 1847, in- 
cluding the expired year. 

The School Committee, in addition to the information usually 
contained in their annual report, shall give the total number of 
children who have attended the public schools during the year. 

The Trustees of the Public Library shall make a specific report 
annually of the moneys expended by them. 
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All Boards and Standing Committees and Officers shall record 
their doings in books, to be kept for the purpose, which shall be 
open to inspection by any citizen, at least two days in each week, 
at such hours as shall be fixed, and notified by each Board or Com- 
mittee. . 

All Boards, Standing Committees or Special Committees, or 
Officers having the expenditure of moneys, shall give a specific 
account thereof annually in print. All reports to be presented to 
or acted upon at the annual meeting shall be made on or before 
February 15th, and shall then be printed and distributed at least 
four days before such meeting. And all reports to be presented or 
acted upon at any special meeting shall be printed and distributed 
at least four days before such meeting. 

All reports calling for an appropriation of money shall contain 
a detailed statement of the objects for which the appropriation is 
asked.

The Chairman of the Assessors shall be ex officio Chairman of 
the Committee ; the Town Clerk shall be the Clerk of the Com- 
mittee, and shall keep 4 record of their doings in a book to be 
kept for the purpose, 

If any person, aggrieved by the action of the Selectmen in the 
assessment of damages in the laying out, widening or alteration 
of any town-way or main drain-or common sewer, or in the rais- 
ing or lowering of any road, shall have applied to the County 
Commissioners or to the Superior Court for a trial of his claim by 
a jury, and shall afterwards apply to the Committee on Claims to 
examine his claim, they shall give him’ a hearing thereon, and if 
they shall find that he is entitled to larger damages than were 
awarded to him by the Selectmen, or if no damages were awarded 
to him that he is entitled to some damages, they may settle his 
claim by paying him the amount they decide he is entitled to; 
provided, that in the case where some damages have been awarded, 
the increase shall not exceed twenty per cent. of the original 
award, and in the case where no damages were awarded the amount 
shall not exceed five hundred dollars. 

In case they shall decide that he is entitled to more damages 
than as aforesaid, they shall report in print their decision to the 
next town meeting ; provided, the claimant shall agree in writing 
to accept the amount so reported, if the town shall vote to pay the 
same. Such agreement shall in no way affect his claim before a 
jury, if the town shall refuse to pay him the amount reported by 
the Committee. 

Each member of the Committee on Claims, and the Clerk, shall 
receive three dollars per day for each day’s service. The Clerk’s 
compensation shall be in full for his charges for all notices, copies,

The Selectmen respectfully report to the town their action on a 
petition of John C. Abbott and others for the laying out of a street 
from Boylston street by the new Reservoir of the Brookline Water 
Works to Brighton street. 

Said petition was received June 15th, and with it was filed a 
waiver of notice and a release from all claim for land taken, and 
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from any grade damages signed by Messrs. Horace N. and John 
H. Fisher, and by Mrs. Mary B. Pierce, they being the only par- 
ties whose lands are to be taken for said street. On the 18th, we 
proceeded to view the Saad and heard statements of all HSS 
interested. 

And at a meeting of our Board, holden this 22d of June, we de- 
cided that the public convenience and necessity required the loca- 
tion of the street as prayed for.

WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The Board of Water Commissioners, to whom was referred the 
subject of the thirteenth article of the town meetingof the 19th 
May last, in regard to laying water pipes in Warren and Cottage 
streets, have examined the subject and have obtained from the 
chief engineer of the Water Works, an estimate of the cost of the 
extension asked. The annual taxes paid by the persons and 
estates asked to be supplied is about twenty-five thousand dollars 
and the cost of the improvement, it is believed, will not exceed ten 
thousand dollars. The Board therefore recommend that water 
pipes be laid in Warren street from Dudley street to Dudley street 
and in Cottage street from Warren street to the extent of six 
hundred feet; and that the sumof ten thousand dollars be ap- 
propriated therefor. 


The Board of Water Commissioners further recommend that the 
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sum of five thousand dollars be appropriated to be expended by the 
Water Commissioners so far as may be required, for the purpose 
of laying service pipe from the mains to the line of the street; 
where applications shall be made by persons desiring to be sup- 


plied with the water.

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The first meeting of the Water Commissioners was held in the 
Town Hall, Brookline, on the 29th day of October, 1873. 

Present, Charles K. Kirby, Charles H. Drew and William 
Aspinwall. 

On motion of Mr. Aspinwall, Mr. Kirby was appointed tempo- 
rary chairman and Mr. Drew temporary secretary. The Commis- 
sioners then proceeded to choose their chairman, as required by 
the ordinance, and Charles K. Kirby was duly chosen. Mr. Drew 
was continued as temporary secretary of the Board. 

The Board held several meetings-during the month of Novem- 
ber for consultation, principally in relation to the selection of a 
suitable chief engineer. 

After conference with several parties, Mr. Edward S. Philbrick, 
of Brookline, was selected and accepted the appointment of chief 
engineer of the Brookline Water Works, at a compensation of four 
thousand dollars per annum, from which sum he is to pay the 
salary of his first assistant, who is to be a person of experience 
and to devote his whole time to the work. 

At a meeting of the Board, on the 9th of December, the chief 
engineer was instructed to take immediate steps for the introduc- 
tion of water from Charles River, and for that purpose to make the 
necessary surveys and submit to the Board, as soon as practicable, 
plans, specifications and estimates for the execution of the work. 

_ On the 18th of February, an advertisement was issued, inviting 
proposals for cast-iron water pipes and special castings required 
for the work. Bids were received from parties, varying in 
amount for the quantity of castings required, from $145,682.65 to 
$139,496.05. The lowest bid, being that of Messrs. Jesse W. Starr & 
Sons, was accepted. The contract, with approved sureties, was 
promptly executed, and the castings are being delivered satisfac- 
tory to the Board. 

An advertisement was also issued inviting proposals for one 
hundred hydrants and ninety stop-gates for water pipes, and bids 
were received from various parties ; a contract has been made with 
the Boston Machine Company for the supply of the number re- 
quired for $6,800. 

On the 27th day of March, 1874, the Commissioners held their 
first meeting after the annual town election. Present, Charles K. 
Kirby, Charles H. Drew and Franklin Darracott, Commissioners. 
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The Board organized by choosing Charles H. Drew, chairman, 
and N. C. Towle, clerk. 

An advertisement was issued, March 16th, inviting proposals for 
laying the water pipes. Twenty-three bids were received; and 
after a careful investigation of the character and responsibility of 
the bidders, the proposal of John F. Ward, of Jersey City, N. J., 
amounting to $62,200, was accepted. 

The contract, which has been duly executed, embraces the lay- 
ing of all the distribution pipes and the force main. Ground was 
broken and the work of laying the pipes commenced on the 25th 
of May, and has been prosecuted with diligence and efficiency. 

Under an advertisement of March 30th, a contract has been made 
with Henry R. Worthington, of New York, to furnish a compound, 
duplex pumping engine, with a capacity of pumping two million 
gallons in twenty-four hours, for the sum of $16,000. 

After a thorough examination of the subject, the Commissioners 
came to the conclusion that Fisher’s Hill presented the most 
eligible site for the distributing reservoir, and about five acres of 
ground at that point, has been purchased for the purpose, for the 
sum of $25,000. 

An advertisement was issued on the 15th of May, inviting pro- 
posals for building a reservoir, conduit and filtering gallery. The 
bid of James Driscoll, of Brookline, for the construction and prep- 
aration of the reservoir, for $36,438, has been accepted and he has 
commenced the work. 

Several bids for building the conduit and filtering gallery were 
received, but no contract has yet been made.

deputy sheriff of said County of Norfolk, to be served upon the 
Town of Brookline, aforesaid, and that it was duly served on said 
town; that on the return day notice was sent to the clerk of said 
Court to enter said petition, and your petitioner did not learn until 
the following term of said Court that said petition had never been 
returned by the deputy sheriff into said Court, and that it had been 
lost by the deputy sheriff; that your petitioner filed a petition in 
said Court for leave to enter said petition, a copy thereof having 
been obtained from the counsel of said Town of Brookline, and 
that said petition to enter is now pending in said Court; that said 
sum of twenty-three hundred dollars, or any part thereof, has never 
been paid your petitioner; that your petitioner has been advised 
that if he should suffer any loss by reason of said petition not 
having been returned, the sheriff who neglected to return the same 
would be liable thereof; that your petitioner is very desirous to 
avoid any controversy with the town or the sheriff.

ARTICLE FIFTH. 


The appropriation for support of Highways was expended at the 
commencement of the present month; but as, in the opinion of 
the Selectmen, the public safety and convenience required that 
certain streets should be repaired, the necessary work has been 
coutinued; and an appropriation of seven thousand dollars is 
asked for to pay expenses already incurred, and to provide for the 
support of the streets during the coming winter. They also ask 
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for an additional appropriation, for Lighting Public Buildings and 
Streets, of four thousand dollars; for Watering Streets, four 
thousand dollars; for support of Town Stable, one thousand 
dollars. 

The Selectmen, to whom was referred the subject of the Town 
Stable, have examined the same, and report that in their opinion 
it is for the best interests of the town that the stable should be 
continued during the current year. 

St. Paul’s street has been completed, and opened to public 
travel. The appropriation for making said ‘street was $49,700, 
which sum did not include any money to be paid for land damage. 
The cost of making the street was $43,396.09. Land damage paid 
to Charles Stearns and others, $14,000; on judgment in suit of 
A. N. Loring, $1,371.78; cost of rebuilding wall on line of estate 
of Henry S. Chase, $260. These three sums were charged to 
making the street, thereby sausing the sum expended to exceed 
the original appropriation by $9,327.87 ; which sum the Selectmen 
ask may be provided for by an appropriation.

ARTICLE TWENTY-FOURTH. 


The Selectmen respectfully refer to the Report of the Water 
Commissioners, as follows : — 

Brooxk.uinegE, Nov. 21, 1874. 
To the Selectmen of Brookline :— 

GernTLEMEN,—-In addition to the regular monthly reports 
made to your board, in accordance with the provisions of the 
ordinances for the government of the Water Commissioners, we 
desire to make to the town through you a brief report of the 
progress and present condition of the Brookline Water Works. 

The work has been prosecuted vigorously since the early 
spring, and many parts of it are now approaching completion. 
The filtering gallery, in two sections, together 800 feet in length, 
on ‘*Cow Island,” is completed. The 24-inch conduit leading 
from the filtering gallery to the pumping station, 3,450 feet: 
long, in many particulars the most difficult portion of the 
work, is almost finished, and we expect will be entirely com- 
pleted within a very few days. The engine-house, located 
about 600 feet westerly from Baker street in West Roxbury, 
is so far completed as to permit the setting up of the engine, 
and will probably be finished by the end of the present season, 
except the chimney, which it will not be prudent to complete 
this season, in consequence of the danger of injury to it from 
frost. Great difficulties were encountered in the early part of 
the work upon the engine-house, and: particularly in the con- 
struction of the pump-well connecting~ with the conduit; but 
they have all been overcome. The foundation for the engine is 
now being laid, and the engine will probably be set up within 
a month from this date. The boiler has been constructed and 
delivered, and is now at the engine-house. The pipes origi- 
nally directed to be laid, by a vote of the town, have all been

laid, except in Cypress Place; and those ordered to be laid by 
the town at its last meeting will be laid within a few days. In 
addition to these the Commissioners, under the authority of the 
vote passed at the last Town Meeting, have laid pipes in several 
streets and places where the cost did not exceed $1,000. The 
contract with Jesse W. Starr & Sons for pipe, that with the 
Boston Machine Company for gates, hydrants, etc., and that 
with the Akron Sewer-pipe Co. for pipe for the conduit, have 
been completed. The contract with John F. Ward for laying 
pipe is nearly completed. The reservoir cannot be finished 
the present season, but will probably be by the first of June. 
The progress made upon it, however, has been all which could 
have been reasonably hoped for; but the danger from frost will 
compel the contractor, in a few days, to stop work upon it until 
next spring. Service-pipes are’ now being laid from the street- 
mains, and this work will be continued until the weather  be- 
comes too severe for its prosecution. The Commissioners, 
after careful investigation, have thought it best to use in this 
work, so far as it is to be done by the town, cement-lined iron- 
pipe; but where users desire, they may put in either enamel, 
rubber-coated, or tin-lined, or any other suitable pipe. 

We recommend that the town take some action concerning the 
establishment of regulations for the water-works when in oper- 
ation; and the fixing of water-rates.

The Committee to whom were referred the several amendments 
to the by-laws of the town and of the ordinances of the Water 
Commissioners report that they have considered the matters re- 
ferred to them as fully as the very limited time would permit, and 


they report as follows: 


First, They recommend the following amendments to the ordi- 
nances of the Water Commissioners. 
That there be added to the Thirteenth Section of said ordinan- 


ces the following paragraphs : 


AMENDMENT TO WATER COMMISSIONERS’ 
ORDINANCES. 


The Treasurer shall keep a separate set of accounts of the cost 
- of the Brookline Water Works in special books established for the 
purpose. 

All money raised by the sale of bonds for the purpose of con- 
structing said works shall be entered in said books, and said mon- 
ey shall be kept separate and distinct from other funds of the 
town; provided, that the Treasurer may borrow from said fund 
when duly authorized, for other town purposes, any surplus that 
may be on hand, paying interest therefor, such loan to be refund- 
ed when required. 

The cost of said works shall be kept in detail upon said books 
so that the cost of each department shall be clearly stated. 
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The Water Commissioners may make such an appropriation 
from the funds raised for the cost of the water works as may be 
needed to pay for the clerical assistance required by the Treasurer 
for the purpose of keeping such separate accounts. 


Second, They recommend the following amendment to the ordi- 
nances of the Water Commissioners, in Section Six strike out the 
words, 


‘“* And the contents of any proposal shall not be made known to 
any person not a member of the Commission except the Chief Kn- 
gineer until a final decision shall be made.” 


And insert in place thereof the words, 


‘And all such proposals shall be publicly opened and read 
aloud at the time and place designated for such opening by the 
Water Commissioners.” 


Third, They recommend the following vote to be passed by the 
town: 


Voted, That the money received for coupons attached to water 
bonds for the interest from the date of said bonds to the date of 
sale, the premium on the sale of said bonds, and the interest 
upon the use or deposit of any money raised by the sale of water 
bonds, shall be appropriated to the payment of the interest cou- 
pons on said bonds, that shall mature and become payable before 
the next annual town meeting. 
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Fourth, They recommend the passage of the following by-law 


concerning appropriations. 


BY-LAW CONCERNING APPROPRIATIONS. 


It shall be the duty of the Auditors to prepare and print inthe 
annual town report a table of estimates of all the regular ap- 
propriations proposed to be made at the annual meeting. In order 
that they may make such a table each Board or Standing Commit- 
tee shall nake out an estimate for each respective regular appropria- 
tion needed, and cause the same to be handed to the Auditors in 
writing in season for such publication, with the reasons therefor. 

Any Board or Standing Committee or Officer of the town, or 
any person or persons intending to ask an appropriation at any 
meeting of the town, other than the regular annual appropriations 
before named, shall file a written notice in the office of the Town. 
Clerk of such intention, at least ten days before such meeting, 
stating the object and sum of the appropriation intended to be 
asked. ‘The Town Clerk shall thereupon record such notice, and 
inform the Selectmen thereof. It shall thereupon be the duty of 
the Selectmen to examine into the subject and be prepared to in- 
form the town thereon. 

If the sum of the appropriation so proposed to be asked shall 
exceed one thousand dollars, a statement of the proposition shall 
be printed and circulated with the warrant for the meeting, or at 
least four days before such meeting. 

* Provided, that an appropriation may be asked without such no- 
tice at any meeting of the town, but in the absence of such pre- 
vious notice the subject shall not be acted upon except at an ad- 
journment of said meeting, or at another meeting; in either case 
not less than one week from the date thereof, and during said 
interim the Selectmen shall cause a printed notice of the sum and 
object of said proposed appropriation to be distributed among the 
voters, at least three days before such adjourned or other meeting, 
and shall also fully inform themselves upon the subject, and re- 
port thereon when it comes before the town for action. 

‘The Selectmen, whenever it is possible, shall, before calling any 
town meeting, post notices of their intention so to do, in at least 
ten places in'the town, at least fifteen days before the time of 
such meeting. 
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Fifth, They present for consideration the substitute presented 
by Edward Atkinson, for the report of the Committee onthe Pif- 
teenth Article in the warrant, in a new draft.

BY-LAWS CONCERNING REPORTS. 


The Town Clerk shall make an annual report upon the vital 
statistics of the town. The Selectmen acting in their function of 
a Board of Health shall report such statistics, recommendations 
and suggestions, as they shall deem suitable, in order to give to 
the town full information upon the subject of the public health 
and sanitary welfare of the inhabitants of the town. 

The Selectmen shall, in their annual report, state in detail what 
action they have taken in the year preceding, whether as Select- 
men, Overseers of the Poor, Surveyors of Highways or Board of 
Health. In regard to town-ways, county-ways and sewers, they 
shall state specifically what have been laid out and constructed, 
what have been altered, what damages have been assessed and . 
paid; what claims are outstanding, and what claims are in suit 
against the town. They shall also state what ways or sewers that 
have been ordered, laid out or accepted, remain to be constructed. 

The Selectmen shall, on the first day of each month, cause an 
exhibit to be prepared of the sum and object of each appropriation 
made by the town, the amount of the warrants drawn against the 
same, and the balance unexpended. Said exhibit shall be recorded 
in a book kept for the purpose, subject to the inspection of the 
citizens. 

The ‘Treasurer shall, in his annual report, state specifically the 
objects for which the debt of the town was increased during the 
year preceding, and recite the votes under which the money was 
borrowed. He shall at the close of each year render a classified 
statement of all expenditures and receipts of the town in such 
detail as to give a fair and full exhibit of the objects and methods 
of all expenditures. ; 

The Assessors shall append to their annual report, a table of 


the valuation, real, personal and total; the rate of taxation, amount 
of money raised, amount of money received as taxes from other 
sources than taxation by the town ; and the expenditures and town 
debt for each year since the year 1847, including the year last ended. 

The School Committee shall append to their annual report, a 
statement of the total number of children who have attended the 
public schools during the year. 

The Trustees of the Public Library shall append to their annual 
report, an account of the amounts received and of the sum and ob- 
ject of their expenditures for the support of the Town Nera dur- 
ing the year preceding. 

All Boards, Standing Committees and Officers of the town shall 
cause records of their doings and accounts to be kept in suitable 
books. Said books shall be kept in their respective places in the 
Town Hall and shall not be removed therefrom. Said record 
books shall be open to the inspection of the citizens of the town 
on a given day in each week and at such hours as shall be fixed 
and notified by each Board, Committee or Officer, but shall remain 
during such inspection under the supervision of the Board, Com- 
mittee or Officer designated to keep charge thereof. 

All Boards, Standing Committees, Special Committees or Offi- 
cers of the town having the charge of the expenditure of money, 
shall annually report thereon in print in’ such manner as to give 
the citizens a fair and full understanding of the objects and meth- 
ods of such expenditures, referring, however, to the report of the 
Treasurer for specific details. They shall especially give full re- 
ports in regard to all suits at law against the town wherein the 
town may have been or may be liable to be cast in damages, with 
all the circumstances relating thereto. 

All reports intended to be presented or proposed to be acted 
upon at the annual meeting of the town, shall be made on or be- 
fore February 15th, and shall thereupon be printed, and shall be 
distributed at least four days before said meeting. The Town 
Clerk shall have charge of printing and make a full index to the 
reports. 


Sixth, They recommend that the report of the Committee ap- 
pointed to consider the Twenty-third Article in the warrant, be re- 
committed to the same Committee for further consideration. 


Seventh, By consent of the Committee, but without any action 
on their part, it not having been referred to them, the following 
new by-law concerning town-ways is printed in this report, it 
having been presented to them for consideration. 


BY-LAW CONCERNING THE LAYING OUT OF TOWN 
WAYS, OR ALTERATIONS THEREOF. 


Whenever any way shall have been laid out or altered by the Se- 
lectmen, and ‘accepted and allowed by the town, no entry for the 
purpose of constructing any part of such laying out or alteration 
shall be made, until all claims for damages by reason thereof shall 
have been finally adjusted or determined ; unless such entry shall 
be authorized by special vote of the town.

BY-LAWS CONCERNING TRUANT CHILDREN AND 
ABSENTEES FROM SCHOOL. 


1. <Any of the persons described in the first section of the 
*¢ Act concerning Truant Children and Absentees from School,” 
passed April 30, 1862, upon conviction of any offence therein de- 
scribed, shall be punished by fine not exceeding twenty dollars, or 
may be committed to any institution of instruction, house of ‘“‘ref- 
ormation,” or suitable situation, provided for the purpose under 
authority of first section of said Act, for such time, not exceeding 
two years, as such Judge, Justice or Court having jurisdiction of 
the same may determine. 


2. <Any child between the age of six and sixteen who, while 
a member of any school, shall absent himself or herself from 
school without the consent of his or her teacher and parent or 
guardian, shall be deemed a truant.. 


3. Any child between the ages of seven and sixteen who shall 
not attend some Public School or suitable institution of instruc- 
tion, at least twelve weeks in a year, six of which shall be con- 
secutive in the summer term, and six of which shall be consecutive 
in the winter term, shall be deemed an Absentee. 


4, Absentees of the Second Class.—Children between the ages 
of seven and sixteen years of age, wandering in the streets, or. 
loitering in stores, shops or public places, having no lawful occu- 
pation and growing up in ignorance, are hereby placed under su- 
pervision of the Truant Officers, so far as the law provides. The 
first offence shall be reported to parents, guardian or master of 
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said child, by a truant officer, and in case of the failure to secure 
said child the requisite amount of schooling or instruction else- 
where, he shall be fined twenty dollars; for the second offence of 
the same person, the child shall be sent to the Almshouse or to 
the State Reform School, or State Industrial School for Girls, for 
a period agreeable to the Statutes, as the Justice of the Court hay- 
ing jurisdiction of the same shall decide. 


5. The town shall annually choose three or more truant offi- 
cers, whose duty it shall be to make complaints in case of viola- 
lation of these by-laws, for the purpose of carrying into execution 
the sentence thereof, who shall receive such compensation for their 
services as the School Committee shall determine. 


6. It shall be the duty of every truant officer to inquire dili- 
gently concerning all persons between the ages aforesaid, who seem 
to be idle or vagrant, or who, whether employed or unemployed, 
appear to be growing up in ignorance, and to enter a complaint 
against any one unlawfully absent from school or violating any of 
these by-laws. 


7. It shall be the duty of every truant officer, prior to making _ 
any complaint before a justice, to notify the truant or absentee 
child and its parents or guardian of the penalty of the offence. If 
he can obtain satisfactory pledges of reformation, which pledges 
shall be subsequently kept, he shall forbear to prosecute.

BY-LAW CONCERNING POLICE. 


Sect. 1. The Board of Selectmen may make from time to 
time, such rules and regulations for the government, disposition 
and management of the police as they may deem expedient. — 





BY-LAW CONCERNING FAST DRIVING. 


Sect. 1. All drivers and other persons having the eare and or- 
dering of any carriage, truck, cart, wagon, sleigh, sled, dray or 
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other vehicle passing in or through the public ways. of the -town, 
shall hold the reins in their hands so as to guide or restrain the 
horses or beasts attached to such a vehicle, or they shall walk by 
the head of the shaft or wheel, horse or beast, either holding or 
keeping within reach of the bridle, halter or yoke of the horse or 
other beast. 


Sect. 2. Noperson shall drive or have the care of more than 
one vehicle in the public ways of the town, and every vehicle with 
a horse or horses, or other beast or beasts, harnessed thereto, shall 
be under the care of some competent person. 


Sect. 3. Any person offending against the provisions of this 
by-law shall be liable to a fine of not more than ten dollars for 
each offence.

of such intention, at least ten days before such meeting, stating 
the object and sum of the appropriation intended to be asked. 
The Town Clerk shall thereupon record such notice, and inform 
the Selectmen thereof. It shall thereupon be the duty of the 
Selectmen to examine into the subject and be prepared to inform 
the town thereon. 

If the sum,of the appropriation so proposed to be asked shall 
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exceed one thousand dollars, a statement of the proposition shall 
be printed and circulated with the warrant for the meeting, or at 
least four days before such meeting. 

Provided, that an appropriation may be asked without such no- 
tice at any meeting of the town, but in the absence of such pre- 
vious notice the subject shall not be acted upon except at an ad- 
journment of said meeting, or at another meeting ; in either case 
not less than one week from the date thereof, and during said in- 
terim the Selectmen shall cause a printed notice of the sum and 
object of said proposed appropriation to be distributed among the 
voters, at least three days before such adjourned or other meeting, 
and shall also fully inform themselves upon the subject, and report 
thereon when it comes before the town for action. 

The Selectmen, whenever it is possible, shall, before calling any 
town. meeting, post notices of their intention so to do, in at least 
ten places in the town, at least fifteen days before the time of such 
meeting. 


(Approved by the Superior Court, April term, 1874.) 


BY-LAWS CONCERNING REPORTS. 


The Town Clerk shall make an annual report upon the vital 
statistics of the town. The Selectmen acting in their function of 
a Board of Health shall report such statistics, recommendations 
and suggestions, as they shall deem suitable, in order to give to 
the town full information upon the subject of the public health and 
sanitary welfare of the inhabitants of the town. 


The Selectmen shall, in their annual report, state in detail what 
action they have taken in the year preceding, whether as Select- 
men, Overseers of the Poor, Surveyors of Highways or Board of 
Health. In regard to town-ways, county-ways and sewers, they 
shall state specifically what have been laid out and constructed, 
what have been altered, what damages have been assessed and 
paid; what claims are outstanding, and what claims are in suit 
against the town. They shall also state what ways or sewers that 
have been ordered, laid out or accepted, remain to be constructed. 

The Selectmen shall, on the first day of each month, cause an 
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exhibit to be prepared of the sum and object of each appropriation 
made by the town, the amount of the warrants drawn against the 
same, and the balance unexpended. Said exhibit shall be recorded 
in a book kept for the purpose, subject to the inspection of the 
citizens. 

The Treasurer shall, in his annual report, state specifically the 
objects for which the debt of the town was increased during the 
year preceding, and recite the votes under which the money was 
borrowed. He shall at the close of each year render a classified 
statement of all expenditures and receipts of the town in such de- 
tail as to give a fair and full exhibit of the objects and methods of 
all expenditures. 

The Assessors shall append to their annual report, a table of the 
valuation, real, personal and total; the rate of taxation, amount 
of money raised, amount of money received as taxes from other 
sources than taxation by the town; and the expenditures and town 
debt for each year since the year 1847, including the year last 
ended. 

The School Committee shall append to their annual report, a 
statement of the total number of children who have attended the 
public schools during the year. 

The Trustees of the Public Library shall append to their annual 
report, an account of the amounts received and of the sum and ob- 
ject of their expenditures for the Cee of the Town Library dur- 
ing the year preceding. 

All Boards, Standing Committees and Officers of the town shall 
cause records of their doings and accounts to be kept in suitable 
books. Said books shall be kept in their respective places in the 
Town Hall and shall not be removed therefrom. Said record books 
shall be open to the inspection of the citizens of the town on a 
given day in each week and at such hours as shall be fixed and 
notified by each Board, Committee or Officer, but shall remain 
during such inspection under the supervision of the Board, Com- 
mittee or Officer designated to keep charge thereof. 

All Boards, Standing Committees, Special Committees or Offi- 
cers of the town having the charge of the expenditure of money, 
shall annually report thereon in print in such manner as to give 
the citizens a fair and full understanding of the objects and meth- 
ods of such expenditures, referring, however, to the report of the 
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Treasurer for specific details. They shall especially give full re- 
ports in regard to all suits at law against the town wherein the 
town may have been or may be liable to be cast in damages, with 
all the circumstances relating thereto. 

All reports intended to be presented or proposed to be acted 
upon at the annual meeting of the town, shall. be made on or be- 
fore February 15th, and shall thereupon be printed, and shall be 
distributed at least four days before said meeting. The Town 
Clerk shall have charge of printing and make a full index to the 
reports.

BY-LAW CONCERNING THE LAYING OUT OF TOWN- 
WAYS, OR ALTERATIONS THEREOF. 


Whenever any way shall have been laid out or altered by the 
Selectmen, and accepted and allowed by the town, no entry for the 
purpose of constructing any part of such laying out or alteration 
shall be made, until all claims for damages by reason thereof shall 
have been finally adjusted or determined ; unless such entry shall 
be authorized by special vote of the town. 


(Approved by the Superior Court, April term, 1874.) 


BY-LAW CONCERNING CONTRACTS BY TOWN 
~ OFFICERS. 


No member of the Board of Selectmen or any Officer appointed 
by the legal voters of the town, authorized to make any contract or 
agreement in behalf of the town for labor, materials, goods, wares 
or merchandise furnished to the town, or for a loan of money, shall 
be interested in a private capacity, either directly or indirectly, in 
such contract, agreement or loan; nor shall either directly or indi- 
rectly for himself or for any other person, receive any commission, 
discount, bonus, present or reward from the persons making such 
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sale, loan, contract or agreement, or furnishing such materials, 
goods, wares and merchandise. 

*No contract so made shall be binding on the town. 

All calls for contracts shall be advertised in not less than two 
Boston daily newspapers, and shall have not less than three inser- 
tions in each, at intervals of two days; the last publication to be 
at least two days before the day of opening the bids. 

The advertisement shall require each proposal to be sealed, the 
name of the bidder to be in a separate envelope, properly designat- 
ed, and shall announce the place, day and hour at which they will 
be opened. The bids as received shall be deposited in a box se- 
curely locked, and at the time and place named shall be publicly 
opened in the presence of a majority of the Board of Selectmen, or 
Committee authorized by the town to make the contract. No bids 
shall be deposited after the time advertised for opening.

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NEW TOWN HALL. 


The committee appointed at a special meeting of the Inhabitants 
of Brookline, holden November 30, 1874, ‘to report on ail the 


bills paid on account of the Town Hall, and all claims remaining — 


unpaid,” respectfully present the following as their report. 

Upon a careful examination by the committee, it appears that, 
to the present time, there has been paid on account of the new 
Town Hall and its equipment, and outside work and grading con- 
nected therewith, the total sum of $179,556.96 ; which amount 
has been paid by orders drawn against the several appropriations 
of 1870, 1871, 1872, 1873 and 1874, for building, finishing and 
furnishing, and adjusting. and settling claims on the new Town 
Hall. 

Upon these appropriations, orders have been drawn by the 
Building Committee, the Selectmen, and the Committee appointed 
by the ‘Town, October 28, 1873, to “ audit, adjust, settle and pay 
all claims, legal and equitable, of parties who have done work or 
furnished materials in the building of the new Town Hall.” The 
details of payments will appear in the Treasurer’s Reports for the 
several years above mentioned. 

The above total cost, to date, of $179,556.96, was paid as 
follows :— | 
By the Building Committee. : ; . $156,998 07 
By the Selectmen . : : 15,711 91 
By the Adjusting Committee . ; 6,846 98 


$179,556 96 
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This amount includes $10,195.99 paid for furnishing halls, 
ante-rooms and offices; $7,875.00 paid for architects’ com- 
missions, and competitive designs; 2,100.00 for insurance ; 
$1,152.25 for coal; care of building, $843.25; heating ap- 
paratus, $7,184.50; decorations, $5,228.74; gas fixtures, 
$1,972.65; and about $7,000.00 for grading, granite-work, 
and finishing grounds. 


The committee, appointed as above, to “ audit, adjust, settle 
and pay all claims, legal and equitable, of parties who have done 
work or furnished materials in the building of the new Town 
Hall,” having, by advertisements and posted notices, duly noti- 
fied a]l such parties, held many meetings, and considered a large 
number of claims. The appropriation by the Town for this pur- 
pose was $7,660.00; and the committee have expended $6,846.- 
98. All the claims allowed by the committee were for labor and 
materials furnished under the carpenter’s contract ; and, in each 
instance, the claimant signed a receipt in full of all demands 
against the Town and the contractor. 


The amount of the appropriation not being sufficient to pay the 
claims in full, said committee were obliged to settle a portion of 
the claims, by the payment of fifty per cent. thereof, being the 
sum of $2,702.02. 


The joint committee, appointed November 30, 1874, have ex- 
amined the claim of George Moulton, stair-builder, referred to 
them for adjustment. This claim was not before the Adjusting 
Committee, as Mr. Moulton considered that he had a valid legal 
claim to enforce a lien for his full charges. But Mr. Moulton 
now appears before your committee, and substantially admitting 
that he has no claim against the Town, which can be enforced at 
law, asks the Town to consider his claim as an equitable one. 
Mr. Moulton’s claim is under the carpenter’s contract, and is for 
work done and materials furnished in stair-building on the new 
Town Hall. The contract price was $2,500.00, and he has been 
paid by the contractor $400.00, leaving his claim $2,100.00. 


The committee are of opinion, that this is an equitable claim ; 
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and that Mr. Moulton should be paid at the same rate, as similar 
claims, by the Adjusting Committee, and a further allowance, in 
consideration of all the circumstances of his case. They find, 
that he should be paid $1,575.00 upon executing a proper re- 
ceipt to the Town, and a release to the contractor and the 
sheriff of Norfolk. This is satisfactory to Mr. Moulton. 

The Adjusting Committee declined to allow any costs in certain 
petitions for liens. | Your committee think that a portion of these 
costs should be paid, being for expenses incurred by laborers to 
enforce their claims, and amounting to about $50.00. 

The Selectmen retained counsel in five suits arising out of these 
claims: for which the expenses are $70.38. The committee 
find, that this amount should be paid. 

Since the appointment of your joint committee, M. K. Chase 
& Co., of Blue Hill, Maine, have placed with their attorney for 
collection, a claim against the Town, for $8,637.02, for extra 
granite work on the new Town Hall. This claim is without foun- 
dation, in the opinion of the architect and Building Committee. 

Your committee have been informed, that Mr. Melcher, the 
contractor of the carpenter work on the new Town Hall, desires 
to have his accounts examined by some committee of the Town. 


If the Town think such examination proper, your committee 
are of opinion, that it should be by disinterested persons, not 
heretofore connected with the subject. 

Having thus examined all the matters to them submitted, nd 
made a full report thereon, including the total cost of the Town 
Hall and equipments, and of all claims now outstanding, your 
committee present the following votes, and ask to be discharged.

Gentlemen, — Having been requested by you, in accord- 
ance with the vote of your town, above quoted, to examine 
and report upon the subjects therein named, we have duly 
considered the same.

paratively moderate expense, for all that portion of the town ae 
likely to need it for the next twenty years. 

In considering such a subject as that of town drainage, Ultimate dis- 
the first and most important question with reference to any ope or eee. 
particular place is, what disposition shall be made of the 
ordinary discharges from the sewers, or of the sewage, a term 
which we shall use in this sense hereafter. 

We are here met by a problem that has exercised many of Problem un- 
the ablest minds of the scientific world for more than twenty Re 
years past, without being satisfactorily solved. 

Up to this day we know of no large city or town in the 
world which has been able to dispose of its sewage in such a 
way as to avoid a nuisance, except where it is situated on a 
large running stream or body of deep water agitated by 
winds and waves. Even then, in the latter case, the nuisance 
often returns to' plague those who make it. ! 

We do not deem it essential or desirable to encumber this 
report with a description of the various processes that have 
been tried for utilizing or disposing of sewage. Volumes 
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have been written 6n the subject, and volumes more are 
likely to be, before the question is finally settled. We have 
endeavored to keep thoroughly informed upon this matter, 
and have watched with much interest every new process, and 
carefully read the published results of the experiences of 
those cities, towns, and institutions that have tried the irri- 
gating, the deodorizing, the dry earth and other systems. 
Whatever success may have attended any of these devices 
in limited districts and favorable localities, we are satisfied 
ee that none of them but that which is known as the water- 
carriage system, unaccompanied by deodorizing or irrigation 
works, can be safely attempted at present in Brookline. By 
‘ this system we mean ordinary sewers that will take the dis- 
charge from water closets, kitchen sinks, manufactories, &c., 
without stoppage, to the nearest natural receptacle where it 
will create the least possible nuisance. 

With these views, and after a careful consideration of the 
subject, we recommend, as a base for the system of sewerage 
of Brookline, a main intercepting sewer along, or near, the 
left bank of ** Muddy Brook,” to the vicinity of St. Mary’s 
Street, and along this street tothe channel of Charles River. 
The exact location of this sewer is given in an appendix at 
the end of this report, together with a description of the 
principal branches, overflows, &c., and an estimate of their 
cost. : 
on icetions to We are well aware of the objections that can be urged 
Charles River, against the discharge of any more sewage into Charles River, 

and would by no means underrate them. The growing 
complaints concerning the marshes and flats exposed at low 
water around Boston, and the increasing anxiety on the sub- 
ject in the minds of those charged with the sanitary condition 
of the City and State, are evidences of the vital importance 
of this question. We would, therefore, at the outset, give 
our reasons for what may appear to some to be a disregard of 
the views deemed of importance by others.

The liquid Lamang a 
elements at least must be collected, and these sewers would 
be placed as nearly as practicable where the natural features 
of the territory to be drained require them. Rains will fall 
in their season: these must be removed from the streets and 
other improved surfaces of the ground; cellars and founda- 
tions of buildings must be drained. It would be miraculous 
if it should ever cease to be necessary to’ discharge into the 
sewers large bodies of water from laundries, from bath-tubs, 
and from various manufacturing establishments, all of which 
should be kept out of the small, natural, open channels of 
brooks and valleys, but which would not necessarily contami- 
nate a stream as large as Charles River at tide water. More- 
over, if the whole sewage is to be utilized in the future, it 
must first be collected, which the system now proposed would 
satisfactorily do. 

The location of the main intercepting sewer having been 
determined by the natural requirements of the district to be 
drained, and by the limits of the jurisdiction of the town, 
the height of the outfall with reference to low water in the 
harbor, the inclination and sizes of the sewer become matters 
of considerable importance. 

With regard to the height of the outfall, two important

any other sewer, to carry off just the ordinary dry weather 
sewage, but to receive a rain-fall of one tenth of an inch an 
hour from the surfaces drained by them. ‘The full carrying 
capacity of the sewers, would not, probably, be reached with- 
out a continuous rain at the rate of half an inch per hour, 
and would rarely be exceeded in violent storms. The sew- 
age alone would never amount to over about four per cent 
of their whole capacity. The rain-water admitted would 
give the sewers such occasional scouring as to render them 
practically what are called ‘ self-cleansing.” In case of heavy 
ae hada : rain-falls, the surplus which these sewers could not carry off 
overflows. could be easily discharged at various points into the natural 
brook channels by means of waste weirs, as will be men- 
tioned more particularly below.

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the most advantageous forms of sewers. The grades of the 
streets afford ample inclinations, and the frequent opportuni- 
ties for discharging surplus rain-water into natural channels 
render it unnecessary to provide branch sewers of over forty- 
four inches diameter anywhere. The oval form, when skil- 
fully constructed, in such a locality as yours, and with the 
small amount of sewage likely to be carried, would be some- 
what easier to keep clean than the circular, though neither 
would probably give serious trouble. For all sewers of two Materials. 
feet diameter and upwards, we would recommend brick, laid 
in hydraulic cement. For all of fifteen inches diameter and 
under, we would recommend hard burned clay pipes. These 
are very easy to keep clean and very efficient. A fifteen 
inch hard burnt clay pipe sewer would probably cost as much 
as a two feet brick one, and as a small man can go through 
the latter, it is not advisable to construct brick sewers 
smaller than this. The advantage of being able to send a 
man through a sewer is not confined to sewerage purposes, 
but applies to the discovery and prevention of the waste of 
water, a matter in which the town will become more and 
more interested hereafter.

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which are now too low, for short distances, to allow proper 
covering above the sewers. 

The flow of sewage from the outfall of some of the Boston 
sewers, brought by the flood-tides up Muddy Brook, has 
already been a source of complaint, which will be likely to 
increase. The only efficient remedy we can think of, is to 
fill up the flats and wide channels to the level of high water, 
leaving open sufficient channels for the brook, which should 
be walled in on both sides, as has already been done to some 
extent by your town, in the rear of the gas-works. 

When once a sewerage system is carried out, all further 
pollution of the natural watercourses should be strictly for- 
bidden, whether such pollution come from privies, water- 
closets, sink drains, stables, or other similar sources. 

The best system of drainage that could be devised would 
be of comparatively little benefit, unless the houses were care- 
fully connected with the sewers. This should be done under 
proper regulations, by licensed drain-layers, placed under 
bonds to do their work well. Much trouble is caused to 
many citizens elsewhere, by the unskilful and unfaithful work 
of drain-layers. 

Owing to various causes, foul air will frequently collect in 
sewers ; and under certain circumstances find its way into 
the houses. To prevent this, as far as possible, it is necessary, 
not only to have faithful workmanship on the part of the 
drain-layers, but every advantage should be taken of local 
and natural circumstances, to give vent to the foul air. 
Water-spouts from roofs, and, better yet, such chimneys as are 
always heated, afford excellent means for this end. Plumbers 
should be required to assist in the ventilation of sewers and 
private drains, by giving vent in such places as may be 
devised, where not likely to be again mixed with the air to be 
breathed. 

Should portions of the town not provided for by the plan 
now presented, be so improved within a few years as to 
require sewerage, it would be quite practicable to meet such 
wants by means of high level intercepting sewers discharging 
into Charles River above St. Mary’s Street, or by following 
the natural drainage, sometimes through or into parts of 
Boston. The surface of the ground would readily admit of 
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carrying out such schemes ; but as it is impossible to foretell 
where new streets will be laid out hereafter, it is impossible 
to say where it would be best to construct such sewers. 
Besides, it is not thought advisable to provide for such large 
areas long before they are likely to be built upon to any 
extent. The cost would be great, and the saving of interest on 
such additional expenditures, would, no doubt, more than 
suffice for the construction of works, whenever they may be 
required.

APPENDIX. 


Description of location of the principal sewers which are 
recommended. 


Main sewer. The whole area which it appears best to provide for at 
present by the main sewer is about a thousand acres, being ~ 

a district bounded as follows; viz., On the southeast by Pond 

Avenue and Brookline Avenue, as far as the corner of Pearl 

and Emerald Streets. Thence along the Brookline Branch 

Railroad to Chapel Station; thence by St. Mary’s Street to 

Charles River. On the northeast by the Boston line, as far 

as the corner of Pleasant Street and Brighton Avenue, 

excepting the low lands between Essex Street and Forth 

Street, which seem to demand a separate outlet to the river. 

On the north by the water-shed of the brook which forms the 

Brighton line, being a line running from the top of the hill 

on Brighton Avenue, near the corner of Pleasant Street, 

westerly, across Babcock Steeet, and across Harvard Street 

and Winchester Street, on the old Coolidge Farm, to the 

crest of Corey’s Hill. Westerly by a line beginning where 
Washington Street crosses the Brighton line, and passing 

southerly to the corner of Beacon and Tappan Streets. 
Thence:following Tappan Street, to a point near Mr. D. 

H. Roger’s house. Thence across to the top of Bradley’s 

hill and Mrs. Bowditch’s house near the first parish church. 

Thence southerly to the town line near Mrs. Cleveland’s 

house, and along the town line to the place of beginning on 

Pond Avenue. To accommodate the drainage of this terri- 

tory, we would recommend the main sewer, at its outlet, to 

asd ak prs be of a size equivalent to a circle of six feet diameter, and 
that it be constructed of this size, and with an inclination of 
one foot ina thousand, up St. Mary’s Street to Beacon, and 
up Beacon to Carlton Street, where the first large branch 
would come in from the western part of Beacon Street. The

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main sewer would then follow through Carlton Street and 
Colchester Street, to a point near the south end of Hawes 
Street. Above Beacon Street the size of the main may be 
reduced to five and a half feet in diameter. With the same 
inclination as before, it should follow along the northerly side 
of the railroad, passing under Longwood Avenue, and just 
north of the station, still along the railroad to Aspinwall 
Avenue, where another large branch would connect. The 
size of the main can here be reduced to three feet diameter, 
and the inclination increased to one foot and a third in a 
thousand, to a point opposite the southwest side of Linden 
Place produced, where the main would cross under the rail- 
road, and over the walled brook channel to the north-east 
_ corner of Pearl Street and Emerald Street. ‘The main would 
then proceed through Pearl Street, crossing over the other 
brook channel and into Washington Street. It would cross 
this street nearly opposite the old Lyceum Hall, where it 
would pass under the Cochituate water mains, and receive 
the sewage of Boylston and Walnut Streets, through the old 
sewers already constructed. This would probably be as far 
_as the construction would be called for at present. When- 
ever so needed, this main can be extended, with diminished 
capacity, through such new streets as may be hereafter laid 
out, to intersect Pond Avenue near the Ward schoolhouse, 
and thence through the whole length of the western part of 
Pond Avenue to Chestnut Street, which, with Sewall Place, 
would here find efficient drainage. A portion of Pond 
Avenue would probably need to be raised some three or four 
feet, unless a smaller rate of inclination than two per thousand 
were given to this sewer, with a corresponding size. As it is 
not intended that this main should take all the storm water 
from the streets through to the river, waste weirs for the 
overflow of such water in violent rains should be provided at 
the various points where .found most convenient or desirable 
to discharge this surplus into the natural watercourses. 
Such points are found along Chestnut Street and Pond 
Avenue, also where crossing the walled channels in Pearl 
Street, and at various points where crossing or approaching 
the natural channels which would pass beneath the main 
sewer along the north side of the Brookline Branch Rail- 
road.

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The first large tributary above referred to joins the main 
at the corner of Beacon and Carlton Streets. This branch 
would continue up Beacon Street, across Harvard Street, to 
the top of the hill near the estate of Otis Withington, and 
would receive several minor branches from the north, at 
intersections of other streets, draining all that section of the 
town lying north of Beacon Street, up to the water-shed of 
‘‘Smelt brook,” except the small area above referred to, 
lying been Essex and Forth Streets. On the sou 4 side of 
Beacon Street, this sewer would drain Kent Street up to the 
corner of Dudley Street, also St. Paul Street, as far as Long- 
wood Avenue. An overflow for storm water should be pro- 
vided near St. Paul Street or Borland Street; east of St. Paul 
Street, its diameter should be three feet. West of St. Paul 
Street the drainage area is so far reduced as to largely cut 
down the probable flow, while the inclination is increased, so 
that a diameter of two feet will suffice up to Harvard Street. 
There is said to be a brick sewer already laid for a part, if 
not for the whole, of this distance, but no record of its size, 
location, or level can be found at the office of the town 
engineer. 

Beyond Harvard Street the drainage of this district can be 
carried by pipes. 

Small branches would enter the main sewer as follows: 
Mountfort Street would drain directly to St. Mary’s Street, 
Hissex and Prescott Streets would drain through Ivy Street 
to St. Mary’s. Small branches would also enter the main 
from Monmouth, Hawes and Colchester Streets. 

The Longwood Avenue branch would be a small one, 
unless it be thought best to make a deep cut near the west 
end of Kent Street, to drain the whole length of Longwood 
Avenue through to the main, directly. It may be preferable 
to provide for the drainage of this street through Toxteth 
Street, by laying out a new street in that direction, if the 
right of way for such a street can be had without too great a

Avenue would probably drain a district of five hundred and 
seventy acres, comprising the following streets and spaces; 
viz., bounded on the east and North by the Beacon Street 
drainage, unless Longwood Avenue be drained directly to 
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the main, it would drain Harvard Street from the corner of 
- Pleasant Street south to Linden Place, with the short streets 
sloping towards it; nearly the whole of Park Street, Harvard 
Avenue, &c.; the whole of Washington Street from the 
Brighton line to the Public Library ; Cypress Street from 
Walnut Street east; the whole of Tappan Street up to Mr. 
Bowditch’s house; Boylston Street from Dr. Shurtleff’s estate 
to the top of Bradley’s hill, and eventually up to Brighton 
Street; also Walnut Street west of Mr. A. A. Cobb’s estate. 
The storm water collected by this sewer should be provided 
with overflows as follows: At the railroad crossing in 
Cypress Street; at the corner of Washington and Beacon 
Streets near the tanneries; at the south end of Park Street ; 
at the corner of School and Harvard Streets, and at the 
junction with the main. 

The present brook channel, for four hundred feet east of 
Harvard Street, lies ina brick conduit, four feet and a half in 
diameter, which it is not proposed to disturb. Its office will 
be to carry the brook water as before, with such surplus 
storm water as may be thrown into it from the new sewers 
at the points of overflow. The new sewer would probably 
cross over the lower end of this conduit near Mr. Melcher’s 
house, and it will probably be found expedient to raise the 
street two or three feet here, to afford the proper inclination 
to the sewer eastward from this point. 

A portion of Harvard Street north of School Street, is 
already provided with a brick sewer about two feet in diame- 
ter, now discharging surface water into the brook at the — 
corner of School Street. This sewer is probably sufficient 
for Harvard Street as far as it goes, and as it has a very rapid 
fall it may perhaps drain Harvard Avenue and Park Street, 
as well as the other short streets in that vicinity, also Har- 

yard Street to Longwood Avenue when extended. Instead, 
however, of discharging into the brook as at present, it must 
be connected with the new sewer at the corner of Harvard 
and School Streets, by crossing under the brook at this point. 
Passing up Scheol Street we find a brick sewer of two feet 
diameter already constructed, which, with its rapid fall, will 
probably be sufficient for the area to be drained above this 
point. The diameter of this sewer, from the main up to

Davis Avenne, 
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Harvard Street, should be forty-four inches, and from Wash- 
ington Street through Cypress Street to the Railroad, twenty- 
seven inches. 

The old cement sewer now used for street water between 
the Railroad and Cypress Place, inclines westward, and there- 
fore would not be connected with the new system ; but as it 
already receives a considerable amount of street surface 
water, it would continue to answer a useful purpose by 
relieving the new system to this extent. 

South of the Railroad crossing a brick sewer is already in 
use for street drainage as far as Walnut Street. This now 
discharges into the brook at the Railroad crossing, but should 
be taken up for a few rods south of its present outfall and 
carried over the brook at about the same level with the water 
pipe, having provision here fer overflow. 

The ramifications of this sewer can be applied as called for 
by the needs of the population. They will generally have a 
rapid fall, and west of Washington Street can generally be 
provided for by twelve-inch and fifteen-inch pipes. . 

Passing up the main sewer from Aspinwall Avenue along 
the Railroad track, the next branch will join it near the 
line of Linden Place produced. It will bring the sewage 
of Washington Street, from the town library to the Railroad 
Station, where a good sewer already exists, and that of Har- 
vard Street south of Linden Place, also the contents of such 
other sewers as may he laid in the courts in that vicinity, 
and a part or the whole of Davis Avenue. It may be expe- 
dient to raise. the grade of a portion of the latter street, to 
avoid crossing private property to drain the low portion in 
the middle of its length. The alternative would be to cross 
private property, to and through Whyte Place, to the Rail- 
road Station. 

This branch can pass along north of the Railroad Station 
and tracks, where it could probably be constructed without 
permanent damage to the Railroad Company, through whose 
lands it would pass. Of course an overflow should be pro- 
vided for storm water into the brook channel near the station. 
In fact, the present outfall of the sewer in Washington Street 
can be adapted to thisend. A diameter of two feet will be 
enough for this branch. 
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Following the main sewer across the Railroad and brook 


channels to Pearl Street, another small branch would join it ee 


in Pearl Street. This would drain Emerald Street, Brookline 


arl Street 


Avenue, and the lower end of Washington Street below the Brookline 


Horse Railroad stable. Its level in Pearl Street would be 
about fourteen feet above mean low water, so that it may 
become necessary to raise the grade of Brookline Avenue 
near the play ground, to afford sufficient covering for pro- 
tection. In order to afford drainage to houses on the south- 
east side of Brookline Avenue and Washington street at this 
point, some peculiar means will probably be required to pass 
under the Cochituate water mains. Similar problems are 
solved in Boston by an inverted syphon. 

In connection with the branch just described it may be 
worth while to consider an alternative location for the main 
sewer in crossing the Railroad track some seven hundred 
feet farther west than above described, into the western 
corner of Pearl Street. 

The choice between the two will be governed by local 
considerations. If this western point for crossing the Rail- 
road be chosen, a small branch must still cross from Pearl 
Street into the main at the eastern point, to drain the lower 
end of Emerald Street and Brookline Avenue. 

The first work to be done towards the construction of any 
part of this system should be the taking or purchasing of 
land for the main sewer along the Railroad, and filling the 
same over the marshes with good material. Time must be 
allowed for the consolidation of this filling, before proceeding 
with the construction.

Accordingly, in sur- 
veying the field}.and-before making ‘much’ progress in ascertaining cost, 
the Committee found, upon consultation, that they were unanimous in the’ 
opinion that a people of the intelligence, patriotism, wealth and critical 
taste existing in the town of Brookline, néed | place ‘little dependence on 
the experience of neighboring towns who have already acted in the matter 
with. snore or less success, — particularly the latter, —but under such 
differing circumstances as to make their experience a very imperfect guide 
for this Town. They therefore at*once took measures to ascertain the 
cost of an architectural structure which they believed would be in better 
keeping with the subject, because free from party or ‘military bias, and 
calculated to commend itself to the general observer, as well as those of 
more cultivated taste. 

This would also have the additional merit of being adapted to answer 
as a Memorial Structure in behalf of those residents of the Town who fell 
in the War of the Revolution, in case the Town so desired. 

As the result of their investigation, which has been pursued with con- 
siderable care, they are quite satisfied that a ‘ suitable and appropriate 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Memorial”. structure of an architectural character, 
in good taste, and one that will be a substantial and attractive ornament 
to the Town, of ten or twelve feet base, and from twenty-five to forty feet 
in height, can be thoroughly built in the best material of ‘‘ Concord” or 

of ‘‘ rose-colored granite,” done 1 in the finest and most artistic manner, in- 
cluding the cost of everything, ‘excepting the small item of grading and 
fencing, for the sum of $18,000. 

It should perhaps be yet more distinctly stated that this sum of eighteen 
thousand dollars ($18,000) cost, has been arrived at through the judgment 
of careful and experienced architects, who have exhibited sketches and 
plans, and also from actual proposals given by responsible contractors who 
offer to give bond to build the structure for the sum named. 

The Committee would willingly have gone further and reported designs 
and plans,as some may perhaps have expected they would do, but the 
vote under which they acted restricted them to the points that they have 
presented herein; and rather than exceed their powers, they preferred to 
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leave further action to a “‘ building committee,” to whom such matters 
would properly belong should the Town see fit to act in this direction. 

The Committee would only add that they have expended but two thirds 
of the town appropriation allowed to them for investigating the matter ; 
viz., the sum of two hundred dollars ($200) ; and respectfully ask to be 
discharged.

At a special town meeting, held on May 19, 1874, the following 
votes were passed, to wit : — 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized to purchase a lot of 
land, not more than thirty acres, situated on Grove street, now 
belonging to I. P. Clark, trustee, to be used for a Town Cemetery, 
with full powers to purchase said lot if, in their judgment, it is 
for the best interests of the town so to do, at a price not exceed- 
ing sixteen hundred dollars per acre. 

Voted, That said land, when so purchased, until otherwise 
ordered by the town, shall be under the charge of the Selectmen, 
who may appoint a Superintendent, and all improvements shall be 
under their direction, with full powers to lay out said land for a 
Cemetery, and sell burying-rights to persons applying, making 
returns of such sales to the Town Treasurer, who shall collect all 
money paid for the same, crediting it to the account of Town 
Cemetery, and charging all money paid for land and the improve- 
ments thereof to said account. 

Voted, That the Treasurer is hereby authorized to borrow the 
sum of fifty-three thousand dollars, giving the notes of the town 
for the same, countersigned by the Selectmen; and said sum is 
hereby appropriated to the purchase of said land and the improve- 
ments thereof. 

Voted, That the Selectmen prepare and report to the town such 
rules and by-laws as they may deem proper for the regulation of 
the Cemetery, when laid out for that purpose. 
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Agreeably to the foregoing votes, the Selectmen would respect- 
fully submit to the town the following report, and also a plan of 
the land, as laid out for the purposes of a Cemetery, prepared by 
Ernst W. Bowditch and Franklin Copeland, landscape gardeners. 

The lot of land containing thirty acres, situated on Grove 
street, has been purchased for the sum of forty-eight thousand 
dollars. 

Mr. Thomas S. Pettingill has been appointed Superintendent of 
the Cemetery. 

The price of burial-rights has been fixed, until otherwise 
ordered, at the following prices : — 


- Two hundred dollars. 
One hundred and fifty dollars. 
One hundred dollars. 
Fifty dollars. 
Ten dollars for single interments. 


The following votes are submitted, as follows, to wit :— 


1. Voted, That thetract of about thirty acres of land, conveyed to 
the town of Brookline by Samuel Shackell and others, trustees, by 
their deed, dated July 8, 1874, and recorded in the Registry of 
Deeds for the County of Norfolk, in Book 456, Page 280, be set. 
apart for the purposes of a Cemetery, and held by the town in per- 
petual trust, — first, for the use of those to whom separate lots, or 
exclusive burial-rights, shall be allotted, assigned or conveyed, and 
their representatives and assigns; second, for the use of all who 
shall bury their dead therein in accordance with the rules and 
reculations that may from time to time be in force in relation 
thereto, or by permission of the trustees having charge thereof; 
and it is hereby declared that all citizens resident within the town 
shall be entitled to bury their dead therein, conforming to such 
rules and regulations. 

2. Voted, That the chairman of the Selectmen be authorized to 
execute and acknowledge such instrument as may be necessary for 
the purpose of causing the foregoing declaration of trust to be 
properly recorded in the Registry of Deeds for Norfolk County.

3. Voted, Thatthe management and control of the Cemetery shall 
be confided to a Board of seven Trustees; who shall have full 
charge thereof, and the direction of laying out, grading, improv- 
ing and ornamenting the same; and of the expenditure of all 
moneys appropriated therefor; and authority to make all needful 
rules and regulations respecting the occupation and use thereof, 
subject to approval by the town; and’ also authority to convey, 
assign and allot either separate lots or exclusive. burial-rights, or 
to grant permits for burial, upon such terms and conditions, and 
for such considerations, as they shall determine to be just, right 
and expedient, having reference and regard to the cost of said 
tract, and the expense of preparing and fitting the same for the 
purposes of the Cemetery. Provided, however, that all convey- 
ances of separate lots or exclusive burial-rights shall be made 
subject to such provisions as will ensure the proper future care 
of the grounds, either by the proprietor of each lot, or by the 
town or its trustees at the expense of the proprietor. 

4. Voted, That all conveyances, assignments and allotments of 
separate lots or exclusive burial-rights shall be made in writing, 
signed by not less than four of the trustees, and recorded by the 
Clerk upon a book kept by him for the purpose, under the super- 
vision and direction of the Board; and the Board of Trustees are 
hereby authorized in behalf of the town to make such convey- 
ances, assignments and allotments from time to time, which shall 
have the effect to confer an equitable title or interest only, the 
legal title remaining in the town in perpetual trust. 

Upon such conveyance, assignment or allotment being made 
and recorded, a certificate of proprietorship shall be made to the 
owner, describing the lot and the right granted, to be signed by 
the Chairman and Clerk, and otherwise to be in such form as the 
trustees shall prescribe. 

5. Voted, That the chairman of the Selectmen for the time 
being, ex-officio, shall be a member and chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of the Cemetery ; the other six members shall be elected 
at the annual meeting for election of town officers, —two for the 
term of one year, two for two years, and two for three years; 
after which two members of said Board shall be elected annually 
for three years. Vacancies in the Board shall be filled by ap- 


pointment by the Selectmen until the next annual meeting; when 
a new member or members shall be elected for the unexpired 
term. 

6. Voted, That the Town Clerk shall act as clerk of the Board 
of Trustees of the Cemetery. 

7. Voted, 'That suitable provision be made for the transfer of 
certificates of proprietorship for recording the same, and the issue 
of new certificates, in such manner and form, upon such conditions 
and by the payment of such clerical fees, as the trustees shall 
prescribe.

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REPORT OF THE 


COMMITTEE ON THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Or, BRO © hr BINun. 


THE committee appointed to consider the subject of the 
reorganization of the Fire Department, having given the 
subject their careful. attention, respectfully submit the 
_ following report : — 


The equipment of the Department, at the present time, 
consists of one Steam Fire Engine; one Hand Engine (not in 
use) ; one Hand Hook and Ladder Truck; two Hand Hose 
Carriages ; three horses; five thousand feet of hose. 

The Town also owns two Engine-houses, both of them 
substantial and commodious buildings, and sufficient for all 
the needs of the Fire Department, in that portion of the 
town where they are located, for many years tocome. The 
Hook and Ladder Carriage and the Hand Engine are located 
in the building nearly opposite the Town Hall; the Steam 
Engine and Hose Carriages are located in the one near the 
railroad bridge.

Although the Hose Carriage is run by horse-power, it is 
altogether too small for the quantity of hose now required 
at fires. It is arranged only to seat the driver and one other 
man, and is far too light for the service required of it. The 
Hook and Ladder Carriage is in all respects a hand carriage, 
and cannot, at any reasonable cost, be altered so as to be 
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drawn by horses, and carry the men belonging to it, as such 
carriages should always have the capacity of doing. The 
ladders have to be piled upon it, one upon another, the 
longest and the first to come into use at the bottom, and it 
is in every way unsuitable for the service. 

The committee recommend the purchase of a horse Hose 
and Hook and Ladder Carriage, which shall not only have

$2,500. Toward their payment the Hand Engine and the 
old Hook and Ladder Carriage would produce, by Ee sale, 
probably $750. 

It has been suggested the Steam Fire Engine might be 
dispensed with now that water has been introduced. As the 
number of buildings in the town is rapidly increasing, many 
of them of great height, the committee have come to the 
conclusion that it had better be retained, and made the 
nucleus of our system. No considerable amount could be 
- saved by resorting to any other method or plan, except that 
of hydrants ; and no other could compare with it in efficiency 
and value. Should it be given up, a considerable addition 
would be made to the rate of insurance now charged, involy- 
ing, in this way, a greater expense to the town than the 
maintenance of the department upon the plan now recom- 
mended. 

The committee further recommend that the whole force, 
with the equipment, should be concentrated inone building, — 
that opposite the Town Hall, as the most central point. 
There is ample room in that building for all the wants of the 
department. 

The town owns three horses, two of which are assigned 
to the Steam Engine, and one to the Hose Carriage.

He should be required to room in or near 
the Engine-house. | In addition to a Chief Engineer the com- 
mittee recommend that the force of the department consist 
of one Engineer and Driver for the steamer; a Driver for 
the hose carriage, and twenty-five men; twelve of whom, 
with their foreman, should be assigned to the engine and 
hose-carriage ; and eleven, with their foreman, to the hook 
and ladder carriage. At least one-half of the force should ' 
be required to room in the Engine-house.

The committee would recommend that, upon the applica- 
tion of a number of citizens from parts of the town distant 
from the present engine-house, for a quantity of hose not 
exceeding five hundred feet, the Selectmen be authorized 
at their discretion to furnish that amount of hose, on their 
being satisfied that it will be committed to parties competent 
to take care of it, and to use the same in case of fires.

OF BROOK LIN E. 


Tue undersigned members of the committee appointed to 
consider the subject of the reorganization of the Fire De- 
partment, having given the subject their careful attention, 
respectfully submit the following report : — 


The equipment of the Department, at the present time, 
consists of one Steam Fire Engine ; one Hand Engine (not in 
use) ; one Hand Hook and Ladder Truck; two Hand Hose 
Carriages ; three horses ; five thousand feet of hose. 

The Town also owns two Engine-houses, both of them 
substantial and commodious buildings, and sufficient for all 
the needs of the Fire Department, in that portion of the 
town where they are located, for many years to come. The 
Hook and Ladder Carriage and the Hand Engine are located 
in the building nearly opposite the Town Hall; the Steam 
Engine and Hose Carriages are located in the one near the 
railroad bridge.

The undersigned, elected at the annual town meeting of the 
inhabitants of Brookline, held on the 24th day of March A. D., 
1875, as Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, Surveyors of High- 
ways, and Board of Health, for the year ensuing, respectfully sub- 
mit to the inhabitants at their annual town meeting to be holden 
on the 20th day of March A. D., 1876, the following report of 
their doings, and of the affairs of the town from the time when 
they assumed the trust imposed upon them. 

They held their first meeting on the 25th day of March, 1875, 
and organized the Board by choosing Mr. Thomas Parsons as 
Chairman, and Mr. Charles D. Lincoln as Clerk of the Board. 

Regular weekly meetings of the Board have been held every 
Monday during the year, excepting in the month of August, 
during which month two meetings were held. Special meet- 
ings have been held before the County Commissioners on’ the 
petition of the town asking for the relocation and widening of 
Aspinwallavenue. Several hearings were given at Dedham and 
Brookline. 

Aspinwall avenue has been laid out agreeably to plan as ap- 
proved by the town. All damages for land taken have been 
determined and settled. 

At the first meeting of the Board the several Standing Com- 
mittees on Police, Street Lamps, Repairs and Care of Public 
Buildings, Town Hall, Auditing Accounts, Public Grounds, Fire 
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Department, Sewers, Poor and Internal Health were appointed ; 
the Highway Districts were assigued to the several Surveyors, 
Police Officers were appointed and a Keeper of the Lock-up. 


April Ist. It was ordered that the street lights should be put 
out at twelve o’clock, the appropriation having been reduced by 
a vote of the town. 

April 7th. Mr. George aes resigned his position as- Super- 
intendent of Streets. 

April 29th. Three Engineers of the Fire Department were 
appointed. Weighers of Coal and Keepers of the Hay Seales 
were appointed, 

May 3. A hearing was given on the location of a stable of 
the Metropolitan Railroad Company. A convention of the 
Selectmen and School Committee was held to fill a vacancy in 
the School Committee. William Hobbs, Esq., was chosen. It 
was unanimously voted by the Selectmen ‘that no licenses to 
sell intoxicating or spirituous liquors be granted.” 


_ May 6. License was granted to the Metropolitan Railroad 
Company to erect a stable in Waluut street. Notice was issued 
for a public hearing on sewers. 

May 10. A Committee was chosen to consider the subject of 
a town grade. 

May 13. Mbountfort street and Monmouth court were laid out 
as town ways. 

June 2, A location was established for the Boston and 
Northwestern Railroad Company. 

June 7.—Eben W. Reed was appointed Sener of 
Streets for three months. 

June 14,—Contracts were awarded for watering the streets 
and for cleaning vaults, privies and cesspools. 


July 12.—A hearing was given on the location of a track to 
the stable of the Metropolitan Railroad Company, and the 
location asked for was granted. 

July 19.--A hearing was given on laying out Juniper and 
Flora streets ; also, Morss and Walter avenues. 
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July 26.—Contract for supplying the town with coal for the 
use of public buildings was awarded. 

Aug. 9.—Acting as a Board of Health, Mr. S. R. Hart was 
notified to abate a nuisance on Sewall place. 

Sept. 13.—Mr. Bradford Kingnian’s claim for damages to his 
estate was settled. 

Sept. 27.—The claim of the town of Marblehead was settled. 

Oct. 4-~ A convention of the Boards of Selectmen and 
School Committee was held, Rev. H. N. Brown was elected 
to fill a vacancy on the School Committee. 

Oct. 18.— An order of notice was issued for a hearing on a 
common sewer from Washington street to Charles river, to be 
given Oct. 27. 

Nov. 1.—A new order of notice was issued for the same pur- 
pose to be given on Nov. 11. 

Nov. 11.—All parties interested and known to the Selectmen 
having been notified, and notice having been duly posted, and no 
objection being made to the order of notice, the heariny upon 
laying out a sewer was opened, and all parties wishing it were 
heard. | 

Nov. 15.—Juniper and Flora streets, Morss and Walter ave 
nues were laid out as town ways. 

Nov. 17.—An adjourned hearing was given on the laying out 
of a common sewer. 

Nov. 29.—St. Mary’s street was laid out as a town way. 

Dec. 13.—The laying out of a town sewer was adjudicated 
upon. 

Dec. 206.—A town grade of sixteen feet was established agree- 
ably to law. 

Approved and signed a plan and description of a common 
sewer, and filed the same in the office of the Town Clerk. 

The subject of awarding damages to all parties owning land on 
the route of the sewer was considered. 

Dec. 27.—Otlered reward for the detection and conviction of 
incendiaries. 
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Jan. 3, 1876.—Hearing of Mr. John McCormack’s claim. 
Jan. 10.—Issued notice of the establishment of a town grade. 


Jan. 31.—Hearing of Mr. McCormack’s case closed.

HIGHWAYS. 


As Surveyors of Highways the Selectmen have had general 
supervision of’ the streets. for particulars they refer to the fol- 
lowing report of Mr. A. H. French. 


To the Selectmen of Brookline: 


GENTLEMEN :—The following is a brief summary of work done 
in the Highway Department during the past year. 

The ordinary highway repairs, heretofore reported more in 
detail, have been made under the direction of the Superintendent, 
and nearly altogether with the town teams. 

The method of repair has been similar to that of last year, with 
the exception that there has been no broken stone used, the repairs 
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being made exclusively with such gravel as the different parts of 
the town afforded; but by constant attention, the streets have 
been kept in a condition that will compare favorably with previous 
years, and with similarly made streets in the neighboring cities 
and towns. ; 

The cost of maintaining streets as much travelled as are some 
of our main thoroughfares, is naturally much larger than if they 
were built of more durable material, either on the McAdam or 
Telford principle ; and it would seem the part of economy for the 
town to inaugurate a system of rebuilding with stone, in a most 
thorough manner, such of our main streets as are now built of 
gravel. The work might be done in sections of a mile, yearly, for 
instance, so that the burden of paying for the same would not be 
seriously felt, and ultimately the result would be to largely re- 
duce the annual expense for repairs, besides greatly improving 
the character of our streets. 

Quite a considerable item in the expense for repairs has been 
occasioned by the fact that where water and gas pipes have been 
laid, there was left a longitudinal ridge, that destroyed the proper 
cross-section of the streets, and prevented surface water from 
readily flowing into the gutters; these ridges have been picked’ 
down in the most travelled streets, restoring them to their former 
cross-section. 


New STREETS AND WIDENINGS. 


The improvement at the corner of School and Washington 
streets was finished early in the season. Curbing and concrete 
walk have been laid, connecting the walks previously built. 

Monmouth street, the grading of which was stated as being in 
progress in the last annual report, was finished about the first 
of July. 

No work has been done on Mountfort street since its acceptance, 

Monmouth court, since its acceptance by the town, has been 
completed, the entire expense being borne by Mr. Amos A. 
Lawrence. 

The work on the extension of St. Mary’s street is being per- 
formed by contract, and was commenced Jan. 21, 1876; an 
arrangement has been made with the contractor, Mr. James 
Driscoll, whereby the town teams are being employed on the work. 
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The widening of Boylston street, opposite the estate of Dr. 
Shurtleff, was performed by contract, and was completed in the 
month of May. The rock excavated is stored on the stable lot, 
and when broken, will prove valuable for road material. 


CROSS-WALKS. 


In addition to the repairs of cross-walks laid previous to this 
year, new walks have been laid in the following locations : 
Across Carlton street at Ivy street. 
‘¢ vy street at Prescott street. 
‘¢ Mountfort street at Essex street. 
Davis avenue at Cypress street. 
‘¢ Davis avenue at Washington street. 
‘¢ Washington street at opposite the store of George 
Wi bird. 
Across School street at Washington street. 


Town STABLE AND Lot. 


As stated in the last annual report, the town at the beginning 
of the year owned eleven working horses, and also a carriage 
horse, which was formerly used by the Superintendent of Streets. 
In the course of the year the carriage horse has been sold, one of 
the working horses taken in November for the use of the Fire De- 
partment, and another of the working horses, having been pro- 
nounced incurably lame by a veterinary surgeon, was killed Jan. 
31, 1876. 

All the working horses have been constantly employed on the 
repairs of streets, and on such other work as was not performed 
by contract. 

The stable lot is gradually being graded up with ashes and the 
refuse from streets, which it would be difficult to dispose of elsewhere. 


CoLLECTING ASHES. 
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The ashes have been collected regularly once a week, and de- 
posited on the town lots, except in a few instances, where the haul 
was so great.as to make it economical to give them to individuals 
in the vicinity where they were collected.

There have been laid in various streets 1,040 square yards of 
gutter paving. ) 
BREAKING STONE FOR Roap MATERIAL. 


During the month of January twenty-five men have been em- 
ployed on this work the first three days of each week, and twenty- 
five others the last three days; so that fifty men, in addition to 
the drivers of the town teams, were furnished with work a part of 
every week. 

Thus far the work has been done altogether at the Fairmount 
pit; it is the intention, however, to prepare road material at the 
stable lot, at the town lot on Newton street, and‘also at the Brigh- 
ton pit, in order to facilitate repairs in all sections of the town. 


SIDEWALKS. 


There have been no gravel walks built, and a much smaller 
amount than heretofore of concrete walks.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


As a Board of Health, several petitions have been presented 
and acted upon. The following by-law, in addition to the ex- 
isting by-laws on Health, has been adopted by the town : 


BY-LAW IN ADDITION TO THE EXISTING BY-LAWS ON HEALTH. 


Section 1. No person shall remove or carry on, along, or 
through any of the public ways or places of the town of Brookline, 
any night soil, or the contents of any privy, vault or cesspool, 
unless the person so removing or carrying the same, shall have 
been duly licensed so to do by the Selectmen. 

And any license granted for such purpose shall state the mode 
in which the same shall be removed or carried. Any person offend- 
ing against this by-law shall forfeit and pay into the town treasury 
the sum of twenty dollars for each and every offence. 

Section 2. The Selectmen shall annually contract for the re- 
moval of the contents of privies, vaults and cesspools, within the 
town, and citizens may, until otherwise ordered, give notice at the 
police station when their vaults, privies or cesspools need clean- 
ing, and the expense of such cleaning shall be paid by the person 
making application therefor. 

Adopted by the town April 28, 1875. Approved by the Supe- 
rior Court, Oct. 6, 1875. 
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Agreeably to the above by-law, a contract was made with Mr. 
A. Spear to remove the contents of privies, vaults, cesspools, etc., 
at the rate of three dollars per load, the same as last year. Soon 
after making the contract Mr. Spear moved his residence and the 
work has since been performed by Mr. Hugh Murray upon the 
same terms. 

A contract for collecting and removing house. offal for one 
year from the date of said contract, viz. July 1, 1875, was made 
with Francis Malia, of Sewall street. The amount to be paid him 
is four hundred and fifty dollars per year. Said offal is to be 
taken daily, Sunday and legal holidays excepted, during the 
months of May, June, July, August and September, and three 
times per week during the rest of the year. Any person desiring 
to have offal removed or having any complaint to make of the 
manner in which it is removed, is requested to leave word at the 
police station on Prospect street. ‘The ashes and debris of houses 
have been taken by the town teams as usual on Fridays and 
Saturdays. 

For the vital and mortuary statistics reference is made to the 
report of the Town Clerk. 


CLAIMS AGAINST THE TOWN. 


The case of George Baty Blake, petitioner, vs. the County of 
Norfolk, to recover damages alleged to have been sustained by 
him by reason of the relocation of Washington street was 
referred, as stated in the last annual report, to William G. Russell, 
Samuel Little and William S. Mixter. The petitioner appeared 
by his counsel, Messrs. Brooks, Ball and Storey, Hon. Waldo 
Colburn and William H.,Towne. The respondent was repre- 
sented by Moses Williams, Jr. After several protracted hear- 
ings, examination of the premises, plans and evidence, and 
arguments on both sides, the case was determined by an atvard 
in favor of the petitioner of $6,342.74 ; interest, $44.39; costs, 
$665.20 ; total, $7,052.33. The amount: previously awarded 
by the County Commissioners was $3,500, and the amount 
claimed by the petitioner upon the trial was $30,000, and his 
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damages were variously estimated by his own witnesses at from 
$ 12,000 to $30,000. 

The case of Waltham vs. Brookline, to recover for support 
of a pauper, in which, as stated in the last report, a verdict was 
taken for the plaintiffs in the Middlesex Superior Court, has been 
carried to the Supreme Judicial Court upon exceptions of the 
town of Brookline. The case was considered to involve points 
which might be important as precedents in the future, and as a 
judgment in a pauper case settles forever the domicile of the 
pauper, thus making him a permanent charge upon a town against 
whom payment is recovered, and as the wealth of Brookline 
invites the attempt of other towns to shift upon her their liabili- 
ties, it was vigorously contested throughout. 

The Supreme Court have granted a new trial sustaining the 
position of the town of Brookline, and itis believed that the next 
verdict must be favorable upon the evidence. 

The case of Marblehead vs. Brookline, in Essex Superior 
Court, involving somewhat similar points, has been settled for 
$200, and judgment has been entered for the defendants, which 
judgment is believed to be a permanent bar to any future claim. 

The case of Sarah Lyons, by her next friend, vs. Inhabitants 
of Brookline, was an action to recover $5,000 for personal injuries 
occasioned to the infant plaintiff by the fall of a curb-stone upon 
her on Boylston street, Brookline, upon August 17, 1874. 

The case was tried in Norfolk Superior Court, January 19, 
1876, and the court ruled, after full argument upon the evidence, 
that the action could not be maintained and directed a verdict for 
defendants. 

The plaintiff alleged exceptions which were argued in the 
full bench of the Supreme Court, January 28, 1876, when the 
exceptions were overruled and the judgment of the Superior 
Court, affirmed. 

The case of M. K. Chase and another vs. the Inhabitants of 
Brookline, is now pending in the Superior Court for Norfolk 
County, to recover a bill of items for stone alleged to have been 
used on the Town Hall. Owing to the number of items in the 
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account, the case has been referred to an auditor, before whom it 
will soon be tried. 

The claim of Bradford Kingman has been settled by the pay- 
ment of $250. 

The three suits of Col. Thomas Aspinwall, for damage to his 
estate, by reason of the relocation and widening of Aspinwall 
avenue, have been settled by the payment of $8,681.33. 

The two suits of Col. Thomas Aspinwall, for damages caused 
by building sewer, have been withdrawn from court, where they 
have been pending six years, upon the payment by: the town of 
$200, plaintiff’s costs. 

The suit of Thomas Leahy, for damage for injuries sustained by 
him, caused by alleged defect in the highway, has been settled by 
the payment of $160. The amount claimed by him was $5,000. 

A claim for damage alleged to have been sustained by the 
Jamacia Pond Aqueduct Company, by the raising of the grade 
of Pond avenue, has been argued before the Supreme Court. 

The claims of parties who subscribed towards the purchase of, 
the Library Lot, so called, situated on the corner of Cypress 
street and Cypress place, have been paid in full with interest, 
agreeably to the vote of the town. 

The claim of P. Bowen, for damages to his estate on Boylston 
street, caused by a change of grade, has been settled by payment 
of $500, and suit withdrawn. 

All claims against the town for damages in laying out streets 
have been settled, and as the annexed by-law concerning the 
laying out of town ways, or alterations thereof, has been adopted 
by the town and approved by the Superior Court, it is not 
probable that the town will be subjected to future suits. 


BY-LAW CONCERNING THE LAYING OUT OF TOWN WAYS, OR ALTERA- 
TIONS THEREOF. 


Whenever any way shall have been laid out or altered by the 
Selectmen, and accepted and allowed by the town, no entry for the 
purpose of constructing any part of such laying out or alteration 
shall be made, until all claims for damages by reason thereof shall 
have been finally adjusted or determined ; unless such entry shall 
be authorized by special vote of the town.

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FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ENGINEERS 
‘OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


To the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Brookline: 


As Engineers of the Fire Department we beg leave to submit 
the following report and recommendations : 


CoMPANIES AND APPARATUS NOW IN SERVICE. 


One second-class Amoskeag Steam Fire Engine, named Thomas 
Parsons, in perfect order and repair, and equipped in all particu- 
lars in a first-class manner. This piece of apparatus is stored in 
the engine house on Washington street, opposite Guild’s corner. 

Connected with it are two permanent men (one engineman and 
one driver), and two horses. 

In the stable connected with the house in which the horses are 
kept are, one set of pole harness, one set of lead harness (for 
winter use), and all blankets and stable equipments necessary for 
present use for this piece of apparatus. The engineman and 
driver have been allowed twenty-four (24) hours per month leave 
of absence from duty ; and at such times, and in case of sickness, 
a call engineman has been provided. 

In the same house is stored, and used as a horse hose carriage, 
a piece of apparatus originally intended for, and has, previous to 
the first of May (1875) eighteen hundred and seventy-five, been 
used as a hand hose carriage. In the first month of our term it 
was found necessary to alter this, so that it might be drawn by a 
horse. A pair of shafts belonging to the supply wagon were at- 
tached, and a temporary seat constructed, and has since been used 
and manned by a company of fifteen (15) men. 

The call driver, with horse formerly attached to the supply 
wagon, were detailed for duty on this carriage. The horse doing 
duty on this piece of apparatus was taken sick of the then pre- 
vailing disease, epizootic, and died Oct. 24, 1875, of diseases 
resulting therefrom. His place was filled for a time by a horse 
hired for the purpose, and has since been, and is now filled by a 
horse from the Town Highway Department. 

During the past year a pung has been purchased and stored in 
this house for winter service. 

One hand hook and ladder truck, located at house on Wash- 
ington street, nearly opposite the Town Hall. 7 
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This carriage has been in service nearly five years, and may 
have been at the time of purchase fully adequate to the necessities 
of the town. But in consideration of the fact that during the past 
year buildings have been constructed in our village (or town 
centre) to a height far exceeding the longest splice ladder on this 
carriage, in the opinion of this Board it is expedient that the town 
furnish and equip a hook and ladder carriage equal to the present 
and future requirements of the town. The average number of 
the roll of this company, since May 1st, has not exceeded twelve, 
although by a vote of this Board the company are allowed fifteen 
men. Since the reduction in the numbers of this company, a 
horse has been furnished by Messrs. Stone and Goodspeed, to 
assist in drawing the apparatus to fires. 

One hand engine, of Hunneman build, in prime order and fully 
equipped, thoroughly repaired three years since, and supplied with 
all the modern improvements. In July last, the Board received 
notice from the Board of Water Commissioners that the fire 
hydrants connected with the Brookline Water Works could be 
used by them for the extinguishment of fires. It was deemed 
advisable to put the hand engine out of service, and after reducing ' 
the company from thirty-five (385) to fifteen (15) men, the re- 
mainder were instructed to run a hand two-wheel hose carriage 
until such time as the town might see fit to take some action in 
regard to re-organization of the Fire Department. 

At the last annual meeting of the town the appropriation for 
the support of the Fire Department was reduced from twelve thou- 
sand five hundred dollars ($12,500) to seven thousand five hun- 
dred dollars ($7,500), thereby necessitating the reduction of the 
pay of the firemen from fifty dollars ($50) to twenty-five dollars 
($25) per annum. This sum is far too small, and the town should 
make an appropriation large enough, so that at least the firemen 
receive the old salary of fifty dollars ($50) per annum. 


Hose. 


The total amount of hose in the department is four thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-five feet (4,825), as follows: 

Three thousand three hundred and fifty feet (8,350) Boyd’s 
Patent Cotton Hose, all of which is in service, and the larger 
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portion of it (having been purchased within the last five years) is in 
excellent condition. One thousand feet of leather hose, five years 
in service, most of which is in good condition; several pieces have 
been damaged and repaired. 

In addition, one short piece of leather, twenty-five feet, in fair 
condition. 

One hundred feet of rubber hose, in an uncertain condition, but 
probably not reliable. 

Three hundred and fifty feet New England rubber-lined linen 
hose, in service two years; not reliable. 

Three hundred feet of hose have, during this year, been con- 
demned as unfit for service. 


FIREs. 


During the past year the Department has been called upon to 
respond to twenty-six (26) alarms, as follows: 

Feb. 13, thirty-eight minutes past nine, P. M., false or unneces- 
sary alarm. 

Feb. 24, forty-five minutes past seven P. M., burning of hay- 
stack belonging to the estate of John Warren, Warren street, loss 
fifty dollars ($50). 

Feb. 28, thirty minutes past two P. M., stable on Longwood 
avenue, Boston Highlands. 

April 8, fifty minutes past eight P. M., stable on Heath street, 
Boston Highlands. 

April 27, twenty-five minutes past nine A. M., fire in leaves on 
land of Candler & Foster, Chestnut street; fire extinguished by . 
use of buckets. 

April 27, forty-five minutes past eleven P. M., burning of the 
stable of Arthur Finegan on Brookline avenue. Loss about one 
thousand dollars ($1,000). 

April 30, twenty minutes past eleven P. M., unnecessary alarm. 

May 1, thirty minutes past eight P. M., unnecessary alarm. 

May 8, thirty minutes past ten P. M., stable in Brighton. 

May 13, forty-five minutes past seven P. M., unnecessary 
alarm. 

May 16, twenty minutes past two P. M., caused by fire in the 
House of the Good Shepherd, Tremont street, Boston Highlands. 
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May 29, ten minutes past six P. M., fire in the woods at corner 
of Freeman and St. Paul’s streets. 

May 30, twenty minutes past eight P. M., unnecessary alarm. 

June 1, forty-five minutes past eight P. M., unnecessary 
alarm. 

June 8, ten minutes past five P. M., stable on Brookline avenue, 
Boston Highlands. 

July 28, forty-five minutes past three P. M., burning of a plan- 
ing mill, Brighton District, Boston. 

August 12, twenty minutes past two P. M., burning of clothes 
in the closet of the house of Mrs. Maloney on Pearl street, damage 
_ slight. 

Oct. 16, fifteen minutes past ten P. M., burning of barn on 
Fisher estate, and occupied for storage of hay, etc., by Eben Reed. 
Loss about two thousand dollars ($2,000). 

Oct. 19, fifty minutes past ten P.M., burning of barn, hay, etc., 
on Longwood avenue, owned by Charles Stearns. Building and 
contents nearly destroyed. Loss about two thousand dollars 
($2,000). 

Oct. 21, forty-five minutes past six P. M., caused by rekindling 
of fire in hay on Longwood avenue, at barn of Mr. Stearns. 

Noy. 1, forty-five minutes past seven P. M., fire in Brighton 
District, Boston. 

Noy. 6, thirty minutes past one A. M., fire in Belmont. 

Dec. 23, twenty minutes past twelve A. M., burning of barn of 
James Driscoll on Emerald street. Five valuable horses were 
suffocated, eight watering carts, sleds, buggies, wagons, harness, | 
teols, etc., were consumed. Two engines were, however, saved 
in a damaged condition. Loss to Mr. Driscoll estimated at 
thirteen thousand dollars ($13,000), partially covered by insurance. 

Jan. 2, thirty minutes past six P. M., fire in Brighton District, 
Boston. 

Jan. 9, fifteen minutes past seven P. M., caused by the building 
up of a fire in a stove in the unfinished building corner of Davis 
avenue and Washington street, owned by John Panter. Alarm 
unnecessary. 

Feb. 2, fifteen minutes past eight P. M. Alarm caused by fire 
in building in process of erection by John Panter, situated on 
corner of Davis avenue and Washington street. Fire caused by 
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an overheated stove, carelessly placed in an entry. Damage 
slight. 

Seven of these alarms were unnecessary, eight caused by fires 
in the city of Boston, and eleven within the limits of our town. 
The loss by fire the past year has been about eighteen thousand 
and fifty dollars ($18,050), of this amount about one-half being 
covered by insurance. 


HypDRANTS. 


There are nine hydrants connected with the city of Boston 
water mains, located on Boylston and Washington streets and 
Brookline avenue, the same as last year. Six are of the Lowry 
pattern, and three of the old Boston pattern. 

Connected with the Brookline Water Works, and under control 
of the Board of Engineers, for use at fires are one hundred and 
thirty-two hydrants, all of which, with one exception, are Boston 
Machine Company’s Post Hydrants. One Lowry hydrant, located 
in the street nearly opposite Mr. Kenrick’s shop. ‘The location of 
these hydrants can be found by reference to the report of the 
Water Commission. 


° RESERVOIRS. 


The Board have to report the same number of reservoirs as last 
year, located as follows: Harvard square; Prospect street, near 
police station; corner of Cypress and Washington streets ; Har- 
vard school-yard on Beacon street, corner of Harvard; near 
Christ’s Church, Carlton street, Longwood; corner Kent street 
and Sewall avenue; St. Paul’s street, near Alton street; corner of 
Harvard and Auburn streets ; junction Marion and Vernon streets ; 
in addition we have a well near the rear entrance to the Public 
Library, not capable of giving more than a few minutes’ supply to 
one engine. . . 

These reservoirs were built to contain (with one exception) 
thirty thousand (30,000) gallons each, and are at present in good 
condition, and filled with water. In our opinion these reservoirs 
should be connected by pipes and gates with the street water mains. 
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DEPARTMENT BUILDINGS. 


The buildings of the town under our charge are in good repair, 
and with the expenditure of a small sum required for painting of 
parts of the exterior, will require but a small sum to keep the 
same in good order and repair the coming year. 

In the last annual report of the Board of Engineers it was 
recommended that a competent Committee be appointed to take 
into consideration the reorganization of the Fire Department, 
fire alarm telegraphs, etc. A Committee appointed for that pur. 
pose made a report in print at an adjourned meeting. The report 
of this Committee however was not accepted. Another Committee 
was appointed who have since made a report to the town which 
was accepted, but at the next adjourned meeting, by request of the 
Chairman of the Committee, was recommitted to them for further 
consideration. 

In consideration of the fact that thus far, at least, nothing sat- 
isfactory has resulted from our recommendations of last year, we 
feel it our duty to make the following statements of the absolute 
necessities of the town, and the necessary sums of money required 
to carry out the same. In the opinion of this Board the town — 
ought no longer to delay the purchase and proper equipment of 
the following pieces of apparatus: one hook and ladder truck and 
two hose carriages. This apparatus, with four horses, one set 
double, and two single harnesses, building of stalls, and the 
necessary stable equipments, would require an appropriation of 
five thousand one hundred and fifty dollars ($5,150). 

The department would then consist of one steam fire engine, 
one hook and ladder truck, two hose carriages, five permanent 
men, thirty-eight call men, and three engineers. Six horses would » 
be required to draw the apparatus to fires. An appropriation of 
not less than ten thousand dollars ($10,000) would be required for 
running expenses of the same. In addition to this the sum of 
three thousand three hundred dollars ($3,300) will be required to 
pay a water-tax for the use of one hundred and thirty-two hydrants 
connected with the Brookline Water Works. 

The hand engine, hand hook and ladder truck, and hand hose 
carriage, in the event of this change, would be of no use to the 
town, and by proper management the town would realize the sum 
of one thousand dollars ($1,000) for the same. 
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Fire ALARM TELEGRAPHS AND CHEMICAL ENGINES. 


In the last annual report of the Board of Engineers some space 
was given to the consideration of these two subjects, and at the 
present time we still see the same reasons for the adoption of this 
plan for the protection of property distant from the present 
apparatus. 


AcKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


To the Chief of Police, and the men under his charge, our 
thanks are due for their efforts in preventing false alarms of fire 
and in maintaining order at fires. 

To the Committee on Fire Department of your honorable Board, 
our acknowledgments are due for the support in all our endeavors 
to make the Fire Department as efficient as possible without 
exceeding the limit of the appropriation.

REPORT OF CHIEF OF POLICE. 


To the Selectmen of Brookline: 


GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to submit to you my annual 
report for the year, ending January 31, 1876. 

The number of the police force at the commencement of the 
year, was fourteen men. During the year two men have resigned 
and two have been appointed to fill the vacancy. The whole num- 
ber of arrests during the year has been 322, males 295, females 27.

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In addition to the arrests for drunkenness, a large number who 
were more or less intoxicated were assisted to their homes or 
locked up until sober, then‘discharged. ‘The duties of the police 
have been more arduous than in former years, the many people 
out of employment furnishing time for even well-disposed persons 
to violate the laws, though many petty quarrels and disputes have 
been settled without prosecution. The whole number of persons 
furnished with lodgings has been 507, most of them in a very filthy 
condition, too indolent to use the means necessary for cleanliness, 
preferring to beg or steal rather than work for an honest livelihood. 
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The bodies of four infants have been found, three dead and one living. 
The dead were properly interred by the undertaker, Mr. Pettingill, | 
and the living one was received at the Infant Asylum by the matron 
in charge. Many families have applied for assistance, and I do not 
_ know of a case that has not received immediate attention, and 
been made comfortable. 

By the acts of the Legislature passed last year, regulating the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, it has been impossible to prevent the 
sale, officers having no authority to enter and search for liquors. 
The traffic has been carried on to a greater extent than in former 
years, many persons preferring to bear the curse of intemperance 
than to appear in court against the dealer. The officers have | 
always been ready and willing to enforce the laws, and I have 
always found them faithful in the discharge of their duties, doing 
the same in as quiet a manner as possible. 

I would call your attention to the Longwood District. During 
the summer months many complaints have been made against the 
large number of idlers that infest that location, and also the fast 
driving on Washington, Harvard and Beacon streets, on Sundays. 
It has been almost impossible to protect that part of the town asit 
should be, with the few men I now have. I believe that a small 
mounted force in that vicinity would be a very great advantage to 
check the reckless driving, and protect life and property. I would 
recommend that the town appropriate a sufficient sum to enable 
me to have additional police during the summer months in that 
locality.

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LIGHTING STREETS. 


Thirteen gas and ten oil lamps have been added during the past 
year, making in all four hundred and forty street lamps, three 
hundred and eighty-eight of which are lighted with gas, and fifty- 
two with oil, 

The work of lighting, cleaning and extinguishing has been done 
in a satisfactory manner, by contract with John S. Woods. ‘The 
first quarter of the year the lights were burned all night, and Mr. 
Woods was paid ten dollars each per annum for the gas lamps, 
and twenty dollars each per annum for UEnUSH IDE all materials 
and lighting the oil lamps. 

The Jast three-quarters, or from April 1, 1875, to January 
1, 1876, the lamps were extinguished at midnight, and for lighting 
and extinguishing Mr.’ Woods has been paid eight dollars each 
per annum for the gas and fifteen dollars each per annum for 
furnishing all materials and lighting the oil lamps. The same 
contract is in force at this time with the addition of $1.50 each 
per annum for gas lamps, and five dollars each per annum for oil 
Jamps. This addition being for all the lights at the corners of 
streets which are now burned all night, commencing January 
29, 1876. 

The gas is furnished by the Brookline Gas Company at three 
dollars per thousand feet, and is measured by the burners which 
are regulated to four feet per hour, and are lighted and extin- 
guished by time cards prepared by the company and executed by 
the lamp-lighters. 

The cost of lighting the streets the past year has been sixteen 
thousand three hundred and seventy-six dollars and sixty-three 
cents, including some repairs, being six thousand six hundred and 
forty-six dollars and twenty-five cents less than was expended the 
previous year. 

The Selectmen have received estimates whereby a further sav- 
ing of eighty-six hundred and forty-six dollars and sixty-three 
cents in the actual cost of lighting and care of lights per annum 
may be made, which will make the cost of lighting streets, exclu- 
sive of repairs, seventy-seven hundred and thirty dollars per 
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annum, and will light them the same number of hours as they are 
now lighted. That is, the corner lights to burn all night, and all 
others until midnight. But in order to make this saving it will be 
necessary to expend twenty-five hundred and thirty-two dollars to 
change the present lighting apparatus from gas and common oil 
burners to Woods’ patent duplex reflector burners, such as are now 
in use on Goddard avenue and Tappan street. 

The streets of the town are now well lighted and will compare 
favorably with those of any of the adjoining municipalities and 
will require but few additions to be made the coming year.

OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


As will be seen by the Treasurer’s report, the expenses of this 
department have largely increased during the past year. This 
is due to two causes: first, the lack of employment, consequent 
upon the general stagnation of business, and secondly, to the large 
number of persons who, by the passage of the act of May 28, 
1874, were made Town instead of State paupers. 
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The amount appropriated by the town for the support of the 
poor during the past year is $4,500 00 
To which add amount received from other cities and 

towns for aid rendered to persons residing here, but 

whose settlement is elsewhere, as authorized by 


vote of the town, passed April, 1875, 285 14 
Making total amount of appropriations, $4,785 14 
Amount expended as per Treasurer’s report, 4,687 64 
Balance unexpended, B9T 50 


For the items of this expense, see Treasurer’s report. 

The greater portion of this expense, however, has been incurred 
in the temporary relief of persons residing in the town. 

There are at present but five persons who are entirely sup- 
ported by the town, namely, Sarah A. Ford, at Worcester Lunatic 
Hospital; Michael McGrath, at Northampton Hospital for 
Insane; Anna Murry, at Taunton Lunatic Hospital; Eddie 
McNamara, now boarded with Mrs. Crosby, Brookline avenue, 
and Mary Crawley, with Michael Davis, Washington street, 
Breokline. 

In addition to the above there are four children of Michael 
Burke (both parents are dead,) who are boarded by their uncle, 
Michael Costellow, Emerald street, Brookline. 

Four children of John Frawley, who have no mother, are 
at the Home for Destitute Catholic Children, Harrison avenue, 
Boston. 

Eunice and Kate Fallon, under the care of Overseers of Poor. 
of city of Lawrence, board with their grandmother, at Lawrence, 
Mass., (both parents are dead). 

Two children of William Mullins, with their mother, Pearl 
street, Brookline, and Ann Kennedy, with Dominick Gallagher, 
Sewall place, Brookline. 

For the above named children of Burke, Fallon, Mullins and 
Mrs. Kennedy, special rates are paid. 

There are also four persons residing in the city of Boston to 


29 


whom aid has been given by the city, and the bills paid by us.— 
(See Treasurer’s report). 

The other parties are those residing in town who are partially 
supported and relieved by us. Some of these have received aid 
but two or three times during the year, and others weekly, as their 
wants required. 

The number of families relieved and partially supported during 
the year is ninety-two, composed of three hundred and twenty- 
six persons, of whom one hundred and eighty-six are children. 

By comparing this with last year’s report, it will be seen that 
‘the number of persons and the expense of their support has 
doubled within the year, and if we go further back we find the 
expense to be more than six times as much as it was in 1870 and 
the years previous to that date. 

The following abstract from the Treasurer’s reports, shows the 
cost of this department for the past ten years :—

This brings us to the consideration of the question as to whether 
our present method of dealing with the subject is the best that could 
be devised, as is well known the town has no almshouse, and we 
are obliged to board out or furnish supplies to those whom we are 
bound to care for. This, previous to the year 1870, when the 
cost rarely exceeded seven or eight hundred dollars per year, was 
undoubtedly the cheapest course ; but if the number of the poor 
and the expense of their support should increase, or even remain 
as it now is, it may be advisable for the town to establish an 
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almshouse ; hoping, however, that the return of the spring time 
may bring with it a revival of business, and that the greater 
portion of those whom we are now compelled to aid may again 
become self-supporting, we do not feel like recommending the 
adoption of such a plan at present. 


In the last report mention was made of two suits against the 
town for the support of paupers who it was claimed had settlements 
in this town. One of these, brought by the town of Marblehead, 
has been settled by compromise; the other, by, the town of 
Waltham, is still pending. 


SEWERS AND DRAINS. 


As this subject has recently been before the town, and as it is 
even now in the hands of a Committee, who it is hoped will 
report at the annual March meeting, any extended report from 
us at this time would seem to be superfluous. ‘The town by its, 
action in this matter long ago admitted the necessity of thorough 
drainage, and if it had not done so the introduction of Charles 
river water will soon present you with a much _ stronger argu- 
ment in favor of sewerage than anything that we can say upon the 
subject. It is to be hoped, however, that some plan will be 
speedily devised and put in execution, as nearly one-half the sewers 
already constructed cannot be used for house drainage, as they 
now empty upon private grounds. For size, location, etc., of 


sewers and drains, already built, see report of 1875, pages 17, 18, 
and 19. 


Sewers or Drains ConstrucreD. 


A drain for the disposal of surface water collecting in Pleas- 
ant street, at the junction with Freeman street, has been laid 
through Freeman street and for three hundred feet northerly on 
St. Paul’s street, discharging into the deep basin east of the last 
named street. The right to drain into this basin is only temporary. 
The town is to pay one dollar per year for the right of drainage 
into this basin, either party has the right to discontinue this 
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arrangement upon giving six months notice. Judging from the © 
natural features of the land it seemed probable that Freeman 
street in the future drainage of the town, was likely to be the 
route of the main sewer for that limited drainage district; and, 
as it was thought advisable to lay a permanent sewer, so far as 
the above drain could be made a part of the future drainage 
system, a 12-inch sewer of the best American vitrified pipe was 
laid in Freeman street, at the proper inclination and depth to 
serve that purpose. A 12-inch drain has been laid from the catch 
basin on the north side of Tappan street, opposite the lands of 
D. H. Rogers, Esq., across the lands of said Rogers to the open 
sewer built by the town, on the south side of Mr. Rogers’ estate. 
It is understood that the town has no right of drainage across these 
lands, but the owners consent to the drain being laid there until 
such times as a sewer is put in Tappan street, or until they wish 
to improve the land. The brook which runs across the lower 
end of Mr. S. C. Davis’ estate on Tappan street, and takes the 
water from the Cypress street play-grounds and also from ‘Tappan 
street at this point, has been walled up on each side with good 
substantial stone walls, This brook empties into the town’s 
sewer on the south side of the New York and New England 
railroad, and as it is a natural water course the town has an 
undoubted right to drain here forever. The sewer along the rail- 
road has been cleaned out and the necessary repairs made to this 
and other sewers in the town.

REPORT OF THE PARK COMMITTEE. 


The subscribers appointed at the adjourned town meeting, held 
January 27, 1876, a Committee to confer with the Park Commis- 
sioners of Boston, in regard to the establishment of a park, and to 
report to the town what action it is advisable for the town to 
take in the premises, respectfully report that we have this day 
conferred with two of the three Park Commissioners of the city. 

They informed us that their plans would be presented to the 
city in about two months, and that if there had been any Park 
Commissioners duly qualified to act on the part of the town, they 
should probably have modified somewhat the recommendations 
which they have embodied in their report. What these modifi- 
cations were they did not however inform us. Still, under these 
circumstances, as they were apparently clearly of opinion that a 
judicious system of parks could be better arrived at by the joint 
action of the town and city, we recommend the town to elect 
Park Commissioners at the annual meeting, so that when the time 
comes for action we may have some persons to represent our 
views, and qualified to advise us what course it is best for us to 
pursue. 

Under the Park Act (1875, c. 185, sect. 16) the inhabitants of 
Brookline may at any legal meeting called for the purpose, elect 
Park Commissioners who shall have powers similar to those given 
to the Park Commissioners of Boston, to lay out and improve 
parks within the limits of Brookline, in conjunction or connection 
with any. park laid out in Boston, and the town has similar 
rights and is subject to similar duties to those given to and 
imposed upon Boston, in relation to incurring debts for the pur- 
pose of defraying expenses ; so that (sect. 3) even if we see fit to 
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choose commissioners, no land can be taken nor can any other 
thing involving an expenditure of money be done by our commis- 
sioners until an appropriation sufficient to cover the estimated 
expense thereof shall have been made by the town, in accord- 
ance with the law in relation to municipal indebtedness. Under 
this law we can tax ourselves or borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes by a majority vote, but no debt for a park can be 
incurred except by a vote of two-thirds of the legal voters 
present and voting at a legal meeting, if, indeed, we have not 
already exceeded the limit of indebtedness allowed to us by the 
act. ‘The action we propose would therefore seem to be safe for 
the town to adopt, as only the town itself by its future vote can 
authorize the expenditure of any money.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF WALNUT 
HILLS CEMETERY. 


The Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery have the honor to 
submit the following report. 

Their first meeting was held on the first day of April, 1875, 
and they have held twenty-one meetings during the eleven months 
which have elapsed since the creation of the Board. Their 
attention has been devoted to preparing a set of Rules and 
Regulations, which has already been distributed; to making 
certain changes in the plan of the Cemetery which, in their 
opinion, seemed essential; in having the lots staked out and 
legibly numbered, that purchasers could more readily select the 
lots best suited to their wants, and to constructing a Receiving 
Tomb, which is now completed and ready for occupation, This 
preliminary work having been accomplished, the Cemetery was 
consecrated with appropriate services, the Reverend Frederick 
Hedge delivering an address. 

A sale of lots, to take place on October 9th, was largely 
advertised, but no purchasers presented themselves. Seventeen 
lots have, however, since been sold at private sale. The 
price of lots has been fixed at fifty cents per foot, and to this is 
added the cost of grading and preparing the lot; the sum of 
twenty-five cents per foot is also added, in consideration of which 
the Trustees agree to always keep the grass on the lots in good 
condition and neatly cut. Fifty cents per foot, although less than 


6 | 
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one-quarter the sum asked in any of the other first-class ceme- 
teries near Boston, may seem high in view of the fact that the 
Walnut Hills Cemetery is as yet entirely unimproved, but it: 
seems to the Board that the laying out of the Cemetery and its 
future maintenance should be borne by the owners of the -lots, 
rather than by the town, especially as it seems probable that 
many persons not citizens of Brookline will become proprietors. 

A fund will be created from the sale of the lots at fifty cents 
per foot sufficient, in the first place, to complete the laying out the 
whole Cemetery and to provide for the proper maintenance of 
such portions of it as cannot be cared for by the “ Perpetual 
Care Fund,” which by the regulations of the Cemetery must be 
held separately and devoted solely to the panes for which it 
was created. 

If the lots are sold for less than fifty cents per foot the town 
must be taxed by yearly appropriations, or consent to allow its 
Cemetery to remain in a condition which neither the requirements 
of the present day nor the wealth and position of the town of , 
Brookline could in justice to herself permit.

REPORT. 


Since the last report of this board, submitted to the town at the 
town meeting held on the 30th December, 1875, no work has been 
done except that by the Messrs. Kenrick Brothers, under their 
contract for laying service pipe. . 

The maintenance of the works has been under the charge of the 
board by vote of the town at the last town meeting. ‘The main- 
tenance account is appended hereto. 

The board have not felt authorized to make any other qrrange- 
ments for running the works than a temporary one, thinking that 
a permanent system should be inaugurated by the board which 
shall be their successors. | 

The following persons are now employed by them: 

Edward S. Philbrick, acting superintendent, at a salary at the 
rate of 4§600 per year, from Jan. 1, 1876. 

N. C. Towle, acting water registrar and clerk of the water 
commissioners, at a salary at the rate of $750 per year. 

Richard J. Flynn, acting engineer, at a salary at the rate of 
four dollars per day. 

Fayette F. Forbes, acting foreman, at a salary at the rate of 
three dollars per day. 

It is probable that when a permanent arrangement is made, 
some one person may be found and employed competent to per- 
form the duties of superintendent and registrar, and perhaps also 
of foreman, at a salary somewhat less than is now paid for 
those services ; but in view of the temporary character of their 
own authority, it seemed best to the board not to attempt 
any experiment which it would not be in.their power fully to carry 
out, The board however, believe that $3,200 may be a sufficient 
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sum for the payment of all salaries for the ensuing year. One 
hundred and seventy tons of coal were on hand on the first of 
February, but it will be desirable to provide sufficient coal the 
ensuing summer to last until the usual contracting season the 
following summer, say until the first of August, 1877. 

The amount of water now consumed does not exceed 200,000 
gallons daily. It is estimated that the daily consumption in sum- 
mer will be 500,000 gallons. ; 

The number of service pipe connections made is four hundred 
and eighty-three, and although there are only three hundred and 
ninety registered water-takers, it is presumed that all who have 
applied to have the connections made will take the water. ‘There 
will probably be about five hundred takers the present year. The 
income from that number, under the schedule of rates adopted by 
the town, is estimated at an average of $10 per annum, each, 
or say $5,000. The income from public fire-hydrants, as 
fixed at $25 each, will be $3,300. That from drinking 
fountains, school-houses, and other public buildings, may be esti- 
mated at, say $200; and if $1,500 be allowed on account f 
watering streets, the entire income of the water works may be 
estimated at about $10,000 for the ensuing year. 

With a view to the strictest economy, the board estimate the 
cost of maintaining the works the ensuing year as follows, hop- 
ing it may prove sufficient :

Extensions were ordered by the town at the town meeting, 
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held on the 30th December, 1875, for which no appropriation has 
been made. ‘The cost of these extensions was estimated by this 
board, on page 27 of their final report, at $12,016. 

The commissioners recommend that a water pipe be Jaid in 
Mountfort street, from Prescott street to the house occupied by 
Mr. A. P. Howard, as applied for by Mr. Amos A. Lawrence. 

Estimated cost: Six hundred feet of six inch pipe, laid at 

$1.25 per foot, $750. 

There should be an appropriation made for laying service pipes 
during the current year. It is estimated that $2,000 will be 
required for this purpose. 

We recommend that $5,400 be appropriated for the main- 
tenance of the works during the ensuing year. ° | 
Under the authority granted to them to attend to the mainten- 
ance of the works, the board have not felt authorized to inaugurate 
any system for the collection of the water rates established by the 

town.

REPORT. 


Brooking, Feb. 1, 1876. 


The Trustees present herewith their nineteenth annual report, 
together with those of the Librarian and ‘Treasurer. 

The number of our citizens taking out books has stextiily 
increased, but we think that others, perhaps, are not sufficiently 
aware of the opportunities for instruction and recreation that our 
Public Library affords. 'To such we would re-state some of its 
resources and facilities, 

The Library is well supplied with works of history, both 
ancient, modern and political, of biography, of travel and adven- 
ture, of science and fiction, essays and reviews, poetry and the 
drama, agriculture and rural affairs, and natural history — with 
reading for the young, for the student, the mechanic, the farmer, 
for the teacher and the pupil, for the business man, the profes- 
sional man —all our people, men and women, can find some- 
thing in our Free Public Library to interest, inform or amuse. 
They have only to go there, and complying with the necessary 
forms, call for the book wanted, and it is given to them. The 
Librarian, Miss Bean, is very familiar with the contents and 
arrangement of the Library, and is competent and ready to assist 
those looking up special subjects when desired. 

The printed catalogue and a list of the monthly accessions are 
conveniently placed for those who make use of the Library, and 
there are still a number of copies of the catalogue in the hands 
of the Librarian to be had at a nominal price, which are very 
desirable for home consultation. 
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STATISTICS. 


The Librarian’s report shows that the additions to the Library 
during the year have comprised 1,461 volumes, besides 569 
pamphlets and 527 unbound periodicals. The total number of 
volumes in the Library at the end of the year foots up 19,323. 
The number of regular book borrowers entered on the register, 
and who hold cards, has increased from 2,412 last year to 2,767 
this year. The circulation of books taken from the Library 
during the year has reached 45,427, while 2,584 books have 
been consulted in the Reading Room. Thus the total circulation 
has been 48,011. 


GARDNER [unND. 


The resources of the Gardner fund have been employed in 
the careful selection of elegant, useful and standard works, which 
add an element of permanent value to the Library. As will be 
seen by reference to the list purchased from the fund, these 
works are various in character. Some of them are practical and 
scientific, such as Bicknell’s “Wooden ‘and Brick Build- 
ings,” Woodward’s “ National Architect,” Eastlake’s “ History 
of the Gothic Revival,”’ and Viollet-le-Duc’s elegant “‘ Discourses 
on Architecture.” Fifty-one volumes of “ Notes and Queries” 
have been added from this resource; a good pictorial edition of 
Lossing’s * Washington,” Rousselet’s magnificent work on “ India 
and its Native Princes,’ and Van Laun’s translation of 
“ Moliére.” Several valuable historical and antiquarian works 
have also been purchased from this fund. 


Frencu any German Cnassics. 


There having been some demand for French and German works 
of standard reputation and value, the Trustees have thought it 
best to add a few such works to the shelves of the Library. A 
careful selection of French and German books which were most 
likely to suit the purposes of borrowers was made, and as a result 
the works of Pascal, Madame de Sévigné, Moliére, Balzac’s 
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“ Scénes,” Schiller and Goethe, in the original, have been 
purchased. 


PamPHLETSs. 


Our pamphlet-room contains a large stock of material, which 
up to the present time, we have been unable, cn account of pres- 
sure of other work, to arrange and classify. Most of these 
pamphlets are worthy of preservation. Many are of considerable 
value, and some are of especial rarity. During the coming year 
this department will receive the attention so long necessarily 
deferred. 

A large number of pamphlet-boxes have been ordered from the 
manufacturer. ‘These are cases made of wood and covered in the 
semblance of a large volume. The back is made to open and 
disclose the contents in place, with an index showing the position 
of each enclosed document, thus once arranged in their proper 
order every pamphlet will be easily accessible without disturbing 
the remainder. 

The Trustees would urge upon the citizens the importance of 
preserving for the benefit of the Library the multitude of pamphlets 
now used for lighting fires or condemned to the waste basket. 
The selection of valuable matter by the Librarian would be very 
different from that made at home. A series might often be com- 
pleted from a pile apparently worthless, and missing links are 
probably now lying in many a Brookline garret which, valueless 
where they are, would be of the greatest aid in making up histori- 
cal files. 

DeporTMENT AND ORDER. 


Gardner Hall, the Reading Room, is intended for those who 
wish a quiet, coinfortable place in which to study, or to examine 
the periodicals. ‘The advantages of such a room are appre- 
ciated by many, and the Hall is often filled. Its privileges, 
however, were so much abused, that the following notice was» 
put up of necessity : 


The Reading Room is open to all persons above the age of fourteen 
years, of respectable character, and of such orderly conduct and condition 
as not to interfere with the occupations and comfort of others. 
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In spite of this, the room was still resorted to for merry- 
making or as a trysting-place, and at times as many as forty 
or more boys from all parts of the town would take possession 
and cause such disorder that it became necessary for the janitor 
to put several out of the building ; and even to repeat the process 
with the same boys. Accordingly the following notice was dis- 
played, which,with the supervision of the janitor, has had an 
effect : 


SPECIAL NOTICE. 


All conversation and all disorderly conduct in the Reading Room are 
strictly prohibited. 


Persons violating this regulation will be expelled from the building, and 
the matter reported to the Board of Trustees.

In Lawrence, in Dedham, and in Watertown, as appears by 
the Librarians’ reports, the same annoyance has been felt from boys 
who do not care to read themselves, and whose conduct prevents 
others from reading. Full freedom of access is of course de- 
sirable, but when this defeats the very purpose of the Reading 
Room it cannot be permitted. 

The principal disturbers are known, of course, to the officers 
in charge, and it is the duty of the Board to give this admonition 
to parents and guardians, whose aid is desired to secure the 
necessary quiet of the Reading Room. 


VENTILATION. 


The want of proper ventilation of the Library having been 
made the cause of much complaint, the subject was referred to a 
committee, who, after careful investigation, reported in favor of 
the introduction of two “ Kureka” ventilators, one to be placed 
in the main hall; the other in the Gardner Hall. 

As this style of ventilator has been tried in many of our public 
schools with complete success, it is thought that this evil of long 
standing will be thus effectually done away with. 


JANITOR. 


The second year’s experience with Mr. Healy as janitor of the 
building, has been fully as satisfactory as the first. His train- 
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ing and practice well qualify him for the peculiar duties of his 
position, and in every way the performance of his work, both 
in the Library building and adjoining grounds, has shown a de- 
gree of fidelity and excellence creditable alike to himself and the 
town. ; 


Liprary Work. 


The manner in which the routine library work has been per- 
formed by our able Librarian, Miss Mary A. Bean and her faith- 
ful assistants, Miss Amelia A. Woods and Miss Clara L. Woods, 
is simply excellent. 

It is our endeavor to afford every possible facility consistent 
with the preservation of the Library, to those wishing to barrow 
or consult the books. 

Fresh covers have constantly replaced those soiled by use. 
Worn volumes have been rebound when possible, and new copies 
substituted for those already too far gone for further use. 

The accession catalogue and the card catalogue, with all the 
many cross references, have been keeping pace with the numer- 
ous additions of books. Several sets of interleaved catalogues 
are also kept up, and a monthly hand bulletin of new works pur- 
chased, has been placed at the desk for public use. 

Although the large increase of the Library and augmenting 
circulation adds daily to the labor, the detail’in every department 
has been conscientiously performed, and the building and its con- 
tents are believed to be in the best condition possible.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT, 1875-76. 


Brooking, Feb. 1, 1876. 
To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library: 


GentLemeN,— The Librarian’s report for the official year 
ending January 31, 1876, is herewith respectfully presented, 

The report for 1875-6 covers a full twelve months, while that 
of last year fell short by the whole of the month of February, 
thus giving a numerical advantage to the present report, which 
circumstance should be remembered whenever comparison of 
statistics is made between the two years. 

The general record of the Library is unmarked by any striking 
occurrence or deviation from the even tenor of its growth and 
prosperity. 

Its statistics exhibit steady and healthful advances in acces- 
sions and circulation; unprecedented good fortune in the number 
of gifts received; successful maintenance and completeness of 
detail in the work of the several departments; and substantial 
indications of widespread usefulness and popularity; facts which 
can but be gratifying to every friend interested in the welfare of 


the Library. 


ConDITION OF THE LIBRARY. 


A general increase in numbers is always to be expected, and 
the past year’s account shows agreeable results in this respect. 
The whole number of volumes now belonging to the Library is 
19,323; of this number 1,111 volumes are unused duplicates, 
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leaving 18,212 volumes actually on the shelves and in circula- 
tion. ‘This accumulation of duplicates, from year to year, is the 
result not of purchases, but of gifts, 86 volumes having been 
added in this manner since the last report. 

The general condition of the books, by force of withdrawals 
and renewals, has been kept up to its standard, but it is a matter 
of regret that every year increases the necessity of reporting 
careless and oftentimes shameful and deliberate abuse. Of course 
reasonable allowance for all necessary wear and tear of Library 
property must be made, yet this does not sanction mud-stained, 
ink-blotted and mutilated volumes, such as we have been com- 
pelled to withdraw within one year; neither does it find excuse 
for the absurd scribblings and worse than senseless comments 
which are frequently found upon the fly-leaves and throughout 
the pages of many of our juvenile books and works of fiction, 
and which can in nowise be the result of accident. 

Neither can anything warrant the tossing of books high in air, 
to be caught at random, or, perchance, dropped upon wet side- 
walks and muddy streets; nor can indulgence be granted for the 
use of books as weapons of offence and defence, in school-boy 
struggles, as has been frequently observed upon our streets. In 
fact, a reckless disregard for propriety and right seems to be ram- 
pant, and it is a question whether stringent regulations should not 
be applied, even to the full rigor of the law, as set forth in the 
following extract from the 

Acts and laws of Massachusetts, entitled : 


AN ACT FOR THE PRESERVATION OF BOOKS AND OTHER PROPERTY 
BELONGING TO PUBLIC LIBRARIES. 


Be it enacted, elc., as follows: 

Whoso wilfully and maliciously, or wantonly and without cause, writes 
upon, injures, defaces, tears or destroys any book, plate, picture, engrav- 
ing, or statue, belonging to any law, town, city, or other public library, 
shall be punished by: a fine of not less than five dollars, nor more than fifty 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the jail, not exceeding six months, for 
every such offence. 

ApproveD F ebruary 26 1872 


As evidence that this matter is not overstated, I have to report 
that 437 volumes have been rebound; and 112 volumes have 
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been condemned and withdrawn, a number nearly double that of 
last year. 79 of these volumes have already been replaced, 24 
volumes have been ordered, and 9 volumes, not of sufficient im- 
portance to require replacement, have been entirely discarded. 
With 2,767 book borrowers, and a circulation of more than 
45,000, our record of losses has somewhat increased. Jive vol- 
umes are lost beyond recovery, through persons who have re- 
moved from town; two others are charged to residents, who 
have not responded to the frequent notices sent them; and one 
volume has been stolen from the desk, the only instance of the 


kind within my knowledge of the Library. 


ACCESSIONS. 


The accession catalogue shows an addition of 1,461 volumes 
during the year ; 642 of these volumes have been acquired by 
purchase, 671 by gift, and 148 by the binding of current 
periodicals. 

The total accession in pamphlets is shown at 569, or 562 by 
gift and 7 by purchase, together with 527 unbound numbers of 
miscellaneous periodicals. 

An examination of the foregoing figures reveals the fact that 
the gifts from private individuals, many of whom are non-resi- 
dents, outnumber the purchases, a most unusual circumstance, and 
one which places us under special obligations, since without these 
timely contributions, our list of additions (Appendix D) would 
have fallen below its usual standard in point of numbers. 


GIFTS. ‘ 


In glancing over the reports for the past nineteen years, no fact 
is more noticeable than that of the constant and generous aid 
from private sources, and it is a subject of congratulation that no 
year in our Library history has shown so great a number of gifts 


as that just closed. 
These gifts, consisting of books, pamphlets and _ periodicals 
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bound and unbound, have been received from ninety-three dif- 
ferent sources. The books, with the exception of 86 duplicates, 
have been placed upon the shelves for general circulation. 

Full statistics of accessions by gift will be found in Appendix 
A, where none can fail to observe striking evidences of liberality 
on the part of many of our townspeople as well as of friends 
beyond the limits of Brookline. 

Among the more notable donations may be classed those from 
Rev. C. D. Bradlee, Messrs. William Aspinwall, William L. 
~ Chase, F. S. Fiske, C. A. Henderson, H. B. M. Consul, Rich- 
ard Hills, J. E., Hoar, George F. Homer, William Lawrence, 
Robert Treat Paine, Hon. J. M.S. Williams, Mrs. R. M: Bar- 
nard, Mrs. A. Barnett, Miss G. D. Barrett, Mrs. J. D. Runkle 
and Miss Frances Stevenson. Also public documents from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the United States departments 
at Washington, and the Smithsonian Institution. 

Neither must I fail to mention the receipt of two anonymous 
gifts from “A Friend,” numbering in one instance 186 volumes 
16 pamphlets, and in another 74 pamphlets and 98 numbers of 
unbound periodicals; nor the valuable gift of Victor Petit’s 
‘Parcs et jardins,” ‘ Maisons de campagne,” and ‘“ Habita- 
tions champétres ”’ from yet another unknown source, an acknowl- 
edgment of which is hereby made in lieu of the usual form. 

The income of the Gardner Fund, which should be considered 
in the light of a perpetual gift, has also contributed valuable — 
works to the year’s accessions, as will be seen by reference to 
Appendix B. 

Another special indebtedness, which is acknowledged with 
pleasure, is that due to the several libraries from which reports, 
bulletins and catalogues have been received: our collection of the 
latter having been enriched by the reception of copies from the . 
Boston Atheneum Library, Hartford Young Men’s Institute, and 
the Public Libraries of Boston, Cambridge (Dana Library), 
Concord, Mass., Fall River, Quincy, Somerville, Waltham, 
Wayland, and the Warren County Library of Illinois. 
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CIRCULATION. 


The Library has been open for the delivery of books 308 
days ; the number of cards in use is 2,767, or 355 more than last 
reported, and the total circulation through the medium of these 
cards is 42,427, an average of 147 per day. 

The largest weekly circulation occurred in the last week of 
March, 1875, and numbered 1,273 volumes; the largest daily 
circulation, March 6, 1875, numbered 343 volumes. These 
ficures exhibit only the delivery of books for home use; the 
number of volumes given out for reading and reference in Gardner 
Hall amounts to 2,584, an increase of 1,114 over the previous 
year, and swells the total delivery of books recorded at the desk 
to 48,011. 

The demand for pictorial papers continues unabated among the 

young people and its supply forms no small part of the work of 
delivery, although no account has yet been attempted. 
- The amount of fines collected in response to 3,177 notices, is 
$123.07, a smaller sum than usual, but readily accounted for by 
the greater promptness in the return of books after notices are 
received. 


Liprary Work. 


The details of Library work accomplished are in every respect 
similar to those of previous reports, save that the labor in every 
department has increased proportionately with the accessions and 
circulation. 

Occasion was taken last year to particularize and describe the 
varied duties of Library routine and management, so that the 
public might obtain a clearer insight into the machinery which, 
without ostentation, quietly furnishes recreative and imstructive 
reading to whomsoever seeks it. It is therefore unnecessary to 
specify these details again, except as they exhibit by undeniable 
figures the amount of manual and mental labor expended in their 
performance and possibly correct a prevailing conviction that 
Library work is but one remove from idleness ! 
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The item of circulation for 1875-6 has involved the handling 
of nearly, or quite, 100,000 volumes, reckoning both delivery and 
return of every book for home or Library use, together with the 
pictorials, which, at the least calculation, average twenty per day, 
a telling record, showing an advance of 20,000 over last year. 

The labor of covering and labelling books has, of course, kept 
pace with circulation and accessions, 7,715 volumes having passed 
through this process in the skilful hands of the Assistant Librari- 
ans, whose statistics in this particular exhibit 29,761 volumes 
covered within four years. 

Nor has the Librarian’s special department been less active, 
nearly 17,000 titles having been entered upon the various official 
records, catalogues and manuscript bulletins, not to mention an 
increased correspondence and general supervision of the manifold 
needs and workings of the Library. 


Reapine Room. 


The popular use of the Reading Room has been, and still is, 
steadily increasing, and I am glad to note that it no longer re- 
mains vacant by the hour, as in former years, but that a greater 
or less number of readers may be found within its walls at all 
hours of the day, evidently enjoying its privileges to the utmost. 

A noticeable feature of the year has been the decided increase 
of adult readers, a welcome change in the right direction, and 
one that will aid greatly in toning down the turbulent element 
which prevails among certain of the juvenile frequenters. 

The matter of deportment has claimed serious attention of late, 
and it has been our painful duty to expel several lads for miscon- 
duct. It is hoped that this example will serve to establish 
proper respect for Library authority and deference to its regula- 
tions. 

It is unjust that the comfort and convenience of adult visitors, 
should he sacrificed to the rude and mischievous propensities of a 
few uneasy spirits who haunt the rooms with no better motive 
than to create disturbance, and unless the evil remains in check 
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under the force of present regulations, new rules of admission, 
which shall exclude such persons from the privileges of the 
Library, seem to become a necessity. 


PERIODICALS. 


The supply of popular magazines and newspapers for the 
Reading Room is essentially the same as last year, one daily 
paper, the New York Herald, having been added, and several 
magazines discontinued. 

Appendix C contains a revised list of Reading Room periodi- 
cals. 

A part of these serials continue to be contributed through the 
generosity of friends, vaz.: 

The Atheneum, Illustrated London News and Public Opinion, 
from Mr. C, A. Henderson ; The Independent, from Capt. R. G. 
F. Candage ; Courrier des Etats-Unis, from Mr. F.S. Fiske ; The 
Crimson, from Mr. William L. Chase ; The Unitarian Review, from 
the American Unitarian Association ; the Patent Office Gazette, 
from the United States Patent Office; Our Dumb Animals, from 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals; and the 
Tufts Collegian, from Tufts College. 

Several of the duplicate periodicals have also been discon- 
tinued, leaving twelve for circulation, and this number seems to 
meet the present demand, but is still subject to revision. 

The revised list comprises, the Atlantic Monthly ; Chambers’s 
Journal ; Cornhill Magazine ; Contemporary Review ; Fortnightly 
- Review; Galaxy; Harper’s Monthly; Lippincott’s Magazine ; 
London Society ; North American Review; St. Nicholas and 
Scribner’s Magazine. | 


CaTaLocues AND BULLETINS. 


The catalogue and bulletins have been in constant demand, 
aiding the public to the contents of the Library, and no more 
emphatic commentary upon their usefulness need be cited than 
their well thumbed and thoroughly worn condition. 
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The little slate bulletins have proved a marked success, furnish- 
ing, as they do, lists of each month’s accessions, so that the 
newest books may be ascertained at a glance. These slates are 
so useful that their number will undoubtedly be multiplied during 
the coming year. 

The usual list of additions will be printed with this report, 
making the third supplemental list since the publication of the 
catalogue. Copies of these lists are to be found in the town 
reports, from year to year, and I respectfully renew the sugges- 
tion of last year that these reports be preserved for home use. 


ConcLuSION. 


It is the aim of those in charge of the Library to render it 
useful, attractive and successful, and in every possible way worthy 
a place in the highest regards of the people. 

Thus we complete our nineteenth and enter upon our twen- 
tieth year with a long record of past usefulness and prosperity, 
and a noble history of generous support which has placed us in 
the foremost ranks of town libraries. .

ScHooL EXxpEnsEs. 


The opinion having been expressed that the expense of the 
schools in this town is greater than it should be, the Committee 
desire to submit the following considerations. 


The whole amount expended by them during the past 

year is about, $40,000 00 
Of this there has been paid as salaries to teachers, 33,854 82 ° 
Leaving for fuel, care of rooms, truant officer, fur- 

niture and apparatus, repairs, and for books and 

stationery, including a considerable amount for 

school-books for pupils whose parents have been 

unable or have failed properly to provide them, 

about, 6,145 18 


As the latter item is obviously not excessive, the extravagance, 
if any exist, must lie in the amount paid for salaries. If this is too 
great, it must be either that too many teachers are employed, or 
that those employed are paid at too high a rate. 

As to the former point, the number of teachers, it is to be ob- 
served that the proper number depends not, as is sometimes 
assumed, on the number of pupils, but on the number of classes. 
Every school, even if it contain only ten or a dozen pupils, as 
has been the case at the Newton Street School, requires a teacher. 

The number of classes again depends on the multiplicity of 
schools, and on the extent to which the grading in each school is 
carried. The Committee have recommended at various times that 
the number of the schools should be reduced, in order that the money | 
which the town is willing to appropriate should be more economi- 
cally used. They recommended that the Newton Street School, 
and again that the Longwood School should be discontinued, and 
their pupils transferred to more central localities. The town not 
only refused to accede to these recommendations but established 
the Lawrence School over and above, and ordered that a new school 
be established in the Heath street district, which want of funds 
has rendered impossible. 

But if all these schools are to be kept up, the number of classes 
can be reduced only by disregard of grading in the larger schools ; 
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that is, by putting into one class pupils whose attainments and 
capacities are so different that they cannot be properly taught 
together. The late Superintendent, Mr. Reid, thought that our 
schools were insufficiently graded already, and that the number of 
pupils to a class was moreover in several instances too large. It is 
to be feared that he was right, and that the number of teachers in 
the schools ought to be increased in order to: keep our schools up 
to their proper mark. 

If then the number of teachers is not excessive, the only remain- 
ing question is whether the salaries are too high. The Committee 
consider this question sufficiently answered by the fact that the 
salaries of our teachers are in most cases lower than those received 
for corresponding work in Boston. The cost of living is as great, 
if not greater here than in Boston,—indeed some of our teachers 
find it cheaper to live there and travel back and forth. Yet the 
salary of the principals of our Grammar schools is, in the case of 
two of them, $2,400, against $3,200 in Boston :—in the case of the 
third, Miss Rideoute, $1,600, against $2,000 paid in the only case’ 
of a female principal, [the Dudley School] in Boston. 

In the Primary schools our maximum salary is $700, against 
$800 in Boston. | 

In consequence of the lower salaries we have, during the past 

year, lost two of our best teachers, tempted away from us by 
- higher offers from Boston. This is only what is natural and to be 
expected for the future. Nowif it is felt that our system of schools 
is too ambitious; that we attempt too much and are too anxious 
about the thoroughness of what we attempt; that persons paying 
nothing for their education may well be satisfied with less, and 
need not have that brought to their doors ;— there is much to bé 
said for such a view. But it is not the view which has been 
taken by the town. ‘The truthis that Brookline is a country town 
with a city population. Our acquirements and our standards are 
those of the more cultivated classes of the city, whilst our situa- 
tion is such that these acquirements cannot be satisfied except at a 
proportionately higher cost. ‘The same fact appears even more 
clearly in the other items of the town expenditure. There are few 
municipalities probably who have ever appropriated for the water- 
ing of a small portion of their streets a sum equal to one-quarter of 
that appropriated to the support of the schools. And it is a mistake, 
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as the following figures will show, to suppose that the proportion 
which the school expenses bear to the total-outlay of the town is 
higher now than it was ten or twenty years ago.

Of course, if the town is determined to reduce still lower the 
proportion of expenditure devoted to education, the Committee 
have only tosubmit. But it cannot be expected that this can be done 
without serious injury to the schools. The best talent will always 
flow to the best market, and especially so long as the town employs 
no Superintendent of Schools, the best talent in teaching will be 
even more needed in Brookline than in the neighboring towns and 
cities. Instead of reducing the expenditure upon education, the 
Committee fear that it needs to be increased before any well- 
grounded expectation can be felt that the system of schools which 
the town has chosen to adopt and to maintain, will be steadily 
kept up. The proper cost of this system cannot be ascertained by 
any comparison with systems essentially different. It can only be 
ascertained by careful and candid inquiry into the amount and 
kind of work which this particular system involves, and the fair 
rate of compensation for it here. The Committee have sought to 
cut down the outlay at every point as far as safety permits. With 
the exception of the Secretary and the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, none of them have received during the past year any 
portion of the compensation which the law allows them, whilst at 
the same time their inability for want of funds to employ a Super- 
intendent of Schools, has thrown upon some of them an amount of 
labor wholly beyond what can be fairly required, or what the town 
can ordinarily expect to obtain from unpaid officers. To meet the 
school expenses of another year the Committee ask for an appro- 
priation of $42,000. 
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ADDITIONAL TEACHERS. 


Four additional teachers have been appointed during the year, 
one each to the High, Ward, Peirce and Heath Street Schools. 
These appoiutments have been made on account of the increased 
work that now falls upon each of the principals of those schools, 
who, since the retirement of the Superintendent, have acted as dis- 
trict superintendents. 


SUPERINTENDENCY. 


The several principals are held respectively responsible for the 
condition of the schools in their districts, and are expected to 
visit them frequently, and to recommend such changes as are 
necessary, to their several teachers. The Sub-Committees of the 
Board, appointed to supervise the High, Grammar and Primary 
schools, have rendered material aid in this work. In this way 
strength, unity and harmony is lent to the system, which could 
not be expected unless there was a centre which directly communi- 
cated with the circumference. On account of the devotion of 
. much time and attention to this work, on the part of both Princi- 
pals and Sub-Committees, this system of superintendence has 
accomplished its end, and appears tO be successful, but it must be 
borne in mind that this state has been reached only by this mutual 
and united work. The Committee on Examinations, particularly, 
have assisted in this system. 


More Scuoot ACCOMMODATIONS. i 


Although the Committee are aware of the financial straitness 
and depression which overshadows the town, and although they 
feel reluctant to propose any new measures involving expense, 
they yet consider it their solemn and unmistakable duty to apprise 
the town of all the facts, which come within their knowledge, in 
reference to both the present, and the immediate future needs of 
the schools. In the High School, there are now 103 pupils, while 
there are only 88 seats in the main school-room, and these include 
the seats for recitation; so when the pupils assemble there they 
have to be accommodated by settees. ‘The recitation-rooms are 
too small; and in order to be seated the pupils are constantly 
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carrying chairs from one recitation-room to another. Pupils in 
passing from the main school-room to one recitation-room neces- 
sarily pass up or down a flight of stairs, and then make a thorough- 
fare of another recitation-room. The light and ventilation of the 
recitation-rooms are very imperfect; some rooms are too dark, 
and in others there are painful crosslights. The ante-rooms are 
wholly unsuitable as dressing-rooms. There is no room suitable 
for the performance of philosophical experiments, though the school. 
owns some good apparatus, nor is there a suitable room for chem- 
ical experiments. In stormy weather there is no place for the 
pupils to exercise except in the school-rooms, which, certainly at 
recess, should be unoccupied, that a change of air may be secured 
in them. The location of the present building is unfortunate: 
First, because it is too near other schools whose recesses occur at 
different times, and when boys engaged in their sports will be 
- noisy; second, because such are the surroundings, that the boys 
cannot engage in their most simple games without committing 
trespass ; third, because School. street is one of the most noisy 
thoroughfares in the town, and the building is quite near the 
street, so that in summer and autumn teachers are not unfre- 
quently compelled to suspend their recitations for a time. The 
Committee would also call the attention of the town to the crowded 
condition of the Ward school-house. The probability is, that in a 
year’s time, with the accession of a new class of pupils, it will be 
wholly inadequate, and the town obliged to hire one room, if not. 
more, in some other building. If the Grammar department of 
this school were transferred to a new building, nearer Sewall 
“street, it would meet a want felt in that district, of which the 
Committee have long ago apprised the town, and could further 
relieve the Ward School, by receiving the Grammar pupils of the 
Boylston School, who now are transferred to the Ward. Or it 
. might be possible, in the event of a new High School building, to 
utilize the old one for pupils from this part of the town. 


Music. 


The Committee are happy to report that through the additional 
appropriation recently granted them they have been able to re- 
employ Professor Carey, who now has the charge of the music in 


the schools. 
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EvrEeNING SCHOOL. 


This school has been in session since the fall, and has been 
attended with good results, through the faithfulness of the teachers 
and the studiousness of the pupils. But the Committee do not 
propose to continue it so late in the spring as it was last year, 
unless the number of pupils demands and warrants the outlay. 


TRUANCY. 


The amount of truancy has steadily decreased during the last 
three years, and this year there have been only two or three 
cases, most of these being first offences. No case of habitual 
truancy is reported for the last three years. Five cases only 
have been prosecuted. The great cause of absence among 
pupils has been sickness, of various malignant and infectious kinds, 
together with the lack of sufficient clothing and shoes. ‘Through 
the instrumentality of Mr. Dearborn, these articles, in many 
instances, have been supplied, and the pupils thereby enabled to 
attend school. 


EXcusE FROM STUDIES. 


The attention of the town is called to the great number who 
apply for excuse from different studies in the schools. In some 
cases these petitions have been presented without the knowledge 
of parents, or without the consultation and opinion of a physician. 
The Committee, while always willing to relieve scholars upon the 
ground of physical inability, desire to urge upon those who have the 
care of children the most careful consideration of the causes of these 
desires for excuse, and to see whether they exist in the lack of 
application, or whimsical want of the pupil, or in the difficult 
and onerous burden of the tasks imposed at school. To facilitate 
this matter of obtaining excuse only upon well-grounded reasons, 
they have prepared physicians’ blanks, which can be obtained of the 
several principals, which are to be filled out by a physician after a 
personal examination of the case of the applicant. The applica- 
tion is to be made through the principals to the School Committee, 
accompanied by the physician’s certificate. 
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Tue Apvisory Boarp~-or LADIES. 


The ladies of the Advisory Board have acted conjointly with the 
School Committee, and rendered them valuable aid, and made 
many useful suggestions. The Committee earnestly hope that 
the Board will be maintained and its duties continued, for there 
are many phases of school-work which particularly are open to the 
inspection of woman, but which would be likely to be unnoticed 
without her. Appended is the report of the Board: 


The ladies of the Advisory Board would report that the sewing has 
been continued in the schools, on the same plan as last year, and with the 
same success. The same teachers, Miss Nevers and Miss Pope have 
been employed and about the same number of pupils have received 
instruction. Less difficulty has been experienced this year in inducing 
the parents to provide work, but the sewing teachers complain, that in 
many cases the girls are promoted into higher grades, and so pass out of 
their hands, just as they become able to profit by the instruction received. 
The classes in which sewing is now taught, are the upper Primary and 
lower Grammar only, and the time occupied is two years. The Advisory 
Board would therefore repeat, more urgently than before, the suggestion 
made by them last year, that more time should be devoted to this matter, 
and the course of instruction extended over four years, thus enabling the 
girls to become proficients in the higher branches of sewing, mending and. 
cutting, as well as in the elementary parts. The Board would also men- 
tion their high appreciation of the musical instruction given in the schools 
and their earnest hope that Professor Carey may be retained.

CoursE oF STUDY. 


During the past two years the course of study has varied from 
term toterm. Such a large proportion of pupils leave school 
before the completion of the Grammar course, that it was deemed 
to be advisable to complete some of the studies in the second class, 
thereby affording to those who are obliged to leave school at an 
early age the opportunity of securing the best and most practical 
education possible within the short limit of time. A Grammar 
School course should be eminently practical and as complete as 
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possible. A thorough knowledge of one important subject 
is preferable to an imperfect and incomplete acquaintance 
with several. The classes have now arrived at that point in 
their studies, when more rapid advance would be impracticable, 
and therefore undesirable. We should state in addition, that new 
text-books have been introduced, and we think with improved 
results. In grammar, especially, the method as taught in Swin- 
ton’s text-books is a great improvement upon former plans. In 
place of memorizing dry rules and definitions, the pupil is instructed 
in the uses and construction of language, sentences are analyzed, 
common errors of speech illustrated, and instead of the dry and 
uninteresting subject it used to be, it is now rendered attractive. 
As might be expected, the results are very satisfactory. Geogra- 
phy and United States history are now completed in the second 
year. The work of the first class is largely a review, as well as 
completion of the studies pursued so as to fit the pupils for 
admission to the High School. The study of physical geography 
is also introduced, and a rapid advance.in English history is pre- 
scribed. The latter to be taught by topics, and details to be | 
omitted. Even for those pupils who will leave at the conclusion of 
this course, the work is most important, and should not be omitted, 
except in extreme cases. Special attention is also to be given to 
penmanship, and we are pleased to state that the teachers have 
given extra attention to this branch, and their efforts have been 
rewarded by a marked improvement. The importance of excel- 
lence in this department can hardly be overestimated. Up to the 
present time there has been no definite programme for dictation 
and composition exercises. It seemed to be desirable to have a 
regular and specified time set apart for this purpose, and that the 
subjects should be assigned, to be the same in all the schools. 
Hooker’s Child Book of Nature has been in use for some time in 
many of the classes, but not uniformly throughout all the schools. 
It is a most interesting and instructive book, and particularly 
adapted to the minds of the younger pupils. A course in the study 
of natural science was recommended by the Grammar School Com- 
mittee, and was adopted by the Board. The Book of Nature was 
prescribed for the fourth, fifth and sixth classes; a simple work of 
physiology for the third class; natural philosophy for the second ; 
and a higher work on human physiology for the first. All these 
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works are written by the same author, designed for Grammar 
schools, and the subjects are treated in a most interesting manner. 
With the exception of the Child’s Book of Nature the books pre- 
scribed are to bein the hands of the teacher only. All the instruction 
is to be oral, and three-quarters of an hour for the fourth, fifth and 
sixth classes, and one hour for the first, second and third classes, 
is set apart on each Wednesday for this purpose. Once a month, 
the pupils are to have instruction in review, and then they are to 
write the dictation or composition exercise upon the topics in 
which they have been instructed. Thus not only will the facts 
be more firmly impressed upon the mind, but the pupils will be 
taught how to express themselves correctly. The pupils of the 
lower Grammar classes are also to receive instruction once a 
month in letter writing. They are to be taught how to direct and 
fold a letter, and the subject of the letter is to be assigned and 
explained by the teacher. We deem instruction in this branch 
second to none in importance. The power of correct and concise 
expression of what is passing in the mind is of great value, and 
with proper training and exercise even young pupils can attain 
considerable proficiency. 

The Course of Study contains general directions to the teachers 
for each study pursued. The teachers are also informed upon 
what points and in what way the pupils will be held in the semi- 
annual written examinations, given under the directions ofthe Board. 
As the teachers justly regard the results of these examinations as 
in a certain measure a test of the success of the methods of their 
instruction, it is desirable they should be informed what is expected 
of them and upon what portions of a study the greatest importance 
is attached. It is believed that under the present course and the 
system that has been established, the schools will attain to a 
still greater proficiency. For information respecting the result of 
the examinations and the present condition of the schools, we 
refer to the report of the Committee on Examinations. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
EXAMINATIONS. 


It again becomes our duty to submit our report upon the 
Annual Examinations of the Schools, and to recommend for your 
consideration whatever changes may appear to be for their 
advantage and progress. Past experience convinced us that 
a different arrangement in regard to the correction of papers 
was desirable. Heretofore they have all been corrected by the 
teachers; and when it is stated that there are more than twenty 
thousand answers to be examined and corrected by twenty-five 
teachers, it will be readily seen that an immense work has de- 
volved upon them. When we consider further, that the exam- 
ination of papers has not been conducted in unison, the difficulty 
of securing uniform marking according to one standard will become 
apparent to all. In order to promote this object and the prompt 
performance of the work, a different plan was adopted and carried 
into successful operation. And another very important change 
was made, which provided for the return of the papers to the 
pupils, thus enabling them to ascertain where they had committed 
errors, and affording them the opportunity to rectify any incorrect 
marking. This plan seemed to give considerable satisfaction to 
the pupils, and is certainly a great improvement upon the former 
method. ‘The discipline afforded to the pupils of the High School 
is another important feature of the present method, and the prin- 
cipal of that school not only heartily endorsed it, but took a deep 
interest in it, and discharged the duty devolving upon him 
promptly and successfully; and as the success of the measure 
depended largely upon his co-operation and aid, we desire espe- 
cially to mention his valuable services. 

The regulations directed that each person correcting a paper 
should sign it, thus enabling us to fix the responsibility in case of 
errors in the correction of answers, and no doubt this plan secured 
for us more correct results. The only change we would recom- 
mend for the future is, that the questions be printed and dis- 
tributed to the pupils. Your Committee desired to save this 
expense, but we are convinced the small sum required would be 
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wisely expended. The following is the order of conducting the 
examinations as arranged by the Committee: 

i First classes to go to the High School and report to the prin- 
cipal. Other classes to remain in their own rooms. Teachers to 
be changed, so that no teacher will remain in charge of her own 
class. Questions to be put upon the blackboard, and also re- 
peated by the teacher when requested by any pupil. Pupils not 
to be hurried, but allowed two hours for each study if required. 

As soon as papers are complete they are to be sent to the prin- 
cipal of the district. The name of the school and pupil is to 
be written upon the paper belonging to such pupil, at the top. 

The second and third class papers are to be sent by the prin- 
cipals to the principal of the High School as soon as received by 
them. They are then to be examined, together with the first class 
papers, by the pupils of that school. The principal will repeat 
each question, and give fully the correct answer, so that the pupils 
can understand it, and the pupils are to correct in accordance 
therewith, marking each incorrect answer with a cross. Any pupil 
in doubt about the correctness of the answer must rise and state 
the answer as found upon the paper. Each pupil examining is to 
put his or her name at the bottom of the paper. 

When the examination is concluded the papers are to be 
returned to the proper principals, who will distribute them to the 
owners. ‘The pupils are then to examine the errors committed by 
them, consulting the text-books, and appeal may be made to the 
principal in case of supposed incorrect marking. If allowed, the 
principal is to make a record of the case. Before distributing the 
papers to the pupils after correction, the teacher in charge of the 
class must record the result and percentage attained by each pupil. 
It is expected the examination and correction can be accomplished 
during one session. 

The papers of the fourth, fifth and sixth classes are to be 
examined during the afternoon following each examination, at the 
rooms of the first class in the Pierce School, at which examina- 
tion all the Grammar and Primary teachers are to assist. The 
examination is to be conducted precisely in the same way as that 
prescribed for the other classes; each principal to conduct the 
correction of papers on successive days, and each teacher cor- 
recting a paper to sign her name at the foot. The papers are to 
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be returned to the teachers in charge of the respective classes, 
who are to record the result and percentage, and then they are to 
be distributed to the pupils on the following morning as prescribed 
for the other classes. All answers that are incorrect, except those 
in arithmetic requiring solution by analysis, are to be marked as 
a failure. Those mentioned as excepted, if correct in analysis 
and wrong in computation, will receive 70 per cent. 

The examinations will commence on Thursday, June 24th, and 
will be held as follows: 

First day, Arithmetic. 

Second day, Geography and Spelling. 

Third day, Reading. 

Fourth day, Grammar. 

Fifth day, History—First, Second and Third classes. 

, 6  Dictation—Fourth, Fifth and Sixth classes. 

’ The aim and purpose of these examinations has been— 

First—To properly grade the classes. 

Second—To ascertain the character and efliciency of the in- 
struction. 

Third—To discipline the pupils to put their statements method- 
ically and concisely upon paper; to create in them a feeling of 
confidence, and to enable them to form correct habits of thought 
and expression. 

Before submitting the results, we desire to present a few general 
remarks upon some of the branches pursued. 


. 


READING. 


The upper Grammar classes appear to have given less attention 
to this branch than the others, arising no doubt from the fact that 
the number of studies are greater with them, and probably less 
time can be spared for instruction. We have, however, recom- 
mended that more time be set apart for this exercise, as more 
deficiency was apparent in these classes. There was an indis- 
tinctness of articulation, and a lack of proper emphasis and spirit | 
in many cases. Where reading has received more attention, as in 
‘ the Primary and lower Grammar classes, the results have been 
quite favorable. And it would be doing injustice to many pupils 
if we omitted to say that in many instances the reading of the 
more advanced classes was most excellent and creditable. The 
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importance of forming a taste for reading, and of making thought- 
ful and intelligent readers, can hardly be overestimated. 


SPELLING. 


There was a decided improvement upon the previous examina- 
tion, but there is still room for more, and we have no doubt but 
that future results will be entirely satisfactory, as increased atten- 
tion is now given to it. The spelling in some of the dictation 
exercises was very faulty, caused more by heedlessness than a 
want of knowledge. ‘Teachers should endeavor to correct this 
want of care and thought as far as practicable. In the examina- 
tion, the words were selected from the readers from pieces that 
had been read by the pupils, and care was used to select only 
those words in common use. 


WRITING. 


The books, with but few exceptions, showed a proper care, on 
the part of the pupils, to preserve neatness, and we think, also, 
an improvement in penmanship. There was a great difference 
between some of the classes of the same grade, which we must 
partly ascribe to especial care and pains taken by some teachers 
more than others. Nearly all the classes, however, made a very 
good exhibit. In the upper classes, particularly, where we expect 
greater proficiency, the books were not only free from blots and 
mistakes, but the character of the writing was very creditable. 
We must say, however, that the dictation exercises and the ex- 
amination papers, as a rule, did not show the same degree of 
neatness or good penmanship. It is decidedly injurious to the 
pupils to feel that they must hurry through these exercises, thus 
causing them to form their letters imperfectly, and leading to 
habits that are not neat and orderly. The good results of many 
writing lessons will be in a great measure destroyed, if proper 
attention is not given to the writing in all their exercises. We 
trust to see an improvement in this respect; for as the art of 
writing well is certainly of great importance to all, boys as well 
as girls, everything is important that contributes to this end. 
The position of the pupils, and the manner of holding the pen, 
should receive constant and careful attention. The furniture of 
the room should be considered in relation to this matter. The 
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desks in the rooms are not properly graded to the sizes of the 
pupils. Where there is such a disparity in the ages, and conse- 
quently sizes of the pupils, it is evident that all desks of the 
same size should not be placed in the same room. It would be an 
easy matter to arrange this, and we commend this subject to the 
attention of the Board. 


ARITHMETIC. 


The results of-the examination in this study were not as suc- 
cessful as we desire. We think more time should be given for in- 
struction in analysis. It is a difficult study at best for the majority 
of the pupils, and one that calls forth the energy and ability of the 
teacher more than any other. As the subjects are more difficult 
to be comprehended, so they require more explanation and in- 
struction from the teacher. Frequent reviews are especially es- 
sential, and examples other than those,in the text-book should be 
frequently given. The pupils should also be instructed how to 
put the work in a systematic and proper manner upon their papers 
or slates. Many of the examination papers were faulty in this 
respect. j 

LANGUAGE. 


We are happy to be able to state a marked improvement in this 
study, and we now consider the attainment as high as we have a 
_ right to expect. The results indicated that the pupils had been 
carefully and thoroughly instructed, and that the study had been 
rendered an interesting one. No doubt much of this improve- 
ment is attributable to the new text-books recently introduced. 
Neither would we detract from the labors of the teachers, without 
which such favorable results could not have been reached. 


GEOGRAPHY. 


The results here were also commendable, and we are pleased to 
notice great progress. Globes are now more frequently used as a 
means of instruction and with good results. 


History. 


The proficiency in this department is entirely satisfactory, and 
we have no recommendations to suggest. The high percentages 
obtained show faithful work by teachers and pupils.

It will be noticed there are no failures in the first classes, 
and the high percentages attained are very satisfactory. In the 
second classes the only rejections for promotion are in the Pierce 
School, and the result in that class shows a considerable improve-~ 
ment upon the previous examination and the average percentage is 
not low. The third classes make favorable returns, with the ex- 
ception of the Heath Street School. All show good progress in 
the study of language, but with the exception of the Pierce 
School, a considerable weakness in arithmetic. The fourth classes 
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also manifest a want of sufficient knowledge in arithmetic, and 
were excellent in language. The class of the Heath Street 
School consists of but eight pupils, and as two were below the 
mark, it renders the percentage of rejections quite large. The 
fifth classes in the Pierce and Ward Schools have done remarkably 
well, and are entitled to great credit. The Heath Street and 
Lawrence Schools do not compare favorably, but show poor results 
in arithmetic and language. With the exception of the Harvard 
School, the sixth classes passed an excellent examination. And 
we wish to mention the class in the Heath Street School as having 
attained the highest average percentage of all the classes, includ- 
ing all the grades. 

The second divisions of the sixth class have done fairly with 
the exception of the class in the Harvard School. The Boylston 
School ranks the highest. 

In justice to the Heath Street School, we should state that on 
account of the prevalence of the scarlet fever in that district, the 
school was closed for two weeks during the term, and the school 
disorganized to a considerable extent for two weeks in addition, 
We hope and believe the next examination will be more favorable, 
especially in arithmetic. 

Owing to a change of teachers in the Lawrence School, as well 
as the fact that many of the pupils were poorly qualified to enter 
the class at the commencement of the term, the results were not as 
good as we shall expect infuture. The total average of the failures 
in all the schools do not exceed ten per cent. in spite of the diffi- 
culties which caused the deficiencies above mentioned, so that we 
trust the future will be still more favorable. The questions were 
of a nature calculated to call forth the reasoning powers of the 
pupils, and to test their knowledge of the principles involved 
and the application of the rules, rather than the language of 
the text-book and the rules laid down. Particular atten- 
tion was given to the preparation of the questions by the Prin- 
cipals and your Committee, for it will be at once admitted that 
the whole success or failure of the examination depends upon the 
nature of the questions put. And as we desired to ascertain 
whether the reviews had been as frequent as desired, the questions 
were not confined to the subjects actually pursued during the term, 
but embraced the entire subject from the commencement to the 
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point reached at the close of the term. And we would recommend 
this course for the future. Great care should always be used in 
the preparation of the questions. Extremely difficult aud long 
problems should be avoided. 


PROMOTIONS. 


It is impossible to arrange a perfect system of grading. About 
five per cent. of the number of pupils in a class will show sufficient 
ability to be advanced to a higher class during the year, and 
about ten per cent. will fall behind the required standard. This 
will be a fair average. Of the ten per cent., one-half can be 
worked up by a little extra effort to the proper standard. A class 
of thirty or forty pupils may commence the studies of the term 
together, and very soon they will be separated as regards pro- 
ficiency ; some will easily master the lessons assigned, and have 
unemployed time on their hands, others will fall behind, while the 
great majority will maintain themselves and with no idle moments. 
This will be the case if the class is properly graded at the start, 
and the course of study is well ordered. Our promotions are 
semi-annual in the Primary, and annual in the Grammar classes. 
There are many disadvantages in having so long an interval 
between the Grammar classes. It is more difficult to advance 
bright pupils who are ahead of their own class where they will be 
obliged to overtake pupils who are a whole year in advance, and 
it also causes a serious loss of time to those pupils who are neces- 
sarily detained in one grade over a year. But in a small town 
where the number of pupils in the Grammar classes is necessarily 
small, and where teachers have frequently more than one class to 
instruct, a further subdivision would’seem impracticable. That 
such a plan of frequent classification has its advantages no one can 
doubt, and the schools of many of our large cities have adopted 
this system of frequent promotions and less intervals between the 
classes. 

But we must simply do the best that is possible under existing 
circumstances. Teachers are sometimes loth to part with their 
best scholars, but is it best to detain them in a class when by a 
little extra effort they can sustain themselves in the class above? 
The best results are attained where every pupil has a chance to do 
his best, and where they may not be unduly hurried, or feel that they 
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have more time than is sufficient for a faithful prosecution of their 
studies. The very fact that they are not required to put forth all 
their energies and that they have spare time is often a source of 
injury to the pupils, in causing them to form slothful and heedless 
habits. As the principals have each an assistant, it is expected 
they will constantly visit the different rooms and become acquainted 
with the progress of each pupil in their respective departments. 
Being thus familiar with the abilities of each, they can make 
irregular promotions of worthy pupils. Such a course will relieve 
the lower classes which are usually crowded, and increase the 
size of the upper ones which are generally quite small. No doubt 
many pupils will thus be encouraged to continue throughout the 
whole Grammar course who would otherwise leave school before 
they completed it. We have recommended this course to the 
principals, and trust it will meet the approval of the Board. 
To satisfactorily arrange for those pupils who do not sustain 
themselves is not an easy task. Parents are apt to complain if 
their children are not promoted, and argue, and with some force, 
that it acts as a discouragement to the pupil to see his classmates 
advanced, while he is left behind. On the other hand, we claim — 
that it is an injury to the pupil to advance him in his studies when 
he is not qualified, and when he is greatly deficient in a majority 
of them. And experience has shown us, where pupils have been 
promoted who were not fully prepared, that their progress through 
all the higher classes has been unsatisfactory, whereas, when they 
have had the opportunity of reviewing all the studies another year, 
they have frequently taken high rank thereafter. It must be 
borne in mind that it requires a deficiency in several studies to 
cause a pupil to be rejected for promotion; for, as we take the 
general average of all, a want of knowledge in one branch is more 
than balanced by thorough work in another. We present the sub- 
ject more fully because complaint has sometimes been made, and 
we are urged to deviate from the standard fixed. It often proves 
true that students of moderate ability overtake those naturally 
endowed with brighter intellects; for what is often lacking in 
talent, is more than supplied by application and industry. And 
often pupils, who at the commencement of the term find they are 
falling behind, will apply themselves so as to recover the lost 
ground and take high rank at the close. A word of encour- 
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agement, and a little extra instruction bestowed by the teacher 
upon pupils who require it, will work a great change, and cannot 
be too strongly urged. ‘To have an imperfect and uncertain knowl- 
edge of a subject, is quite likely to beget a distaste for the study 
itself, and hence a more complete and thorough acquaintance with 
it is most desirable. We must also have in view the results that 
are to prove of such permanent value, as acquiring the ability to 
use the mind properly, forming correct habits of thought, implant- 
ing desires for more knowledge, and creating the power of concen- 
trated attention and application. We pass now to the results of 
the High School. 

There are eighteen pupils in the college, advanced and senior 
classes, and there was but one failure to reach the required stand- 
ard. The middle class consists of twenty-five pupils, and but 
one failed of promotion. In mathematics and French many of 
the pupils were below the standard. In the junior class, consisting 
of thirty-six pupils, there were but two who failed to reach the re- 
quired percentage. The only deficiency apparent was in mathe- 
matics. 

The examination questions for this school are prepared by the 
principal, and the results indicate that the school is in a pros- 
perous and excellent condition. We have only observed that 
more satisfactory results in mathematics would be desirable. 

In conclusion, we have reason to congratulate the Board upon 
the present prosperous condition of our schools, the excellent ° 
corps of teachers now employed, and the whole system and plan 
upon which we are conducting the work. As we have not with- 
held commendation where due, so we have not hesitated to point 
out any apparent defects. We have endeavored to communicate 
to you a faithful and accurate report of the true condition of the 
schools. Important progress in many departments of study has 
been made the past few years, and we hope and expect to see con- 
tinued improvement in some branches. 

While we seek to promote the efficiency of the schools by proper 
and expedient regulations, by a regular course of study, by intro- 
ducing improved text-books, by a careful and wise selection of 
teachers, and by the adoption of all necessary measures,—may Wwe 
remember the great end ever to be had in view; and one that 
should engage the thoughts of all those who have in charge the

education of the young, is to create honest, virtuous, patriotic and 
law-abiding citizens. Education fails in its noblest and highest 
purposes if this is neglected, but this result accomplished, and all 
the time and money that have been expended have not been in 
vain. On the contrary, we will have reason to be thankful for the 
expenditure of every dollar. It will return interest a hundred- 
fold, by checking drunkenness and crime, by restraining lawless- 
ness, by stimulating industry and thrift, by putting an increased 
value to property, and by advancing the true and best interests of 
humanity.

School Comnuvittee. 
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ASSESSORS’ ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Assessors respectfully report that they have together attended 
to the duties of their office in the manner stated in their last annual 
report, making, as last year, three months of daily labor, followed 
by two months of broken work. Extra labor has been peformed, 
as before, by one of the Board in the considerable work of prepar- 
ing the Tax List for publication, and by another of the Board in 
correcting the Corporation List at the State House, the latter sav- 
ing to the town over two thousand dollars. 

In the valuation for the year, the Assessors have felt greatly 
embarrassed by the universal financial depression, rendering abso- 
lute values difficult to determine. While recognizing the general 
shrinkage in property the Board have been slow to reduce the valu- 
ation of the real estate in this town, because assured by their own 
observation and the opinions of others, that no real estate of similar 
character, situated equally near the centre of Boston, has been, and 
is now, so moderately valued asin Brookline. With a continuance 
of this financial depression, however, the coming year may give 
reason for reduction in the valuation of our larger areas of unoccu- 
pied land, upon which the burden of taxation is heavy when sales 
are so difficult. The improved property has, in general, stood well 
the test of actual sales at the valuations stated in our list. 

The condensed statement of the taxation of the town for the 
year ending February 1, 1876, together with the tabular statement 
of the expenditures, debt, valuation and rate of taxation of the 
town since 1847, are annexed; the first two columns of the latter 
being taken from the Treasurer’s reports.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN UPON THE Suits or Cor. THOMAS 
ASPINWALL AGAINST THE TOWN. 


The Selectmen desire to report to the town the present condi- 
tion of the claims of Thomas Aspinwall against the town, which 
were referred to arbitration under an offer of Col. Aspinwall, ac- 
cepted by a vote of the town. In order that the town may obtain 
full information upon the subject, the Selectmen have deemed it 
best to append hereto copies of the original documents relating to 
the matter. These claims were five in number, namely: Ist. A 
claim for damages caused by the construction of a sewer in the 
year 1870, upon which suit had been brought, and is now pending 
in the Superior Court. 2d. A suit against James Driscoll (an 
agent of the town in constructing said sewer, whose defence has 
been undertaken by the town), upon which an action in the Supe- 
rior Court has been brought, and is stillpending. 3d. A petition 
to the County Commissioners, for a jury to assess damages by rea- 
son of the change of grade in a certain highway known as Aspin- 
wall avenue, by the Selectmen acting as surveyors of highways of 
the town, in the year1872. 4th. A petition to the Superior Court 
for assessment of damages for injury caused by laying out town- 
ways on each side of Aspinwall avenue, in order to widen the 
same. dth. Certain alleged acts of trespass by the town of 
Brookline, Charles D. Head, C. K. Kirby, Horace James, J. W. 
Edgerly and George Tyler (based upon the assumption that the 
laying out referred to in the claim numbered ‘ four,” was illegal), 
upon which an action of tort had been brought in the Superior 
Court, and is still pending. 
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At the adjourned special meeting of the town held on Tuesday, 
December 15, 1874, the following article being under consideration, 
— ‘ Thirty-first : To see what action the town will take in reference 
to a settlement, by reference or otherwise, of the suits of Thomas 
Aspinwall against the town,”— the committee appointed at the meet- 
ing of the town held on the 30th November, 1874, to consider and 
report on said article, presented their report, and with it a propo- 
sition from the attorney of Col. Aspinwall, a copy of which is 
appended to this report, and is marked ‘‘ A.” 

The town then passed votes, as follows : — 

‘¢ Voted, To accept the foregoing report.” 

‘¢ Voted, That the proposition of Mr. Thomas Aspinwall, to 
submit certain claims against the town, and against individuals 
acting on behalf of the town, to arbitration, be accepted.” 

‘¢ Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized and instructed to 
take such action as may be necessary and proper, to carry said 
proposition into effect, and also to protect the interests of the town 
in the hearings before the referees.” 

‘¢ Voted, That the Chairman of the Selectmen be authorized to 
execute and acknowledge, in behalf of the town, any formal agree- 
ment of submission that may be required.” 

Immediately after the passage of the votes quoted above, the 
selectmen authorized the junior counsel of the town in said suit 
(the senior counsel, the Hon. William Gaston, being unable longer 
to act as such in consequence of his acceptance of his nomination 
as an arbitrator upon said suits) to bring the cases up for hearing 
as soon as practicable. He subsequently reported that, upon con- 
ference with Thomas H. Talbot, Esq., counsel for Col: Aspinwall, 
it was thought best that, in addition to the submission to arbitration 
made by Col. Aspinwall and accepted by the town, there should be 
five statutory submissions corresponding severally to the five suits 
then pending before the Superior Court and the County Commis- 
sioners, in order the better to dispose of the matters on record. 
Accordingly, the counsel for Col. Aspinwall prepared five several 
statements of claims against the town, substantially as above set 
forth, to be submitted under the statutes. These submissions were 
signed for Col. Aspinwall by his attorney, and for the town by the 
chairman of this board. By agreement the three claims growing 
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out of the Aspinwall avenue proceedings were first heard. The 
hearing took place on the 22d, 23d, 24th and 26th days of De- 
cember, 1874. A large number of witnesses were examined on each 
side, the arbitrators viewed the premises, and extended arguments 
were made by counsel both for the town and Col. Aspinwall. 
After holding the cases under advisement for some weeks, the 
arbitrators made awards, which were opened at once by consent, 
and afterwards filed in court. These awards are appended, marked 
‘¢B.” Immediately after the awards were opened, a letter was re- 
ceived from the counsel of Col. Aspinwall by the counsel of the 
town (a copy of which is hao nee marked ‘* C”), which was re- 
ferred by him to this board. 

This communication having been considered by the Selectmen, 
the counsel of the town was instructed to say, that the whole mat- 
ter was in the hands of the arbitrators, and that the Selectmen had 
no authority to go behind the award. 

Letters, copies of which are appended, marked ‘‘D” and ‘ E,” 
were sent in reply to the said letter by the counsel of the town. 

After this correspondence the Selectmen were advised by the 
counsel of the town in these suits (Mr. Drew) that the objection 
made by the counsel of Col. Aspinwall could not be sustained in 
his judgment, the matter objected to having been referred to arbi- 
tration, as he understood the submission; and in support of his 
view cited extracts from statements made at the hearing, which 
are appended hereto, marked ‘‘ F.” He further stated to this 
board that the submissions made under the statute, to be filed in 
court for the purpose of summarily disposing of the actions in 
court, could not be sustained if Col. Aspinwall should object 
thereto, as the matters referred to were not such as could be made 
the subject-matter of statutory submissions ; but that, nevertheless, 
the submission made by Col. Aspinwall, and accepted by the town, 
was a good submission in pais (or outside of the statute), and an 
award thereon would be binding on both parties, even though, on 
account of the technical objection referred to, the court should 
not, after objection made, receive and order judgment upon the 
awards made upon the statutory submissions. Previous to the 
formal bringing of the awards before the court, the counsel of Col. 
Aspinwall furnished to the town copies of his objections, which 
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are appended, marked ‘‘G.” At the hearing before the Superior 
Court on the 11th May, 1875, Col. Aspinwall, by attorney, objected 
to the acceptance of the award, but was heard only upon this point 
as to the jurisdiction of the court in such case. After hearing 
the matter, the Court (Mr. Justice Bacon) intimated that he was 
strongly inclined not to accept the awards upon the claims num- 
bered above ‘‘ four” and ‘ five,” because of want of jurisdiction, 
but would not then definitely decide upon the award upon the 
action of tort, and took it under advisement. This board has not 
been advised of any further action of the court. 

The board are advised by counsel that the submission by Col. 
Aspinwall to the town, and accepted by it, makes a complete bar 
to the further prosecution in court of the claims therein referred to ; 
that the acceptance or rejection by the court of the statutory sub- 
missions which were made in addition thereto for convenience of 
disposition of suits on record can have no effect thereon; that the 
only substantial objection urged against the acceptance of said 
award (the alleged excess of authority by the arbitrators), has no 
foundation in fact, and that the plaintiff will be obliged to accept 
the award made by them. They are further advised that the mat- 
ter which the town is asked to waive is one of great importance, 
and that the waiver would be likely to throw upon it the duty of 
building a retaining-wall to sustain the road at the place where the 
slopes now are, at a probable cost of about $15,000. In this 
latter opinion the board concur. They, therefore, think it of great 
consequence to the town that it should insist upon the acceptance 
by Col. Aspinwall of the awards made by a tribunal of his own 
nomination, after a long and exhaustive hearing, and careful con- 
sideration. 

The other matters submitted have not been heard. The counsel 
of the town has frequently asked the plaintiff to meet the arbitra- 
tors, but the latter has not yet found it convenient to do so.

To Messrs. Joun Wetts, Tuomas Tarpot and FRANKLIN DARRACOTT, com- 
mittee appointed by the Town Meeting of Brookline held November 30, 
1874, under the thirty-first article in the warrant, to recommend a method 
of settling the suits of Thomas Aspinwall : — 


GENTLEMEN, — Understanding that it will be agreeable to you to receive 
and consider a proposition from me for a reference of these suits, I submit as 
follows : — 

The suits of Thomas Aspinwall arising out of the action of the Town of 
Brookline in 1872 and 1873-in laying out and accepting a town-way by widen- 
ing Aspinwall avenue, and in making said town-way at its actual grade, that 
is, from Harvard street to the bridge over the Brookline Branch Railroad, and 
from that bridge to Brookline avenue, to wit: — 

(1.) A petition pending in the Superior Court for Norfolk County, alleging 
damages caused by said widening, and asking that the same may be deter- 
mined by a jury. 

(2.) A suit against the inhabitants of Brookline and certain Selectmen for 
alleged trespass, pending in the same court. 

(8.) A petition to the County Commissioners of said county, alleging 
damages caused by raising and lowering said highway, and asking that the 
same may be assessed by a jury, may be referred for hearing and conclusive 
determination to a board of referees composed of 

Hon. Joun WELLS, of Brookline, 
Hon. Witxitam Gaston, of Boston, 
Hon. Watpo Corsurn, of Dedham. 


In this hearing and determination, the above action of the town 1s to be con- 
sidered as authorized by law, and the petitioner is to execute, upon payment 
of the award of said referees, such release as they shall have prescribed, in 
order to secure to the town an easement of way in the land covered by the 
award, free from any other claim for damages, even if it shall be found expe- 
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dient tolay out or alter the highway so as to extend over the same land, or to 
take any other proceedings to legalize said action of the town. 

The suit against the inhabitants of Brookline in tort, alleging injury to 
certain lands of Thomas Aspinwall by laying out and constructing a sewer, 
pending since 1870 in the Superior Court for Norfolk County, may be referred 
to the same Board for like conclusive determination, with authority to present 
such release as shall be found necessary to secure to the town whatever ease- 
ment shall be paid for under the said award. Or for the last named two of 
the above referees may be substituted two engineers, one to be chosen by the 
town, and the other by Thomas Aspinwall. 

Along with this last suit, for the purpose of simplifying remedies, may be 
teferred, if the town desires, not otherwise, a suit for part of the same cause 
of action against James Driscoll, pending in the same court. This offer is 
made on the understanding of the plaintiff, that the town has assumed the 
defence of said suit, and if acceded to is not to be construed as a waiver by 
the town of any ground of defence. 

This proposition is to become binding upon Thomas Aspinwall as soon as 
accepted by the town in the town meeting which commenced on the 30th 


November, 1874.

Aspinwall avenue, from Harvard street, in said Brookline, to the Brookline 
avenue, as the same is now laid out and constructed, and in full of all 
damages for the locating of the same anew, in accordance with the 
boundaries established by the town, in case the same shall be so located anew 
by the County Commissioners, the sum of eight thousand five hundred dollars 
($8,500), together with the taxable costs of his witnesses upon the hearing 
before the arbitrators, taxed at . And we do further award that 
upon payment of said sums the said petitions be dismissed from court, and the 
said Thomas Aspinwall be required to waive all claims for damages for the 
locating anew of said Aspinwall avenue, and all objection to such relocation 
in accordance with the boundaries and grade thereof as established by the 
laying out and construction thereof by the Town of Brookline. We further 
award that the extension of embankments, in the construction of said road, 
beyond the line of location, over and upon the land of said Aspinwall, having 
been made without objection and with the assent and concurrence of his agent 
or attorney shall not be hereafter objected to, or removed or required to be 
removed, but shall remain undisturbed; the same having been considered in 
making up this award of damages; but the said Aspinwall shall be entitled to 
avail himself thereof towards the filling of his said lands, the support of 
buildings, or in any other mode, which shall not deprive the road of its 
proper support. We also award that the fees and charges of the arbitrators, 
amounting in the whole to the sum of six hundred dollars ($600), be paid, 
one-half by each of the parties to this reference to wit: three hundred dollars 
($300) by each.

HEARING BEFORE REFEREES. 


THomMAS ASPINWALL vs. TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 
Extract from the opening argument of Hon. Wm. Aspinwall. 


Mr. AspINwALL: — The damage to us is, that the slope of the embankments 
extends beyond the line of the.road, and we say that it is so steep that the earth 
will be continually washing down, and the stones will be rolling down on to 
our land. It will be seen that it has had that effect already. But in this con- 
nection, I want to state, as one element of benefit to the town, and an element 
which should be taken into consideration, I think, in assessing the damage to 
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us, because what is beneficial to the town (just as I mentioned in relation to 
taking the widening on one side) is a fair element of consideration, when you 
come to determine our position in relation to the town. If we had insisted 
upon a retaining wall, as I do not know but we might, and as I understand 
some parties in Boston do, —if we had insisted upon a retaining wall, where the 
grade was raised adjacent to our land, it would have cost the town some $15,000 
or $20,000, a mere retaining wall, to keep the earth of their road within 
their own limits. We did not require anything of that sort. We waived that, 
on condition that they would make easy slopes into our ground, which have 
not been made in all places; insome places they have been made, and in some 
places they have not. This is a very steep grade, and is one where, as I say, 
the earth will not remain any great length of time. There is a saving to the 
town in doing the work in the way they have done it, of $15,000 (I think I re- 
member the engineer’s estimates), and what we could have reasonably asked 
them to do, to obviate this great outlay, would have been to expend $3,000 in 
sloping the banks properly into our land. 


Extract from the closing argument of C. H. Drew, Esq., for the Town of ~ 


Brookline. 


I assume, moreover, in this case, that you are to consider, as I suggested 
in my opening, the whole matter before you as if it were rightly done. Inti- 
mations have been thrown out here in the course of the testimony, that some 
portion of the way was not rightfully laid out, in that the foot of the slopes were 
outside the location; but I assume (and I shall be glad to be corrected if I 
assume wrongly, because I conceive that this will lie at the foundation of my 
argument) that inasmuch as it is all, perhaps, improperly or illegally done, 
no portion can be selected as being more illegal than another, and therefore 
the position on which you gentlemen start is, that the way is properly laid out, 
as we see it to-day, and not as we see it upon the laying out which was 
attempted to be made; because it seems to me that that was (I will not waste 
any argument upon that point), so far as its legal effect was concerned, void. 


Mr. Cotzurn. — Do you assume that the towi? have a right to carry the © 


foot of the slope into the adjoining land, as a resting place? 

Mr. Drew. —I suppose not, sir. I am willing, however, to take whichever 
position the other side desire me to take on that point. The land covered by 
the way, as we see it now, that is to say, the land taken in 1873 for a way, I 
conceive to have been improperly taken; nevertheless, if the petitioner comes 
here and submits to your arbitration, he is estopped from denying that the 
land was properly taken. 

Mr. Gaston. — The taking before the town covered the land? 

.Mr. Drew. —No; I go further, and say that, inasmuch as there was no 
legal laying out of the land that was taken for the way, although it did not 
come within the filed location, still it should be considered as being the new 
location. Those slopes should have been, in my judgment, included in the 
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location; nevertheless, it seems to me that your Honors should consider the 
whole way, not only that part which was originally included in the location, 
but that part which should have been included in the location as properly laid 
out. That is to say, you will not find a proper laying out as to a part and an 
improper laying out as to the other, but you will assume the whole to be prop- 
erly taken. I admit the conclusion which follows from this proposition as a 
just one, and shall not attempt to escape from it. You must add to the 27,000 
and odd feet, the part that was taken for the slope, whatever that may be. 
No estimate of that amount has been put in here, but it is susceptible of exact 
calculation. If, however, it is not so, and your Honors do not propose to take 
that view, all we say is, that in the two actions for assessment of damages the 
petitioner can only show that which was actually included in the location as 
filed and described, and, as to the other, he must stand on his action in tres- 
pass. Then we say, that ought not to be so, because you can only hold it so 
by strict construction of the law, and if you are to hold the law strictly in this 
matter, then we are trespassers as to the whole of it. : é : 

Mr. Coisurn. — Suppose there is a finding and settling of the damages, 
what is then to prevent that embankment being removed at any time? 

Mr. Drew. — The only protection, in such a case, is for the petitioner to 
give a deed of the land. Iconfess myself that the position of the town here 
is avery peculiar one. I find, or think I find, that everything which was 
done here, except the bare raising of the grade, which I presume the Select- 
men, as Surveyors of Highways, had aright to do, everything else was im- 
properly done, it seems to me. 

Mr. Cotpurn. — My query was, whether there should not be some agree- 
ment as to the effect of the finding. I do not know whether any has been put 
in or not. . 

Mr. Drew. — It would be very desirable; but I understand the offer of the 
petitioner in this case, which I presume may be still before your Honors, prop- 
erly and fairly construed to be, to include everything in connection with the 
alteration of Aspinwall avenue in one general settlement, and for the purpose 
of settlement it was all to be considered as rightly done. 

Mr. Corzsurn. —I suppose there were some provisions in this agreement as 
to the form in which the conveyance should be made if the referees satisfied 
the owners. 

Mr. Drew. — There was an offer of the petitioner, on which all these pro- 
ceedings were based, which I think lies before your Honors. Am I right in 
that? 

Mr. Tatsot. — That agreement is part of the reference. 

The Caarman — (Reading.) — ‘‘ With authority to prescribe such release 
as shall be found necessary to secure to the town whatever easements shall be 
paid for under said award.” 

Mr. Corzury. — Is that incorporated into the submission? 

Mr. Tatzort. — It is to be so considered. 
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Mr. Cotpurn. — My query is whether this agreement is properly incor- 
porated into your submission, in such a way that it can be relied upon? 

Mr. Tarsor. —If it is not, we will have another written. 

Mr. Drew. — Notwithstanding, it seems to me that everything must come 
under the action on the petition for damages, or else under the action for 
trespass. My brother Talbot’s attention and my own was directed more par- 
ticularly to disposing of the matters on record. 

The Cuairman. —I supposed the object of having separate submissions, 
corresponding to the separate suits, was that the award in this case might be 
used to dispose of the case in court. 

Mr. Gaston. —I suppose the suit brought in trespass was intended to 
cover all this filing. 

Mr. Drew. —I should say not. I should say the declaration intended to 
cover just the part which was taken; I mean by the filed location and de- 
scription, which has no reference to the land taken for slopes. I infer that 
that was not thought of in bringing the action. 

Mr. Tarsot.— This point which my brother Drew is considering now is 
entirely new to me, and I have been watching him carefully to see how he 
would work it out. I am not inclined to make any difficulty upon this matter. 

Mr. Coxtsurn. —I don’t suppose anybody is. My query was, whether the 
papers were in such form that they included everything. 

Mr. Tartzsor. —If they are not, we must have them made so. 

Mr. Drew. —I presume there will be no difficulty about that. 

The Cuarrman. — Did the counsel on either side intend to limit the powers of 
the arbitrators to the specifications in their several submissions? That is, if 
there is anything left, under the general agreement of submission, which is not 
included in the special ones, that is open to the arbitraters to dispose of under 
the submission in pats, is it not? 

Mr. Tarsort. — I so understand it. 

The Cuarrman. — Suppose the arbitrators, instead of acting upon these stat- 
ute submissions, should make one general award, on the agreement as sub- 
mitted in pais, would you not consider that as within our powers? 

Mr. Tatzor. — We should, your Honor. 

Mr. Drew. —I certainly should. 

The Cuarrman. — Then we may regard the three several submissions as 
means by which to effectuate a general purpose, in certain particulars? 

Mr. Drew. — That is exactly our intention; I think, exactly the intention 
of my clients. 

The Cuarrman. —I supposed that the submission would be by adopting the 
proposition, whatever is the description of the causes of action. 

Mr. Drew. —I am content to have another one drawn, including that, if 
desired. 

Mr. Tatzot. —I do not think it is necessary to drawa newone. The most 
that can be done is to put a reference to the agreement into this submission, 
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and I state, in the most solemn manner, in court, that our submission is on the 
basis of the agreement. 

The Cuarrman. — We can, in order to effect what we understand to be the 
precise purpose of the parties, make awards under the three separate submis- 
sions, and then we can treat the general agreement as a submission 7m pms, 
under which we can make a general award, embracing all there is, and make 
whatever further award is necessary, to cover what is outside the separate 
submissions, if anything. ‘That will be binding as a submission on an award 
in pars, and the others may be binding as submissions on awards that may be 
enforced in court. 

Mr. Drew. — That will be satisfactory to the town. 

Mr. Tatzor. —I think it may not be unadvisable for me to say one word 
right here. I understand that by the use of our land to rest the foot of these 
slopes on, the town saves itself a certain amount of expense. We desire 
that the referees shall consider that element in awarding us our damages; 
that is all. We had not the slightest thought of disturbing the slopes in any 
way whatever, and the idea of a suit for trespass for putting that earth on to 
our lands in that way, did not occur to us at all. Wehad no idea of it. I 
think, therefore, there is no real difficulty in the case. 

[ On another occasion the following statement was made. | 

Mr. Tatsot. — I have made an estimate of the amount required to put the ' 
land in as good condition as it was before the change; total, 9,200 cubic yards, 
80 cents, $7,360. Into that $7,360 enters the element of a substitute for the 
retaining wall and the matter of the slopes. And here I think I can put that 
matter plain, so that there need be no difficulty about it. The position of the 
matter is this: It may be, as the plaintiff says, that that will do us no injury, 
and so far as that is concerned we should not be entitled to damage. We are 
using the low land for pasture, and we do not want the grass buried under 
gravel. Itis nota fair thing. That is what they are doing; but throw that 
aside as a doubtful element, and then let us see how the thing stands. We 
have the power and right to take such steps as will compel the town to put in 
a retaining wall, whether it is for our advantage or not; we have that power 
and right. Now, we come before these referees and say, if you will make us 
a suitable award, we will surrender that right. ‘That is just the way it stands, 
and I see no difficulty whatever. I see no absurdity in our position. If we 
save the town the expense of putting in a retaining wall, they must pay us a 
fair amount for it. That is all there is to that. I speak of that, because I 
want to make that clear, since I have touched upon this matter of the re- 
taining wall.

To an award made by arbitrators, under a submission by agreement before 
a Justice of the Peace, under General Statutes, Chap. 147, the plaintiff files 
objection as follows, to wit : — 

1. This action does not raise a controversy which might be the subject of 
a personal action at law or suit in equity. 

2. The award attempts to impose an obligation upon the plaintiff to con- 
vey an interest, easement or servitude in real estate; and this is one which 
this court is not authorized to enforce by judgment; not having jurisdiction 
over that matter. (See so much of the award as is between the words ‘‘ We 
further award,” and the words ‘‘ proper support.”’) 

3. So much of the award as is above included was not authorized by the 
submission. 

4, This case was submitted to be heard and determined before and by the 
‘referees as one not only with another (No. 457), in this court, but also with a 
certain petition to the County Commissioners for a jury to assess grade dam- 
ages caused by the construction of this town-way, and the award in this case 
is in satisfaction of the damages sought in that petition to the County Com- 
missioners, over the disposition of which petition this court has at this stage 
no jurisdiction. 

For which reasons the plaintiff, objecting to the acceptance of this award, 
moves that the same may be rejected.

GENTLEMEN, — At a meeting of the Board of School Com- 
mittee of Brookline, held on the sixth ultimo, the following vote 
was unanimously passed : — 

Voted, That the Chairman of this Board be requested to have 
an article inserted in the Town warrant for the next Town Meet- 
ing, asking the Town for a further appropriation of one thousand 
dollars for school purposes the present year. 

Strenuous efforts have been made by the Board to keep the 
expenditures for the year within the original appropriation, with- 
out impairing the efficiency of the schools; but they are quite 
certain this cannot be done; therefore the additional amount is 
asked for. 

It will be remembered by the voters of the Town, that the 
appropriation for all school purposes made at the annual Town 
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Meeting this year was $40,000, against $43,000 the year pre- 
vious. 

This year the Board have been called upon to pay $300 salary 
to the late Superintendent — overlap from last year ;— increase of 
salary to several teachers according to our schedules; salaries to 
assistant teachers appointed before the annual meeting to aid the 
Grammar School principals, that they may give some time to 
division superintendence, and also to take the place of any absent 
or sick teacher, and for the remainder of the year, beginning in 
September, salary to an assistant teacher in the High School, — 
all to be paid from the appropriations for this year, 

The Committee deem.it impossible to make the appropriation of 
$40,000 meet all the emergencies of the case, and ask for an addi- 
tional $1,000 only, when they really feel they should ask for $2,000, 
and leave the matter for the decision of the voters of the Town, 
whether the present efficiency of the schools shall be maintained, 
or the Committee be obliged to lop off the study of music, and 
possibly sewing, from the course, in order to keep within the 
original sum of the appropriation. 

Asking you to insert an article in the Town Warrant, covering 
the vote of the School Committee herein stated, and that this 
communication be printed for the information of the citizens of the

The Selectmen of the Town of Brookline, after giving legal no- 
tice to all persons and interests known to them, of their intention 
to lay out as a town-way, the private way leading southwesterly 
from Irving street, beginning at the northerly corner of the house- 
lot of J. W. Edgerly, did, in pursuance of said notice, meet at their 
office in the Town Hall, on Monday, the eighteenth day of October, 
A.D. 1875, and all parties and interests which had appeared hay- 
ing been heard in relation thereto, and said route .having been 
examined by the Selectmen, they proceeded to locate and lay ont 
said way, as follows : — 


The southerly line of said way is described as follows: Begin- 
ning at a point on the northwesterly side of Irving street, distant 
253.40 feet from the intersection of the lines of Irving street and 
High street, at J. W. Candler’s corner. Thence curving to the 
left through a radius of 20 feet. Thence running northwesterly at 
right angles with Irving street for a distance of 38.50 feet along 
lands of J. W. Edgerly. Thence curving to the left with a radius 
of 180 feet for a further distance of 98.40 feet, along said lands of 
said Edgerly, and of the heirs of Samuel Philbrick, to a point dis- 
tant 110 feet from the boundary between said Philbrick’s estate and 
lands of J. W. Candler. Thence running parallel with and 110 
feet from said Candler’s line for a further distance of 277.50 feet. 
The northerly line of said way is parallel with and 40 feet from the 
said southerly line, except at the intersection with Irving street, 
which is made by curves of 20 feet radius on each corner. 

The location of said way is in accordance with a plan and profile 
of the same, as drawn by E.S. Philbrick, Civil Engineer, dated 
November 29th, 1875, and examined and approved by the Select- 
men, and filed in the office of the Town Clerk the same day. 

And the owners of the land abutting upon said way, and of the 
fee of the land over which said way is laid out, in consideration of 
the Town laying out and making said way, agree to waive all 
claims for land or grade damages.

ARTICLE TWELVE. 
‘¢ An AcT TO ESTABLISH A GRADE IN THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


‘¢ Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


‘¢Srction 1. The Selectmen of the Town of Brookline, when 
authorized by a vote of said Town at a meeting called for the pur- 
pose, shall establish in said Town a grade of not less than twelve 
feet above mean low water; and no person, after such grade is 
established, shall construct in said Town any cellar or basement 
cellar of any building below such grade, or use or occupy any cellar 
or basement cellar so constructed ; provided, that the Selectmen 
may by license, subject to revocation at any time by them, author- 
ize cellars to be constructed in buildings used exclusively for stor- 
age or business purposes so much below said grade as they shall 
designate in each license.” 


The Selectmen who were instructed by a vote of the Town 
passed May 7, 1875, ‘‘ to establish a Grade agreeably to the pro- 
visions of Chap. 38 of the Acts of the year 1873,” being ‘‘ an 
Act to establish a grade in the Town of Brookline,” and that 
they shall report the grade established to the Town for its ap- 
proval; and also report what will be the effect of the grade pro- 
posed upon buildings already constructed,” would respectfully 
report, as follows: That after a careful examination of the sub- 
ject-matter, they have established a grade of sixteen feet above 
mean low tide, and, in order to show what cellars and buildings 
already constructed are below such grade, they present the follow- 
ing report of A. H. French, Civil Engineer, upon the heights of 
lands and buildings likely to be affected. 


REPORT. 


To the Selectmen of Brookline: — 

GENTLEMEN, — Having been requested by you to examine 
the subject of ‘ Establishing a Grade for the town of Brook- 
line,” and also to obtain the heights of such lands and build- 
ings as were likely to be affected by such establishment, I 
would respectfully submit the following report, together with. 
the annexed table of heights of sills of houses, and also the: 
cellars of the same; the table embracing all buildings which. 
it would seem probable were in the vicinity of, or below, the 
grade which should be adopted. 

The heights in the table are referred to mean low tide at 
Boston. 

I think there is little need of my pointing out the necessity 
of a grade, to any one who is familiar with the topography 
of Boston, and its suburbs; and there can be no question 
that it is essential, for sanitary reasons, to. establish such a; 
grade as will admit of drainage, either into the natural water-- 
courses of the Town, or into the proposed. system of sewers. 
Neither can there be any question, that the rapid increase of’ 
building on the low lands will involve a largely increased 
expense of raising the territory, unless a proper grade is. 
established previous to the time when that district shall. 
be entirely occupied. | 

In considering, then, the subject of establishing a. grade, it 
is evidently obvious that the first problem to be solved is. 
that of determining the height of the drainage system. in. the: 
low-lying districts. 
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The Sewerage Commission, whose opinion I think no one 
can well dispute, and whose report is doubtless the best 
basis for these remarks, recommends establishing the 
bottom of the outfall of the proposed system of sewerage at 
half tide or grade 5, for the important reasons given on 
the 7th page of their report: “Of preventing the influx of 
tide-water at its mouth, and of affording an advantageous 
connection with the intercepting sewer which may hereafter 
be constructed on the south side of Charles river for- Boston 
and vicinity.” 

If the Town should adopt the recommendations of the 
commission, with relation to the location, grade, and 
height of outfall of the main sewer, its bottom at the corner 
of St. Mary’s street and Beacon street will be 6.9 feet 
above low tide; at Longwood avenue, 9.5 feet; at Aspin- 
wall avenue, 11.3 feet; in Pearl street, opposite the estate of 
James Driscoll, 12 feet; and in Pearl street, at the angle 
near the northerly end of Mr. Baker’s estate, 14 feet. 

From these heights it is evident that a grade which would 
admit of being readily drained into the sewer for a dis- 
trict near Charles river, might not be advisable for a 
district so far removed as the centre of Brookline; and it is 
also evident, considering the height required for the inclina- 
tion of the sewer, from the river to the centre of the Town, 
that a grade which would be high enough to effect the 
drainage of the upper part of the valley would be unneces- 
sarily high in the lower part. The established grade in 
Boston is 12 for cellars, and 18 for streets; but from her 
experience the correctness of this grade has at least proved 
questionable; and this, too, in parts of the city compar- 
atively near tide water, where it was necessary to pro-. 
vide only a small height for the inclination of the sewers ; 
and, judging from the best information we can obtain, 
Boston will at no distant day establish a higher grade than 
this for the low districts which require to be drained 
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through such long trunk sewers as must be used in the 
sewerage system of Brookline. 

From the grade in Boston it will be seen that the cellars 
are six feet lower than the streets; and inasmuch as a large 
portion of the low lands of Brookline are on the lines of the 
main avenues from the city, as well as on the lines of the 
proposed extension of other avenues, it would seem that the 
grade which you adopt, should conform to that of the city, 
so far as the difference between the grade of the streets and 
that of the cellars is concerned. 

Admitting, then, that six feet is the most desirable depth 
of cellars for the class of houses which it would seem prob- 
able are destined to be built on the lands in question, we find 
that sewers so constructed as to accomplish the drainage of 
foundations of buildings thus situated, should be not less than 
ten feet from the grade of the street to the top of the invert ; in 
the case of large sewers, such as the one, three feet in diam- 
eter, proposed to be built in Pearl street, a greater depth than 
ten feet is desirable, as it would not be found practicable 
to depend upon drainage below the crown, although the 
ordinary flow would be only a small part of what such a 
sewer is capable of discharging. | 

Now, the grade of the proposed sewer at the angle near 
the southerly end of Pearl street, as has been before stated, 
is 14 feet. If we add to this the proper depth for the sewer, 
viz., 10 feet, we have 24 as the grade for the street, and, as 
a consequence, a height of 18 for cellars, by allowing the 
six feet in depth above mentioned. These heights would be 
required in order that all the drainage may be readily dis- 
charged into the sewers, and that, too, in the part of the 
.occupied low-lying district furthest removed from the out- 
fall, and therefore the most difficult location for which it will 
be necessary to provide drainage. 

The grade at which Pearl and Emerald streets were raised, 
in 1871, is from 20.5 to 22 feet, except at their junction 
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with Brookline avenue, where the heights are 16.5 and 19 
respectively ; this grade was established when the system of 
town drainage was based on the plan of transforming the 
brook channels into sewers, of extending the main sewer 
along the south side of the railroad to Chapel Station, of 
then diverting it through St. Mary street, and discharging 
into Charles river with an outfall at grade 2, instead of 
5, as is the plan of the present proposed system. The 
same rate of inclination was used in both schemes, and 
therefore the loss occasioned by the difference in height of 
the two outfalls was also entailed on the whole districts 
which the two systems proposed to drain, thereby account- 
ing for what might seem to have been an error,in judgment 
in fixing the grades for the above-mentioned streets. 

But the grade of this district, though not as high as it 
would seem advisable, had the work not already been done, 
is still so high as not to be very objectionable ; particularly 
when we consider that that part of the Town is largely pro- 
vided with covered brook channels, which it is probable must 
always remain in their present position, and receive the soak- 
age of cellars, and the surface drainage of lots so long as 
they remain depressed below the streets. 

Again, the grade of the district is so near what would be 
required were the present proposed systems of sewers con- 
structed, that to my mind there is no probability of its re- 
quiring a re-raising ; and if that be the case, it will avoid the 
necessity of our taking a governing point in the sewerage 
system so far away from the outfall. Now, as has been said 
before, the grade of the proposed sewerin Pearl street, oppo- 
site the estate of Mr. James Driscoll, is 12 feet. This I con- 
sider as being nearer the correct location of the ruling 
point, for it lies in the midst of a low district, extending from 
Harvard street to Brookline avenue, and also at the upper 
end of the low-lying district which is affected by the matter 
of grade. 
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Using 12, then, as the governing height in the sewerage 
system for determining the grade, and allowing the above- 
named depths, of six feet for cellars, and ten for sewers, 
we arrive at the grade of (16) sixteen for cellars, and (22) 
twenty-two for streets. 

Nearly all of the low lands which will be influenced by this 
action are nearer the outfall than the point just mentioned, 
and consequently the grade of 16, which is all that is required 
for that locality, would be constantly improving for the low 
lands along the railroad, as the main sewer descends toward 
Charles river. | 

The grade of 16 would be too low to effect drainage into 
sewers for the low district east of Pond avenue; these low 
lands, though at the same height as those nearer the outfall, 
would require, on account of the additional height necessary 
for the inclination of the sewer, a grade of 19 for cel- 
lars. or the low district lying between Freeman street and 
Beacon street, a grade of 16 would be amply high to secure 
drainage into the proposed main sewer in Beacon street, but 
for the part of that low district west of Kent street a grade 
of 17 would be required to accomplish that object; a grade 
of 19 for cellars is necessary to effect the drainage of the 
low land lying between Longwood avenue and Francis 
street. 

But it does not seem to me advisable to district the 
town in such a matter as establishing a grade, particularly 
when we consider that the grade of 16 and 22 will thor- 
oughly accomplish the drainage of more than 90 per cent. 
of the low lands. In these limited districts just mentioned, 
where it is necessary to have cellars higher than grade 16, 
the streets should be constructed with correspondingly higher 
grades than 22; these low lands, therefore, requiring a 
greater depth of filling than those nearer this outfall, in 
order that they may have relatively efficient grades. I think, 
however, that in these instances, the advantage of being able 
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to drain into the sewers would more than compensate for the 
cost of extra filling, and would be sufficient inducement to 
prevent permanent buildings being placed as low as the re- 
quired grade, where that would not admit of drainage; so, 
that if no special grade is ordered for these localities, the 
grade recommended will accomplish all that is desired. 

The grade of 16 will average five feet above the level of 
salt marshes, a height in itself, which, if the filling were 
of a proper character, would be ample to drain buildings by 
the cesspool system. 

By reference to the annexed table, it will be seen that a 
larger part of the buildings in the low district between the 
railroad and Brookline avenue have cellars below the grade 
of 16; but a large proportion of the estates abut on the 
brook channels, so that so much of the drainage as will 
not contaminate the brooks might be allowed to flow away 
by these channels, special arrangements being made whereby 
the sewage proper may be discharged into the sewers, and 
thus avoid the necessity of raising many buildings, which 
would hardly seem to warrant the expense, and which, owing 
to their favorable location, are not very badly drained. Some 
localities, like the basin surrounded by Pearl street, Emerald 
street and Brookline avenue, where there is at present no 
outlet for the drainage, should receive the early attention of 
the Town.

The Selectmen, who were instructed by a vote of the Town, 
passed at the adjourned annual Town meeting, held April 30, 1875, 
to wit: ‘* Voted that the Town hereby request the Selectmen to: 
take proper steps to lay out a system of sewerage; and that before 
any location of sewers is designated or plans prepared, they are 
requested to give suitable hearings upon the method adopted, and 
before deciding upon the location of any new sewers the Select- 
men confer with the Commission on Sewers recently appointed by 
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the City of Boston in regard to a system in harmony with the 
city, and give a public hearing upon the subject of such location, 
and report to the Town in print,’”’—have attended to the duty 
assigned them, and would respectfully report as follows : — 

Agreeably to public notice duly given, a hearing was held at the 
Town Hall, on Saturday, May 15, 1875, at 7.30 P. M., and all 
parties present and wishing to be heard upon the system of sewer- 
age for the Town were invited to express their views. Several 
spoke upon the subject, and upon the close of their remarks the 
hearing was dissolved. The Selectmen have conferred with the 
commission of the City of Boston, and were assured by the 
Chairman of the Commission, E. S. Chesbrough, Esq., who is also 
Chairman of the Commission authorized by this Town, that the 
general plan recommended in their report, dated Jan. 28, 1875, 
and printed with the Town reports of the present year, would be 
in harmony with the city system. An order of notice for a hear- 
ing upon the laying out of a sewer, as recommended in said 
report, was duly served and posted, and a hearing held at the 
Town Hall, on Wednesday, Oct. 27, at 7.30 P. M.; all parties 
present having been heard and examined thereto, the hearing was 
declared closed. 

Further hearings under a new order of notice were held on the 
eleventh of November, and by adjournment on the seventeenth of 
November. At the hearing on Oct. 27, a plan of sewer was 
presented, agreeably to the recommendation of the Commissioners. 
Objection was made to portions of this route. At the hearings on 
Nov. 11 and 17, a plan was presented tending to obviate these 
objections, and a sewer was laid out at a meeting of the Select- 
men, held Dec. 20, 1875, agreeably to a plan and description filed 
in the office of the Town Clerk the same day, and said sewer is 
now presented to the Town for acceptance and allowance.

And the Selectmen have given the owners of the lands through 
which said sewer is laid out, thirty days from the date of the ac- 
ceptance of this report by the Town, in which to remove structures, 
buildings, walls, fences, hedges, or trees standing on said land. 

And said sewer, as so laid out, located, and described, is hereby 
reported to the Town for acceptance; and, when so accepted, al- | 
lowed and recorded, is to be known as a public main drain or com- 
mon sewer.

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ARTICLE TWENTY-THREE. 


The Selectmen would recommend that branch sewers be con- 
structed in the following streets, namely: Through Beacon street, 
a branch three feet in diameter, from Carlton street to a point 200 
feet west of St. Paul street, connecting with the 24’ & 30” sewer, 
already built, from Harvard street easterly on this line. Also an- 
other sewer, in Beacon street, two feet in diameter, commencing 
opposite the estate of Charles O. Foster, running easterly and dis-: 
charging into the present sewer in Beacon street at the corner of 
Harvard street. 

Through Aspinwall avenue, from the main to Harvard street, 
forty-four inches in diameter. Through School street, from Har- 
vard street to Washington street, thirty inches in diameter. 
Through Cypress street, from Washington street to the railroad, 
twenty-seven inches in diameter. 

Through Pearl street, from the main to Washington street, three 
feet in diameter, intercepting the present sewer, which discharges 
into the brook at the Town line. | 

Through Emerald street, from Pearl street to Brookline avenue, 
twelve inches in diameter. 

The estimated cost of constructing the above branch sewers is 
about $75,000.00. | 

The Selectmen would recommend that all other branches or 
sewers be laid from time to time as the necessities of the different 
sections of the Town may require. 

_ In laying out and recommending a system of sewerage to the 
Town the Selectmen have followed very closely the system of sewer- 
age suggested by the Engineers employed by the Town in 1874 and 
1875 for that purpose, and as the report of said Engineers to the 
Selectmen fully sets forth the general plan of the system of sewer- 
age adopted and recommended by the Selectmen to the Town, they 
herewith annex said report as fully explaining their views of the 
system of sewerage that should be adopted by the Town.

SELECTMEN OF BROOKLINE, 


CONCERNING A SYSTEM OF SEWERAGE. 


Boston, January, 1875. 
To the Selectmen of Brookline: — 

GENTLEMEN, — Having been requested by you, in accord- 
ance with the vote of your town, to examine and report upon 
the subjects therein named, we have duly considered the 
same. 

An examination of the ground, together with the results 
of previous surveys, satisfies us that itis perfectly practicable 
to establish a very efficient system of sewerage, and at a 
comparatively moderate expense, for all that portion of the 
town likely to need it for the next twenty years. 

In considering such a subject as that of town drainage, 
the first and most important question with reference to any 
particular place is, what disposition shall be made of the 
ordinary discharges from the sewers, or of the sewage, a 
term which we shall use in this sense hereafter. 

We are here met by a problem that has exercised many of 
the ablest minds of the scientific world for more than twenty 
years past, without being satisfactorily solved. , 

Up to this day we know of no large city or town in the 
world which has been able to dispose of its sewage in such 
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a way as to avoid a nuisance, except where it is situated on 
a large running stream or body of deep water agitated by 
winds and waves. Even then, in the latter case, the nuisance 
often returns to plague those who muke it. ; 

We do not deem it essential or desirable to encumber this 
report with a description of the various processes that have 
been tried for. utilizing or disposing of sewage. Volumes 
have been written on the subject, and volumes more are 
likely to be, before the question is finally settled. We have 
endeavored to keep thoroughly informed upon this matter, 
and have watched with much interest every new process, 
and carefully read the published results of the experiences 
of those cities, towns, and institutions that have tried the 
irrigating, the deodorizing, the dry earth and other systems. 
Whatever success may have attended any of these devices 
in limited districts and favorable localities, we are satisfied 
that none of them but that which is known as the waler- 
carriage system, unaccompanied by deodorizing or irrigation 
works, can be safely attempted at present in Brookline. By 
this system we mean ordinary sewers that will take the dis- 
charge from water-closets, kitchen-sinks, manufactories, etc., 
without stoppage, to the nearest natural receptacle where it 
will create the least possible nuisance. 

With these views, and after a careful consideration of the 
subject, we recommend, as a base for the system of sewerage 
of Brookline, a main intercepting sewer along, or near, the 
left bank of “Muddy brook,” to the vicinity of St. Mary’s 
street, and along this street to the channel of Charles river. 
The exact location of this sewer is given in an appendix at 
the end of this report, together with a description of the 
principal branches, overflows, etc., and an estimate of their 
cost. 

We are well aware of the objections that can be urged 
against the discharge of any more sewage into Charles river, 
and would by no means underrate them. The growing com- 
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plaints concerning the marshes and flats exposed at low water 
around Boston, and the increasing anxiety on the subject in 
the minds of those charged with the sanitary condition of 
the city and State, are evidences of the vital importance of 
this question. We would, therefore, at the outset, give our 
reasons for what may appear to some to be a disregard of 
the views deemed of importance by others. 

The question to be considered is not, in our minds, what 
would be a faultless system of sewerage for Brookline, both 
in its construction and effects, for this we look upon at 
present as unattainable; but the question is, what system is, 
on the whole, the most advisable, in the existing state of 
knowledge on the subject. To, say that nothing shall be 
done, is to say that population shall cease to grow, and that 
no further improvements shall be made, which is not desira- 
ble, or that the evils of past systems shall disappear without 
effort, which is not possible. 

The elements of growth and prosperity which already 
exist, and which are sure to increase, necessarily require 
increasing means for the removal of filth, as well as the 
drainage of buildings, including, as far as possible, their 
foundations. To effect this, we can point with safety and 
assurance to no system but the one herein recommended, for 
we know of no other that has been successfully carried out, 
even in small towns, in this country or any other, having a 
climate as rigorous as ours. | 

Whatever may be found best in the future with regard to 
the treatment of fecal and kitchen refuse and other concen- 
trated elements of sewage, we cannot conceive of the sewers 
now recommended ceasing to be worth their cost. The 
liquid elements at least must be collected, and these sewers 
would be placed as nearly as practicable where the natural 
features of the territory to be drained require them. Rains 
will fall in their season; these must be removed from the 
streets and other improved surfaces of the ground; cellars 
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and foundations of buildings must be drained. It would be 
miraculous if it should ever cease to be necessary to dis- 
charge into the sewers large bodies of water from laundries, 
from bath-tubs, and from various manufacturing establish- 
ments, all of which should be kept out of the small, natural, 
open channels of brooks and valleys, but which would not 
necessarily contaminate a stream as large as Charles river at 
tide water. Moreover, if the whole sewage is to be utilized 
in the future, it must first be collected, which the system 
now proposed would satisfactorily do. 

The location of the main intercepting sewer having been 
determined by the natural requirements of the district to be 
drained, and by the limits of the jurisdiction of the town, 
the height of the outfall with reference to low water in the 
_ harbor, the inclination and sizes of the sewer become matters 
of considerable importance. . 

With regard to the height of the outfall, two important 
reasons exist for keeping it as high as possible ; viz., to pre- 
vent the influx of tide-water at the mouth, and to afford an 
advantageous connection with any intercepting sewer which 
may hereafter be constructed on the south side of Charles 
river for Boston and vicinity. On the other hand, it is 
extremely desirable to keep the outlet as low as possible, - 
both to secure an efficient inclination to the sewer, and to 
drain as well as may be the low-lying district along the left 
bank of Muddy brook, especially in the vicinity of the 
Brookline Railroad Station. We therefore recommend that 
the bottom of the outfall be placed at the level of half-tide, 
and that a self-acting tide-gate be placed there. 

Should a grand scheme ever be carried out for marginal 
intercepting sewers for Boston, it is probable that resort 
must be had to pumping to make such a scheme efficient, in 
which case the low lével above named for the outfall of the 
Brookline sewer will not be found objectionable. 

With regard to the inclination and sizes of the main sewer, 
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they must be determined, not only by the considerations 
above mentioned, but by the quantity of rain-fall it may be 
thought best to provide for. Owing to the very favorable 
topography of Brookline in this respect, it is practicable to 
construct sewers to carry off any desirable proportion of the 
rain-fall. It is not thought best to limit the size of this or 
any other sewer, to carry off just the ordinary dry weather 
sewage, but to receive a rain-fall of one-tenth of an inch an 
hour from the surfaces drained by them. The full carrying 
capacity of the sewers would not, probably, be reached 
without a continuous rain at the rate of half an inch per 
hour, and would rarely be exceeded in violent storms. ‘The 
sewage alone would never amount to over about four per 
cent. of their whole capacity. The rain-water admitted 
would give the sewers such occasional scouring as to render 
them practically what are called “self-cleansing.” In case 
of heavy rain-falls, the surplus which these sewers could 
not carry off could be easily discharged at various points 
into the natural brook channels by means of waste wiers, as 
will be mentioned more’ particularly below. | 
The general characteristics of the parts of Brookline to 
be drained, admit of adopting the most economical sizes, and 
the most advantageous forms of sewers. The grades of the 
streets afford ample inclinations, and the frequent opportuni- 
ties for discharging surplus ram-water into natural channels 
render it unnecessary to provide branch sewers of over forty- 
four inches diameter anywhere. The oval form, when skil- 
fully constructed, in such a locality as yours, and with the 
small amount of sewage likely to be carried, would be some- 
what easier to keep clean than the circular, though neither 
would probably give serious trouble. For all sewers of two 
feet diameter and upwards, we would recommend brick, laid 
in hydraulic cement. For all of fifteen inches diameter and 
under, we would recommend hard-burned clay pipes. These 
are very easy to keep clean and very efficient. <A fifteen- 
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inch hard-burnt clay-pipe sewer would probably cost. as 
much as a two-feet brick one, and as a small man can go 
through the latter, it is not advisable to construct. brick 
sewers smaller than this. The advantage of being able to 
send a man through a sewer is not confined to sewerage 
purposes, but applies to the discovery and prevention of the 
waste pf water, a matter in which the town will become 
more and more interested hereafter. 

The need of flushing the sewers beyond the scouring 
which rains would give is not likely to occur often; but 
should it do so, the water-supply of the town, and the natu- 
ral water-courses, would make this both practicable and 
economical. Actual experience alone could determine what 
parts of the sewers would need such treatment. 

The sewers already constructed by the town shouid be 
used as far as practicable; and this can be done throughout 
their whole extent nearly, either for direct connection with 
the houses, or to carry off surface water. 

As population increases, it will be necessary to extend the 
sewerage system. ‘This should be considered, when laying 
out new streets. In such cases, it often becomes desirable to 
modify or control the position of a new street, that it may be 
made available for drainage purposes. In a few cases it 
may be necessary to obtain the right of way for sewers alone ; 
and this, as far as can be foreseen, had better be done soon 
to avoid enormous costs hereafter. For similar reasons, it is 
recommended that the grades of certain streets be raised, 
which are now too low, for short distances, to allow proper 
covering above the sewers. | 

The flow of sewage from the outfall of some of the Boston 
sewers, brought by the flood-tides up Muddy Brook, has 
already been a source of complaint, which will be likely to 
increase. The only efficient remedy we can think of, is to 
fill up the flats and wide channels to the level of high water, 
leaving open sufficient channels for the brook, which should 
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be walled in on both sides, as has already been done to some 
extent by your town, in the rear of the gasworks. 

When once a sewerage system is carried out, all further 
pollution of the natural water-courses should be strictly for- 
bidden, whether such pollution come from privies, water- 
closets, sink drains, stables, or other similar sources. 

The best system of drainage that could be devised would 
be of comparatively little benefit, unless the houses were care- 
fully connected with the sewers. This should be done under 
proper regulations, by licensed drain-layers, placed under 
bonds to do their work well. Much trouble is caused to 
many citizens elsewhere, by the unskilful and unfaithful work 
of drain-layers. . 

Owing to various causes, foul air will frequently collect in 
sewers; and under certain circumstances find its way into 
the houses. To prevent this, as far as possible, it is neces- 
sary, not only to have faithful workmanship on the part of 
the drain-layers, but every advantage should be taken of, 
local and natural circumstances, to give vent to the foul air. 
Water-spouts from roofs, and, better yet, such chimneys as 
are always heated, afford excellent means for this end. 
Plumbers should be required to assist in the ventilation of 
sewers and private drains, by giving vent in such places as 
may be devised, where not likely to be again mixed with the 
air to be breathed. . 

Should portions of the town, not provided for by the plan 
now presented, be so improved within a few years as to . 
require sewerage, it would be quite practicable to meet such 
wants by means of high level intercepting sewers discharg- 
ing into Charles river above St. Mary’s street, or by follow- 
ing the natural drainage, sometimes through or into parts of 
Boston. The surface of the ground would readily admit of 
carrying out such schemes; but as it is impossible to foretell 
where new streets will be laid out hereafter, it is impossible 
to say where it would be best to construct such sewers. 
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Besides, it is not thought advisable to provide for such large 
areas long before they are likely to be built upon to any ex- 
tent. The cost would be great, and the saving of interest 
on such additional expenditures, would, no doubt, more than 
suffice for the construction of works, whenever they may be 
required.

APPENDIX. 


Description of Location of the principal Sewers which are 
recommended. 


The whole area which it appears best to provide for at 
present by the main sewer is about a thousand acres, being 
a district bounded as follows, viz. : On the southeast by Pond 
avenue and Brookline avenue, as far as the corner of Pearl 
and Emerald streets. Thence along the Brookline Branch 
Railroad to Chapel station; thence by St. Mary’s street to 
Charles river. On the northeast by the Boston line, as far 
as the corner of Pleasant street and Brighton avenue, 
excepting the low lands between Essex street and Forth 
street, which seemed to demand a separate outlet to the river. 
On the north by the water-shed of the brook which forms the 
Brighton line, being a line running from the top of the hill 
on Brighton avenue, near the corner of Pleasant street, 
westerly, across Babcock street, and across Harvard street 
and Winchester street, on the old Coolidge Farm, to the 
crest of Corey’s hill. Westerly by a line beginning where 
Washington street crosses the Brighton line, and passing 
southerly to the corner of Beacon and Tappan streets. 
Thence following Tappan street, to a point near Mr. D. 
H. Roger’s house. Thence across to the top of Bradley’s 
hill and Mrs. Bowditch’s house near the first parish church. 
Thence southerly to the town line near Mrs. Cleveland’s 
house, and along the town line to the place of beginning on 
Pond avenue. To accommodate the drainage of this terri- 
tory, we would recommend the main sewer, at its outlet, to 
be of a size equivalent to a circle of six-feet diameter, and 
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that it be constructed of this size, and with an inclination of 
one foot in a thousand, up St. Mary’s street to Beacon, and 
up Beacon to Carlton street, where the first large branch 
‘would come in from the western part of Beacon street. The 
main sewer would then follow through Carlton street and 
Colchester street, to a point near the south end of Hawes 
street. Above Beacon street the size of the main may be 
reduced to five and a half feet in diameter. With the same 
nclination as before, it should follow along the northerly side 
iof the railroad, passing under Longwood avenue, and just 
north of the station, still along the railroad to Aspinwall 
avenue, where another large branch would connect. The 
size of the main can here be reduced to three-feet diameter, 
and the inclination increased to one foot and a third in a 
thousand, to a point opposite the southwest side of Linden 
place produced, where the main would cross under the rail- 
road, and over the walled brook channel to the northeast 
corner of Pearl street and Emerald street. The main would 
then proceed through Pearl street, crossing over the other 
brook channel and into Washington street. It would cross 
this street nearly opposite the old Lyceum Hall, where it 
would pass under the Cochituate water mains, and receive 
the sewage of Boylston and Walnut streets through the old 
sewers already constructed. This would probably be as far 
as the construction would be called for at present. When- 
ever so needed this main can be extended, with diminished 
capacity, through such new streets as may be hereafter laid 
out, to intersect Pond avenue near'the Ward school-house, 
and thence through the whole length of the western part of 
Pond avenue to Chestnut street, which, with Sewall place, 
would here find efficient drainage. A portion of Pond 
avenue would probably need to be raised some three or four 
feet, unless a smaller rate of inclination than two per thousand 
were given to this sewer, with a corresponding size. As it is 
not intended that this main should take all the storm water - 
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from the streets through to the river, waste weirs for the 
overflow of such water in violent rains should be provided at 
the various points where found most convenient or desirable 
to discharge this surplus into the natural water-courses. 
Such points are found along Chestnut street and Pond 
avenue, also where crossing the walled channels in Pearl 
street, and at various points where crossing or approaching 
the natural channels which would pass beneath the main 
sewer along the north side of the Brookline Branch Rail- 
road. 

The first large tributary above referred to joins the main 
at the corner of Beacon and Carlton streets. This branch 
would continue up Beacon street, across Harvard street, to 
the top of the hill near the estate of Otis Withington, and 
would receive several minor branches from the north, at 
intersections of other streets, draining all that section of the 
town lying north of Beacon street, up to the water-shed of 
‘**Smelt brook,” except the small area above referred to, 
lying between Essex and Forth streets. On the south side of 
Beacon street, this sewer would drain Kent street up to the 
corner of Dudley street, also St. Paul street as far as Long- 
wood avenue. An overflow for storm water should be pro- 
vided near St. Paul street or Borland street. East of St. Paul 
street its diameter should be three feet. West of St. Paul 
street the drainage area is so far reduced as to largely cut 
down the probable flow, while the inclination is increased so 
that a diameter of two feet will.suffice up to Harvard street. 
There is said to be a brick sewer already laid for a part, if 
not for the whole, of this distance, but no record of its size, 
location, or level can be found at the office of the town 
engineer. , 

Beyond Harvard street the drainage of this district can be 
carried by pipes. 

Small branches would enter the main sewer as follows: 
Mountfort street would drain directly to St. Mary’s street ; 
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Essex and Prescott streets would drain through Ivy street 
to St. Mary’s. Small branches would also enter the main 
from Monmouth, Hawes and Colchester streets. 

The Longwood-avenue branch would be a small one, 
unless it be thought best to make a deep cut near the west 
end of Kent street, to drain the whole length of Longwood 
avenue through to the main, directly. It may be preferable 
to provide for the drainage of this street through Toxteth 
street, by laying out anew street in that direction, if the 
right of way for such a street can be had without too great a 
cost. The branch entering the main sewer at Aspinwall 
avenue would probably drain a district of five hundred and 
seventy acres, comprising the following streets and spaces, 
viz., bounded on the east and north by the Beacon-street 
drainage ; unless Longwood avenue be drained. directly to 
the main, it would drain Harvard street from the corner of 
Pleasant street south to Linden place, with the short streets 
sloping towards it; nearly the whole of Park street, Harvard 
avenue, etc.; the whole of Washington street from the 
Brighton line to the Public Library ; Cypress street from 
Walnut street east; the whole of Tappan street up to Mr. 
Bowditch’s house ; Boylston street from Dr. Shurtleff’s estate 
to the top of Bradley’s hill, and eventually up to Brighton 
street; also Walnut street west of Mr. A. A. Cobb’s estate. 
The storm water collected by this sewer should be provided 
with overflows as follows: at the railroad crossing’ in 
Cypress street; at the corner of Washington and Beacon 
streets near the tanneries; at the south end of Park street; 
at the corner of School and Harvard streets, and at the 
junction with the main. 

The present brook channel, for four hundred feet east of 
Harvard street, lies in a brick conduit, four feet and a half 
in diameter, which it is not proposed to disturb. Its office 
will be to carry the brook water as before, with such surplus 
storm water as may be thrown into it from the new sewers 
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at the points of overflow. The new sewer would probably 
cross over the lower end of this conduit near Mr. Melcher’s 
house, and it will probably be found expedient to raise the 
street two or three feet here, to afford the proper inclination 
to the sewer eastward from this point. 

A portion of Harvard street north of School street is 
already provided with a brick sewer about two feet in diame- 
ter, now discharging surface water into the brook at the 
corner of School street. This sewer is probably suflicient 
for Harvard street as far as it goes, and as it has a very rapid 
fall it may perhaps drain Harvard avenue and Park street, 
as well as the other short streets in that vicinity also Har- 
vard street to Longwood avenue when extended. Instead, 
however, of discharging into the brook as at.present, it must 
be connected with the new sewer at the corner of Harvard | 
and School streets, by crossing under the brook at this point. 
Passing up School street we find a brick sewer of two feet 
diameter already constructed, which, with its rapid fall, will 
probably be sufficient for the area to be drained above this 
point. The diameter of this sewer, from the main up to 
Harvard street, should be forty-four inches, and from Wash- 
ington street through Cypress street to the railroad, twenty- 
seven inches. ; 

The old cement sewer now used for street water between 
the Railroad and Cypress place, inclines westward, and there- 
fore would not be connected with the new system; but as it 
already receives a considerable amount of street surface 
water, it would continue to answer a useful purpose by 
relieving the new system to this extent. 

South of the railroad crossing a brick sewer is already in 
use for street drainage as far as Walnut street. This now 
discharges into the brook at the railroad crossing, but should 
be taken up for a few rods south of its present outfall and 
carried over the brook at about the same level with the water 
pipe, having provision here for overflow. 
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The ramifications of this sewer can be applied as called for 
by the needs of the population. They will generally havea 
rapid fall, and west of Washington street can generally be 
provided for by twelve-inch and fifteen-inch pipes. 

Passing up the main sewer from Aspinwall avenue along 
the railroad track, the next branch will join it near the 
line of Linden place produced. It will bring the sewage 
of Washington street from the town library to the Railroad 
Station, where a good sewer already exists, and that of Har- 
vard street south of Linden place; also the contents of such 
other sewers as may be laid in the courts in that vicinity, 
and a part or the whole of Davis avenue. It may be expe- 
dient to raise the grade of a portion of the latter street, to 
avoid crossing private property to drain the low portion in 
the middle of its length. The alternative wou!d be to cross 
private property, to and through Whyte place, to the rail- 
road station. 

This branch can. pass along north of the railroad station 
and tracks, where it could probably be constructed without 
permanent damage to the railroad company, through whose 
lands it would pass. Of course an overflow should be pro- 
vided for storm water into the brook channel near the station. 
In fact, the present outfall of the sewer in Washington street 
can be adapted to this end. A diameter of two feet will be 
enough for this branch. 

Following the main sewer across the railroad and brook 
channels to Pearl street, another small branch would join it 
in Pearl street. This would drain Emerald street, Brookline 
avenue, and the lower end of Washington street below the 
horse railroad stable. Its level in Pearl street would he 
about fourteen feet above mean low water, so that it may 
become necessary to raise the grade of Brookline avenue 
near the playground, to afford sufficient covering for pro- 
tection. In order to afford drainage to houses on the south- 
east side of Brookline avenue and Washington street at this 
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point, some peculiar means will probably be required to pass 
under the Cochituate water mains. Similar problems are 
solved in Boston by an inverted syphon. 

In connection with the branch just described it may be 
worth while to consider an alternative location for the main 
sewer in crossing the railroad track some seven hundred 
feet farther west than above described, into the western 
corner of Pearl street. 

The choice between the two will be governed by local 
considerations. If this western point for crossing the rail- 
road be chosen, a small branch must still cross from Pearl 
street into the main at the eastern point, to drain the lower 
end of Emerald street and Brookline avenue. 

The first work to be done towards the construction of any 
part of this system should be the taking or purchasing of 
land for the main sewer along the railroad, and filling the 
same over the marshes with good material. Time must be 
allowed for the consolidation of this filling, before proceeding 
with the construction.

To either of the Constables of the Town of Brookline, Greeting : — 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Brookline, qualified to vote in elections, to meet at the Town 
HAtL, in said town, on THurspay, the thirtieth day of December, 
current, at one of the clock in the afternoon, for the following pur- 
poses, to wit : — 

First. —To choose a Moderator (who should be chosen by 
ballot). | 

Second. —To hear and act upon Reports of Town Officers and 
Committees. 

Third. —To hear and act upon the final report of the Water- 
Commissioners, and to see if the town will raise and appropriate 
such sum of money as shall be necessary to pay all liabilities 
incurred by them in the construction of the Water Works. 

Fourth. — To see if the town will make an additional appropri- 
ation of fifteen hundred dollars for the support of the poor. 

Fifth.— To see if the town will authorize the laying of a water 
pipe on Pleasant street, from Egmont street to Dummer street, 
and through Dummer street to St. Paul’s street, and along said 
last-named street to the house occupied by George Dexter. 

Sixth. — To see if the town will choose or appoint a Water 
Board, agreeably to the provisions of Chap. 343 of the Acts of the 
year 1872. 

Seventh. — To see if the town will elect Park Commissioners ; 
and, if it shall so determine, to elect the same under the provisions 
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of Section sixteen of Chapter one hundred and eighty-five of the 
Acts of the General Court, in the year 1875, entitled, ‘* An act for 
the laying out of Public Parks in or near the city of Boston,” on 
the petition of Edward Atkinson and others. | 

Eighth. — To see if the town will direct the Selectmen to cause 
the gas to be lighted all night at the corners of streets, on the 
petition of W. B. Trull and others. 

Ninth. —'To see if the town will appropriate the sum of one 
thousand dollars in addition to the appropriation for schools, as 
asked for by the School Committee. 

Tenth.— To see if the town will authorize the building of a 
new bridge over the railroad tracks of the New York and New 
England Railroad Company at the crossing on Brighton street, 
near the Reservoir station, on the petition of Jacob W. Pierce and 
others. ) 

Eleventh.— To see if the town will accept and allow a new 

town way leading southwesterly from Irving street, at the estate of 
J. W. Edgerly, as laid out and located by the Selectmen. 
_ Twelfth. — To hear the report of the Selectmen upon the estab- 
lishment of a grade, and take such action upon the same as may 
be authorized by the provisions of Chapter thirty-eight of the Acts 
of the year 1873, entitled ‘‘ An Act to establish a grade in the 
Town of Brookline.” 

Thirteenth. — To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
give a confirmatory deed of a piece of land sold by the town to 
Thomas Seaverns, March, 1861. 

Fourteenth. —To see if the town will vote to enter upon its 
records the resolutions adopted at a meeting of the citizens of 
Brookline, held on the evening of November 24th, 1875, to take 
action with reference to the death of the Hon. John Wells. 

Fifteenth. — To see if the town will accept and allow a new 
town-way, known as Walter avenue, running from Washington 
street to Flora street, so called, as laid out and located by the 
Selectmen. 

Sixteenth. — To see if the town will accept and allow a new town- 
way, known as Flora street, running from the street known as 
Juniper street, to Walter avenue, so called, as'laid out and located 
by the Selectmen. 
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Seventeenth. —To see if the town will accept and allow a new 
town-way, known as Juniper street, running from the street called 
Flora street to Morss avenue, so called, as laid out and located by 
the Selectmen. 

Eighteenth. — To see if the town will accept and allow a new 
town-way, known as Morss avenue, running from Walnut street to 
the street known as Walter avenue, as laid out and located by the 
Selectmen. 

Nineteenth. — To see if the town will accept and allow a new 
town-way, in continuation of St. Mary’s street, from Beacon street 
to Monmouth street, as laid out and located by the Selectmen. 

Twentieth. —To see if the town will lay water-pipes in the ways 
known as Juniper street, Flora street, Morss avenue, and Walter 
avenue. 

Twenty-first. —To see if the town will lay water-pipes in Brigh- 
ton street, on the petition of Jacob W. Pierce and others. 

Twenty-second. —To see if the town will accept and allow a 
public main sewer from Washington street to Charles river, as laid 
out and located by the Selectmen. 

Twenty-third. —To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
money to construct sewers in the streets of the town. 

Twenty-fourth. — To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be required for any or all of the foregoing articles. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your 
doings thereon, to the Selectmen, four days at least before the day 
of said meeting.

AN ACT 


To authorize the Town of Brookline to Borrow Money to pay 
for the Construction of Sewers and to Establish a Sinking 
Fund. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


Sec. 1. The Town of Brookline is authorized to borrow 
such sums of money as may be necessary for paying for the 
establishment of a System of Sewerage in said Town, to an 
amount not exceeding three hundred thousand dollars, and to 
issue notes, bonds or certificates of debt therefor, bearing in- 
terest at a rate not exceeding seven per centum, per annum, 
payable semi-annually, the principal to be payable at such 
times as it may see fit, not exceeding twenty years from the 
date of the issue thereof; and said town may sell the same, or 
any part thereof, at public or private sale, on such terms and 
conditions as shall seem to it proper. provided, that exclusive 
of the water debt the entire debt of the town contracted, or to 
be contracted, shall never at any one time, exceed five per 
cent. on the last Assessor’s valuation of the real and personal 
estate in town, preceeding the creation of the loan. 


Sec. 2. Said town shall each year raise by taxation upon . 
the polls and estates in said Town, a sum amounting to three 
per cent. of the whole amount of its notes, bonds and certifi- 
cates of debt already issued and now outstanding, or which 
may hereafter be issued and outstanding at the close of each 
financial year, including the water debt. which sum, with the 
interest and accumulations thereon, shall either be applied to 
the payment of its indebtedness maturing within said year, 
or shall be set aside to constitute a Sinking Fund for the re- 
demption at maturity of the notes, bonds, or certificates of 
debt of said town; and said Sinking Fund shall be appropri-

ated, held and pledged tu the payment and redemption of said 
notes, bonds and certificates of debt, and shall be used for no 
other purpose until the same are fully redeemed and paid. 


Sec. 3. There shall be elected by the legal voters of said 
Town, at any meeting of the inhabitants of said Town, duly 
notified and warned for such purpose, three Commissioners of 
said Fund, one of whom shall hold. office until the Annual 
Town Meeting in the year eighteen hundred and_ seventy- 
six; one until the Annual Town Meeting in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, and one until the An- 
nual Town Meeting in the year eighteen hundred and seven- 
ty-eight, and each respectively, until his successor is elected ; 
and annually after said first election there shall be chosen by 
the inhabitants of said Town, at its Annual Meeting, one 
Commissioner for the term of three years. Said Commis- 
sioners shall annually, at their first meeting after their elec- | 
tion. choose one of their number as Treasurer, who shall give a 
bond to the Town of Brookline, for the faithful discharge of 
his duties. in such sum and with such sureties as shall be re- 
quired by the Board of Selectmen of said Town. In case of 
the death, resignation. or mcapacity to act, of either of 
said Commissioners, before the expiration of the term for 
which he was chosen, the Selectmen shall appoint some suita- 
ble person to fill the vacancy until the next Annual Meeting. 
and until the election of a successor, in the manner herein 
provided; and the person so appointed shall have all the pow- 
ers and be subject to all the liabilities, that he would have 
and be if elected. The Board of Commissioners aforesaid 
shall invest the said Sinking Fund in the bonds of the United 
States, of any of the New England States, and of the coun- 
ties, cities or towns of this Commonwealth, and in loans se- 
cured by first mortgage of rea] estate, in the counties of Nor- 
folk or Suffolk; and they may sell, transfer and reinvest the 
stock and securities belonging to said Sinking Fund. 


Sec. 4. The signatures of all said Commissioners must 
be affixed to any instruments to bind them, or said Town. 
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They shall keep a record of their proceedings ; and shall an- 
nually, in the month of February, make a written report to 
the said Town of the amount and condition of said Fund and 
the income thereof for the year. Their record and the secu- 
rities belonging to said fund shall at all times be open to the 
inspection of the Selectmen or any committee of said Town 
duly authorized for that purpose. The necessary expenses 
of said Commissioners shall be paid by said Town; the Treas- 
urer of the Board shall receive such compensation as shall be 
fixed by said Town ; but no other member of the Board shal] 
receive compensation for his services. 

Sec. 5. All monies heretofore appropriated and assessed 
by said Town for the purpose of creating a Sinking Fund, with 
the accrued interest thereon, shall be paid over to the afore- 
said Board of Commissioners to be held and applied by them 
in the manner and for the purposes herein provided for. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage, so far 
as it authorizes the inhabitants of said Town to hold a meet- 
ing and vote upon its acceptance ; and for all other purposes, 
when accepted by a majority of the legal voters of said Town 
present and voting thereon, at a Town meeting which may 
be duly called and held previous to the first day of June. 
next, for the purpose of accepting or rejecting the same.

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To the Citizens of Brookline : — 


The Committee appointed by the town January 25, 1875, “To 
report upon a plan for a suitable structure in memory of the Sol- 
diers and Sailors,” &c., “and upon the cost and style of same, and 
report at the annual town meeting,” have held various meetings 
upon the subject, and invited numerous architects to exhibit, but 
have been unable to make a selection, satisfactory to a’majority of 
them, from a number of meritorious designs which have been 
before them. 

They have labored under some disadvantages from the decli- 
nation of one of the original committee to serve, and whose place 
they were not authorized to fill. 

Under these circumstances it remains for the town, at its 
pleasure, to fill the vacancy or appoint a new Committee. 

Should the town decide to fill the vacancy, it would be well to 
enlarge the power of the Committee to an extent that shall enable 
them to command the aid of architects by remuneration for ser- 
vices, or to constitute them a building committee, under such con- 


ditions and restrictions as the town shall see fit.

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The Committee have procured plans for a monu- 
mental front for a high school house, and estimate 
the cost, in addition to the cost of the building to 
which the front may be attached, at from three thou- 
sand to five thousand dollars. 

The Committee have procured a plan and model 
of a statue in bronze, and present the same to the 
town for its consideration. 

A majority of the Committee recommend that a 
monument be erected, similar in general design to the 
model. If the town should vote to erect such a 
memorial, the Committee suggest that the figure be 
modelled by some sculptor of eminence, cast in bronze 
in the best manner, and placed upon a stone pedestal 
of appropriate design, bearing bronze tablets contain- 
ing the names of deceased Brookline soldiers and 
sailors, with such other inscription as may be thought 
proper. 

While the Committee believe that the particular 
design should be left with the Committee charged 
with the execution of the work, the Committee recom- 
mend that the general plan be as shown in the model 
herewith submitted, namely: a bronze female figure 
of heroic size, suitably draped, in the act of scattering 
flowers. The height of the figure would be eight feet, 
and of the pedestal the same. 

The Committee have conferred with some Ameri- 
can founders, and have estimated the cost of such a 
memorial as follows : —

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A majority of the Committee suggest that the 
grounds in front of the Library Building would be a 
suitable site for this memorial. 

The Committee have examined many plans for 
architectural monuments without finding any which a 
majority of their number could agree upon recom- 
mending to the town as fit to be erected. This diffi- 
culty, and the belief that more extensive enquiry and 
effort would not produce a plan which a majority of 
the Committee could approve, led them to decide 
against recommending the erection of an architect- 
ural monument. A former Committee procured plans 
and estimates of such a monument, which is the prop- 
erty of the town, and a number of other plans have 
been loaned or submitted by the architects by whom 
they were designed, — some of which the Committee 
have been permitted to submit to the town. 

Of the appropriation placed at the disposal of the 
Committee, thirty-one dollars and twenty-five cents 
have been expended.

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The undersigned, members of the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Monument Committee, organized under the 
Town vote of April 21st, 1875, ‘to consider and 
report upon a suitable Memorial in honor of our 
deceased Soldiers and Sailors,” do not concur with 
the majority of the Committee in the report sub- 
mitted. : 

While we are in favor of erecting a suitable me- 
morial in their honor, we do not reckon it an impera- 
tive necessity, and we are of the opinion that unless 
worthy of the services rendered by them, and of the 
reputed ability of the town to give, and, moreover, 
unless given in the same ungrudging spirit on the 
part of us, their beneficiaries, as was manifested by 
them who gave their lives for us, any memorial, what- 
ever its cost or beauty, would neither be creditable to 
the town nor suitable for the purpose contemplated ; 
for they by their blood have conferred greater honor 
on the town than the town can confer upon them by 
mere money spent for a monument, which, at most, 
is simply a testimonial of esteem, the value of which 
depends upon the willingness and gratefulness of the 
giver ; and in our judgment they would be the last to 
wish their memory, which is enshrined a/veady in the 
heart of a grateful country, made an urgwelcome bur- 
then upon their fellow citizens, There seems to be 
much reason to fear that such would be the case at 
the present time. 
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The present town debt, even after deducting the 
sinking fund and the water debt, has nearly reached 
the limit fixed by the Legislature in the Act of May 
14th, 1875, “to regulate and limit municipal indebt- 
edness.” 

The question now imminent in regard to sewers, 
parks, and the extension—possibly even a remodeling 
of our water works, are all questions involving large 
expenditure. While the annual taxation to provide 
for our sinking fund and interest on our present debt, 
will call for a tax levy, in afew months, of at least 
$150,000, rendered obligatory by the provisions of the 
above Act, which has become a law since this Com- 
mittee was appointed. 

We are, therefore, of the opinion, that it would not 
accord with the unselfish spirit and patriotic self-sac- 
rifice of our honored dead, that their fellow-townsmen 
should be burthened with the cost of a szztable mon- 
ument to their memory in the present financial con- 
dition of the town; and, therefore, while we deem the 
public perpetuation of their virtues and valor a solemn 
duty—a duty which may, perhaps, have been need- 
lessly neglected in the past, we feel obliged to recom- 
mend that further action be deferred until the town is 
better able to erect such a monument as will be at 
once a credit to the town, and be a grateful and will- 
ing tribute to the patriotism and gallantry of those 
devoted men who lost their lives in the defence of our 
common country. 


In view of the foregoing statements and the fact 
that several of the committees on this subject have not 
agreed in relation thereto, and that there appears to 
be considerable difference among the citizens of the 
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Town upon the matter, and that it is desirable there 
should be a greater degree of unanimity and harmony 
on the subject, we would respectfully recommend that 
the whole subject be indefinitely postponed.

At the Adjourned Town Meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of Brook- 
line, held on Monday, the 12th inst., the Eighth Article in the Warrant being 
up for consideration and action, to wit: 

“ Kighth—To act upon By-laws already adopted, or to adopt any new By- 
law which may be proposed.” 


The following By-laws were presented, laid on the table and ordered to be 
printed and distributed among the inhabitants before the next Town Meeting, 


_ Boy 2m Aw. 


At any meeting of the Town the previous question may be ordered by a vote of 
the majority of voters present at such meeting, the motion to put the previous 
question shall not be debatable. 


By-Law in addition to the existing by-laws on Health. 


Secor. 1. Noperson shall remove or carry, in, along, or through any of the 
public ways or places of the Town of Brookline, any night soil, or the contents of 
any privy, vault or cesspool, unless the person so removing or carrying the same 
shall have been duly licensed by the Selectmen. 

And any license granted for such purposes, shall state the mode in which the 
same shall be removed or carried. 

Any person offending against this By-law shall forfeit and pay into the Town 
Treasury the sum of twenty dollars for each and every offence. 

Sect. 2. The Selectmen shall annually contract for the removal of the 
contents of privies, vaults and cesspools within the Town, and citizens may, 
until otherwise ordered, give notice at the Police Station when their vaults, privies 
or cesspools need cleaning, and the expense of such cleaning shall be paid by the 


person making application therefor.

BROOKLINE WATER COMMISSIONERS.

The water commissioners having completed the duties 
with which they were charged, submit to the town this their 
final report : — 


I. GENERAL ACCOUNT OF THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE WORKS. 


Although they have from time to time made reports cover- 
ing a considerable portion of their term of service, it has 
seemed best, in order to have in one document a continuous 
history of the work, to go over again the earlier parts of it 
included in the reports heretofore made, as well as the later 
proceedings of the board not as yet reported. 

The board of water commissioners, originally composed of 
Charles K. Kirby, elected for three years, Charles H. Drew, 
for two years, and William Aspinwall, for one year, held its 
first meeting on the 23d October, 1873, when Charles K. Kirby 
was elected chairman, and Charles H. Drew, temporary clerk. 
Immediately after the organization of the board, steps were 
taken for the selection of an engineer, to have general charge 
of the work. Several engineers were invited to meet with 
the commissioners, for the purpose of making a selection from 
among them. ‘The meetings with those gentlemen occupied 
the greater part of the month of November. After mature 


consideration, the board unanimously voted, on the 26th 
5 
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November, to accept the proposition of Edward 8. Philbrick, 
and employ him as the engineer of the board. 

The town had previously voted that the water commis- 
sioners proceed to lay distribution-pipes in certain streets, 
but to do nothing concerning an independent source of supply 
until further action should be taken at an adjourned town- 
meeting in December. Therefore Mr. Philbrick’s proposition 
contemplated both the laying of distribution-pipes only, and 
the construction of independent works. Copies of the propo- 
sition and of the letter of acceptance are contained in the 
appendix. On the !7th December, the town having, in the 
mean time, authorized the commissioners to construct inde- 
pendent works, the commissioners notified Mr. Philbrick of 
that fact, and directed him to take immediate steps for the 
introduction of Charles river water into the town of Brook- 
line; and that he make the necessary surveys, and present, 
as soon as practicable, plans and specifications for the execu- 
tion of the work. The months of December and January 
were occupied on the part of the engineerin attempts to 
make the required surveys; which, however, it was impracti- 
cable to accomplish for a long time, on account of the open 
season, whereby the marshes about Charles river were, for. 
many weeks, impassable. The commissioners, during these 
months, were engaged in considering the matter of location of 
a reservoir, the height at which it should be placed, and the 
best route for bringing water into the town. Nothing, how- 
ever, was determined on until February, when it was voted to 
place the reservoir at the height of two hundred and twenty- 
five feet, and that its site should be on Walnut Hill, on or 
near the estate of Mr. Atherton T. Brown. On the 17th of 
February, the board having previously discussed the subject 
of material for the pipes, and resolved upon using iron, it.was 
voted to advertise for cast-iron distribution-pipes for all the 
streets mentioned in the vote of the town of Oct. 28, 1873; 
that the force-main be advertised for at the same time; that 
the bids be opened on the 3d of March; the person or per- 
sons to whom the contract should be awarded be required to 
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furnish bond in the sum of twenty thousand dollars; and that 
the delivery-of the pipes be begun on the 20th of April, and 
completed by the 12th of November, 1874. At the same 
time, a contract was entered into with Cousens Brothers, for 
the use of their wharf on Charles river, at which to receive 
the piping from the contractors. On the 3d of March, 1874, 
the bids (five in number) for the force-main, distribution-pipes, 
and special castings were received, and opened on the follow- 
ingday. It was found that the firm of Jesse W. Starr & Son of 
Camden, N.J., was the lowest bidder; and, on inquiry, it being 
ascertained that that firm were reliable, and would furnish 
proper bond, the contract was awarded to them. The terms 
of the contract subsequently entered into by this firm with 
the town were fulfilled satisfactorily ; and on the 30th Dec. 
1874, their part of the contract having been performed, they 
were paid the last payment upon it. During the shipment 
of the pipe from Camden, N.J., George W. Whitman of that 
place was appointed Penetion at a salary of one hundred 
and twenty dollars per month. 

On the 16th March, 1874, four bids for hydrants and caren 
received in response to an advertisement, were opened, and 
the contract therefor awarded to the Boston Machine Com- 
pany. ‘This, contract was executed to the satisfaction of the 
commissioners, and the final payment made gue it on the 
3d November, 1874. 

- At the annual town-meeting of the year 1874, Franklin 
Darracott was elected a water commissioner for three years. 
At the meeting of the board on the 24th March, Charles H. 
Drew was elected chairman, and N.C. Towle, clerk. The 
salary of the clerk was fixed at $750 per year. 

On the 27th March, it was voted to advertise for proposals 
for a pumping-engine, of a pumping capacity of 2,000,000 
gallons in twenty-four hours, the bids to be received until. 
17th April, 1874. The bids were opened in accordance with 
the vote, and the contract awarded to Henry R. Worthington 
of New York, on his executing a satisfactory bond. The 
engine was delivered in accordance with the terms of the 
contract, and upon trial was found to meet with the required 
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test; and the final payment ($2,400) was accordingly made in 
November, 1875, six months after the moving of the engine 
for the first time. 

On the 8th April, 1874, the bids for the laying of the 
force-main and distribution-pipes were opened. These bids 
were twenty-three in number, and ranged from $48,687.80 to 
$99,047. The two who bid lowest were found upon exami- 
nation to be irresponsible, and unable to furnish a proper 
bond; the contract was therefore awarded to the next lowest 
bidder, John F. Ward of Jersey City, N.J., who was found 
upon inquiry to be unobjectionable, and able to give proper 
security for the performance of the work. Mr. Ward began 
at once the laying of the pipes, and pushed forward the work 
with reasonable vigor. The original contract was completed 
about Ist Dec. 1874. The final payment was made to him on 
the 5th November, 1875, Mr. Ward giving to the town of 
Brookline a bond in the sum of twenty thousand dollars, with 
two sureties, to pay all damages and claims arising from any | 
thing done by him or his employés under his contract. 

After the vote previously referred to, to place the reservoir 
upon Walnut hill, the board became of opinion that it should 
be placed nearer to the town, for reasons which are men- 
tioned by the engineer in his report; and the subject was 
discussed at length, and examinations had of other localities, 
to find, if possible, a more satisfactory site. After some time 
spent in these discussions and examinations, it was voted on 
the 18th April, 1874, to purchase sufficient land for a site for 
the reservoir on Fisher’s hill, if it could be obtained at a 
proper price. After some negotiation, a tract containing 
211,800 square feet, near the summit of Fisher’s Hill, was 
purchased for the sum of $25,000. It was resolved to build 
there a reservoir with a capacity of 6,000,000 gallons, with its 
high-water mark at an elevation of two hundred and forty 
feet. On the 13th May it was voted to advertise for bids for 
the construction of the reservoir, the bids to be opened on 
the 1st June following. 

The subject of the place at which the water should be 
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taken from Charles river began to be considered very early 
in the year 1874. Many surveys were made for that purpose, 
and until March it was substantially agreed upon to take the 
water from the river above Dedham village. But the great 
expense which must be incurred in bringing the water through 
the marshes, made it almost necessary to abandon this plan, 
and seek for some other. This search resulted in the 
discovery of an apparently ample source of supply on the 
westerly side of Cow Island; and in April, 1874, it was 
determined to construct a filtering-gallery at this place. Imme- 
diately after, the subject of location of the pumping-engine 
came under consideration. It was of course desirable to 
place this as near the town as possible, and it was therefore 
resolved to locate it on the land of Mr. James Smith, near 
Baker street, and near the easterly edge of the swamp lying 
east of Cow Island, and connect the gallery with the pump- 
ing-station by means of a conduit. For a particular descrip- 
tion of the filtering-gallery, conduit, and pumping-station, and 
reasons for their location at their respective sites, reference 
is made to the report of the engineer. 

The plan above referred to was fully matured about the 
middle of May, 1874, and proposals for bids for the construc- 
tion of the filtering-gallery and conduit were issued at the 
same tline with those for the construction of the reservoir. 
These proposals were opened on the Ist June. Eight bids 
were made. The lowest responsible bidder for the construc- 
tion of the reservoir was James Driscoll, and the contract was 
‘ awarded to him. The lowest bidder for the construction of 
the conduit and filtering-gallery was John McCormack, who 
subsequently declined accepting the contract, and it was 
awarded to James Driscoll, the next lowest bidder. Both 
coutracts were performed by Mr. Driscoll to the satisfaction 
of the commissioners. That for constructing the filtering- 
gallery and conduit was completed about the Ist December, 
1874, and final payment made upon it on the 14th December, 
1874. That for constructing the reservoir was not completed 
until the last of October, 1875, and the final payment was 
made on the 10th November, 1875. 
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The board took into consideration, in May, 1874, the sub- 
ject of the material for the conduit. It was at first proposed 
to make it of brick; but the great cost, as well as length of 
time necessary to construct it, at length decided the engineer 
against that material, in which decision the commissioners 
coincided. The engineer of the board then advised that it 
be constructed of Scotch pipe, a material, suitable, in his 
opinion, for the purpose. Accordingly, after consideration, it 
was voted on the 20th May, 1874, to issue proposals for the 
delivery of sufficient Scotch pipe, with an interior diameter 
of twenty-four inches, to construct the conduit. The propo- 
sals, two in number, were opened on the Ilstof June. The low- 
est bidder was found to be William Roy of New York, who, 
on being notified, failed to comply with the requirements of 
the commissioners as to bond, and the award to him was. 
rescinded. -At this time, the pipe manufactured by the 
Akron Sewer Pipe Company, at Akron, Ohio, was brought to 
the attention of the commissioners, who, after having them- 
selves personally examined it, referred it to the engineer of 
the board to report upon. He subsequently reported that 
the pipe was uniformly spoken well of by those who had 
used it, that it was considered by them as good as the best 
Scotch, and that, in his judgment, it was strong enough for 
the purpose, and he recommended its use. The board, on the 
Tth July, voted to use Akron pipe in the construction of the 
conduit, and subsequently entered into a contract with the 
Akron Sewer Pipe Company, for thirty-four hundred and fifty 
feet of twenty-four-inch pipe, at $2.45 per lineal foot; to be 
delivered at the Spring street railroad station by the 10th 
Oct. 1874. The pipe was not entirely delivered until about 
19th Nov. 1874. The final payment upon the contract was 
made on L7th Dec. 1874. 

On the 22d July, 1874, it was voted, that the engineer 
prepare specifications, and issue an advertisement for propo- 
sals for service-pipe, of each of the following materials: tin- 
lined lead pipe, rubber-coated iron pipe, and cement-lined 
iron pipe. The proposals were issued, and on the 19th 
August opened. There were seven bidders. The lowest 
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was George Goodhue of Concord, N.H., to whom the con- 
tract for laying cement-lined iron pipe was awarded. Mr. 
Goodhue began as early as practicable to lay service-pipe, 
and continued until 2d December, when the work was sus- 
pended until spring. Subsequently, the contract was as- 
signed, by consent of the board, to Kenrick Brothers, of 
Brookline, who have satisfactorily performed the same. The 
service-pipes laid by the Board, to the line of the streets, 
under the vote of the town, have been either of cement-lined 
or enameled iron pipe, the greater part being of the latter 
material. 

On the 3d August, 1874, the engineer was directed to 
prepare specifications, and issue advertisements for building 
the engine-house, and preparing the pumping-station. The 
plans and specifications of the building were prepared by 
‘Messrs. Peabody & Stearns, Architects. The bids for this 
work were opened on the 19th August. Of the three bidders, 
Michael Meehan of Boston was the lowest. His bid was ac- 
cepted, and, on his furnishing the required bond, a contract 
was made with him. The work of building the engine-house 
was begun at once, and pushed forward as rapidly as possible. 
The house itself was completed in November, 1874; but the 
frost prevented the completion of the chimney until the 
spring of 1875. The contract with Mr. Meehan being per- 
formed by him, final payment was made to him on 18th August, 
1875, on his executing a bond with surety to pay any dam- 
age occasioned by any thing done by him under the same. 

After advertisement, and the reception of proposals, a 
contract was awarded on the 12th August, 1874, to Dalton 
and Ingersoll of Boston, for brass service stops, and it has 
been performed by them according to its terms, and final 
payment made under it, on the 20th October, 1875. 

In December, 1874, when frosts compelled suspension of 
work for the season, the filtering-gallery and conduit had been 
completed; the engine-house was completed, except the chim- 
ney; the force-main and distribution pipes had been laid; the 
stand-pipe on Walnut Hill completed; the reservoir partially 
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completed; many service-pipes had been laid; and portions of 
the engine delivered, but not set up. The engine was set up 
about the middle of February, 1875. 

At the annual town-meeting in March, 1875, Charles H. 
Drew was elected Water Commissioner for three years. At 
the meeting of the Commissioners, held next after the town- 
meeting, on 24th March, Charles H. Drew was elected chair- 
man, aud N. C. Towle, clerk. 

As soon as the season would permit, work upon the reser- 
voir, the chimney of the engine-house, and the laying of ser- 
vice-pipes was begun. 

On the 7th April, 1875, it was voted, that an advertisement be 
issued for proposals for building a fence around the pumping- 
station and reservoir. The advertisement was issued accord- 
ingly, and five bids were received and opened on the 14th 
April. The lowest bidder was found to be O. B. Delano of 
Brookline, to whom the contract was awarded. The contract 
was performed according to its terms, and on 30th Septem- 
ber, 1875, Mr. Delano received his final payment thereon. 

On the 19th December, 1875, advertisements were issued for 
proposals for laying enamelled iron service-pipe. The bids 
received in response to this advertisement were opened on 
13th December, and the contract awarded to Mr. Florence Sulli- 
van. Subsequently, Mr. Sullivan asked to be allowed to with- 
draw his bid, which he was permitted to do. The contract 
was then awarded to Kenrick Brothers of Brookline, by 
whom the whole work of laying service-pipe has been done 
during the past season. 

On the 25th May, 1875, it was voted to put up a telegraph 
between the pumping-station and the reservoir, and the Town 
Hall, and that advertisement be made for proposals to. con- 
struct the same, and to supply an instrument at each of said 
points. The advertisement was issued, and the bids opened 
on the 2d June. Three bids were made. The lowest bid was 
made by P. A. Dowd of Boston, to whom the contract was 
awarded. Mr. Dowd, having completed his contract to the 
acceptance of the board, the final payment was made to him 
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on 30th September, 1875. The contract for furnishing two 
_ instruments was awarded to Welch & Arden of Boston. The 
instruments were furnished, and final payments made on 7th 
December, 1875. On the 7th April, 1875, advertisement was 
made for proposals for building a coal-house near the engine- 
house. The proposals were opened on the 5th of May, and 
the contract was awarded to James Driscoll of Brookline, for 
the sum of $3,228. The contract was performed in accordance 
with its terms, and final payment made thereon the 9th of 
July, 1875. 

On the 15th Mav, 1875, the engine was set in motion for 
the first time. On the 25th May, it was voted that water be 
supplied to the citizens, subject to the exigencies of the board 
and of the contractors, and also subject to such terms, rules 
and regulations as may hereafter be prescribed. The secretary 
of the board was directed to provide a book, with a proper 
agreement or form of obligation, for persons to sign who 
desired to take water, and obtain signatures of such persons 
thereto. He was directed to attend at the office of the board 
three hours daily for that purpose; and for these additional 
duties, as acting water registrar, it was voted to pay him at 
the rate of $250 per year. Subsequently the following form 
was drawn up: — 

“ Register, No. 

BROOKLINE, 18. 
A supply of water is desired at premises on 
street, owned by occupied by 
to be used for the following purposes only 
for which I agree to pay in accordance with 
the rules, rates and regulations to be established. 
APPLICANT.” 


Due notice that water could be furnished to citizens was 
given by advertisement. The first user was supplied on 
27th May, 1875. There have been three hundred and sixty- 
two applications signed, representing more than that number 
of houses, and nearly four hundred families. 
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On the 30th June, 1875, the engineer was directed to fill 
the reservoir, for the purpose of testing the capacity of the 
engine and filtering-gallery, and to test the fire-liydrants. 
The engine and gallery gave satisfactory results. An account 
of the test of the fire-hydrants will be found in the report of 
the engineer. On the 28th July, the engineers of the fire 
department were notified that the fire-hydrants could be used 
in case of fire, and for fire purposes only, in accordance with 
Instructions to be given by the engineer of the board, and 
such regulations as may be established by the water com- 
missioners, the future water-board, or by the town. 

About the 10th of July, 1875, a subsidence of the ground 
at one point over the conduit led to the suspicion that there 
had been a break in it at that place. An examination was 
had at once, and it was discovered that about five feet of the 
conduit had broken. The engineer was directed to take im- 
mediate steps to repair the break. He recommended for this 
purpose a box or flume of pine plank two inches thick, tongued . 
and grooved, supported with joists, and having an interior 
diameter of twenty-four inches. This method of repairing 
was adopted, and the break closed up in this manner. 

After careful search, another break of a similar character 
to the first-mentioned was discovered, and this was repaired in 
the same way. On the 11th of August, the engineer reported 
that the breaks had been all closed, and there were no indica- | 
tions of any others. But, on the 26th of August, the con- 
duit was found to be cracked to such an extent as to make it 
appear probable that the entire conduit would break in. 
There were no surface indications of these cracks, but they 
were found after examination. The examination of the breaks 
first referred to made it seem probable that they were caused 
by undermining of the foundation by the action of the pumps 
in putting in the man-holes, the foundation beneath the sheet- 
piling at these points being of quick-sand, and therefore 
easily displaced, and the pumping being carried to a greater 
depth at these points. But the cracks last mentioned occurred 
at places where the foundation was of gravel or sharp sand, and 
uot lable to any displacement, being, in fact, of a perfectl. 
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firm and reliable character, The examinations which were 
had after these last cracks were found, showed that they 
proceeded from a cause independent of the foundation, being 
of a more serious character where the foundation was hard 
and immovable, than where it was of quick-sand. Thus in the 
three hundred feet of conduit immediately east of the filter- 
ing-gallery, where the foundation is of gravel, but the earth 
above the conduit much thicker than elsewhere, but six 
feet of the conduit were found uncracked. The commis- 
sioners, therefore, were forced to the conclusion, that the 
material itself was insufficient for the duty required of it. It 
became necessary, then, for some measures to be adopted for 
the examination of the entire conduit, with a view to adopting 
some general plan for its repair or replacement. For this 
purpose, on the 80th August, it was voted to authorize the 
engineer to advertise for proposals to uncover the conduit 
and surround it with cement, and to refill the trench. On the 
8th of September, it was also voted to advertise for proposals 
for putting in a wooden flume, of a pattern similar to that used 
in repairing the breaks in the conduit. In passing these votes, 
it was understood that the board did not commit themselves 
to either mode of proceeding, but sought only thereby to obtain 
information of the cost of each method, reserving the right to 
reject either or both, if found expedient. In the mean time, 
Mr. Joseph L’. Davis, the engineer of the city of Boston, and 
Mr. J. Herbert Shedd, the engineer of the city of Providence, 
were asked to examine the conduit, and advise the board as 
to the best mode of proceeding. Mr. Davis went at once 
upon the ground, inspected the conduit, and made a report 
which will be found in the appendix hereto. Mr. Shedd was 
unable to make a personal examination at the time, but he 
gave his views upon the subject upon a statement describing 
the condition of the conduit made by the engineer of the 
board. The report made by him will be found in the ap- 
pendix. Subsequently, he visited the conduit, examined it, 
and made another report thereon, which will be found 
appended. The reports referred to were considered by the 
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commissioners. It seemed to them clear that the earthenware 
conduit should be removed and one of a stronger material 
substituted ; and the danger of work being stopped by the 
fall rains, if not finished within a few weeks, made it impera- 
tively necessary to begin at once. They therefore resolved, 
upon the 13th of September, to take up the conduit already 
laid, leaving the sheet-piling and platform, put in the year 
before, undisturbed, and to put in a wooden flume, as rec- 
ommended by Mr. Philbrick and by Mr. Davis. . The bids for 
uncovering and refilling the conduit were opened on the 8th 
of September, and those for building and laying the flume 
were opened on the 13th of September. The contract for the 
first was awarded to James Driscoll; for the second to O. B. 
Delano. Those persons subsequently executed the bonds 
required, and entered upon the performance of their con- 
tracts. They were executed according to their terms, and 
the conduit was completed on the 5th of November. Final 
payment was made to Mr. Delano on his contract on the 17th 
November, 1875. Mr. Driscoll’s final bill was audited on the 
8th December, but has not yet been paid. One thousand and 


fifty pieces (2,100 feet) of the Akron pipe were found in good 


condition, and have been removed from the line of the conduit, 
and placed upon the filtering-gallery lot. The total cost of the 
replacing of the conduit, including expense of preliminary 
examination and engineering, was $15,712.56. 

The reservoir was not entirely completed until the last of 
October. It seemed necessary to lay a drain for a blow-off on 
land of Mr. MacIntosh, on Mount Vernon Street, in West 
Roxbury, and to put ina gate on Cypress Street ; these things 
were accordingly done in November, and with their comple- 
tion the works were considered by the commissioners as 


finished. 
II. CLAIMS. 


The following mentioned claims have been presented and 


settled: — 
1. Claim of Atherton T. Brown for damages caused by 
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laying a fourteen-inch force-main, and sixteen-inch main, in 
all fourteen hundred and seventy-one 8°, (1,471.80) feet in 
length, and by placing a stand-pipe on his estate on South 
Street, Brookline. The claim was adjusted for the sum of 
two: thousand two hundred and fifty dollars ($2,250), and that 
sum paid to Mr. Brown, who executed to the town a release of 
said damages and a conveyance of the right to maintain said 
mains and stand-pipe and to enter upon his land for any pur- 
pose in connection therewith. 

2. Claim of Mary W. Gardner for taking seven and three- 
fourths acres of land on Cow Island, near Charles River, as a 
location for a filtering gallery. The claim was adjusted for the 
sum of two thousand two hundred seventy-six =>; dollars 
($2,276.50). The settlement included a conveyance in fee of 
the land by Mrs. Gardner. The money was paid to, and 
conveyance of the fee made by her as agreed on. 

3. Claim of Mary W. Gardner for damages for laying a 
conduit through a piece of land belonging to her, lying east 
of Gardner Street, the length of the conduit on her land being 
nine hundred and forty-one (941) feet. This claim was settled 
by the payment of the sum of one hundred dollars ($100) ; and 
a release of damages and conveyance of right to maintain the 
conduit were given by Mrs. Gardner. 

4, Claim of Joseph H. Rowe for damages caused by laying 
the conduit through land of his lying west of Gardner Street. 
The length of the conduit on Mr. Rowe’s land is seven hun- 
dred and twenty-nine (729) feet. This was settled by the 
payment of three hundred dollars ($300), and Mr. Rowe gave 
a release of damages and conveyance of the right to maintain 
the conduit with all incidental rights. 

5. Claim of Nahum M. Morrison for damages caused by 
laying sixty-three (63) feet of the conduit through land of 
his lying next east of the filtering gallery. This was settled 
by the payment of one hundred dollars ($100), on Mr. Morri- 
son executing a release of damages and conveyance of the 
right to maintain the conduit, aud to enter for any purpose 
connected therewith. 
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6. Claim of Patrick O’Neil for damages caused by laying 
the conduit through his estate lying between Gardner Street 
and Baker Street. This claim was settled by paying one hun- 
dred and twenty-five dollars ($125), for release of damages 
and conveyance of the right to maintain the conduit. 

7. Claim of James Smith, damages caused by the laying of 
one hundred and ninety-seven (197) feet of the conduit 
through his estate, taking seventy thousand eight hundred 
(70,800) square feet of land for a pumping station, and right 
of way twenty feet wide and four hundred and thirty-five +f 
feet long to Baker Street. This was settled by the payment 
of three thousand dollars ($3,000) to Mr. Smith, who conveyed 
to the town the pumping station and line covered by the con- 
duit in fee, and the easement in said way. 

8. Claim of Albert F. Whittemore, caused by laying eight 
hundred and sixty-seven (867) feet of the force-main through 
his estate on the corner of Lagrange and Mount Vernon 
Streets. For a release of damages and conveyance of the’ 
right to maintain the force-main, with all incidental rights, 
the sum of twelve hundred dollars ($1,200) was paid. 

9. Claim of Wilson Walker, lessee of a pasture belonging 
to Mrs. Lucy Kingsbury, for damages arising from loss of 
pasturage caused by laying the force-main through said 
pasture.’ The claim was settled by the payment of fifty dol- 
lars ($50). 

10. Claim of George W. Goldsmith for injury arising from 
blasting in front of his estate on Clyde Street, in laying 
pipes. This claim was adjusted by reference for thirteen 
dollars ($13), and paid by Mr. Ward, the contractor. 

11. Claim of Levi W. Hastings for injury arising from lay- 
ing pipes in front of his estate. Settled by reference for six 
dollars ($6), and paid by Mr. Ward. 


There have been several claims made which are yet un- 
settled. These claims are of two classes: those which the 
town should pay, and those which the contractors are respon- 
sible fur to the town, if the town shall be compelled to pay 
any thing on account of them. 
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The following are embraced in the first mentioned, which 
the town is alone responsible for : — 

1. Claim of Mary W. Gardner of Santa Cruz, Cal., for 
‘damages for the taking of a tract of land on Cow Island, 
situated on both sides of the filtering gallery. The 
tract referred to contains thirteen and fifty-six one hun- 
dredths (13.56) acres of upland, and ten and twenty-eight 
one hundredths (10.28) acres of swamp. In a former report 
the commissioners recommended that the town purchase the 
remainder of the tract belonging to Mrs. Gardner, of which 
the filtering-gallery was a part; and, at the last annual town- 
meeting, the board was authorized to make the purchase at a 
price not exceeding six thousand dollars. Accordingly, 
within the time given in an agreement to sell, made by Mrs. 
Gardner to the town, the board notified her that it would 
purchase the remainder of the tract, supposed to be some- 
what less than twenty acres, for three hundred dollars per 
acre. The only knowledge which the commissioners had of 
the quantity of land belonging to Mrs, Gardner, was from 
statements of her agent, that the whole tract (including that 
purchased for the filtering-gallery) contained twenty-seven 
_and one-fourth acres. There were no fences or walls, or, so 
far as the board could find, any landmarks between different 
proprietors in the neighborhood, and the board could not, 
therefore, determine just what was embraced in Mrs. Gard- 
ner’s lots. Immediately after the notification that the town 
would purchase the land, the owner was asked to furnish the 
board with minutes of her title, and to point out the boun- 
daries of her land. She did not do the first until after the 
lapse of some weeks, nor the latter at all. The board having 
become convinced, from such examination of the title and the 
land as they were able to give, that the tract contained more 
than twenty acres, offered to accept a deed of the whole, more 
or less, and pay therefor six thousand dollars, it not being within 
the power conferred on them by the town to pay a bigher price ; 
they also formally demanded the tender of a deed such as the 
agreement required. The offer was not accepted, nor the 
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tender made; but demands were made which the commis- 
sioners considered improper. ‘They therefore determined, 
rather than to resort to legal proceedings to compel Mrs. 
Gardner to carry out her contract, to notify her that, in con- 
sequence of her neglect to fulfil her part of it, the commis- 
sioners considered it no longer binding on the town, and to 
cover sufficient land to meet the wants of the town, by a 
location filed in accordance with the provisions of law. This 
was accordingly done, and a location was filed covering that 
portion of said tract which lies between the filtering-gallery 
lot and the river; and that north of the gallery, the water- 
shed of which les towards the river. The board then 
offered Mrs. Gardner twenty-five hundred dollars ($2.500) for 
the land. The fall in the price of land in the vicinity of 
the land led the commissioners to the belief, after careful 
examination of the subject, that the sum offered was suffi- 
ciently high, and not likely to be increased by a jury, if one 
should be called upon to settle the matter of these damages. 
This sum has not yet been accepted by Mrs. Gardner; and, 
although several interviews have been had lately with her 
agent, no conclusion has been arrived at, nor has she 
put her claim in any definite form. 

2. Claim of Hannah Richards of West Roxbury, for damages 
caused by laying eight hundred and thirty and one-half (830.5) 
feet of the force-main through her estate, lying between 
La Grange and Weld streets. The amount asked is fifteen 
hundred dollars. The land is a pasture, somewhat elevated, 
but remote from any street. The line of the pipe is about 
thirteen hundred feet from the front of the lot. Unless 
new streets are laid out, there is no likelihood of the land 
where the pipes are laid being required for building pur- 
poses, which is the only use inconsistent with its use by 
the town. The commissioners offered, for settlement of the 
claim, three hundred dollars, which has not been accepted. 

3. Claim of Lucy D. Kingsbury of Medfield, for damages 
caused by laying eight hundred and twenty-five and one-half 
(825.5) feet of the force-main through her estate on Weld Street. 
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The amount asked is fifteen hundred dollars. The land is 
quite low, the most of it below the grade of the street, and 
has, for years, been used only as a pasture. The damages of 
the lessee of the lot have been settled. Three hundred 
dollars have been offered for settlement by the commissioners, 
but the offer has not been accepted. 

4, Claim of Enoch Joy for damages caused by laying 
eleven hundred and forty-eight and one-half feet of the 
force-main through his estate in West Roxbury. The amount 
asked is fifteen hundred doliars. A large portion of the 
line runs through a swamp, which yields hardly any income; 
but a small part touches the upland. The commissioners 
have offered for settlement two hundred and fifty dollars. 
The offer has not been accepted. 

5. Claim of Aaron D. Weld for damages caused by lay- 
ing seventeen hundred and forty-nine feet of the force-main 
through his estate in West Roxbury. The amount asked is 
fifteen hundred dollars. The land through which the pipe 
runs is almost all a swamp, yielding no income, or but very 
little, and is a considerable distance from any road. No part 
is likely ever to be used for building purposes. ‘Three hun- 
dred dollars have been offered in settiement, but not accepted. 

6. Claim of the “ Proprietors of Charles River.” The owners 
of mills on Charles River, associated under the name of the 
“ Proprietors of Charles River,” have asked the commissioners 
to make an award of damages for taking water from the 
river. In company with their agent and counsel, the commis- 
sioners visited the source of supply in July last, explained to 
them the system of water-supply adopted by the board, and 
gave them full information respecting all matters connected 
therewith. We have received no further communication from 
them or their principals. It is not known whether the claim 
is abandoned; but the commissioners feel sure that the ‘ Pro- 
prietors of Charles River” have no claim against the town. 
The statute requires the town to pay all damages that shall be 
sustained by the taking of the water of “ Charles River,” but 
provides that “no application shall be made to the court for the 
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assessment of damages for the taking of any water-rights, or 
for any injury thereto, until the water is actually withdrawn 
or diverted by the said town.” It seems quite clear that no 
water is being taken, “ withdrawn,” or “diverted,” from 
Charles River. No part of the filtering gallery is nearer the 
river than a hundred feet, and the most of it is much further 
from it. The water stands at a higher level in the gallery 
than that in the river; its analysis gives different results 
from the other, and its temperature is nearly uniform through 
the year; while the other has a range of nearly fifty degrees. 
All indications show that it proceeds from a source inde- 
pendent of the river. The “Proprietors” therefore can have 
no claim at all except for the loss of underground water which 
might find its way to the river. To say nothing of the prac- 
tical impossibility which exists in the “ Proprietors” estab- 
lishing affirmatively (as they would be bound to do) the sup- 
posed fact, the law is now well-settled, we are advised, that 
no adjoining proprietor has any cause of action on account of 
loss of water withdrawn by a land-owner from underground 
sources of supply on his own land. It will be recollected 
that the town owns in fee the tract on which the filtering- 
gallery is situated, and therefore has all the rights of a land- 
owner. It is believed that no foundation at all exists for this 
claim. 


The commissioners feel very clear in the case of the last- 
named class of claims, that the familiar principle of law, that, 
one, injured by a contractor performing work for another 
under an entire contract, must bring his suit against the con- 
tractor, and not against the principal, will apply. But in 
each case the contractor affected has agreed to pay such 
damages as shall be recovered, and has given bond with 
sureties to do so. The claims are as follows: — 

1. Claim of William J. Hyde for injury to his minor child. 
The amount claimed is twelve thousand dollars. The child 
of Mr. Hyde, a boy about thirteen years of age, in June, 
1874, was going along Clyde Street to school, when he was 
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struck by a pick-axe thrown from the trench dug for the laying 
of the water-pipes. The pick-axe struck him in the forehead, 
fracturing the skull. A portion of the frontal bone was re- 
moved; but, after being confined to the house for some 
weeks, he recovered sufficiently to resume attendance at 
school. The boy is now apparently well; although, in his 
father’s opinion, he is permanently injured. It appears that 
at the time of the injury the street had been closed to public 
travel, by a “horse” placed across the street, on which was 
the inscription, “No passing.” This had been the case for 
some days. Still, persons had passed through on foot, and 
particularly children on their way to school. The earth 
thrown from the trench had been thrown on the side opposite 
to the sidewalk on which the child, when injured, was walk- 
ing. One witness is of opinion that the child was walking 
when struck; but another thinks he was looking down into 
the trench. The pick-axe was thrown by a man named James 
Sullivan, who was at work with it. In some way the handle 
split or splintered, and he threw it out in a passion on the 
side opposite to that on which the earth had been thrown. 
All these facts are substantially agreed on by Mr. Hyde 
and Mr. Ward. Mr. Ward has given bond to defend the suit, 
and pay any damages recovered. It seems clear, as a matter 
of law, that the town is not responsible for damages in this 
case. 

2. Claim of the Brookline Gas-Light Company for loss of 
gas and expenses in repairing damages caused by laying 
water-pipes in the streets of Brookline, amounting in all to 
$659. On investigation, it appears to the board that due 
care was used in laying the pipes, and the injury inflicted 
was unavoidable. Believing, therefore, that the town, having 
a paramount right in its streets, is not responsible for these 
damages, if proper care was exercised in prosecuting the 
work, they have made no offer in settlement. But they have 
notified Mr. John F. Ward, contractor for laying the water- 
pipes, that the town would hold him responsible for the 
damages, if any were recovered; and he has agreed to pay the 
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same, with all cost and charges connected therewith, and 
given bond with sureties to do so. 

3. Claim of Horace N. Fisher and John H. Fisher, for 
damages caused by placing material for constructing the 
reservoir on their land lying contiguous to the reservoir-lot; 
injury to trees, and to a small building, alleged to have been 
done by workmen in the employ of the contractor for con- 
structing the reservoir, and the damages to the building by 
men employed by the engineer. The amount of damages 
claimed is $300. Mr. Driscoll, the contractor, has entered 
into the agreement. to pay all these damages, if any should be 
recovered, and authorized the commissioners to offer fifty dol- 
lars in settlement. The offer was not accepted. The com- 
missioners are fully of the opinion that the town is in bo way 
chargeable with any portion of the damages claimed, and 
that the contractor is alone responsible if any such damages 
have been caused. 

There has as yet been no suit begun on account of any 
matter growing out of the construction of the works. 


Ill, TAKINGS AND PURCHASES OF LAND. 


In accordance with the provisions of law, the commission- 
ers, on 16th June, 1874, caused a location, signed by the 
Selectmen, to be filed and recorded in the Suffolk Registry 
of Deeds, lib. 1218, fol. 25, taking, for the purpose of intro- 
ducing water into the town of Brookline under Chapter 343 
of the Acts of the year 1872, land as follows: On land of 
Mary W. Gardner, on Cow Island, near Charles River, a strip 
1,757 feet in length and 200 feet in width ; from thence through 
lands of Nahum M. Morrison, 68 feet; Joseph H. Rowe, 729 
feet; Mary W. Gardner, 941 feet; Patrick O'Neil, 605 feet; 
James Smith, 197 feet to a strip taken for pumping-station, 
354 feet long and 200 feet wide; thence, on land of said 
Smith, a strip 20 feet in width and 435.6 feet in length, for 
location of the force-main and right of way from the pump- 
ing-station to Baker Street; thence across Baker street and 
through Mount Vernon Street 1693.40 feet to land of Albert 
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F, Whittemore, thence through land of Whittemore 867 
feet, Hannah Richards 830.5 feet, Frank T. Dwinell 427.5 
feet, across Weld Street and through lands of Lucy Kings- 
bury 825.5 feet, Enoch Joy 97.5 feet, George Griggs (in 
trust for A. D. Weld) 447 feet, Enoch Joy again 1051 feet, 
A.D. Weld 1302 feet, Atherton T. Brown 1471.8 feet, across 
South Street to Grove Street. From Grove Street the mains 
and distribution pipes are laid either in public streets or pri- 
vate ways. ‘The width of the land taken is one rod, and the 
rights obtained by the location are the rights to lay and 
maintain the conduit, pipes, and other works there placed, 
where not otherwise expressed, and except that on land of 
A. T. Brown, a piece two rods square is taken for the loca- 
tion of the stand-pipe. The filtering-gallery lot and pump- 
ing-station lot have since been conveyed to the town in fee. 
The board has obtained releases of damages, and conveyances 
of the easement in cases covering 5736.9 feet in length of the 
located line, besides the said conveyances in fee. There 
remain damages to settle in cases embracing 4553.5. feet, 
particularly mentioned above under the head of claims. 

A second location, properly signed, was filed on 24th No- 
vember, 1874, of sufficient space in the private way known 
as Cypress Place, in Brookline, leading from Cypress Street, 
to lay a six-inch pipe for supplying the abuttors on said way. 
In every other case where distribution-pipes were laid in pri- 
vate ways the owners of the fee of the way waived dam- 
ages. In the case of Cypress Place, however, the owner 
declined to do so. Hence it was necessary to file the loca- 
tion. The damages would of course be very trifling, as the 
laying of the pipe would not affect the owner’s enjoyment of 
such rights as he had in the place. No demand has been 
made for damages since filing the location, and it is believed 
that no claim will be made. 

On 14th July, 1875, a location, duly signed by the Select- 
men, covering 23.84 acres of land adjoining the filtering-gal- 
lery was filed and recorded in the Suffolk Registry of Deeds, 
lib. 1,255, fol. 101. This is more fully referred to above, 
under the head of claims. 
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In May, 1874, a tract containing 211,800 square feet of 
land was purchased by the town of H. N. and J. H. Fisher, 
with full right of way to and from Boylston Street. 

In all cases the board has caused an examination of titles 
to be made, and abstracts of the same prepared, which will be 
turned over to the town by the board.

There is also an application for an extension pending, 
brought to the notice of the town in the annual report of the 
Water Commissioners, in Brighton Street, from Boylston 
Street to the Railroad bridge, the cost of which was estimated 
at $7,847. The board recommend that these extensions be 
made. 

Besides these, there has been filed a petition of Michael 
O’Day and others for extension which did not commend itself 
to the commissioners, and they therefore report it to the 
town for its action. The petitioners asked for an extension 
in a private-way off Pearl Street, filed 6th July, 1875. There 
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was but one house to be supplied. This was not situated on 
any laid-out court or way, and the pipe, if laid, would have to 
be laid over the arch of the brook channel, where it would be 
exposed to frost. 


V. MAINTENANCE OF THE WORKS. 


By vote of the town this board was authorized to keep the 
works in operation until further action of the town, and the 
sum of four thousand dollars, out of a previous appropriation 
of eight thousand dollars, was placed to the credit of the board 
for this purpose. This portion of their duties began about the 
middle of May. The board did not consider that they had 
any other than temporary powers, and could therefore make 
no other than temporary appointments. Dr. N. C. Towle, the 
clerk of the board, was appointed temporary water registrar, 
with instructions to attend at the office at certain hours of | 
each day, in the performance of the duties of that office, at 
a salary of two hundred and fifty dollars per year, in addition 
to his salary as clerk of the board. Richard J. Flinn was 
employed temporarily to run the engine, with pay at the 
rate of twenty-four dollars per week. The engineer of the 
board having resigned his salary as such, to date from Ist of 
July last, he was,temporarily employed as superintendent, with 
a salary at the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per year. Mr. 
fF. F. Forbes was also employed to superintend the putting 
in of service pipes, to let on water, &c., at three dollars per 
day. On the 14th of July last proposals for furnishing two 
hundred and fifty tons of coal were invited ; the bids were 
opened on the 22d of July. The lowest responsible bidder was 
S. C. Thwing & Co., to whom the contract was awarded, and by 
whom the same was promptly fulfilled. On the 1st of Octo- 
ber it was found that the portion of the maintenance appro- 
priation at the disposal of the commissioners had been ex- 
hausted, although sufficient coal was on hand to last beyond 
the end of the year for which the appropriation was made. 
This fact being reported to the selectmen, the latter board 
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assumed the care of maintaining the works, but requested 
this board to examine all bills for maintenance before presen- 
tation to them. This board has continued to do that, and, 
under direction of the selectmen, to exercise such care of the 
works as they appeared to have authority for. The account 
for maintenance will be found in the appendix. 

The amount of the maintenance appropriation remaining 
unexpended will be sufficient to maintain the works to the 
end of the year from the time of starting. 

The board has caused each person desiring a supply of wa- 
ter to sign a written application, the form of which is given 
above. 


VI. CAPACITY OF THE WORKS. 


It will be seen, by reference to the report of the engineer, 
that the filtering-gallery is capable of yielding daily more 
than the amount of water (1,500,000 gallons) which the town 
has voted to take. 

It is believed by the commissioners that the source will be 
ample for many years, and that the quality of the water is 
pure. Reference is made on the subject of quality to the 
analysis of Dr. Hayes, appended to the Engineer’s Report. 
The capacity of the engine, of the force and leading mains, 
and of the reservoir, are adapted to the furnishing of 2,000,- 
000 gallons daily, and are sufficient for any probable re- 
quirements of the town for at least a generation. |

VII. PROPERTY BELONGING TO THE WATER-WORKS. 

The commissioners have in charge the following named 
property : 

Three hundred and sixteen thousand and twenty-eight 
(516,028) square feet of land in Cow Island, owned in fee by 
the town, in which is situated a filtering gallery in two 
sections, in all 762 feet in length, united by a wooden flume 
889 feet in length, with a yielding capacity of 1,600,000 
gallons of water daily. Twenty-three 84, acres of land 
adjoining, in which the town has no other right than to keep 
from it any thing injurious to the source of water supply. 

A wooden conduit, or flume, having an interior diameter of 
twenty-four inches, 3,047 feet in length, leading from the 
east end of the filtering-gallery to the pumping-station, with 
right of maintaining it, and of entering the lands through 
which it is laid, to repair, and for any other needful purpose 
about the same. 

A tract on which is placed the pumping station, containing 
seventy-four thousand and fifty (74,050) square feet of land, 
an engine-house of brick, and coal-house of stone, a boiler 
and an engine with a pumping capacity of 2,000,000 gallons 
in twenty-four hours. 
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Right of way from said tract to Baker street. 

Fourteen-inch force main to stand-pipe on land of A. T. 
Brown, 9,070 feet in length, with all necessary rights in the 
lands through which the same runs. 

Stand-pipe and overflow to brook on Grove Street. 

Sixteen-inch leading-main, 13,456 feet long, to the reservoir. 
A tract of land containing 211,800 square ‘feet, in which is 
situated a reservoir with a capacity of 6,050,000 gallons, 
with a high water mark of 240 feet elevation above marsh 
level.

ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


Brooking, Nov., 30, 1875. 


To CO. H. Drew, Esq., Chairman of the Water Commissioners 
for Town of Brookline. 


The undersigned respectfully submits the following report 
of the work done under his charge. 


WORK PRELIMINARY TO CONSTRUCTION. 


Surveys were begun early in December, 1873, for the pur- 
pose of selecting the best place for taking the water, and the 
best route for bringing it into the Town. Guided by the 
recommendations of those who had previously examined tle 
ground, attention was first given to two points upon Charles 
River. First, a point upon the Dedham side opposite the 
upper part of “ Cow-Bay,’’ recommended in the report’ of 
Edward Sawyer, C.E.; and second, a point on the Needham 
side, above the Dedham meadows, recommended in the report 
of Clemens Herschel, C.H. 

Surveys were made connecting both of these points with 
two sites for a reservoir on Walnut Hill, which was the first 
ground encountered on the way to Brookline having a suit- 
able elevation. Considerable delay was caused by the 
want of frost to stiffen the surface of the Dedham meadows 
in December, 1873, and January, 1874, for there was just 
enough water on them to render them impassable till frozen. 


The frosts of February, 1874, finally favored the completion 
33 
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of these surveys with a large number of soundings through 
the peat. 

The point selected above Dedham, by Mr. Herschel, 
received attention at first. It promised to avoid the risk of 
contamination by future population about Dedham, and the 
surveys were therefore pushed to this remote point as early 
as possible. The fact was then revealed, that the deposit of 
peat lies at a depth of thirty to forty feet under the meadows 
crossed by those surveys. Many lines were run, and hun- 
dreds of soundings taken in these meadows, in the vain hope 
to avoid this deep deposit. Such an unstable and compressi- 
ble material, where a tight conduit was required at a depth 
of eight or ten feet below the surface, would render the work 
very costly, and perhaps require two or more summers to 
execute it through such a distance. In fact, it became evi- 
dent that the works could not be constructed to such a dis- 
tant point, and through such a material, by the sum of money 
which had been appropriated by the Town, nor within the 
lapse of one season. Of course, before maturing plans upon 
this basis, and asking for the appropriation of more money, 
it was thought best to make a more thorough examination of 
such nearer points as might be found available for a source. 
The nearer points were all below Dedham, and therefore sub- 
ject to whatever risk there may be of contamination from 
that town. The question then arose, whether such contami- 
nation could not be in a large part avoided by taking the 
water, not from the open channel, through a filter dam, but 
from deeper sources, to which the contaminating influences 
might not penetrate. 

It is a well-known fact, that the drainage of the surplus rain- 
fall takes place not only upon the surface, in visible streams, 
but also within the substance of the soil, by percolation, more 
or less abundantly, as favored by the porous nature of the ma- 
terial. Such percolation goes directly downward till arrested 
either by an impervious material, or by reaching a level already 
saturated with water, held there by other water at nearly 
equal height in some neighboring lake or sea. When the 
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downward percolation is thus arrested, the water continues 
its motion laterally on the side where the least pressure op- 


poses, i.e., in the direction of the slope of the impervious 


stratum, if such be found, or, if arrested by other water, it 
spreads out over such water, raising the level of the lake or 
sea toa degree commensurate with its own volume. The 
result of such percolation is soon manifest in the collection 
of water in valley bottoms after a rain in a much greater 
quantity than the pores of the soil are able to absorb. Hence 
visible springs and streams occur. But where sufficient rain 
does not occur to produce such streams in a visible form, if 
the rain fall in such quantity as to allow any surplus after sup- 
plying the evaporation at the surface, the water will always be 
found in a porous valley bottom, flowing endwise the valley, 
because so impelled by gravity; and it will continue so to 
flow after more abundant rains have swelled its volume 
beyond the capacity of the pores of the soil, and made the 
visible river on the surface, as it has done in the case of the 
Charles River, with which we have to deal. Even in regions 
quite destitute of rain, the writer has found such under- 
ground streams. In fact, they are always found when dug 


for by travellers, provided the upper end of the valley is 


blessed with rain, though it may be fifty miles distant; for 
the upper layers of the soil protect such water from waste 
by evaporation. It is well known that the valley of the 
Charles River, in the neighborhood of Dedham, is underlaid 
with vast beds of gravel and sand, through which the water 
percolates freely ; and it was, therefore, to be presumed, that 
an abundant supply of water would be found in these gravel 
beds, flowing slowly downward, either toward the river or 
toward the sea, coming from the upper portions of the valley 
by percolation, or from either side, and subject to the same 
forces which cause the visible river to flow down hill. 

The next step, then, was to select a suitable place for tap- 
ping this underground flow. Such a place should be free 
from the chances of contamination by its immediate surround- 
ings, and, other things being equal, the nearer to Brookline

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the better. The right bank of the Charles, for a distance of 
half a mile to a mile below the Stone bridge at Spring Street, 
is flanked by isolated gravel hills that are surrounded by peat 
meadows flowed at high stages of water. One of the most 
prominent of these hills, and the southernmost, is called 
“ Cow Island,” and attracted-attention as being free from con- 
taminating influences. It rises abruptly at its west end, 
nearest the river, some thirty or forty feet above the meadows, 
with sharp, crooked ridges. Just back of these most promi- 
nent points, however, there is a depression extending across 
the west end of the Island, the bottom of which depression is 
not much above the river level. This swale appeared to 
present suitable features. It is from one hundred to three 
hundred feet from the river. The surrounding lands are bar- 
ren, of a character not inviting population, and yielding no 
present income, so that they might be purchased at a low rate. 
It remained to ascertain the character of the subsoil in this 
sivale, and the quality of the water which would probably be» 
found there in abundance. For this purpose, early in March 
1874, a series of wells were bored at intervals along this 
depression, extending to a depth of about twelve feet below 
high water of the river. The material found was a clean 
pebbly gravel and coarse sand, overlaid in some places by a 
foot or two of peat in the hollows. The water was tested, 
and found to be pure and soft.! In fact, its freedom from 
organic matter, such as might render it unfit for drinking, was 
not doubted after the thorough examinations of the commit- 
tees who had previously looked into all the water of this 
region. But tbe depth at which it was proposed to take it, 
together with the fact that hard water had been found in this 
gravel bed at some other points, led to a fear as to its softness. 
This point was now satisfactorily settled, and steps were taken 
at once in April 1874, to mature plans for utilizing this place 
as a source.

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CAPACITY OF THE WORKS OF SUPPLY. 


The town had voted to take water at the rate of one and a Capacity of 
half million gallons per day. In order to furnish this without 
the necessity of continuous pumping through the nights, it 
was thought best to build the works with a capacity of two 
million gallons per day, or one million in twelve hours. The 
extent of surface of gravel which would be needed to yield 
this quantity in the dry season was only to be determined by 
experiment, depending as it does upon the permeability of 
the material and the depth at which the water should be 
taken. For preliminary purposes, plans were matured fora 
gallery or horizontal well, the bottom of which should be six este 
feet below the lowest stage of the river, and the length left 
to be determined by the actual yield to be found upon its con- 
struction. Six hundred feet was named as a minimum. For 
convenience and economy in building, the width of this gallery 
was fixed at four feet in the clear, with walls of stone laid 
without mortar two feet high, thereby virtually using about 
eight feet of bottom width from which the water would be 
supplied. An arch of brick, two rings thick, was to cover the 
walls, and the whole would be buried to the original level of 
the adjacent surface. 

The proper size of the pumping engine, the conduit and g,,. of en- 
the force main, was more readily defined. A conduit of two sig and 
feet inside diameter would carry the required amount of 
water to the pump well with a loss of head of about six inches 
only. This size was adopted as being the smallest which 
would allow of a man’s entering it for repairs or inspection. 

The size of the engine, boiler and pumps were left with the 
builder, who was to take the responsibility of the perform- 
ance of a stated duty. The size of the force main was deter- 
mined by comparing the cost of the power to overcome the 
friction of the water in moving through an assumed size at 
the required rate, with the cost of diminishing the friction by 
an increase in size. This course of reasoning led to the 
adoption of fourteen inches as the most economical size for 
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the force main as far as the stand pipe on Walnut Hill, and of 
sixteen inches for the rest of the way to the reservoir. The 
latter being on high table-land, and therefore subjected to 
but slight pressure, was made comparatively thin, allowing the 
increase of size with less than the ordinary increase of weight.

paar The selection of a site for a reservoir received early 
elevation. attention. For preliminary purposes, an elevation of two | 
hundred and thirty feet above tide was assumed. This 

would render the service efficient for all parts of the town, 

except small areas on the tops of Corey’s, Aspinwall’s, and 

A. W. Goddard’s hills, and the high lands west of the upper 

end of Warren Street and the Lyman estate. If placed high 

enough to serve these elevated points, the pumps would be 
required to raise all the water used by the houses on lower 

levels, being some ninety-five per cent of the whole, to an 

extra elevation of about one hundred feet. This would, 
require, for every million gallons pumped, about three-fourths 

of a ton of extra coal, with a corresponding increase in the 

power of the apparatus, and the cost of maintaining it for 
exerting such extra power. Moreover, the pressure through- 

out the whole system of distribution would be increased by 

some forty-three pounds per square inch, requiring special 
apparatus for controlling such pressure in order to avoid the 
inconveniences which would result from it through all the 

lower parts of the town. It was, therefore, concluded to 

omit, for the present, the supply of the higher parts of the 

town. Whenever sufficient demand arises to justify the cost, 

these high points can be supplied by a special high service 

system, with a small pumping apparatus adapted to its wants. 

On assuming the probable elevation of the reservoir at 

two hundred and thirty feet above tide, two points were 
Surveys for examined upon the slopes of Walnut Hill for a reservoir site. 
This hill is on the route of the supply, being the first high 

land encountered on the way from the source to Brookline, 

and had been referred to in previous reports as the probable 
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site of a reservoir. The first place surveyed was on the 
western slope of the hill a few rods south-east of Mrs. F. P. 
Denny’s house, where the contour of the surface is favorable 
for the purpose. The second place was on the eastern slope, 
above South Street, and between the houses of Goodnough 
and A. T. Brown. The line of supply surveyed for connect- 
ing the first of these sites with the river passed westerly, 
from near Mrs. Denny’s house to the corner of Lagrange and 
Arnold Streets in Newton, and thence west to Charles River 
meadows, crossing Baker Street near the Burkhardt place; 
formerly “Brook Farm.” The rocky character of the surface 
on this reservoir site and along this line of supply was not 
inviting, and other surveys were made about the same time 
for a line further south, where a more tractable character of 
surface was found. After deciding upon the location of the 
source on the south side of “ Cow Island,” the northern line 
and reservoir site were abandoned, and a location made upon 
the line where the pipe has since been laid. This line passes 
from Grove Street, near Craft’s nurseries, along the south end 
of Walnut Hill, thence westerly across the cedar swamp into 


West Roxbury. It crosses Weld Street in the hollow near. 


the south end of Arnold Street, from which a very direct line 
across the fields leads to the corner of Lagrange and Mt. 
Vernon Streets. From this point the line follows Mt. Vernon 
Street to the corner of Baker Street, and across the latter to 
the meadows opposite the south end of “ Cow Island.” In 
connection with this line of supply, the second site above- 
named for a reservoir was carefully surveyed, and test pits dug, 
in order to learn the nature of the material to be handled, and 
estimate the cost of grading. Previous reports and estimates 
had contemplated a reservoir here of some four million gal- 
lons’ capacity ; but the distance was about three and a half 


miles from the town hall,and such remoteness from the centre . 


of the population to be supplied would render the reservoir 
much less useful in sustaining the head of water, at times of 
rapid consumption during fires, than if placed nearer the 
centre of the town. This remoteness could be in part com- 
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pensated for by laying larger mains between it and the town; 
but the extra cost of such mains could well be spent in 
securing the more central position for the reservoir. With 
this object in view, other and nearer sites were examined, 
among which were John L. Gardner’s Hill and Fisher’s Hill. 
The former is just south of the gravel pit on Dudley Street, 
and therefore quite near the shortest route of supply; but 
the contour of its surface was not so favorable as that of 
Fisher’s Hill, which had a natural basin at the summit. 
Neither was the land for sale on Gardner’s Hill, while the 
other was known to be in the market. The elevation of the 
natural basin on Fisher’s Hill was such that a reservoir could 
best be constructed with a high water level of two hundred 
and forty feet above tide, only ten feet above the height 
which had been previously considered desirable. It was so 
near the centre of population, that, all things considered, the 
increase of length of main required to reach it seemed fully 
justified. 

After comparing the cost of constructing a reservoir on 
this site, and on Walnut Hill, it appeared that a basin of six 
million gallons’ capacity on Fisher’s: Hill, which the natural 
features favored, would cost about the same per gallon as 
the smaller one formerly contemplated on Walnut Hill; say 
$52,000, instead of $34,000. The cost of the extra main, 


“needed to reach this site, was $12,500; and the extra cost of 


the land, as compared with that on Walnut. Hill, was about 
$15,000. If Walnut Hill should be chosen, and this money 
spared, it would not be many years before the imperfect 
head, in case of fire, would require either a larger main, 
or a nearer reservoir; the latter being by far the most 
valuable, while such delay in providing it would doubtless 
be accompanied by an enhancement in the value of the land, 
equivalent to the saving of interest on the present outlay, 
even if the land could then be procured at any reasonable 
price, which might be prevented by its improvement by 
buildings. It was of course seen that such a change would 
involve some excess of outlay beyond the amount then ap- 
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propriated; but the excess was not large, and seemed re- 
quired by a true regard for economy. Arrangements were 
therefore promptly made for the purchase of the necessary 
land, which had been offered by the owners. 

The natural features of Fisher’s Hill favored the construc- 
tion of a basin of twelve to fourteen million gallons’ capacity, 
with a maximum level of 240 feet above tide. But the wants 
of the town could well be supplied, for many years, by a 
basin of six millions of gallons. In fact, this would be fifty 
per cent in excess of the plans proposed by former committees. 
The natural basin was long and narrow, requiring but a short 
dam to divide it; and, as a large part of the cost of.a reser- 
voir here would consist in the linings of the interior surfaces, 
it was clearly the best policy to improve only one half of the 
natural basin at present. The northern half was best adapted 
to this purpose, because most remote from the street. Land 
was therefore purchased in sufficient quantity to provide for 
the improvement of the whole basin, at such time as it might 
be needed, with a proper margin ; and all the plans for con- 
struction were made to conform to the idea of doubling the 
storage capacity at a future day. Sufficient material, and a 
surplus, was found on the land so purchased to do all the 
grading for the present basin and the future one. 


STAND-PIPE ON WALNUT HILL. 


The construction of the reservoir so far from the pumps 
(over five miles), with the undulating surface and high land 
intervening, rendered it desirable to provide a natural air- 
vent and overflow as near the pumps as ground of sufficient 
height could be found on the route. Such an arrangement 
would serve the following purposes: To terminate the 
shocks in the water column, arising from the action of the 
pumps; to provide an overflow for the pumps when the 
reservoir is not in use; to liberate air from the pipes. Such 
air is always taken up by the water at the pumps, where the 
high pressure favors its solution in an invisible form, and it 
is always given off by the water when passing from its condi- 
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tion of high pressure near the pumps to the lower pressure 
obtaining on the elevated plain near South Street. If this 
air were not allowed free vent at the highest point, it would 
be'likely to accumulate there and require frequent attention 
to keep the pipe free. Moreover, as the pumping is not to 
be constant, the air must have vent whenever beginning to 
pump after an interval. A point was therefore selected on 
the route of the force main, where the pipe crosses the 
water-shed of Charles River valley, upon the crest of Walnut 
Hill, on land of A. T. Brown, Esq., crossing an elevation 
corresponding with that of high water in the reservoir. 
Here a small well was constructed, lined with bricks laid 
in cement, with a man-hole cover at the top. Into this well 
the water enters at the bottom on one side by the fourteen 
inch force main, and flows out at the other side through the 
sixteen inch leading main. This well is about seventeen 
feet deep in all, its bottom being at the same level with 
high water at the reservoir. It follows that when the 
reservoir is full the whole length of the sixteen inch main, 
between this and the reservoir, is also full, and can be used 
~ to supply the houses along Newton, Clyde, Warren, Heath, 
and Boylston Streets, within the limit of the head, while no 
water can ever escape from the reservoir, through a leak in 
the force main, properly so called, between this well and the 
pumps, a length of about two miles peculiarly subject to 
leakage. An overflow was arranged at the top of the well, 
by a waste weir, delivering through an eighteen inch stone 
sewer pipe to the nearest brook, on Grove Street, so that the 
pumps can be worked for a direct supply to the consumers, 
whenever convenience requires the reservoir-gate to be shut. 
The height of the vertical column in the well helow the 
waste weir, about seventeen feet,is computed to be equiva- 
lent to overcome the greatest friction in the main, between 
it and the reservoir, when the latter is nearly full, or when 
pumping through the influx chamber at the top. This fric- 
tion is computed for a velocity due to the full speed of the 
pumps, say three cubic feet of water per second, and to the 
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present smooth condition of the pipes. If these pipes should 
hereafter become much fouled by rust, or if it should become 
desirable to force the water through them into the reservoir 
at a more rapid rate, it will become necessary to build up 
the top of this well, or vertical column, and to pump up in it 
to such a height as to overcome the increased friction so aris- 
ing. As now situated, this column is mostly underground, 
the upper part being covered by the earth being banked up 
around it. It is therefore protected from frost. A few feet 
of additional height would hardly require protection, for the 
water would never stay there long enough to become chilled 
to the freezing point. 


SYSTEM OF DISTRIBUTION. 


During the winter of 1873 and ’74, the plans for distributing 
the water had been studied and matured, covering all those 
streets which had been included in former reports, and sanc- 
tioned by votesof the town. The sizes of the street mains were, 
of course, dependent upon the route of supply, the population 
to be served, and the amount of head that could be sacrificed 
without impairing the efficiency of the system for fire ser- 
vice. The route of supply was necessarily limited to such 
streets as were below the head. The most direct route feasi- 
ble was through the following streets: Grove, Newton, Clyde, 
Warren, Heath, and Boylston Streets, to the reservoir. The 
most direct route for distribution from the reservoir would be 
to follow Boylston Street eastward. But, for the present, a 
more circuitous route for the latter was chosen, though direct 
from the pump-main, branching from the sixteen inch main at 
the corner of Clyde and Warren Streets, and thence leading 
the whole supply for the lower part of the town through War- 
ren, Dudley, and Walnut Streets. The following reasons ex- 
isted for this course. A considerable population lives upon 
the latter streets, occupying at present about forty houses, 
which the town had virtually agreed to supply by votes pre- 
viously passed, so that if the more direct route for the main 
distributing-pipe down Boylston Street had been chosen, 
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there would still have been reason for providing a main, 
though a smaller one, for this population. On the other 
hand, there are only five houses on Boylston Street, between 
the reservoir and Cypress Street, and those are so remote 
from the street that they might not connect with the mains. 
Moreover, that part of Boylston Street lying east of the 
Cochituate gate-house is much occupied by the Cochituate 
mains, especially where the connection is made with the new 
forty-eight inch main, leading direct from Chestnut Hill across 
Mrs. Goddard’s property. A new pipe along Boylston Street, at 
this point, would require a large amount of excavation to pass 
under this main and its connections. The route of distribution 
from the reservoir is thus a little circuitous; but when the 
pumps are working, the route is the most direct possible. 
For when the pumps work, the whole town is supplied 
directly from the pumps, the surplus only being forced into 
the reservoir, which is connected with the rest of the system | 
by a spur, not forming a part of the circulation. 

But the instant that the pumps cease working, the current 
is reversed in the sixteen inch main, between Clyde Street and 
the reservoir, and the whole consumption is then drawn from 
the reservoir. This circuit is not now productive of any 
noticeable loss of head, nor will it be likely to be noticeable 
for some years. Before that time arrives, the population 
gathering upon Boylston Street, below the reservoir, will 
probably demand a supply ; and when a main is laid for that 
purpose, it should be a large one, say sixteen inches, in order 
to give a more direct supply to the lower part of the town 
from the reservoir. 


1 The loss of head to be incurred at present, in drawing water at the corner of 
Boylston and Cypress Streets, at the rate of a million gallons in twelve hours, or 
three cubic feet per second, is about twenty-six feet, while with a direct connection 
by a sixteen inch main through Boylston Street, this loss of head would be only 
four and two-tenths feet. This rate of flow would obtain nearly, if two hydrant 
nozzles were opened wide at this point. If the flow were doubled, the loss of head 
would be about four times as great in either case, The actual head being about 
one hundred and sixty-five feet at this corner, there is plenty to spare at present, 
not only at this point, but in the portions of the town affected by the lack of this 
connection. 
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The twelve inch main, which branches from the sixteen inch 
main at the lower end of Clyde Street, passes down Warren 
and Dudley Streets to Walnut Street, and thence through the 
latter to Boylston Street, near Guild’s store. Another of the 
same size branches from it at Cypress Street, and follows this 
street across Boylston to Washington Street. An eight inch 
main is laid in Washington Street, from Brookline Avenue to 
Guild’s store,and from Harvard Square to the last house near 
the Brighton line. A ten inch main begins near Guild’s store, 
and crossing the railroad bridge, passes through Harvard 
Street to School Street. An eight inch main lies in School 
Street, and passes up Harvard Street and Pleasant Street to 
Egmont Street. All other pipes laid in the public streets are 
six inches in diameter. In the reports of former committees, 
many streets were to be provided with four inch mains. But 
in order to render the service more efficient for hydrant hose, 
in case of fire, it was thought best to use nothing less than six 
inches where hydrants were to be used. That portion of Long- 
wood lying north of Kent Street has at present but one line 
of supply; viz., a six inch main in Kent Street, and the 
hydrants beyond this point are therefore less efficient than 
elsewhere at similar elevations. An additional line of supply 
will some day be provided for this district, through Beacon 
Street, and probably also through some new streets to be 
laid out between Pleasant Street and Hssex Street. Such 
lines were not included in the present system, on account of 
the peat-bog to be crossed between Longwood and Pleasant 
Street. The only streets now graded across this bog are 
Beacon Street and St. Paul Street. The bog was spoken of 
in the early colonial records, as “the Cedar Swamp,” and is 
quite deep. Even Beacon Street, after many years of 
settling, is not yet in a condition to hold a water-pipe with- 
out pile foundations. 

Several cities and towns have lately used, and are still 
using, cement-lined pipe for street mains, but the recent fall 
in the price of iron has removed one of the objections to the 
use of cast iron, thereby giving weight to its manifest superi- 
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ority in many respects. 
whole system. 

The drawings for the sections of pipes and special castings 
were prepared early in 1874, being similar in design to those 
used in Lowell, and lately in Boston. The thickness of the 
larger sizes of pipes was graduated according to the pressure 
to which they were to be subjected, and therefore varied 
considerably, three grades or classes being used for the 
three larger sizes. The smaller sizes were mostly to be laid 
in those streets where no large variation of pressure occurs, 
such variation being too slight to make it worth while to vary 
their thickness, which was therefore adapted to the greatest 
pressure occurring. The average weight per lineal foot of the 
different sizes used, is given in the following table, the bells 
being included :

LOCATION 


OF THE CONDUIT AND PUMPING STATION. 


After choosing the south side of ‘* Cow Island ” as a source, 
the question arose whether to locate the pumps at this spot, 
and force the water all the way to Brookline, or to take ad- 
vantage of the level meadows for three thousand feet, across 
which it could be taken by gravity. No good reason ap- 
peared for locating the pumps at the more remote point, 
except that the work could thereby be somewhat simplified 
by dispensing with the conduit, and laying a force main over 
the same ground. The cost of constructing a conduit of two 
feet diameter subject to little pressure except that arising 
from the earth filled over it, and the cost of a force main of 
fourteen inches diameter subject to the necessary pressure 
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of seventy lbs. per square inch, would be about the same. 
But the cost of pushing the water through this additional 
length of force-main would be considerable, being that of 
overcoming over three feet additional head in the shape of 
friction, while only six inches of head is lost by taking the 
water by gravity, owing to the larger size of pipe made 
available at the same cost by the absence of hydrostatic 
pressure in the conduit. Moreover, the maintenance of a 
force-main in this swamp, subject as it would be to this high 
pressure and the unavoidable shocks of the pumping action, 
would be likely to prove much more troublesome than a 
conduit which would be subject to no disturbing influences 
after once being put in place and surrounded by a material 
of about the same specific gravity with its own materials and 
contents. If the pumps were located at ‘‘ Cow Island,” all fuel 
for working them must be hauled for some three-fourths of a 
mile through private grounds, where some annoyance and 
expense would always be incurred in keeping the path in 
repair, while if located east of the meadows, there is a good 
public highway (Baker Street) always in order up to within 
a few rods of the Engine-house. This eastern location was 
therefore chosen as most appropriate. 

The location of the conduit was governed by the depth of 
peat, or rather by its lack of depth, it being undesirable to 
place the work in such a spongy material. The eastern end 
of the conduit must necessarily cross the meadow separating 
the hard land from ‘“ Cow Island.” On comparing the soundings 
that had been taken all about these meadows, a line was found 
with hard bottom at a depth of not over nine feet at the deep- 
est place, there being gravel and sand under the peat. As 
this depth, and even more, was required to conform to the 
level of the source, no extra digging or foundation piling was 
required for the bottom, only to remove the peat and dig 
down to the necessary level in the sand. The western part 
of the conduit would lie along or through the southern edge 
of the island, to connect with the filtering gallery at its south- 
west part. The trench must be dug to practically the same 
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level throughout, for there is only six inches slope in the 
whole length of the conduit. The material underlying the 
meadows alongside the island was found to be of the same 
nature as under the adjacent side of the island itself, both be- 
ing saturated with water up to the level of the river, at least 
six feet above the bottom of the conduit, and both being 
sandy. It was, therefore, useless to dig through the island 

Si itself, and a location was sought along its southern margin to

eae avoid extra depth of digging. The conduit would, therefore, 
be submerged throughout its whole length ina saturated sand 
and gravel from eight to twelve feet below the surface of the 
ground, and from six to seven feet below the level of perma- 
nent saturation. In order to construct it, sheet piling must be 
driven and braced in place on each side of the trench to a 

Foundation. sreater depth than the excavation; and, in order to confine 
the sand and give a firm bearing, a platform was to be put in 
at a definite level at the bottom. This to consist of longitu- 
dinal sills with a transverse flooring cut in tight between the 
sheet piling. This would form a permanent timber canal, in 
which the conduit might be constructed. 

Materialfor The material for building the conduit was at first specified 

conduit. . oye . . 
as brick, laid in hydraulic cement. When it was found that 
a fine running sand was encountered for a considerable part 
of the length, chiefly under the meadows, it became evident 
that sufficient drainage of the trench for laying brick would 
be attended with great cost for pumping, which must be toa | 
greater depth and for a much longer period than if some 
other material were to be used. Pipe of stone-ware or iron, 
or a wooden box could be more rapidly put together than 
brick, and therefore the period for pumping could be materi- 
ally shortened by their adoption. Iron would require about 
as deep drainage as brick, and is much more costly as a 
material. The character of the sand was such that if the 
drainage-wells and pumps were not located well outside the 
trench, there would be danger of undermining the: platform 
by drawing the sand out from under it by the deep drainage. 
This plan would be very costly, and would probably consume 
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more than one season. The only escape from the need of 
such deep drainage seemed to lie in the adoption of stone- 
ware or wood for a material. Stone-ware had been used 
extensively for similar purposes in various places, for conduits 
and sewers, with success, and promised to be more satisfactory 
than wood, against which a popular prejudice prevails, though 
its great durability in such a position is unquestioned by en- 
gineers. The scotch stone-ware pipes were the best known in 
this market, and advertisements were issued calling for pro- 
posals for furnishing these. Such proposals were tendered, 
but it was found that a sufficient quantity was not to be had 
without waiting for its importation. It was promised by the 
importers, but an element of uncertainty attached to such 
wares when coming by sailing vessel from such a distance. 
At this point the Akron stone-ware pipe was brought to our 
notice. It had been largely used, claimed to be as strong as 
the Scotch, if not stronger, and was highly spoken of by 
eminent engineers who had used it. The trouble which it 
afterwards gave, arising from its lack of strength, will be 
described later. 
COMPENSATING RESERVOIRS. 

Previous to opening the trench for the construction of the 
filtering gallery, and while it was supposed it might be neces- 
sary to take water directly from the river, some attention was 
given to the subject of compensating the mills below Dedham 
for water so taken by storing surplus water in winter at some 
part of the valley above. Some preliminary examinations of 
the valley were made, tending to show that an adequate 
storage could be obtained at several points, at a cost which 
would consist chiefly in the purchase of meadow land for 
flowage. Such land could be obtained at a low rate if prop- 
erly approached. But after the opening of the trench for the 
filtering gallery, such an abundance of pure water was found 
on land belonging to the town, from sources which may be 
independent of the river, that the subject of compensation 
was dropped. It is not possible to prove that the source now 
used is independent of the river; but it is equally difficult to 
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prove that the water comes from the river. The temperature 
of the water in the filtering gaiiery has never been found 
higher than 49° Fahrenheit, while that of the river ranges 
above 70° for many weeks during the summer months. It is 
to be presumed, that if the river water, while at this high 
temperature, were to percolate into the gallery at the rate 
at which it was pumped out in the summer of 1874, the 
intervening mass of gravel might have been so far warmed 
by the process as to affect the water which was pumped out. 
Yet no such effect was produced, the temperature never 
getting higher than 49°, after several weeks of incessant 
pumping by several engines. 


WORK OF CONSTRUCTION. 


The first contract made was for the iron pipes for the force 
main and distribution of the water in the streets. After due 
advertising, four bids were received and opened, March 3d, 
1874, for furnishing some seventeen miles of cast-iron pipe, 
being about twenty-seven hundred tons, according to specifi- 
cations and drawings exhibited. The contract was awarded 
to the lowest bidder, Jesse W. Starr & Sons, of Camden, N. J., 
at $52.50 per gross ton for the straight pipe, and four cents 
per pound for special castings. This contract provided for 
the delivery of the pipe on the wharf at Cottage Farm, 
beginning in May, and continuing at specified rates till 
complete. The pipe was all tested, by being subjected toa 
pressure of three hundred pounds per square inch, at the 
foundry, under the eyes of an inspector employed by the 
town, and afterwards coated with coal tar. It arrived mostly 
in good condition and in good season, and the contract was 
settled on completion of the work, according to its terms, the 
contractor taking back at cost all cracked ends and pieces 
which were broken before delivery, and cut off at his expense. 
The thoroughness of this inspection is best attested by the 
result. There have been only four cases of cracked pipe 
found after being subjected to the pressure of the water for 
several months, out of the eighty-five hundred pieces laid. 
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These four were, undoubtedly, cracked by careless handling 
in laying or covering them. Soon after the above, April 
10, 1874, a contract was made with the Boston Machine 
Company for a hundred hydrants and a hundred stop gates, to 
be delivered in Brookline, and warranted by them. This work 
was also submitted to competition ; but was not awarded to the 
lowest bidder, for lack of confidence in the quality of his work, 
as compared with that of the party with whom the contract 
was made. Their work was all of the best quality, and is 
likely to give but little trouble to the: town hereafter, if 
properly taken care of. 

The next work put under contract was the laying of the 
pipe, hydrants, &c. Twenty-three proposals for this work 
were opened on the 8th of April, 1874, ranging in amount 
from $48,687 to $99,047. The two lowest bidders failed to 
give satisfactory security, and the contract was awarded to 
the next in order, John F. Ward & Co., of Jersey City, N. J. 
This contract included the distributing of the pipe, stop-gates 
and hydrants, from the wharf, where they were inspected for 
breakage, the digging and refilling of the trenches, the 
furnishing of all materials and tools, except the cast-iron pipe, 
making of all foundations required in the swamps, and the 
restoration of the surface to its original condition. It ineluded 
all risk of damage arising from the dangerous condition of 
the streets, and all damage to private property adjoining. This 
work was promptly and well done. The contractor guaran- 
teed the work tight till November, 1875; but very few leaks 
appeared after the water was let on, less than one per mile. 

As soon as the location of the reservoir was decided upon; 
the plans and specifications were prepared for its construction, 
which became the basis of a fourth contract, including the 
construction of the filtering gallery at ‘“ Cow Island,” and the 
laying of the conduit pipe. Separate bills were received for 
this work from eight parties, and opened June ist, 1874, 
The lowest bids for each work came at first from different 
parties; but both fell to one, after the withdrawal of the other 
party,and the whole work was undertaken by James Driscoll, 
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of Brookline, who completed it ina commendable manner ~ 
throughout. 

The manner of constructing the filtering gallery was 
essentially as above described. The character of the soil 
proved as favorable as was indicated by the soundings and 
borings. The quantity of water developed by the filtering 
gallery was difficult to estimate in a practical manner, because 
the ditch was necessarily pumped dry while the work was in 
progress, producing an influx of a larger volume of water 
than would occur when in use, for it will scarce ever have 
less than four feet of water in it hereafter. The keeping of 
this trench in condition to prosecute the work employed four 
or five steam pumps night and day, till its completion, and 
was a costly item to the contractor. The material proved 
good for filtering at a point farther east than had been pre- 
viously counted upon, and it was thought best to construct a 
second or detached section of gallery two hundred and 
seventy-one {feet long, east of the principal one, which was 
four hundred and ninety-one feet long, making seven hundred 
and sixty-two feet in all, witha piece of conduit three hundred 
and eighty-nine feet long, connecting them under a deposit of 
peat, through which it was not desirable to receive the water 
which might soak from above. A man-hole was built at the 
east end of each section of the filtering gallery, provided 
with stop plank for isolating it from the conduit, in case of 
repairs or inspection. Sheet piling was used throughout the 
whole length of this work, as also along the ditch for the con- 
duit, to confine the gravel and sand on each side, and was left 
there. For reasons given above, it was concluded to use 
stone-ware pipe for the conduit, put together with Portland 
cement, and resting on a permanent platform, cut in between 
the sheet piling, as described above. 

The work of laying this pipe was vigorously pushed 
throughout the dry season of 1874, and both gallery and con- 
duit were completed in November, just as the frost began. 
The uncommonly long drouth favored the work, which could 
not have been completed in a wet season. Three man-holes 
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were built at intervals along the conduit, which lies along the 
south edge of “Cow Island,” and across under the swamp 
between that and the gravel bluff where the engine-house is 
located. 

The work at the reservoir was planned early in the season 
of 1875, and executed with as much dispatch as its nature 
admitted of, till interrupted by the frosts. The unusually 
severe winter froze the ground to such a depth that it was 
late in April, 1875, before work could be fairly resumed. The 
loam was first removed from the whole surface where grading 
was to be done, together with all soft material beneath it 
wherever embankments were required, stripping these sur- 
faces down to good hard pan. The excavation was then 
rapidly carried on by widening the old natural basin, and the 
material thus removed was deposited in the embankments or 
dams in the usual manner, wetting and rolling it in layers of 
six inches. This material was a clayey gravel, well suited to 
the purpose, and as a natural pond had existed there, hopes 
were entertained that but little puddling would be required 
upon. the sides of the excavated hill; but as the work pro- 
gressed, it cut into veins of porous gravel, dipping southward 
at a high angle, and running quite across the basin. It was, 
therefore, thought safer to puddle the whole interior surface ; 
for this purpose the material found on the ground was good 
enough for the bottom; but upon the slopes about one third 
its bulk of pit-clay was required to be mixed with it to 
give it the proper consistency. Such clay was found only in 
very limited quantities on the ground, and was therefore to 
be supplied from a distance. A foot in depth of puddle was 
applied in two layers over the whole bottom, and eighteen 
inches on the slopes, the whole being compactly rammed by 
hand. The slopes were then covered bya layer of broken 
stones, averaging a foot depth, and then a pavement of 
Roxbury stone was applied fifteen inches in depth. The bot- 
tom was covered with a layer four inches in thickness of 
hydraulic cement, mixed with clean gravel in the form of 
concrete, making a clean floor to cover the puddle. 
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During the excavation, several springs of water appeared 


upon the slopes and bottom, the feeders of the old pond. 


These had more or less connection with each other through 


_ the gravel veins from which they proceeded, being supplied 


by the soakage of the rain-fall upon the surrounding hills, 


~ above the basin. It was found impossible to suppress these 


springs by the puddle, which they converted into running 
mortar and mud, and they were drained through the applied 
layer of puddle into the reservoir by a piece of small gas- 
pipe in each place, being first concentrated by a liberal 
deposit of loose stones. These springs continued to deliver 
a small quantity of water till after the work was finished, and 
supplied the workmen with good drinking water. When the 
reservoir was to be filled, there was some risk that the water 
from the inside, having a greater head than these springs, 
might find its way through these pipes into the gravel veins, 
to some point in the valleys below, where it might break out 
and cause waste. These pipes were therefore plugged just. 
before filling the reservoir, and have not been heard from 
since. 

The embankments were carried to a level of five feet above 
high water, and the paving was stopped with a course of 
rough granite at three and a half feet above high water. 
The whole is surrounded by a gravel walk, about eight feet 
in width, and the slopes grassed. 

The works being on a small scale, it was not thought 
worth while to build a costly gate-house for admitting and dis- 


, charging water at different levels. Instead of this a screen- 


pit or well was built at the south-east corner, at the top 
of the inner slope, the walls being of Roxbury stone, laid 
in cement, lined with brick, and plastered. A small brick 
building surmounts the whole. A sixteen inch stop-gate is 
placed in the main near the highway, about 240 feet from the 
reservoir, the intermediate pipe being laid in a brick gallery 
or tunnel, some thirty feet below the surface of the ground, 
so located as to avoid the limits of that portion of the reser- 
voir not now constructed, but probably needed at some 
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future day. This brick gallery allows every joint in the pipe 
to be inspected without any digging, where the depth is 
greater than the ordinary depth. The gate above-named is 
accessible through a brick well at the outer end of the gal- 
lery. Just inside this gate is an eight inch branch with a 
blow-off, emptying into another well alongside, and thence by 
a twelve inch Scotch sewer-pipe to Boylston Street and its 
drainage. Through this means the reservoir can be drained 
and rinsed at any time. 

It is always desirable to provide for the influx and efflux 
at different points, to secure a circulation of water in the 
reservoir. The spur connecting the reservoir with the dis- 
tribution system being now over three thousand feet long, and 
always likely to be at least one thousand feet long, consider- 
able cost would be incurred by laying separate pipes for the 
whole distance, to serve as influx and efflux. One pipe was 
made to serve both purposes and still secure circulation by 
the following arrangement. The inlet-pipe ends with a bell 
mouth, in a small pipe-chamber twenty-six feet high, adjacent 
to the screen-chamber, but separated from the latter by a 
tight partition. Through this partition a cast-iron pipe is laid 
near the bottom, on the outer end of which is a self-acting 
valve, hung at the top on a strong composition hinge, and 
opening toward the pipe-chamber. Supposing the pumps to 
be working, the water, on entering the pipe-chamber from the 
pipe, shuts this valve, if it happens to be open, and rises in 
the pipe-chamber to high-water level, where a conduit takes 
it across under the screen-house floor and across the embank- 
ment at the south end of the reservoir to the inlet-chamber 
at that point, whence the water runs down the slope. When 
the pumps stop, however, the current in the inlet-pipe is 


1 As this conduit would lie along the dam, or artificial embankment, it was not 
prudent to construct it at present. It can be put in in a few days, after a year’s 
use shall have consolidated the material of the dam. Until this is done, the water 
enters the reservoir and leaves it at the same point, the self-acting valve being fas- 
tened open. The water, however, does not seem to be any the worse for lack of 
circulation, 
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reversed by the draft upon it from the consumption in the 
town, and it immediately becomes an outlet-pipe. The 
water in the pipe-chamber then falls,and as soon as it gets 
below the level of the water inside the reservoir, the valve at 
the bottom of the partition opens itself, and the water flows 
through from the screen-chamber to supply the town. There 
is another valve, or gate, on the inside of this partition, con- 
trolled by a winch inside the screen-house, by means of 
which the efflux of water can be stopped, on short notice, by 
an attendant, in case of a break outside, or any other reason 
fer so stopping it. The water passes from the inner reser- 
voir slope to the screen-chamber, at any and all levels 
between its surface and the bottom, between two walls of 
Roxbury stone, pointed on the back and backed with puddle, 
and braced apart by long stone passing across the opening. 
After passing the screens, its further progress can be con- 
trolled and limited to any desired level, whether to draw 
from the surface, the bottom, or any point between, by 
arranging stop-planks in grooved posts, set into the walls, sim- 
ilar to those in which the screens are placed. 


PUMPING STATION. 


The work upon the pump-well and engine-house was done 
during the dry weather of the autumn of 1874, which favored 
the digging of the foundations, in which a copious flow of 
water was encountered. The contract for this. work was 
made with Michael Meehan of Jamaica Plain. It included 
the foundations for two engines and boilers, a chimney eighty 
feet high, with double shaft, a pumping-well twenty-three 
feet long and nine feet wide under the engines, with a floor 
of concrete eighteen inches thick under the well and its 
walls nineteen feet below the engine-floor. This work was 
all done in a satisfactory manner. The foundations gave the 
contractor a good deal of trouble and expense in pumping 
water, which came up through the gravel at the rate of, sev- 
eral hundred gallons per minute. This water was analyzed,'

and found to be so pure that provision was made for taking it 
into the outer chamber of the well, where its entrance could 
be controlled. Drains were laid under the bottom of the well, 
to collect the water at one spot, just outside the sluice gate, 
and here a vertical iron pipe, ten inches in diameter, was laid — 
in the concrete, its bottom resting on broken stone. The 
insertion of a plug in the mouth of this pipe stops the 
entrance of the water whenever it becomes desirable. Screens 
are applied at the entrance of the water into the well, also a 
sluice-gate. 

The foundations of the building and chimney are of granite 
rubble, from the neighboring quarries, with a cut underpinning 
on which the walls of Taunton brick are erected. The walls 
of the pump-well are laid in rubble, lined with brick, and 
plastered with Portland cement. The house is of Baris S1Ze 
to accommodate another engine and boiler when needed. A 
float in the well indicates the height of water on a scale in 
the engine-room, counting down from the centre of the press- 
ure gauge, so that its reading, added to the reading of the 
gauge, shows the whole height to which the water is lifted, 
inclusive of frictional resistance in the pipe leading to the 
reservoir. A check-valve, with a four inch bye-pass is placed 
on the force-main, just outside the building, and a little farther 
off is an ordinary stop-gate, for use in case of a break near the 
house. A hydrant branch is led from the main with a hydrant 
about fifty feet from the west end of the building. A small 
branch is taken from the force-main, outside the check-valve, 
through which the boiler can be filled, after blowing off, and 
through which the condenser is supplied on starting the engine, 
before a vacuum is established. A small feed-pump is placed | 
in the boiler-room, drawing feed-water from either hot or cold 
well. The hot-well is of course supplied from the condenser 
and air-pump, and is located close to the feed-pump. The bal- 
ance of the water from the air-pump is discharged through a 
ten inch drain-pipe into the swamp. 

In connection with the boiler-room, on the east side, a coal- Contract 


for coal- 
shed was built by contract with James Driscoll. Its COBt 
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was $3,228. Its capacity is over six hundred tons. The 
coal is dumped in at the top of the shed by carts, and lies on 
the slope of the hill, which is faced with concrete. The walls 
are of rough granite rubble, and the roof is slated. The 
coal is fed from the foot of the slope, close to the boiler-room, 
so that it needs no labor for piling or trimming in the shed. 
In feeding the boiler, the barrow passes over a platform scale 
set in the floor, where a careful record is kept of all fuel con- 
sumed. 

After advertising for proposals, the contract for engine and 
boiler was awarded to H. R. Worthington, of New York, at 
$16,000, set up ready for use, and tested for duty. 

The engine is a “ Worthington Duplex,” of a capacity of 
two million gallons in twenty-four hours. It is a compound, 
condensing engine. Its high-pressure cylinder has a diameter 
of twenty-one and three-quarter inches, and the low-pressure 
cylinder a diameter of forty-three and a half inches. The 
stroke is about twenty-four inches. The water-plungers are 
sixteen inches diameter. Lach one, therefore, displaces about 
twenty gallons per stroke, giving, at a speed of sixty-seven 
strokes per minute, or sixteen and three-quarter counts of the 


counter, a delivery of about fourteen hundred gallons per 


minute, equivalent to a trifle over two millions in twenty-four 
hours, the prescribed rate, with a piston speed of sixty-seven 
feet per minute.’ The high-pressure cylinder exhausts into a 
tank, upon which it rests, connected with an annular space or 
jacket around the cylinder itself, in which the steam expands 
to about the atmospheric pressure. The low-pressure cylin- 
der expands the steam toa vacuum of about twenty-seven 
inches in the condenser. The tank and cylinders are well 
lagged, and cased with black-walnut. The engine works in a 
very satisfactory manner, smoothly and noiselessly. 


SERVICE PIPES. 


The choice of a suitable material for service pipes, and small 
mains for courts, alleys, &c., has been subject to much discus-

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sion. No material offered in our market has yet been proved 
to be quite satisfactory, in all respects Several kinds prom- 
ise well; but their durability is not yet established. 

Lead pipe is by all means to be avoided; for our soft water 
would be nearly certain to corrode the lead to a degree ren- 
dering the water poisonous. ‘Tin-lined lead pipe has the 
merit of being pliable, and is durable, if of good. thickness; 
but the great water pressure, in a large part of Brookline, re- 
quires a very thick pipe, which is so costly as to render a 
cheaper material very desirable. Ivon pipe has ample strength, 
and is also quite cheap and easily coupled. Many devices have 
been lately brought into notice for coating the iron, so as to 
render it impervious to rust. The device which is most 
widely used is the lining of hydraulic cement. If this is 
carefully applied, and the material is of good quality, it is 
very durable, and seems to leave nothing to be desired. The 
objections urged against it are the following: A poor quality 
of cement, or careless workmanship, may render the lining 
crumbly ; or rough handling may crack it, leaving rubbish in 
the pipe, liable to choke tbe faucets and other fixtures. Also, 
the thickness of the lining being considerable, the pipe must 
be a quarter of an inch larger in diameter than if lined witha 
less bulky coating. The increased size enhances the cost of 
the pipe itself, as well as that of the stops and fittings used in 
connection with it. The objection arising from the use of bad 
material or workmanship, can easily be avoided by using proper 
precautions, and has not been found serious in the many cities 
where this pipe is used exclusively. Its durability is unques- 
tioned, and gives it a claim for preference over the thinner 
linings, till their merits have been proved by time. 

The vulcanized rubber lining has been adopted in Lowell 
and elsewhere; but a sample laid in Brookline showed seri- 
ous depreciation of the lining, after only ten months’ exposure 
in the soil. 

In 1874, the following places were supplied with this pipe: 
Summit Place, Walnut Place, Whyte Place, Searle Place, 
Waverly Place, a court opposite the Public Library on. Wash- 
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ington Street, and a part of Linden Place. Since the un- 
satisfactory test above-named, no further use has been made 
of this lining in our works; but tin-lined lead, and cement- 
lined, or enamelled iron pipe, have been used exclusively, 
the two last both for service-pipe and small mains. The par- 
ties for whose use the service-pipe has been laid, have chosen 
for themselves between these three materials, the largest 
quantity laid being the black enamelled iron. Like the rubber 
lining, this enamel is so thin that no extra size of pipe is re- 
quired. It also resists well the action of corrosive chemical 
tests; but its durability in the ground has yet to be proved. 
Like that of all organic varnishes and paints, it is certainly sub- 
ject to question. No harm can come of it, except that when it 
fails, the iron will begin to rust. The service-pipe’ has been 
laid at the expense of the Town, from the mains to the sides 
of the streets; beyond which, their extension in private 
grounds has been at the cost of the takers. 


~ Contracts In the autumn of 1874, a contract was made with George 
for service- - : i 
pipe. Goodhue, of Concord, N.H., for laying cement-lined service- 


pipe, at thirty-five cents a foot; and some sixty-three houses 
were supplied by him just before the ground was frozen. 
Early in the spring another contract.was made with Messrs. 
Kenrick Brothers, of Brookline, for laying the enamelled pipe 
where desired. Shortly afterwards, Mr.’Goodhue assigned 
his contract to the Messrs. Kenrick, who have since laid 
* both kinds, as wanted. The ordinary Corporation Stop 
was in all cases applied at the main, and a T head stop and 
waste applied just inside the curb-stone. To enable the 
town authorities to control the use of the pipe, without dig- 
ging, a wrench tube has been laid over this stop, having a 
cover flush with the sidewalk, and a loose joint about three 
feet below, to avoid breakage by the frost lifting the top. 
Location of | The exact location of all service-pipe has been recorded in 
corded. an indexed record ; so that, in case of future repairs or exten- 
gions, they can readily be found, either in the streets or 
private grounds, when the ground is covered with snow. Sev- 
eral other courts and private places have been supplied with 
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two-inch and one and a half-inch enamelled pipe. These are 
all tapped into the mains, with a stop-cock near by, covered 
with a stone-ware sewer-pipe and iron cover. 


COMPLETION OF THE WORK. 


The close of the working season of 1874 found all the works 
of supply and distribution in apparent working order, except 
the reservoir, engine, and chimney. It being thought impru- 
dent to erect the chimney late in the autumn, its completion 
with that of the engine, was deferred till the spring. LHarly 
in May, 1875, both were completed. On the 15th of May, the 
water was first pumped into the mains. The remainder of the 
month was spent in testing and rinsing the street mains, and 
stopping a few leaks. An intermittent supply was kept up 
during the month of June, by pumping about ten hours a day 
directly into the mains, the reservoir not being completed, for 
the benefit of such consumers as had already made connections 
with the mains, and for watering streets. 

Karly in July, the linings of the reservoir were completed, 
and water was let in; since which,'’the supply has not been 
interrupted. 

On the 5th of July, an experimental test of some of the 
hydrants was made, for the purpose of learning as to their 
efficiency. 

Four hydrant streams were opened in the Square at the 


south end of Harvard Street, two of them being from the — 


hydrant near Stone’s stable on Washington Street, and two 
from the hydrant on Harvard Street, opposite Webster Place. 
Two more streams were played from the hydrant near the rail- 
road bridge. A pressure gauge was applied at the hydrant 
near Stone’s stable, which, before opening, showed a pressure 
of eighty-five lbs. per inch, corresponding with the static head. 
When two streams were playing from this hydrant through 
some three hundred and fifty feet of hose, and four more from 
the other two, the pressure was only reduced at this gauge to 
sixty-two lbs. per inch, thus maintaining an efficient working 
pressure, as shown by the length of the streams. The four 
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streams at the Square played through two hundred and fifty 
to three hundred and fifty feet of hose for a further distance 
of ninety feet, while the whole six were open. ‘T'wo alone, 
with the other four shut off, reached one hundred and thirty 
feet. The two streams at the bridge played through fifty 
feet of hose for a distance of one hundred and fifteen feet, 
while the other four were open. After the others were 
closed, these reached one hundred and forty feet. 

The next trial was made by bringing six streams together 
about the flag-pole, between the public hbrary and the police 
station. ‘Two were from the hydrant in School Street, two 
from Washington Street, near the library, and two from Pros- 
pect Street. These six streams reached a height of eighty to 
ninety feet on the flag-pole, all playing through two hundred 
and fifty to three hundred feet of hose, with one and one- 
eighth to one and a quarter inch nozzles. 

Another trial was made in Longwood, where the whole sup-_, 
ply is drawn, for the present, through a single line of six inch 
pipe in Kent Street. The steam fire-engine was placed at the 
corner of Ivy and Carlton Streets, with a supply from the 
hydrant near that point, while at the same time two streams 
were taken directly from the hydrants on Essex Street, sup- 
plied by the water which passed in the six inch main, by the 
open hydrant which supplied. the steam-engine. One of these 
hydrant streams played through fifty feet of hose for a farther 
distance of eighty-five feet, the other through six hundred and 
fifty feet of hose for a distance of forty-five feet. After the 
hydrant supplying the steam-engine was closed, these hydrant 
streams reached a length of one hundred and thirty-five, and 
one hundred feet respectively, being good and efficient 
streams to cover any building in that neighborhood. 

Shortly after admitting the water to the reservoir, a break 
was discovered in the conduit, some thirty-five feet west of 
the first man-hole. The pipes were found to be cracked 
lengthwise for about a rod in length. They were taken 
out and replaced by a box or flume of white-pine plank in 
grooved joints, two feet square inside. As soon as suflicient 
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water had been stored in the reservoir, a thorough examina- 
tion was made of the condition of the conduit along its whole 
length. Nearly all of that part lying under the swamp, and 
along the edge of the island, was found in a perfectly sound 
condition. But for some three hundred feet east of the filter- 
ing gallery, nearly all the pipes were cracked, splitting length- 
wise, settling at the top, and bulging out at the sides, being 
evidently crushed by the weight of the earth over them: 
Scarce any had yet broken in, the gravel by which they were 
su rrounded keeping its place for the time. The character of 
this break was such as to show that there was an essential 
lack of strength in the material, and that no reliance could be 
placed upon it, even where now sound. The present failure 
being mostly confined to the west end of the conduit, where 
the trench was dug in clean gravel, could not have been 
caused by any defect in the foundation. In fact, the platform 
has been found true and even through its whole length. The 
break was evidently connected with the fact, that at this point 
the trench was deeper than elsewhere, the ground being 
higher as the work diverged from the edge of the swamp 
and entered the gravel knoll to connect with the filtering 
gallery, requiring a deeper trench to reach the level of the 
source, so that the pipe was loaded more heavily here than 
elsewhere by the earth with which the trench was filled. 
The water pressure was insignificant, being rarely as high as 
one and a half pounds per inch, always inward, and always 
equally distributed. The facts concerning this breakage 
were not all ascertained till the month of September, when 
it was at once concluded to take out all the pipe east of the 
filtering gallery, and to substitute a box of white-pine plank 
three inches thick. This could be rapidly put together in 
water a foot deep, so that its application would require less 
than half the amount of pumping for drainage of trench which 
had been found necessary the previous year in putting down 
the platform. The perfect condition of the sheet-piling, and 
foundation platform, rendered the work of replacing the con. 
duit very simple at this season. Before deciding upon the 
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form of renewal, several plans were discussed; among others 
that of covering the old pipe with a mass of concrete ot 
hydraulic cement. 

Proposals for applying this concrete were invited, and it 
was found to cost about half a dollar per lineal foot more than 
the removal cf the pipe and the substitution of the plank 
flume. The pipe, when encased in good concrete, would 
doubtless be safe; but it was thought that it would be more 
satisfactory to have the same style of work continuous 
throughout, and as it was uncertain how much of the pipe would 
be found cracked until they were actually uncovered, the con- 
tract was made fora pine structure all the way from the 
filtering gallery to the pump-well. After advertising for pro- 
posals, the work of digging, bracing the trench, pumping and 
refilling was let to Mr. James Driscoll, at two dollars per 
lineal foot; and the work of furnishing and putting in the 
flume, to O. B. Delano, at one dollar and forty-eight cents per 
lineal foot. The considerable fall in the price of lumber, dur-, 
ing the past year, favored the cheapness of this work. In 
fact, the construction of a brick conduit, with the deep drain- 
age and wider trench which it would have required, would 
doubtless have cost as much as the whole will now have cost, 
while no water could have been drawn through it sooner than 
October or November, 1875. The durability of wood, in such 


a position, is unquestioned; for it is always submerged under 


some four feet of water in the driest of seasons, and can never 
receive a ray of sunlight. 

The condition of the Akron pipe, when uncovered, with 
the nature of the foundation under the platform, and the ma- 
terial with which they were covered, and the depth of such 
covering, is shown below. Beginning at east end :

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The work of replacing the conduit was finished before the 
10th of November, 1875.

The above figures include the amount used in watering 
streets, which, in dry weather, was often no less than 120,000 
gallons per day. 

The leakage from the whole system of street pipes has 
been but slight ; that from the reservoir, insignificant. Many 
small-leaks were stopped during the summer, and one larger 
one, resulting from a pipe having been cracked by a stone 
falling on it when laid ; all at the cost of the contractor. 

The water was used very liberally; in fact, without stint, 
by all consumers who chose to sprinkle their lawns in hot 
weather. 

TEST OF THE PUMPING ENGINE. 

This test was made on the 16th and 17th of September, 1875, 

for the purpose of ascertaining whether the engine performed 
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according to the guarantee of the contractor; viz., to pump 
fifty million pounds of water, one foot high, with one hundred 
pounds of coal burned. | 

The trial was conducted under my directions, and mostly 
in my presence, with the help and co-operation of the 
agents of the contractor, and under the followmg condi- 
tions; viz. :— 

The engine was started at six o’clock, a.m., with a fire 
which had been banked the previous evening.: It was run 
for four hours, at a speed of abont fifty-five strokes per 
minute ; when, at ten, a.m., the boiler and its setting had got 
well heated, and the fire had acquired a degree of efficiency 
which could easily be maintained without much. change 
throughout the whole test. There was a steam pressure of 
sixty-one anda half pounds in the boiler with a good supply of 
water. The record was then begun, and kept up by my assist- 
ants, who were on the spot till the test closed, after a period 
of thirty-six and a quarter hours. Observations and records 
were taken every fifteen minutes, of the following data; 
V1Z, : — 

I. Number of strokes since last record. 
II. Length of stroke on each side, measured to one-six- 
teenth inch. 

IlI. Water-pressure, against which the pump was work- 
ing. 
IV. Height of water in the pump-well. 

V. Steam pressure at boiler and engine. 

VI. Vacuum in condenser. 

VII. Height of water in boiler. 


Besides the above data, the temperatures of the weather, 
the feed water, and pump-well, were recorded at less frequent 
intervals. 

_ The pumping was kept up ata very uniform rate, averag- 
ing fifty-three and six-tenths strokes per minute, till after mid- 
night on the 16th of September, during which period the 
water in the wel! was slowly falling, till it reached at mid- 
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night a point about twenty feet below the pump, when the 
weight of this column became too great for the water to 
follow the motions of the pump so smoothly as it had done. 
The speed was therefore reduced to about forty-eight strokes, 
and continued at an average of forty-eight and six-tenths 
per minute, working quite smoothly during the remaining 
twenty-two hours of the trial. The pump-well gained a little 
water as soon as the speed was slackened; but it slowly fell 
again to about the same low point near the close of the test; 
viz., thirty-three inches above the bottom of the filtering gal- 
lery. The coal was weighed off in charges of four hundred 
pounds each, and fed to the fire with great uniformity, at the 
rate of about a hundred pounds per half hour; a part of the 
cinders were picked from the ash, —ninety-one pounds in all, 
—and burned during the last part of the test. The water in 
the boiler did not vary over one inch in height during the 
whole time, and stood exactly at the same beight at the be. 
ginning and end of the test. Thesteam-pressure did not vary 
over two pounds during the trial, except for a few moments 
while cleaning fire, being the same at beginning and end, 
The pressure at the boiler was five pounds more than at the 
engine, being about sixty and fifty-five pounds respectively, 
The temperature of the feed-water varied from 100° to 
114°. That of the water in the pump-well was 513°. The 
length of stroke in this style of pump is not governed by any 
crank, yet it rarely varied more than = of an inch during the 


16 
trial. The average was 25,95 inches, taken from about three 
hundred observations. The water-pressure gained slowly as 
the water rose in tho reservoir, the inlet being at present at the 
bottom ; but the diminution of friction, on lessening the speed, 
more than compensated for this increase, so that the actual 
pressure averaged slightly less during the last twenty-two 
hours than during the first fourteen hours of the trial. It 
varied from sixty-eight and nine-tenths to seventy-two and 
two-tenths pounds per square inch, averaging seventy and 
seventy-one hundredths pounds. 
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The quantity of water pumped during the trial was com- 
puted by the record of the number of strokes of the pump, 
registered by the counter gauge, but checked and corrected 
by careful observations of the gain in the contents of the 
reservoir during the night of the 16th September, when the 
supply of the town was shut off for that purpose. The leak- 
age from the reservoir and the sixteen inch main, between 
the reservoir and stand-pipe, was also measured, by again 
shutting off the water from the town during another night, 
when the water was at the same level after the pumping had 
ceased. The rainfall during the night of the sixteenth was 
measured, and allowance made for its contribution to the 
reservoir. The surface of the reservoir is so small, and the 
apparatus for gauging it is such, that a result can be had 
within half of one per cent of the amount actually put into 
the reservoir during the night. This result showed an 
accumulation of water about one per cent in amount less” 
than the quantity computed from the record of the pump 
during the same period. This correction was, therefore, 
applied in the computation of the duty, as the supposed 
loss in the pump-valves, and is about the same percentage 
of loss as has been found in other engines by the same 
maker. The condition of the fire was observed by myself 
and my assistants, at the beginning and end of the test. 
Though not susceptible of actual measurement, the mass of 
fire upon the grate appeared at least fifty per cent greater 
at the end than at the beginning of the test, though the 
coal was more nearly consumed at the end than at the 
beginning ; 1.e., there was more ash and cinder in it, though 
the fire showed no light under the grate at the beginning. 
It was a thin fire throughout the whole time, kept at a very 
uniform condition by skilful firing, and appeared to have 
equal value at the end and at the beginning, as nearly as could 
be judged.

1 This correction was made to cancel the error in adjustment of the water- 
pressure gauge. This gauge had recently been sent to the American Steam-Gauge 
Coinpany for adjustment, and was supposed to be correct ; but it was noticed that 
its readings were somewhat too large for the known height of the water column 
when not pumping. A comparison of several readings, with simultaneous obser- 
vations of the height of water at the stand-pipe, gave a mean of about one and a 
half pounds error in the gauge, which was accordingly applied to correct the mean 
of the observed pressures, 

2 It has been the practice in other duty trials to add something to this item on 
account of the friction of the water in the suction pipe or pump, between the well 
and the pressure gauge. At the trial of the Lynn engine, one pound was added. 

If the same addition had been made in this case, the duty would have been fifty- 
three million, nine hundred and sixty-two thousand foot lbs, 
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The guarantee of the contractor provided that the engine 
should pump at the rate of two million gallons in twenty-four 
hours, with a piston speed of not over eighty feet per minute, 
and that it should show a duty of at least fifty million foot lbs. 
per one hundred ibs. coal burned, in a test of three consecu- 
tive days. As the duty exceeded the guarantee by about six 
and six-tenths per cent, at the end of thirty-six and a quarter 
hours, and as a longer test would show even a more favorable 
result, it was not thought worth while to prolong it beyond 
that time. The engine could not be run at full speed all the 
time, for lack of water; and the contractor claims, that if run 
at the full speed for which it was built to run day after day, 
the result would be still more favorable to him. Its capacity 
to run at the rate of two millions per day had been amply 
proved at other times, for such periods as the water held out, 
and without overtaxing any part. In fact, it could easily be 
run considerably faster without injury, if water were supplied 
at the corresponding rate. The prescribed rate of delivery — 
was actually attained by a piston speed of only sixty-eight 
feet per minute, while eighty feet was allowed in the contract.

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YIELD OF THE FILTERING GALLERY. 


During the test of the pumping-engine, there was pumped 
to the Brookline reservoir, about two million four hundred 
and nineteen thousand, five hundred and sixty gallons in 
the period of thirty-six and a quarter hours. This is at the 
rate of one million, six hundred and one thousand, nine hun-- 
dred and four gallons in twenty-four hours, or one hundred 
and one thousand, nine hundred and four gallons in excess of 
the quantity which the town had voted to take. This, too, was 
at a time when the river and its adjacent springs were as low 
as at any time this year, and within a few inches of their stage 
after the long drouth of 1874. The consumption now, with 
some three hundred and fifty consumers, including leakage, is 
about one hundred and fifty thousand gallons per day. Even 
more than this is also used in watering the streets and lawns 
in dry weather, making something over three hundred thou- 
sand gallons per day in all. When it is considered that this is 
only one-fifth part of the amount actually furnished by the 
source during the recent test, at the driest part of the year, 
it appears that this source will probably be ample for the 
wants of the town for as many years to come as it is now 
worth while to provide for.

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APPENDIX I. 


RECAPITULATION OF THE ACTION OF THE TOWN UPON WATER SUPPLY UP 
to oct. 28, 18738, AND VOTES OF THE TOWN SINCE. 


At a special town mecting, held May 2, 1871, the sixth article in the 
warrant was as follows ; viz., — 

‘Sixth. To consider the subject of supplying the town with pure 
water.” 

Upon this article, the town voted that a committee of five be appointed 
by the chair to take the subject into consideration, and report at a future 
meeting. 

The moderator, Geo. I’. Homer, Esq., appointed to constitute the com- 
mittee: John W. Candler, William Aspinwall, Amos A. Lawrence, Chas. 
D. Head, Edward 8. Philbrick, to which his owa name was added. by 
vote of the mecting. 

Three general plans were considered by the committee, — 

Ist. A supply of water by negotiation with the city of Boston. 

2d. The construction of works in connection with West Roxbury. 

3d. The construction of independent works. 

On conferring with the Cochituate Water Board, the committee met 
with no encouragement, and that resource was abandoned. 

The engineer employed by West Roxbury recommended Charles River 
as the most feasible and adequate source of supply; but that was claimed 
by the city of Boston, through a previous charter granted to the city of 
Roxbury ; so that nothing could be done in that direction without further 
negotiation and leg’slation, involving delay and uncertainty. 

The committee, therefore, turned their attention to such sources as 
appeared within the reach of independent action. 

First and foremost among such sources was found a collection of 
spriags on the lands of Brookline Land Company, a short distance above 
the Ward School-house. 

An iavestigation was made as to the quantity of water actually yielded 
by these springs; and it was found that, during July and August, the 
flow reached from 820,000 to 385,000 gallons por day. During the 
month of September, it reached the minimum of 230,000 gallons; and 
during the fall, it increased to 400,000 gallons per day. 
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The Land Company offered to sell the springs, and nine acres of land, 
for $50,000, provided the town would proceed at onee to develop the 


supply. 
The committee reported the following estimate of the cost of works for 
a supply of water from this source ; viz., —

For two engines, boiler and pumps, with the necessary build- 


ings, and a small reservoir, $21,000 
For 47,000 feet of iron pipes laid in the streets, from six to 

twelve inches in diameter, 82,968 

75 hydrants, at $40, 8,000

Total for machinery and pipes, $110,968 

Cost of land and franchise, 50,000 

Preparing springs, 5,000 

Total, $165,968 


The committee unanimously recommended immediate action to improve 
this source of supply. 

The report was recommitted, with power to confer with the Jamaica 
Pond Company. 

On the 25th of March, 1872, the committee submitted their second 
report, in which they say, — 

‘Since the last report, the city of Boston has withdrawn its application 
to the legislature for power to take water from Charles River; . . . and, 
in view of these facts, we would recommend that action be taken to obtain 
the legislation necessary for the purpose of enabling our town to get a 
supply of water, either through the city of Boston, which will probably 
soon have a surplus to dispose of, or in connection with one of the adjoin- 
ing towns of West Roxbury or Newton, both of which towns are now 
about getting such legislation to provide for their own supply from Charles 
River.”’ 

In accordance with the recommendation of the committee, the town, on 
the 25th of March, voted that ‘‘ The Selectmen of Brookline are hereby 
instructed, in conjunction with the committee on water supply, to appear 
before the General Court, and respectfully urge the claim of the town of 
Brookline to be supplied by the city of Boston with a portion of their 
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new supply of water, on payment of a reasonable compensation therefor. 
And they are further instructed, in case they cannot obtain this supply 
from the city of Boston, to continue their application to the General 
Court for an act authorizing the town of Brookline to supply itself with 
water from Charles River.”’ 

On the 10th of April, the town voted ‘‘ That the Selectmen, in con- 
junction with the Committee on Water Supply, petition the General 
Court for authority to supply the town with water.” 

The result of this action was, that a clause was inserted in the ‘‘ Act to 
authorize the city of Boston to obtain an additional supply of pure water,”’ 
authorizing the city to supply the town of Brookline; and, also, that an 
act was passed ‘‘ to authorize the town of Brookline to take water from 
Charles River.” 

This act was promptly accepted by the town, May 7, 1872, but at the 
same time the selectmen and water committee were instructed to continue 
negotiations with Boston and adjoining towns, with the view of obtaining 
a supply through works already constructed or to be. constructed. 

Negotiations with all outside parties having failed, the joint committee 
recommended, and the town, at the March meeting, 1873, passed the fol- 
lowing votes ; viz., — 

Declaring its intention to take 750,000 gallons of water daily from 
Charles River. 

To choose, by ballot, a board of water commissioners. 

To issue scrip to an amount not exceeding $400,000 for the purpose 
of introducing water into the town ; and, 

To authorize the joint committee on water supply, to draft. rules, regu- 
lations and ordinances for the government of the water commissioners. 

At the annual town meeting, held on March 31, Mr. Charles D. 
Head, from the joint committee, reported ‘‘an ordinance for the govern- 
ment of the water commissioners.”’ ‘The report was accepted, and the 
committee discharged. 

The consideration of the ordinance was then postponed to the 14th of 
April, when it came up, but before final action was taken on its passage, 
the meeting dissolved. 

A vote of 161 to 167, on a motion to indefinitely postpone the subject, 
having indicated that the town was nearly equally divided on the ques- 
tion, at a meeting held May 1, it was ‘‘ Resolved that a committee of 
seven be appointed to consider the question of obtaining a supply of 
pure water ; what means, if any, need be adopted to carry off the waste 
of such supply ; the method and cost of introduction and distribution ; 
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and the uumber of households that will ake a share of such supply when 
obtained.” 

This committee was made to consist of James M. Codman, Augustine 
Shurtliff, Henry V. Poor, Charles H. Stearns, Franklin Darracott, 
John C. Abbott, and 8. Dana Hayes. 

The committee was authorized to employ an engineer and assistants, 
and $5,000 was appointed to its use. 

This committee submitted an elaborate report, in print, to a special 
town meeting, held Oct. 28, 1873. ° 

The report was accepted, and the committee discharged, with the thanks 
of the town for the faithful and impartial manner in which they had dis- 
charged their duties. 

The $400,000 for the construction of the works was then appropriated, 
and the water commissioners were instructed to proceed to contract for 
the necessary distribution pipes and the laying thereof; but to take no 
action in relation to works for taking water from Charles River until 
after the meeting to be held in adjournment. 

The ordinance for the government of the water commissioners was 
then taken up and adopted. Ss 

The vote discharging the committee, of which Mr. Codman was chair- 
man, was reconsidered, and the committee was instructed to make a fur- 
ther report at the adjourned meeting. Accordingly, on the 9th Decem- 
ber, Mr. Codman submitted a final report, which the town accepted 
without further action. 

The restriction contained in the vote of October 28, having lapsed as 
the result of the meeting of December 9, and all hope of obtaining a 
supply of water from the Boston water-works, or by joint action with 
any other town being abandoned, the Brookline Water Commissioners 
proceeded to inaugurate the construction of the complete and indepen- 
dent works contemplated by the enabling act and the votes of the town. 

At the Town Meeting, held Oct. 28, 1873, — 

Voted, That there be appropriated four hundred thousand dollars, to 
supply the town with water under the act entitled, an act to authorize the 
town of Brookline to take water from Charles river, to be raised and 
expended in accordance with the votes of the town; and that the water 
commissioners proceed, as soon as may be, to contract for the necessary 
distribution pipes, and the laying thereof, to an amount not exceeding two 
hundred thousand dollars, in the following named streets, — 

Alton place, Andem place, Aspinwall avenue from Harvard to Tox- 
teth street, Beacon from Winchester to Pleasant street, Beacon from 
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Hawes to C. K. Kirby’s house, Boylston from Cypress to Washington 
street, Brookline avenue from Washington to north end of Pearl place, 
Carlton, Chestnut from Walnut to High, Clyde, Colchester, Cypress, 
Cypress place to R. 8. Davis’ house, Davis avenue, Cypress to Washing- 
ton street, Davis place, Dudley, Essex from Mountfort to Brighton ave- 
nue, I’rancis, Grove, Harvard from Washington to W. J. Grige’s house, 
Hawes, Harvard avenue, High street from Chestnut to Irving, Holden, 
Irving from High to Walnut, Ivy from Gregory’s house to Guild’s house, 
Kent, Linden place, Longwood avenue, Monmouth, Mountfort from 
Prescott to Essex, Newton from Grove to Clyde, Park, Pearl place, Perry, 
Pierce from Holden to Prospect, Pleasant from Harvard to Egmont, Pres- 
cott, Prospect, School, Sewall from Walnut to middle entrance to Sewall 
place, Sewall place from Sewall to last house, St. Paul, Summit, Toxteth, 
Village lane from Walnut to Guild’s house, Walnut, Walnut place, Wash- 
ington from Boston line to Park, Webster place, White place, Win- 
chester from Beacon to Omnibus stable and place off Washington street, 
near Pond avenue. But that said commissioner take no action in relation 
to works for taking water from Charles river until after the meeting to 
be held in adjournment of this meeting.

AMENDMENT TO THE ORDINANCES OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS, AND VOTE 
PASSED APRIL 22, 1874. 


Voted, That the ordinances for the government of the water commis- 
sioners of the town of Brookline, adopted by the town, Oct. 28, 1873, be 
amended as follows; viz., inthe 6th section of said ordinance, upon the 
4th page of the printed edition, the clause now reading, ‘‘and the con- 
tents of any proposal shall not be made known to any person not a member 
of the commission, until a contract shall have been made,’’ shall be 
amended by being made to read thus; ‘‘and the contents of any pro- 
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posal shall not be made known to any person not a member of the 
commission, except the chief engineer, until a final decision shall be 
made.” 

Voted, That the town hereby declares its intention to take fiom Charles 
river a million and a half gallons of water, in all, daily ; being three-fourths 
of a million gallons in addition to the amount declared by yote of the 
town, March 19, 1873, under chapter 843, of the acts of the year 1872, 
entitled “‘ An Act to authorize the Town of Brookline to take water from 
Charles river,”’ and accepted May 7, 1872, and Feb. 27, 1878.

Voted, That the Water Commissioners be instructed to lay the water- 
pipes on Washington Street, from Park Street to Brighton line. 

Voted, That the Water Commissioners be authorized to extend water- 
pipes in all streets where there will be immediately water takers sufficient 
to pay an interest of one per cent on the cost of such extension, provided 
such cost shall not exceed one thousand dollars. 

Voted, That the Water Commissioners be instructed to lay water-pipes 
in Warren Street, from Dudley Street to Dudley Street, and in Cottage 
Street from Warren Street to the extent of six hundred feet. 
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Voted, That the Water Commissioners be authorized to lay service- 
pipes from the mains to the line of the street where application shall be 
made by persons desiring to be supplied with the water. 

Special meeting, April 23, 1875, — 

Voted, That the Water Commissioners be authorized to lay pipes on 
Summit Avenue, to the limit of the head of supply. 

Voted, That the Water Commissioners be authorized to lay pipes in 
Boylston Street to Reservoir Lane. 

Voted, That the Water Commissioners be authorized to lay pipes in 
Marion Street. 


Adjourned Annual Meeting, May 7, 1875, — 

Voted, That the Seventeenth Article be referred to the Water Com- 
missioners, with instructions to lay the water-pipes in Harvard Street, if 
they deem it best. 

(The Seventeenth Article referred to is as follows) :— 

To see if the town will authorize the Water Commis- 
sioners to lay water-pipes, with suitable hydrants, on Harvard Street to 
Brighton line, also on Marion Street.”

warrant for the meeting.” 


At the adjourned Annual Town Meeting, held April 15, 1875, the 
Fifth Article in the Warrant calling said meeting being up for considera- 
tion and action; to wit, — 

‘‘ Fifth. To hear and act upon the report of the Water Commissioners. 

‘““ Voted, That the Fifth Article be postponed to the next Special 
Meeting.”’ 


At the adjourned Special Town Meeting, held on the twenty-sixth day 
of April, 1875, the Fifth Article in the Warrant calling said meeting 
being up for consideration and action ; to wit, — 
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‘ Fifth. To see if the town will authorize the issue of additional bonds 
for such sum agreeably to the provisions of the water act, chapter 343, 
act of 1872, as may be necessary to complete the water-works, and to 
meet expenses for subsequent extensions, and to appropriate the money 
raised by the sale of said bonds. 

‘* Voted, That there be appropriated seventy-five thousand dollars to 
complete the works to supply the town with water, under the act entitled, 
‘An act to authorize the town of Brookline to take water from Charles 
River,’ to be raised and extended in accordance with the votes of the 
town. 

“ Voted, That so much of the Water Commissioners’ report as is included 
under the head of schedule of rates, from the eighth to the sixteenth 
page inclusive, be recommitted to said commissioners, and five citizens 
to be appointed by the chair, and that they give a public hearing thereon, 
and report in print, with instructions to report to the town such additional 
information in regard to the management of water-works and water-rates, 
and regulations in other towns and cities as they may deem of value to 
the town.”

APPENDIX IV. 


REPORTS ON THE CONDUIT. 


Boston, Sept. 8, 1875. 
To THE BROOKLINE WATER COMMISSIONERS. 

Gentlemen, — In compliance with your request, I visited, on the 
6th inst., in company with Mr. Philbrick, the source of the Brook- 
line water supply, and examined the line of conduit connecting the 
filter gallery with the pump-well, with the view of advising what 
should be done to put it in a safe and durable condition. 

This conduit is formed of earthenware pipes, two feet in diame- 
ter, laid upon a foundation of plank. Many of the pipes have split 
lengthwise, and are so crushed down and distorted as to be useless, 
and must be replaced by some stronger form of conduit section. 

The failure does not appear to have been caused by any yielding 
or displacement of the foundation ; but by want of strength in the 
pipes to resist change of form, when laid, as jie were, upon rigid 
supports and subjected to a load. , 

At the time they were laid, I am informed that Scotch pipes of 
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that diameter were not in the market, hence those of American 
manufacture were used, and as compared with the Scotch. pipes they 
appear to be made of inferior materials, and to be not so well able 
to resist external pressure. 

The plank foundation, so far as now exposed, shows no signs of 
settlement or of other failure, and may be safely used for the sup- 
port of any new form of conduit you may adopt. 

This fact has influenced me in a large measure in recommending 
that the work of replacing the pipes by a wooden box, as begun by 
Mr. Philbrick, be continued. 

This foundation for a great part of its length is underlaid with 
fine running sand, and is placed several feet below the natural 
spring line of the ground; it will therefore be impossible to pump 
the water down so as to lay the planks bare without strong liability 
to undermine them. It will be safest to adopt some form of conduit 
which can be put in place with a foot or so of water upon the 
planks, and this circumstance forbids the use of brick masonry or 
of iron pipes with lead joints. 

Iron pipes with wooden joints might be laid, but the fact that 
considerable time would be required to procure the pipes, is a strong 
objection to their use; and, moreover, they do not seem to possess 
sufficient advantage over a wooden box to warrant their extra cost. 

After a careful examination of the circumstances of the case, I 
have concluded, as before stated, to recommend a wooden conduit to 
replace the broken pipes. Such a conduit is the cheapest that can 
be put down; it can be made of ample strength; it can be quickly 
laid; and, as it will be placed entirely under water, it will be dura- 
ble. Experience shows that timber thus situated will last for cen- 
turies. | 
The only objection of moment that occurs to me, to the use of 
timber, is the possibility that it may, like a new pail, impart a 
woody taste to the water. As the water will be but a short time in 
contact with the wood, I hardly think this will prove to be a fact; 
but if it should it will cause a temporary inconvenience only. 
Formerly, public supplies of water were generally delivered through . 
wooden logs, and it may be of interest to state here, that even now 
some of the wooden pipes of the old Jamaica Acqueduct Company 
are occasionally dug up in the streets of Boston, and where in a 
damp situation are found in a good state of preservation, 
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The box should be made of three-inch stuff, tongued and grooved 
and strongly nailed with galvanized nails, and great care should be 
taken to thoroughly pack the earth between the sides of the box 
and the sheeting which supports the sides of the trench. 

In regard to the unbroken pipes. These may be preserved by 
filling in the trench about them with cement concrete, care being 
taken to select a proper quality of cement and clean materials to 
mix with it. I mention the quality of the cement, as there is a 
quantity in the market now which does not act well when laid in 
damp or wet situations. 

It will cost just about the same, whether you replace the sound 
pipes with the wooden box, or protect them with concrete, and 
which course to pursue is a question that may be determined by 
considerations that will arise during the progress of the work.

Dear Sir,—I fully intended to visit your works before this 
time, and give you my opinion as to the best way to restore your 
conduit; but extraordinary circumstances have prevented my doing 
so, and I can now only give my view from the facts as you present 
them, and without a personal examination of the ground. 

With the work in its present condition, I do not see that you 
can do better than to put in the wooden flume as you suggest. It 
is likely to be durable and satisfactory on the whole, and if your 
reservoir is drawn low, and the first clear water through the flume 
is used to supply that, I do not think a box made of white pine 
would give a taste to the water that many consumers would find 
objectionable, or even notice at all. 

With ample drainage pumps and deep wells outside of the con- 
duit, I think you could lower the water without disturbing the 
sand, so that a brick conduit could be built. This would be the 
most satisfactory construction, but it would take more time, and be 
more expensive than the other, and in your case it is probably unad- 
visable. Wify

Dear Sir, —In company with your chief engineer, Mr. Edward 
S. Philbrick, I have examined the ground with reference to the best 
mode of rebuilding the conduit from the filtering gallery to the 
pumping station of the Brookline Water-works. .So far as I could 
judge from the material thrown out, and from the statements of 
your engineer, the foundations for the conduit are perfectly secure 
and satisfactory. The clay pipes, however, that had been previously 
used in the conduit are, in my opinion, too thin for that diameter in 
such a service. The thickness should be at least one-twelfth the 
interior diameter. I have used such pipes, of greater proportionate 
thickness, in equally trying situations, and consider them quite suit- 
able for the purpose. 

Under the circumstances in which you were placed by the failure 
of the conduit, I think you could not do better, on the whole, than 
to rebuild of wood in the manner you have adopted. As it will be 
constantly under water there is no danger of its decay; and, if well 
made, I see no reason why it should not be reliable and in a good 
degree satisfactory. 

I should prefer a brick conduit in that place for some reasons, but 
that would require a much longer time for construction, causing 
much trouble in your present situation, and it would probably cost 
some seventeen or eighteen thousand dollars more than the wooden 
flume which you have adopted. While, therefore, I think it possible 
to construct a substituted brick conduit in that location, I think it, 
under the present circumstances, unadvisable.

APPENDIX V. 


ON THE MATTER OF SELLING WATER TO THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Immediately after the granting of authority to the water commis- 
sioners to treat’ with the city of Boston for the purchase by it of water 
from this town, this board communicated with the water-board of the 
city, informing them of our desire to make satisfactory terms with them. 
The water-board of Boston, in response, sent to us a copy of the contract 
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between Charlestown and Boston for the supply by the former of water to 
East Boston ; and we were informed that the city would like substan- 
tially such an agreement with the town of Brookline. This contract, as 
to terms of payment, provided that Boston should pay to Charlestown 
eighty-five per cent of the rates collected by the city of Boston. This 
board then sought an interview with the watcr-board of Boston, and, in 
this interview, stated that we were of opinion that a fairer and better rate 
would be one based upon metering the water supplied. It was urged, 
in reply, that no meter in use would deliver sufficient water, and there 
would be a great loss of head in consequence of the use of the meter. 
This board then examined into the subject of meters, and became satis- 
fied that the use of the ‘‘Gem meter’”’ would not be accompanied with 
these objections. Accordingly, this board sent a letter to the water- 
board (a copy of which is annexed) suggesting a rate of two cents per 
one hundred gallons. In reply, the water-board of Boston informed us 
that such a proposition could not be accepted. 

At this stage the board waited upon the President of the water-board 
of the city of Boston, in order to confer upon terms which might be made 
satisfactory to both parties ; they were met with great frankness on his 
part, and in consequence were soon able to adjust a form of proposition ’ 
which would be considered satisfactory as to methods and prices. A 
proposition was then formally submitted in conformity therewith, a copy 
of which is annexed, being, with the exception of the metering clause, 
substantially the same as we had been first asked to offer. This propo- 
sition the water-board, in accordance with the original vote of instructions, 
reported to the City Council; but it was not accepted by them, as we 
were informed by a communication from the board, a copy of which is 
annexed. We have been informed by the President of the water-board 
that the Board of Aldermen and Common Council rejected the propo- 
sition, because they were convinced that there was water sufficient at the 
disposal of the city of Boston to meet the requirements of all its popu- 
lation. Since the proposition first came from the city of Boston, which 
could not be definitely acted on by Brookline before legislative action 
was had to that end, the Boston Water-board have substituted the Co- 
chituate for the Mystic supply, and the latter being ‘thus set free, the 
new wards and the natural growth of population can be amply supplied 
without resorting to any outside sources for aid. It was argued, that as 
the people of Brighton, for so long a time, have done without high service 
supply, they can now wait until the new works are completed. Mr. Davis, 
the city engineer, and the chairman of the water-board, have stated that 
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the object in seeking a supply from Brookline was to make it possible to 


give a high service supply to Brighton without incurring the expense of 
laying a main from the Boston high service, a long distance round Brook- 
line to Brighton, The Water Commissioners, therefore, report, that they 
have been unable to make any arrangement with the city of Boston for 
the purchase by it of water from this town.

FOR THE USE OF WATER, 


AND 


An Ordinance to establish the Brookline Water Board, 





The Committee appointed at the adjourned special town meet- 
ing, held in Brookline, April 26, 1875, by the vote of which a cer- 
tified copy is hereto appended, [Schedule A,] have voted to 
present the following partial report on the subjects referred to 
them. 

The Committee first met within a week after their appointment 
to consider the subject, and, in accordance with the instructions of 
the town, gave two public hearings, to wit, on the 14th and 26th 
of May, and have met on eighteen other occasions. 

Before their adjournment for the summer vacation, they re- 
quested the Secretary to obtain information of the experience of 
other cities and towns in regard to rates and regulations for the 
use of water, in regard to thé management of water supply, and 
such other information on these subjects as might be of value to 
the town. His report of December 20, on the General Systems 
of Assessment of Water Rates, is annexed. 


While the Committee are aware that any system of water rates 
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is necessarily arbitrary, and not, from the nature of the case, 
capable of being equitable in all respects, yet this report, so far 
as it refers to rates, is the best, upon the whole, which the Com- 
mittee have as yet been able to arrange. The principal differ- 
ences in the different systems of assessment of water rates, seem 
to be in the rates for domestic use, upon which the principal 
differences of opinion have occurred in the Committee. In re- 
gard to the ordinance, the Committee are not in full accord on 
the term of office of the members of the proposed Water Board. 

This report is made with the understanding that it is a partial 
report on the subject matter referred to this Committee. The 
annexed report of the Secretary refers to information already 
collected in accordance with the vote of the town, which is not, 
for reasons therein stated, in readiness to submit to the town. 
Therefore, the Committee have voted to present this partial report 
to the town, and to request leave to sit again in order to com- 
plete their report on the whole subject referred to them.

REGULATIONS 


Providing for the Management of the Brookline 
Water Works, 


The following regulations shall be considered as part of the con- 
tract with every water taker, who shall be considered as agreeing 
to be bound by them. Whenever any of them is violated, the 
water shall be cut off; and it will not be let on again except by 
order of the Water Board, and on payment of $2. 

1. Applications for the use of water must be made in writing 
at the office of the Water Board, and must state fully and truly the 
uses to which it is to be apnvlied. Should any taker desire to use 
the water for any purpose not stated in his application he must 
make request to the Water Board for permission to use it for such 
other purpose. No water shall be supplied by takers to persons 
not entitled to its use. 

2. All persons taking water shall keep in order the service-pipe 
within their premises, and be liable for all damage resulting from 
their failure to do so. 

3. ‘They shall prevent all voluntary waste of water, and shall 
not allow water to run through their fixtures to prevent freezing. 
There shall be no concealment of the purposes for which it is used. 

4. No alteration shall be made in any pipes or fixtures inserted 


by the town, except by persons authorized by the Water Board, 
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who shall be allowed to enter the premises, to examine the appara- 
tus, the quantity of water used and manner of its use, and to 
ascertain whether there is any improper waste ; provided, however, 
that no dwelling house shall be thus entered, except on presenta- 
tion of a special order, designating the house and its occupant, 
signed by the Superintendent, authorizing suchentry. Said order 
shall be left with the occupant. 

5. The town reserves to itself the right, whenever it deems it 
necessary to repair the works, to shut off the water, in whole or 
in part, and to stop the supply for other than domestic purposes, 
in cases not requiring a complete stoppage. 

6. Owners shall be so far responsible for tenants, that new ten- 
ants shall not be entitled to a supply until all arrearages on the 
premises are paid. When water shall be supplied to more than 
one taker through a single tap, the bill for the whole supply fur- 
nished through such tap will be made either to the owner of the 
estate, or to some one tenant who shall agree to be responsible 
therefor. In case of non-payment, the water may be shut off, 
notwithstanding one or more takers may have paid their propor- 


tion to such owner or tenant. 


AN ORDINANCE 


To establish the Brookline Water Board, 


Section 1. As soon as may be after the passage of this Ordi- 
nance, there shall be chosen by ballot at a meeting duly called for 
that purpose, three inhabitants of the town of Brookline, who 
shall be styled the Brookline Water Board, one of whom shall be 
chosen to hold office until the annual meeting in 1876, one to hold 
office until the annual meeting in 1877, and one to hold office until 
the annual meeting in 1878, and at every annual meeting after 
1876, one member of the Board shall be chosen to hold office until 
the annual meeting in the third year after the meeting at which he 
shall have been chosen. In case of avacancy by death, resigna- 
tion, removal from town, or other cause, the vacancy shall be filled 
at the next town meeting after the occurrence of such vacancy. 

Sect. 2. The Water Board shall, at the first meeting after their 
election in each year, choose from their number a Chairman. ‘Two 
members shall be a quorum for the exercise of the powers and per- 
formance of the duties of the Water Board. ‘The Board may ap- 
point and remove at their discretion, a Clerk, who shall also be 
Water Registrar, and such servants or agents as may be necessary, 
and may prescribe their duties. They may fix the salaries of such 
Clerk and Registrar, and such servants and agents, subject to the 


instructions and control of the town. ‘The Board shall in no case 
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make any contract or agreement beyond the appropriation for the 
purpose made by the town. 

Secr. 3. The Water Board, thus constituted, shall have the 
exclusive and entire charge, superintendence and oversight of all 
lands, structures, works and apparatus designed and provided 
for obtaining and supplying pure water for the uses of the 
town. ‘They shall receive from the Water Commissioners any and 
all such works as may have been established, and such party, 
so delivering the charge thereof, shall thereafter be free of all re- 
sponsibility for the management of the same. And, after the 
constitution and organization of the Water Board as aforesaid, 
they shall have the exclusive control and management of the 
uses, repairs and extensions of such works and _ structures, 
whether newly determined upon or otherwise, unless the town 
shall make other provision in extensions of the works. 

Sror. 4. The Water Board shall have control and jurisdiction 
over all sources of supply possessed by the town, and of all lands 
appurtenant thereto, and owned or lawfully controlled by the 
town; and they may exercise all rights as to entry upon and 
passage over private premises which now are or may become 
vested in the town, belonging or relating to the management of 
the water works and supply of water. 

Sect. 5. The Water Board shall use diligent care for the pro- 
tection and security of all sources of water from which a supply is 
in any part obtained, so that the purity thereof may not be im- 
paired. 

Secr. 6. The Water Board shall, as often as once in each eal- 
endar month, meet and examine all bills and claims incurred by 
them in the prosecution of their duty; and all claims approved 
shall be certified by them and passed to the Selectmen for settlo- 
ment. The Water Board shall keep a full record of their pro- 
ceedings, and shall make quarterly reports to the Selectmen of 


their doings on or before the tenth day of each January, April, 
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July and October, which reports shall be printed in the same form 
as the annual reports to the town, and shall be in charge of the 
Town Clerk for distribution to the inhabitants, and they shall at 
the annual town meeting make a report in detail to the town of 
their official acts and doings for the year preceding, with estimates 
of expenditures for the year succeeding and such suggestions and 
recommendations as nvay seem to them for the benefit of the town. 

Sect. 7. The Water Board shall, in consultation with the En- 
gineers of the Fire Department, make all proper arrangements 
for the sufficient supply of water for use at fires, and for affording 
the same in the most efficient and suitable manner. They shall, 
in consultation with the Selectmen, arrange for such supply of 
water as may be required for operating any public fountains and 
ornamental public water works, for flushing and cleansing public 
sewers and drains, for sprinkling streets, and for any other use 
clearly distinct from that of ordinary water takers. 

Secor. 8. The Water Board shall have exclusive charge of the 
supply of water, may make all necessary arrangements there- 
for, and such regulations as may be judicious, not inconsistent 
with those established by the town. 

Sect. 9. Bills for the use of water shall be payable at such 
times, and collected in such manner, as the Water Board may 
determine, All sums received by the Water Board for the 
use of water, or for the sale of any other matter or thing lawfully 
held by them, shall be paid monthly into‘the Town Treasury, and 
a receipt taken for the same. 

‘Secr. 10. No'tmember of the Water Board, and no person 
officially acting under their appointment, shall, directly or indi- 
rectly, be personally interested in any contract, bargain or sale of 
property or material connected with the water supply, wherein 
either the Water Board or any committee thereof shall be a 
party. The members of the Water Board shall not reveive 


any compensation for their services, and neither they nor any 
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officer appointed under their authority, shall demand or receive 
any fee or reward for service to any person in connection with his 
duty. 

Sect. 11. As soon after the adoption of this ordinance as 
may be convenient, the Water Commissioners shall notify the 
Selectmen the day upon which the Water Works will be completed, 
and thereupon the Selectmen, within fourteen days after receiving 
said notice, shall call a meeting of the inhabitants of the town for 
the purpose of electing the Water Board provided for herein, said 
meeting to be holden in the same manner as the annual ‘meeting 
for the choice of town officers, and not less than one week before 
the day upon which the Water Works will be completed.

MINORITY REPORT. 





The undersigned, members of the Committee on Water Rates, 
etc., believing that the principle of annual election of town offi- 
cers, which has obtained in Massachusetts from its earliest ex- 
istence, should be adhered to, oppose the adoption by the town of 
the first section of the ordinance reported by the Committee, and 
recommend the town to adopt instead thereof the following: 

Section 1. As soon as may be after the passage of this ordi- 
nance, there shall be chosen by ballot, at a meeting duly called for 
the purpose, three inhabitants of the town of Brookline, who shall 
be styled the Brookline Water Board and who shall hold office 
until the next annual, meeting, or until their successors shall be 
chosen and qualified ; and at every annual meeting thereafter three 
members of the Water Board shall be chosen as aforesaid, to hold 
office until the next annual meeting, or until their successors shall 

.be chosen and qualified. In case of a vacancy by death, resigna- 
tion, remoyal from town, or other cause, the vacancy shall be filled 
at the next town meeting after the occurrence of such vacancy.

REPORT 


ON THE 


General Systems of Assessment of Water Rates. 





Brooxiine, Dec. 20, 1875. 
Hon. William Aspinwall, Chairman of Committee, 


Str: From the official copy of the town vote, under which your 
Committee has organized, it appears that, at the adjourned special 
meeting of the inhabitants of the town of Brookline, holden May 
26, 1875, it was voted to refer that part of the report of the Water 
Commissioners which related to the rates and regulations for the 
use of water to a Committee, of which you are the Chairman ; that 
this Committee should ‘ give a public hearing thereon, and report 
in print, with instructions to report to the town such additional 
information in regard to the management of water works and 
water rates and regulations in other towns and cities, as they may 
deem of value to the town.” 

In accordance with this vote, the Committee gave two public - 
hearings, and, after many Committee meetings, about the first of 
* August voted that the Secretary be requested to obtain such addi- 
tional information in regard to the experience of other cities and 
towns as would comply with the above instructions of the town. 

Under this vote of the Committee I have the honor to report that 
I have obtained the water rates and regulations of twenty-three 
cities and towns of Massachusetts, and of the principal Northern 
and Western cities outside of this State. I would also report that 
I have collected considerable information relative to the manage- 


ment and sanitary conditions of water supply, which may be of 
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value to the town, but that Iam not prepared to report on that 
branch of the subject until I have completed my examination of 
the Sixth and Final Report of the British Commission on the 
Pollution of Rivers,—which contains valuable and exhaustive in- 
formation on the English water-supply system and management, 
—and of the Report of the French Commission on the Pollution 
and Purification of the Seine: both of these important reports, 
published within a few weeks, seém to contain valuable informa- 
tion within the intent of the instructions of the town. 

Although I do not think it advisable to present a partial and 
therefore incomplete report on the subject entrusted to this Com- 
mittee, yet as the Committee has recently (December 16) voted to 
make a partial report,—to wit, on water rates —it is my duty to 
furnish for publication information on the systems of assessing 
water rates in other cities and towns. I, therefore, herewith for- 
ward the list of the above cities and towns, classified according to 
the system adopted for the assessment of the water tax. Exact 
information on this subject, to be of much practical use, should, I 
think, be tabulated in proper form for purposes of comparison, 
but the very brief time which has elapsed since the Committee 
decided to make a partial report has not been sufficient to com- 
plete the tabular statements in a clear and comprehensive form, 
such as I should be willing to hold myself responsible for. 

The introduction of a public water supply is a sanitary measure, 
rendered necessary by the pollution of well and surface waters in 
densely populated communities. The assessment of a water tax 
is intended, so far as may be consistent with the public good, to 
cover the expenses of management and ultimately to provide for 
the payment of the principal and interest of the debt incurred in 
introducing water. 

With these two objects in view, different systems of assessment 
of a water tax have been adopted in different parts of the coun- 
try ; but in no case, so far as I have observed, has the public 


water been furnished without some tax on the consumer. ‘The

difference in the systems of assessment is mainly confined to the tax 
for domestic use ; for, with comparatively slight differences, the tax 
for industrial and business purposes is based on the quantity of 
water used, as ascertained by estimate or by actual measurement. 

While theoretically it seems just that every consumer should be 
taxed exactly in proportion to the amount of water used by him, 
it should be remembered that the principal reason for the introduc- 
tion of a public water supply is, not to increase the public revenue 
by direct receipts therefrom, but to promote the public health,— 
the health and thereby the prosperity of the individual citizens, and 
their physical ability to work and be producers of wealth, whereby 
their ability to share the public expenses may be increased to the 
ultimate advantage of their fellow citizens and the community. 

To tax every gallon used for domestic purposes would tend to 
cause the very class of persons who most need to use water, for the 
preservation of personal and domestic cleanliness and of health, to 
refrain from the free use of it, and would thereby tend to the produc- 
tion of zymotic diseases, fitly called filth diseases, which are almost 
always preventable, though they cause about one-fourth of all the 
deaths that occur; for example, last year in Boston, 24,2; per 
cent., while consumption caused only 16; per cent., of the entire 
death-rate. Such results would be obviously adverse to the public 
health, for the promotion of which a public supply of pure water 
is introduced. . Recognizing, then, the undeniable fact that pure 
water, next to pure air, is the most powerful sanitary agent in the 
hands of an intelligent community, it would be a criminal folly to 
limit its reasonable use by measuring it out gallon by gallon, and 
would conflict’ with the recognized principle of modern civilization, 
that the main object of government is the welfare of the governed. 
If it should be found necessary, on account of short supply or 
unreasonable waste, to measure water for domestic use, it would be 
in harmony with these principles of public. policy to assess only 
the quantity used in excess of a certain fixed daily allowance per. 
head. 
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To this enlightened view, rather than to the cost or imperfec- 
tions of water meters, I attribute the fact that I have not been able 
to learn of any city or town which has introduced any general sys- 
tem of measuring water for domestic use; though meters have 
been quite commonly introduced where large quantities of water 
are used, as in hotels and manufactories. 

The following facts, relative to the use of Meters may be 


instructive as showing the usage of Cities:

The annexed tables, showing the different systems of assessing 
the water tax for domestic use, as adopted by cities in different 
sections of the country, may not only be of use to the town but is 
a curious illustration of the effect of commercial and local influ- 
ence upon ideas of public policy. It is fair to presume that each 
of the cities named sought to combine the financial interest and 
public good of the municipality, with the individual welfare of its 
citizens, in arranging its system of water rates. But, though the 
difference of the methods adopted is quite striking, the different 
systems naturally group themselves together, as though each group 


was controlled by a common idea.

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The above table simply gives a list of cities and the general 
system upon which they assess a water tax for domestic use; but 
there are many of the details of their rates and system of manage- 
ment which, in my judgment, have an important bearing on the 
question of what rates and regulations would be best suited to this 
town. 

Until this information is collated in tabular form so as to admit 
of ready and exact comparison, I do not feel, as a member of the 
_ Committee, in position to make a thorough and comprehensive re- 
port on the question of water rates and regulations or to recom- 
mend any system as the best which the town could adopt to attain 
all the advantages which might be made to inure from the intro- 
duction of water. 

There seems to be danger of confounding the subject matter of 
the report of this Committee with, and considering it in a measure 
supplemental to, the final report of the Water Commissioners. The 
fact is that the Water Commissioners are expected to report upon a 
public work already completed, while this Committee is expected 
to report a public policy in regard to the future management and 
adaptation of that work to the wants of the town. 

In closing this report, Mr. Chairman, I am frank to admit that, 
in my judgment, it is not such a report as the subject, involving so 
many important public considerations, deserves ; and I fail to see. 
how the town can suffer, financially or otherwise, from the reasonable 
delay necessary to complete an exact and exhaustive report upon 
the whole subject referred to this Committee by the town.
